TOWN  CLERK  AND  ACCOUNTANT’S  STATEMENT 
TO  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  for  1991  is 
hereby  submitted.  Included  in  this  report  is  a  summary  of  the 
major  activities  that  transpired  in  the  Office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant  during  fiscal  1991. 

TOWN  CLERK’S  REPORT 

The  following  represents  a  summary  of  some  of  the  significant 
events  in  the  Town  Clerk’s  facet  of  this  department  during  1991. 

Licenses  and  permits  issued: 

The  issuance  of  various  licenses  and  permits  through  this  office 
resulted  in  a  collection  of  $68,063  in  fees  to  be  used  to  offset  the 
tax  levy  in  FY  1991. 

Elections: 

During  Fiscal  1991  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  presided  over  five  (5) 
elections.  Complete  results  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Census  and  Voter  Registration: 

The  results  of  the  January  1991  census  conducted  by  this  office 
revealed  that  there  were  28,832  residents  in  Norwood.  The 
number  of  registered  voters  in  Norwood  in  1991  totaled  16,098. 
The  following  analysis  of  the  population  and  number  of  registered 
voters  in  Norwood  in  the  last  five  (5)  years  reveals  a  continued 
condition  of  stabihty,  with  negligible  growth  or  decline  patterns

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  place  restrictions  on  the  State's  use  of 
consultants.  It  would  place  various  limits  on  the  amount  of  profit, 
overhead  charges  and  expenses  that  the  State  could  pay  consultants. 

It  would  limit  the  duration  of  consultant  contracts  to  two  years  and 
any  extension  to  one  year,  and  it  would  limit  the  degree  to  which 
such  contracts  could  be  changed  to  require  payments  in  excess  of  the 
original  contract.  The  proposed  law  would  limit  to  $100,000  the  amount 
the  State  could  pay  on  a  consultant  contract  with  an  individual  and 
would  require  all  other  consultant  contracts  in  excess  of  $25,000  to 
be  sought  through  competitive  bidding.  It  would  prohibit  consultants 
from  supervising  State  employees,  and  it  would  limit  the  use  of  con¬ 
sultants  as  substitutes  for  State  employee  positions.

In  addition,  the  proposed  law  would  place  limits  on  the  total 
amount  of  money  State  agencies,  departments  and  Authorities  could 
spend  on  consultants  each  year.  Subsidiary  provisions  would  also 
establish  a  method  for  these  entities  to  gradually  come  into  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  new  spending  limits  and  would  give  authority  to 
the  State  Secretary  of  Administration  and  Finance,  on  request,  to 
permit  some  spending  in  excess  of  the  new  limits.  The  proposed  law 
would  also  require  State  agencies,  departments  and  Authorities  as 
well  as  the  Secretary  of  Administration  and  Finance  to  submit  yearly 
reports  concerning  the  State's  consultant  contracts  to  certain  legis¬ 
lative  committees  and  to  the  Inspector  General.

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  change  the  state  income  tax  rate,  affect 
language  contained  in  certain  tax  provisions,  and  regulate  the  settina 
of  fees  by  state  agencies  and  authorities. 

The  proposed  law  would  set  the  state  income  tax  rate  on  Part  B 
taxable  income  (in  general,  earned  income)  at  4.25%  for  1991  and 
4.625%  for  1992,  except  for  income  from  unemployment  compensation, 
alimony,  Massachusetts  bank  interest,  rental  income,  pension  and 
annuity  income,  and  IRA/Keogh  deductions,  which  would  be  taxed  at  5%. 

The  proposed  law  also  provides  that  the  fee  imposed  by  any  state 
agency  or  authority  shall  be  no  more  than  the  fee  that  was  in  effect 
on  or  before  June  30,  1988.  The  state  Secretary  of  Administration 
would  determine  the  amount  to  be  charged  for  any  service,  registration, 
regulation,  license,  fee,  permit  or  other  public  function,  except  for 
rates  on  tuition  or  fees  at  state  colleges  and  universities  or  any 
fees  or  charges  relative  to  the  administration  and  operation  of  the 
state  courts.  Any  increase  or  decrease  in  a  fee,  or  the  establishment 
of  any  new  fee,  would  require  the  approval  of  the  Legislature.  Any 
increase  in  a  fee  would  not  apply  to  persons  65  years  of  age  or  older. 
No  state  agency  or  authority  could  collect  any  fee  which  e.xceeds  the 
administrative  costs  directly  incurred  by  the  state  agency  or  authority 
to  produce  and  process  the  application  for  any  license  or  permit. 

The  Secretary  of  Administration  must  report  information  concerning 
fees  to  the  Legislature  on  an  annual  basis. 

The  proposed  law  provides  that  for  tax  periods  commencing  on  or 
after  January  1,  1991,  language  in  certain  provisions  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  general  laws  relating  to  taxes  shall  be  the  same  as  it  was 
on  August  2,  1989,  or  the  effective  date  of  the  proposed  law,  which¬ 
ever  language  yields  less  tax  revenue.  The  tax  provisions  affected 
include  sections  relating  to  the  surtax  on  business  income,  corporate 
excise  taxes,  S  corporation  taxes,  taxes  on  security  corporations, 
taxes  on  Part  A  income  (in  general,  unearned  income),  bank  taxes, 
excise  taxes  on  alcoholic  beverages  and  cigarettes,  excise  taxes  on 
deeds,  estate  taxes,  payments  to  the  Commonwealth  relating  to  horse 
and  dog  racing,  payments  to  the  Commonwealth  relatina  to  boxing  and 
sparring  matches,  taxes  on  utility  companies,  gasoline  taxes,  taxes 
on  insurance  companies,  excise  taxes  on  motor  vehicles,  taxes  on  urban 
redevelopment  corporations,  sales  tax,  use  tax,  room  occupancy  excise 
tax,  property  taxes,  and  taxes  on  proceeds  from  raffles  and  bazaars. 

The  proposed  law  also  contains  a  provision  that  if  any  sections 
of  the  law  are  held  to  be  invalid,  all  other  sections  of  the  law  are 
to  remain  in  effect.

This  proposed  law  would  change  the  state  election  laws  governing 
the  establishment  of  political  parties  and  the  nomination  of  candidates. 


The  proposed  law  would  allow  voters  to  register  under  a  political 
designation  other  than  "Independent"  and  in  addition  to  the  two  poli¬ 
tical  parties  previously  recognized  by  law  (Republican  or  Democrat), 
if  at  least  fifty  voters  request  to  be  permitted  to  do  so.  It  would 
allow  any  group  to  qualify  as  a  political  party  under  Massachusetts 
law  if  at  least  one  percent  of  the  total  number  of  registered  voters 
register  to  vote  using  that  group's  political  designation,  or  if  at 
least  three  percent  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  preceding  election  for 
any  statewide  office  were  cast  for  a  candidate  running  under  that 
group's  political  designation. 


The  proposed  law  would  set  the  minimum  number  of  signatures  needed 
on  independent  or  minor  party  nomination  papers  for  state  office  at 
one-half  of  one  percent  (1/2%)  of  the  entire  vote  cast  in  the  previous 
state  election  for  governor  (as  compared  to  2%  as  of  1989),  and  would 
also  establish  this  number  of  signatures  as  the  upper  limit  needed 
for  major  party  candidates.  The  proposed  law  would  also  permit  voters 
to  sign  the  nomination  papers  of  any  number  of  candidates  for  the  saune 
office,  would  require  that  all  blank  forms  to  be  used  for  nomination 
papers  and  initiative  and  referendum  petitions  be  no  more  than  Sh"  by 
14"  in  size,  and  would  allow  signatures  to  be  collected  on  exact  copies 
of  those  forms.

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  regulate  the  distribution  to  cities  and 
towns  of  the  Local  Aid  Fund,  which  consists  of  at  least  40%  of  the 
revenue  generated  by  the  state  income,  sales,  and  corporate  taxes,  as 
well  as  the  balance  of  the  State  Lottery  Fund. 

Subject  to  appropriation  by  the  legislature,  the  State  Treasurer 
would  distribute  the  Local  Aid  Fund  to  cities  and  towns  on  a  quarterly 
basis,  and  each  city  or  town  would  receive  at  least  the  same  amount  of 
local  aid  it  received  in  the  previous  fiscal  year  unless  the  total 
Local  Aid  Fund  decreases. 


In  fiscal  year  1992,  if  there  has  been  any  increase  over  the 
fiscal  year  1989  fund,  half  of  the  increase  would  be  distributed  in 
accordance  with  the  distribution  formula  used  for  fiscal  year  1989, 
and  half  would  be  distributed  to  each  city  and  town  in  proportion  to 
its  population. 

In  each  year  after  1992,  if  the  fund  increases,  the  excess  would 
be  distributed  through  a  formula  devised  by  the  state  Secretary  of 
Administration  and  Finance,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Local 
Government  Advisory  Committee.  If  the  fund  decreases  after  1992, 
each  town  or  city  will  have  the  amount  it  receives  decreased  by  the 
same  percentage. 

This  proposed  law  also  requires  that  the  Treasurer  publish  an 
annual  report  about  the  Local  Aid  Fund,  that  the  state  Auditor  publish 
an  annual  audit  of  the  Account,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  Administra¬ 
tion  and  Finance  issue  to  each  city  and  town  an  estimate  of  funds  it 
will  receive  from  the  Local  Aid  Fund. 

Each  city  or  town  would  be  allowed  to  bring  a  lawsuit  to  force 
distribution  of  the  account,  and  would  be  entitled  to  a  late  payment 
fee  if  distribution  is  not  timely.

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five  (5) 
different  parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk 
and  Accountant  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked 
"Official  Ballots  November  6,  1990"  and  their  receipts  thereof. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered 
voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use 
at  this  election.  They  were  supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken 
from  the  package  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  were  stationed  by 
the  entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to 
deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked 
on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot  boxes  used  in  elections  were  opened 
in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the  wardens  and  other  officials  and 
found  to  be  empty.

"b.  Lighting  Installations.  Exterior  area  lighting, 
such  as  for  parking  lots  or  recreation  areas,  and 
building  floodlighting  shall  employ  fixtures  of  a 
type,  height,  location,  brightness  and  direction 
such  that  light  sources  are  not  exposed  to  normal 
view  from  any  adjacent  dwellings  or  traveled  ways. 
Light  overspill  onto  adjacent  premises  shall  not 
exceed  0.5  footcandles  measured  in  Residential 
Districts  or  3  footcandles  in  Non-residential 
Districts,  except  that  if  the  ambient  level  ex¬ 
ceeds  that,  then  overspill  shall  not  be  such  as  to 
produce  shadows  observable  without  instruments. 

"c.  Flashing.  No  flickering  or  flashing  lights  shall 
be  permitted.  Processes,  such  as  arc  welding, 
which  create  light  flashes  shall  be  confined 
within  buildings  or  shielded  to  prevent  either 
direct  glare  or  flashing  reflected  from  the  sky. 

"d.  Hours.  Exterior  building  and  area  lighting  shall 
be  extinguished  not  more  than  one  hour  after 
closing,  except  as  required  for  safety  and  securi¬ 
ty. 

"e.  Lighting  Plan.  An  exterior  lighting  plan  is 
required  for  applications  proposing  in  aggregate 
more  than  5,000  watts  of  exterior  lighting,  to 
include  indication  of  location,  mounting  height, 
and  orientation  of  luminaires,  and  sufficient 

technical  information  on  the  fixtures  to  determine 
their  type  and  resulting  illumination  levels. 

"f.  Departures.  Departure  from  the  above  requirements 
may  be  authorized  on  Special  Permit,  upon  determi¬ 
nation  by  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 
that  either  it  is  inherently  infeasible  for  that 
use  (e.g.  public  outdoor  recreation)  to  meet  these 
standards,  or  that  the  installation  involves  no 
more  than  two  luminaires,  and  that  all  reasonable 
efforts  have  been  made  to  avoid  glare  or  light 
overspill  onto  streets  or  residential  premises. 

"5312.  Noise. 

"a.  The  following  noise  standards,  unless  otherwise 
specifically  indicated,  shall  apply  to  noise  as 
hoard  at  any  location  off  the  premises  within  a 
designated  noise  zone,  except  for  that  produced  by 
warning  devices,  agricultural  activity,  temporary 
construction  or  maintenance  work,  yard  mainte¬ 
nance,  public  events,  or  other  special  circum¬ 
stances,  but  specifically  not  excluding  recurrent 
vehicle  noise  associated  with  fixed  points,  such 
as  that  of  refrigerator  trucks  at  loading  areas. 
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"b.  Noise  Zones.  The  following  noise  zones  are  hereby 
created ; 

NOISE  ZONE  A:  Non-residential  districts, 

NOISE  ZONE  B:  Locations  in  any  Residential 

district,  but  within  200  feet  of 
a  non-residential  district,  or 
within  200  feet  of  a  state  num¬ 
bered  highway. 

NOISE  ZONE  C:  All  other  locations. 

"c.  Limitations.  No  development  shall  be  allowed 
which  would  result  in  the  following  standards 
being  exceeded  by  more  than  20  decibels  at  any 
time,  or  by  more  than  10  decibels  for  more  than 
ten  minutes  in  an  hour,  or  at  all  for  more  than  30 
minutes  in  an  hour,  measured  at  any  point  off¬ 
site.  If  the  generated  noise  has  a  single  domi¬ 

nant  frequency  above  4,800  cycles  per  second, 
these  standards  shall  be  reduced  by  5  decibels.

"(2)  Whenever  practical,  trees  and  other  natural 
vegetation  shall  be  retained,  protected,  and 
supplemented . 

"(3)  The  disturbed  area  shall  be  kept  to  a  mini¬ 
mum  . 

"(4)  Where  necessary,  temporary  vegetation  and/or 
mulching  shall  be  used  to  protect  areas 
exposed  during  development. 

"(5)  Sediment  basins  (debris  basins,  desilting 
basins  or  silt  traps)  shall  be  installed  and 
maintained  where  necessary  to  remove  from 
runoff  waters  any  sediment  from  land  undergo^ 
ing  development. 

"(6)  The  angle  of  graded  slopes  and  fills  shall  be 
no  greater  than  the  angle  which  can  be  re¬ 
tained  by  vegetative  cover  or  alternative 
proposed  erosion  control  devices  or  struc¬ 
tures.  In  any  event,  slopes  left  exposed 
must  immediately  be  planted  or  otherwise 
provided  with  permanent  ground  cover  or  other 
means  sufficient  to  retain  erosion. 

"(7)  A  ground  cover  sufficient  to  retain  erosion 
must  be  planted  or  otherwise  provided  within 
30  working  days,  season  permitting,  on  any 
portion  of  the  tract  upon  which  further 
active  construction  is  not  being  undertaken. 

"(8)  The  development  plan  or  land-disturbing 
activity  shall  be  fitted  to  the  topography 
and  soils  so  as  to  minimize  erosion  poten¬ 
tial.

on  a  special  permit  may  require  a  report  on  the 
erosion  control  proposals  by  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service  or  others  expert  in  soil  mechanics  in 
cases  where  doubt  as  to  adequacy  of  proposed 
measures  exists.

will  be  considered  a  'Major  Project'  if  on  a  single  lot  or  a 
set  of  contiguous  lots  in  the  same  ownership  at  any  time 
subsequent  to  the  effective  date  of  this  provision,  except 
for  individual  additions  or  alterations  increasing  floor 
area  or  vehicle  parking  or  storage  on  that  lot  or  set  of 
contiguous  lots  by  less  than  10%.  Major  Projects  require 
authorization  through  a  special  permit  from  the  Planning 
Board  under  the  provisions  of  Section  6600  Major  Projects. 
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2.  Amend  Section  6000  SPECIAL  REGULATIONS  by  inserting  a  new 
Section  6600,  to  read  as  follows: 

"6600.  Major  Projects 

"6610.  Intent. 

The  intent  of  Major  Project  provisions  is  to  assure  that 
large-scale  developments  are  carefully  tested  against  the 
Town's  decision  criteria  relating  locations  and  uses,  and 
that  adequate  provisions  are  made  for  impacts  of  develop¬ 
ment. 

"6620.  Applicability. 

Authorization  for  new  construction,  addition,  or  change  of 
use  resulting  in  a  net  addition  of  more  than  50,000  square 
feet  net  floor  area  in  non-residential  use  or  parking  or 
storage  for  200  or  more  motor  vehicles,  measured  cumula¬ 
tively  subsequent  to  the  effective  date  of  this  provision, 
will  be  considered  a  'Major  Project'  if  on  a  single  lot  or  a

6634  Impact  analyses  on  topics  as  germane  to  the  case, 
including  identification  of  public  facility  im¬ 
provements  anticipated  to  be  made  by  others  and 
those  being  committed  by  the  applicant. 

6635  Description  of  the  project  timing  and  phasing. 
"6640.  Decision  Criteria. 

Major.  Projects  shall  be  approved,  approved  with  conditions, 
or  disapproved  based  upon  the  criteria  of  Section  1420 
Decision  Criteria. 
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"«650.  Master  Development  Plan. 

6651.  Applicability. 

A  Master  Plan  for  development  of  premises  comprising 
five  (5)  or  more  acres  may,  at  the  owner's  option,  be 
submitted  for  approval  as  a  Major  Project.  Following 
approval  of  such  a  plan,  individual  proposals  on  lots 
within  those  premises  will  not  be  subject  to  review 
again  as  Major  Projects,  regardless  of  the  amounts  of 
floor  area  or  dwelling  units  proposed,  provided  that 
the  Planning  Board,  in  performing  Development  Plan 
Review,  determines  that  the  proposal  is  consistent  with 
the  approved  Master  Plan,  which  means:

The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 
shall  refer  notice  of  all  applications  immediately 
upon  receipt  to  the  Town  Manager,  Inspector  of 
Buildings,  Planning  Board  (where  it  is  not  the 
SPGA) ,  Town  Engineer,  DPW,  Board  of  Health,  Con 
servation  Commission,  Police  Department,  Fire 
Department,  Municipal  Light  Department,  and  to  any 
other  involved  Town  official  or  agency. 

"The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  shall  also 
transmit  copies  of  the  submitted  plans  and  support 
documentation  to  all  agencies  having  requested 
such  documentation  for  either  that  specific 
project  or  for  such  projects  generally,  and  to  any 
other  authorities  whose  review  is  judged  appropri¬ 
ate  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  for  technical 
review  and  comment.  Failure  of  any  official  or 
agency  to  make  recommendation  within  thirty-five 
days  of  receipt  of  the  application  and  support 
documentation  shall  be  deemed  lack  of  opposition 
thereto. "

They  were  supplied  with  official  ballots 
taken  from  the  packages  received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  were 
stationed  by  the  entrances  and  exits  of  the  polling  places  with 
instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters  whose  names 
were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot  boxes 
used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by 
the  wardens  and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The 
registers  were  then  set  to  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at 
7:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.

1.  Due  to  the  high  price  of  automobiles  and  also  because  of 
their  usefulness,  small  pickup  trucks  have  become  very  popular 

^  for  personal  use.  The  proposed  bylaw  recognizes  this  fact  and 

I  will  not  limit  the  number  of  smaller  trucks  that  one  may  park 

at  their  residence.  The  proposed  weight  limit  (6250  GVW)  for 
smaller  trucks  has  been  well  researched  and  is  the  heaviest 
of  the  three  Gross  Vehicle  Weights  for  a  1991  domestic  (Ford, 
Chevy  and  Dodge)  "1/2  ton"  pickup  truck.  This  Gross  Vehicle 
Weight  will  logically  allow  something  smaller  than  a  "1/2  ton" 
pickup  such  as  a  foreign  compact  pickup  (Toyota  or  Nissan,  for 
example) . 

2.  Many  craftsmen  and  small  businessmen  operate  out  of  their 
homes  and  may  need  a  heavier  or  larger  vehicle  to  make  their 
living.  The  proposed  bylaw  will  allow  one  other  vehicle  in 
the  residential  districts  which  is  larger  than  a  small  pickup 
truck,  and  the  type  of  vehicle  people  usually  associate  with 
a  trade  or  a  service/delivery  type  of  business  (3/4  ton  and 

1  ton  pickups,  commercial  cargo  vans,  etc.).  The  proposed 
weight  and  length  limits  will  allow  these  types  of  vehicles 
in  the  residential  districts,  but  not  a  heavier  vehicle  such 
as  a  tractor-trailer  or  beverage  truck  or  an  especially  long 
vehicle  such  as  an  extended  body  step-van  (Chevy's  version  is 
over  26  feet  long) .  These  larger  types  of  vehicles  are  deemed 
to  be  more  appropriately  parked  in  the  non-residential  districts 
and  the  proposed  bylaw  reflects  this  view.

b.  Valid  l.D.  (driver's  license  acceptable). 

c.  Name  of  organization  the  person  is  representing. 

d.  Telephone  number  and  person  to  contact  from  the  organization 
they  represent. 

e.  The  purpose  of  the  solicitation  or  business  to  be  conducted 
by  said  person  or  persons,  including  a  list  of  the  items  to 
be  sold  or  distributed,  if  any. 

f.  The  estimated  period  during  which  each  person  will  be  in 
the  Town  of  Norwood. 

4.  Applications  for  solicitation  shall  be  made  at  least  48  hours  in 
advance  except  for  reasonable  cause,  the  determination  of  which 
shall  be  at  the  exclusive  discretion  of  the  Chief  of  Police. 

5.  Door  to  door  or  other  solicitors  shall  not  enter  private  property 
where  specifically  prohibited  by  the  owner  or  person  in  control 
thereof,  either  personally  or  by  other  means  of  a  sign.

Although  we  were  faced  with  a  long  fist  of  pent-up  capital  projects  (See  enclosure), 
we  knew  almost  immediately  that  we  had  to  deal,  first,  with  the  request  by  the 
Fire  Chief  concerning  his  request  for  a  replacement  ladder  truck.  "ITiis  request 
had  been  deierred  on  several  occasions  in  the  recent  past,  and  now  had  reached 
the  stage  w’here  it  needed  serious  and  thoughtful  discussion.  This  is  the  only 
Capital  Outlay  request  which  the  Committee  will  report  on  and  present  to  Town 
Meeting  Members  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May,  1991. 

This  is  what  our  research  and  discussion  disclosed  to  us: 


1.  Ladder  truck  #1  is  24  years  old.  It  was  purchased  in  1967. 

2.  A  major  engine  overhaul  occurred  in  1976;  the  entire  unit  was  re- 
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built  in  1980;  in  1987  major  repairs  were  made  to  the  unit;  and  minor 
repairs  were  made  to  the  aerial  ladder  itself  in  1989  so  that  it  could 
continue  to  be  derrified  for  use. 

The  total  cost  of  those  repairs  was  $85,510. 

3.  Since  the  original  manufacturer  of  the  piece  is  now  out  of  business, 
replacement  parts  are  now  almost  impossible  to  obtain,  and  expensive 
when  obtainable. 

4.  Our  best  estimate  for  replacement  cost  for  a  new  unit  is  $405,000. 

5.  A  used  replacement  \init  makes  httle  sense  because  a)  "we’re  buying 
someone  else’s  troubles",  and  b)  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to 
obtain  a  used  unit  that  would  meet  our  exact  needs  for  height,  etc. 

6.  Permanent  mutual  aid  with  surrotmding  towns  for  aerial  ladders  is 
not  available. 

After  serious  deliberation,  the  Committee  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  purchase 
of  the  ladder  truck  should  be  accomplished  as  soon  as  possible.  However,  we  felt 
that  the  Town  could  not  afford  the  expenditure  of  the  entire  $405,000  in  F.Y.’92. 

There  are  two  basic  options  for  obtaining  this  important  piece  of  fire-fighting 
equipment,  other  than  outright  purchase,  i.e.,  a)  lease/purchase,  or  b)  short-term 
borrowing. 

In  each  case,  the  annual  payment,  including  interest,  would  amount  to  $95,000  for 
the  five  years  of  the  Ufe  of  the  lease/purchase  or  the  short-term  loan.  (See 
enclosed  charts.) 

Since  delivery  time  for  the  equipment  could  be  as  far  off  as  July  1,  1992,  we 
expect  the  first  payment  for  the  piece  would  not  occur  until  F.Y.  1993.  Thus, 
there  would  be  no  i  direct  finappial  impact  on  the  F.Y,  1992  budget  except  the 
authorization  by  the  Town  Meeting  to  enter  into  the  contract  with  the  low  bidder. 

The  Capital  Outlay  Committee  plans  to  continue  to  meet  with  department  heads 
and  other  town  officials  throughout  the  coming  year. 

By  the  Annual  town  Meeting  of  1992,  we  expect  to  submit  to  you  a 
comprehensive,  well-thought-out  Capital  Outlay  plan  to  deal  with  the  needs  of 
the  town  in  the  six  years  beyond  that  time.

CAPITAL  OUTLAY  COMMITTEE 

Section  1  (ComfX)sition,  Term  of  Office) 

There  shall  be  a  committee  organized  to  be  known  as  the  Capital  Outlay 
Committee,  consisting  of  nine  members  as  follows: 

(a)  One  member  from  each  of  the  following  groups,  or  its  designee  to  be 
designated  by  such  group: 

Board  of  Selectmen 

Finance  Commission 

Planning  Board 

Board  of  Assessors 

School  Committee 

The  members  originally  designated  as  above,  shall  serve  until  the  next 
annual  Town  Meeting  in  January  and  thereafter  such  terms  shall  be  for  one 
year  to  expire  on  the  date  of  the  annual  Town  Meeting  in  January  of  each  year. 

(b)  The  remaining  four  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  one 
to  serve  until  the  next  annual  town  meeting,  one  to  serve  until  the  second  an¬ 
nual  town  meeting,  and  the  other  two  to  serve  until  the  third  annual  town  meet¬ 
ing  and  upon  the  expiration  of  each  of  these  terms,  the  Moderator  shall  appoint 
for  terms  of  three  years. 

Section  2  (Filling  of  Vacancies) 

Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  Committee,  it  shall  be  filled 
by  the  appointing  authority  which  appointed  the  member  whose  position  shall 
have  become  vacant.  Any  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  committee 
shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  whom  he  succeeds. 

Section  3  (Ex-Officio  Members) 

The  General  Manager,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  Town  Treasurer, 
and  the  Librarian  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee.  They  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  vote  on  the  making  of  recommendations  to  be  included  In 
the  Committee's  reports.  The  Committee  shall  choose  its  own  officers,  and 
shall  serve  without  compensation. 

Section  4  (Powers  and  Duties) 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  ascertain  annually  what  capital 
outlays  will  be  required  by  the  Town  during  the  next  six  years.  In  making 
this  determination,  it  may  consult  with  Town,  County  and  State  officials,  with 
other  boards  and  committees  of  the  Town,  and  with  other  competent  organiza¬ 
tions  and  individuals  whom  they  may  choose.  It  shall  publish  and  distribute 
to  each  Town  Meeting  member  an  annual  report  and  such  further  reports  as 
It  deems  advisable,  and  shall  include  In  such  reports  its  estimates  of  the  impact 
on  Income,  operational  exf>enses  and  tax  rates,  and  its  recommendation  for  sch¬ 
eduling  and  finanacing  Capital  Outlays.

Our  procedures  were  limited  to  the  applicable  procedures  described  in  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  Compliance  Supplement  for  Single  Audits  of 
State  and  Local  Governments.  Our  procedures  were  substantially  less  in  scope 
than  an  audit,  the  objective  of  which  is  the  expression  of  an  opinion  on  Town 
of  Norwood,  Massachusetts'  compliance  with  the  requirements  listed  in  the 
preceding  paragraph.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  such  an  opinion. 

With  respect  to  the  items  tested,  the  results  of  those  procedures  disclosed  no 
material  instances  of  noncompliance  with  the  requirements  listed  in  the  second 
paragraph  of  this  report.  With  respect  to  items  not  tested,  nothing  came  to 
our  attention  that  caused  us  to  believe  that  the  Town  of  Norwood, 
Massachusetts,  had  not  complied,  in  all  material  respects,  with  those 
requirements.

During  the  year  ended  June  30,  1991,  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts  had  no 
major  federal  financial  assistance  programs  and  expended  63  percent  of  its 

total  federal  financial  assistance  under  the  following  nonmajor  federal 

financial  assistance  programs:  "Chapter  1  -  Special  Educational  Needs  of 
Disadvantaged  Children"  and  "Education  of  Handicapped  Children". 

We  performed  tests  of  controls,  as  required  by  0MB  Circular  A-128,  to  evaluate 
the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  internal  control  structure 
policies  and  procedures  that  we  considered  relevant  to  preventing  or  detecting 
material  noncompliance  with  specific  requirements,  general  requirements,  and

nonmajor  programs.  Our  procedures  were  less  in  scope  than  would  be  necessary

A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the 
design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements 
does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or 
irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  being  audited  or  that  noncompliance  with  laws  and 
regulations  that  would  be  material  to  a  federal  financial  assistance  program 
may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the 
normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  We  noted  not  matters 
involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to 
be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above.

Cosh  reconciliations 

While  verifying  cash  account  reconciliations,  we  noted  that  the  book  balances  per  the  Treasurer  for  the 
following  cash  accounts  were  not  in  agreement  with  general  ledger  and  Retirement  office  balances: 

U.S.  Trust  -  Arts  lottery  #23253033486 
BayBank  -  Retirement  #1 10-05 128 

Similarly,  the  Treasurer's  total  as  well  as  special  revenue  and  trust  cash  accounts  did  not  equal  general 
ledger  amounts.  While  the  variances  are  presendy  small,  failure  to  reconcile  cash  accounts  with  the 
general  ledger  and  Retirement  office  could  result  in  misstated  cash  balances. 

We  recommend  that  the  Treasurer's  office  to  work  cooperatively  with  the  Accountants'  and  Retirement 
offices  to  ensure  agreement  of  ali  cash  balances. 

[)epartment  Receipts 

In  verifying  reconciling  items  for  one  of  the  Town's  bank  accounts,  we  noted  one  instance  in  which 
approximately  $31,000  of  departmental  receipts  received  after  year-end  had  been  included  in  the 
Treasurer's  June  30  book  balance.  Additionally,  the.se  receipts  were  held  and  not  deposited  until  July 
14. 

While  the  amount  is  presendy  immaterial  to  the  town,  we  recommend  that  the  Treasurer's  office  record 
ali  receipts  in  the  proper  fiscal  period  and  deposit  all  receipts  on  a  daily  basis. 

TAXES 

Abatement  Records 

During  our  analysis  of  property  tax  abatements,  we  noted  that  in  some  cases  abatements  were  not 
posted  to  the  general  ledger  in  a  timely  manner.  This  situation  could  result  in  a  material  over  or 
understatment  of  the  receivable  and  related  overlay  accounts. 

We  recommend  that  the  Assessor's  office  forward  a  list  of  approved  abatements  at  least  monthly  to  the 
Town  Accountant's  office.

(1)  Reporting  Entity 

The  Town's  general  purpose  financial  statements  include  the  operations  of 
all  organizations  for  which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  exercises  oversight 
responsibility.  Oversight  responsibility  is  demonstrated  by  financial 
interdependency,  selection  of  governing  authority,  designation  of 
management,  ability  to  significantly  influence  operations,  and 
accountability  for  fiscal  matters. 

Based  on  the  aforementioned  oversight  criteria,  the  operations  of  the 
following  entity  have  been  excluded  from  the  accompanying  general 
purpose  financial  statements: 

•  Norwood  Housing  Authority.  Four  Board  members  are  elected  at  annual 
Town  elections  and  the  fifth  Board  member  is  appointed  by  the 
State.  The  Town  has  no  oversight  responsibility  for  the  Authority's 
operations  and  no  responsibility  for  the  Authority's  deficits  or 
debt . 

(2)  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Basis  of  Presentation 

The  financial  condition  and  results  of  operations  of  the  Town's  funds  are 
presented  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1991,  except  for  the 
Town's  Retirement  System  which  is  presented  as  of  and  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1990.  The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  conform 

with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  (GAAP),  except  that  the 
Town  does  not  maintain,  and  therefore  does  not  report,  a  general  fixed 
assets  account  group  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  Such  a  departure  from  GAAP  is  permissible  under  the 
Massachusetts  Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  System. 

(b )  Fund  Accounting 

The  operation?  of  the  Town  are  recorded  in  the  following  fund  types  and 
account  group: 

•  Governmental  Fund  Types 

Governmental  funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  Town's  expendable 
financial  resources  and  related  liabilities  (except  those  accounted 
for  as  pension  trust  and  nonexpendable  trust  funds).  The 
measurement  focus  is  upon  determination  of  clianges  in  financial 
position.  The  following  are  the  Town's  governmental  fund  types: 

General  Fund  -  The  general  fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of 
the  Town.  It  is  used  to  account  for  all  financial  resources 
except  those  required  to  be  accounted  for  in  another  fund.

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  revenue  funds  are  used  to  account 
for  the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than 
expendable  trusts  or  major  capital  projects)  that  are  legally 
restricted  to  specified  purposes. 

Capital  Project  Funds  -  Capital  project  funds  are  used  to  account 
for  financial  resources  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  or 
construction  of  major  capital  facilities  (other  than  those 
financed  by  trust  funds). 

•  Fiduciary  Fund  Types 

Trust  and  Agency  Funds  -  Fiduciary  funds  are  used  to  account  for 
assets  held  by  the  Town  in  a  trustee  capacity  or  as  an  agent.  Trust 
funds  include  expendable  trust  funds,  nonexpendable  trust  funds,  and 
pension  trust  funds.  Expendable  trust  funds  are  accounted  for 
similar  to  governmental  funds.  Nonexpendable  trust  funds  and 
pension  trust  funds  are  accounted  for  similar  to  proprietary  funds. 
Agency  funds  are  custodial  in  nature  and  do  not  involve  measurement 
of  results  of  operations. 

•  Account  Group 

Account  groups  are  a  financial  reporting  device  designed  to  provide 
accountability  for  certain  assets  and  liabilities  that  are  not 
recorded  in  the  funds  because  they  do  not  affect  net  expendable 
available  financial  resources.  The  following  is  the  Town’s  account 
group. 

General  Long— term  Obligations  Account  Group  —  This  account  group 
is  used  to  account  for  all  long-term  obligations  of  the  Town. 

(c )  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  followed  by  governmental 
funds,  expendable  trust  funds,  and  agency  funds.  Under  the  modified 
'  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are  recorded  when  they  become 
measurable  and  available  to  pay  liabilities  of  the  current  period. 
Revenues  not  considered  available  are  recorded  as  deferred  revenues. 
Expenditures  are  recorded  when  the  liability  is  incurred  except  for 
I  (1)  interest  on  general  long-term  obligations,  which  is  recorded  when 
due,  and  (2)  the  noncurrent  portion  of  sick  leave  which  is  recorded  in 
j  the  general  long-term  obligations  account  group. 

In  applying  the  susceptible  to  accrual  concept  to  intergovernmental 
revenues,  there  are  essentially  two  types  of  revenues.  In  one,  moneys 
I  must  be  expended  on  the  specific  purpose  or  project  before  any  amounts 
will  be  paid  to  the  Town;  therefore,  revenues  are  recognized  based  upon 
the  expenditures  incurred.  In  the  other,  moneys  are  virtually 
unrestricted  and  are  usually  revocable  only  for  failure  to  comply  with 
prescribed  compliance  requirements.  These  resources  are  reflected  as 
revenues  at  the  time  of  receipt  or  earlier  if  the  susceptible  to 
accriial  criteria  are  met.

Property  taxes  are  recognized  as  revenue  in  the  year  for  which  taxes  have 
been  levied,  provided  they  are  collected  within  60  days  after 
year-end.  Motor  vehicle  excise,  electric,  water  and  sewer,  licenses 
and  permits,  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  miscellaneous  revenues  are 
recorded  as  revenues  when  received  in  cash  because  they  are  generally 
not  measurable  until  actually  received.  Investment  earnings  are 
recorded  as  earned. 

The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  used  by  nonexpendable  trust  funds  and 
pension  trust  funds. 

(d)  Cash  Equivalents 

For  purposes  of  the  statement  of  cash  flows,  the  nonexpendable  trust  funds 
consider  amounts  due  from  other  funds  plus  investments  of  trust 
principal  as  cash  equivalents.  I 

(e )  Encumbrances  and  Continuing  Appropriations 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts,  and  other 
commitments  for  the  expenditure  of  funds  are  recorded  in  order  to 
reserve  that  portion  of  the  applicable  appropriation,  is  employed  in  jj 
governmental  funds.  Open  encumbrances  at  year-end  are  reported  as 
reservations  of  fund  balances.  Encumbrances  do  not  constitute  j 

expenditures  or  liabilities. 

Certain  unexpended  and  unencumbered  appropriations  for  incomplete  projects 
are  carried  over  to  succeeding  years.  Such  continuing  appropriations 
are  accounted  for  similar  to  encumbrances. 

(f )  Self-Insurance 

The  Town  has  established  a  self-insured  medical  program  which  is  accounted 
for  as  an  expendable  trust  fund.  Both  employees  and  the  Town  : 
contribute  to  the  fund  based  upon  a  55Z  (Town)  and  (employee) 

primary  care  premium  formula.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  pay 
medical  claims  of  the  Town's  employees  and  their  covered  dependents. 

The  Town  carries  insurance  on  individual  medical  claims  in  excess  of  ! 
$40,000  per  occurrence.  The  Town's  policy  is  to  accrue  claims 
submitted  for  medical  services  rendered  prior  to  June  30,  1991. 

(g )  Accrued  Sick  and  Vacation  ' 

Employee  vacation  leave  is  vested  annually  but  may  not  be  carried  forward  ' 

to  succeeding  years.  Generally,  sick  leave  may  accumulate  to  a  maximum  i 
of  195  days.  Upon  retirement  or  termination,  employees  are  paid  25X  of 
a  day's  pay  for  each  day  accrued  above  the  100  days  required  to  be 
accumulated  before  the  unused  sick  leave  benefit  takes  effect.  The 
Town's  policy  is  to  recognize  vacation  costs  at  the  time  payments  are  ■ 
made.  ' 

The  Town  recorded  as  a  liability  accumulated  unused  vested  sick  pay  in  the 
general  long-term  obligations  account  group.  iTie  amount  recorded  is 
the  maximum  amount  to  be  paid  at  termination  at  the  current  rate  of  pay.  '

(h)  Total  Columns 

Total  columns  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  captioned 
"Memorandum  only"  to  indicate  that  they  are  presented  only  to 
facilitate  financial  analysis.  Data  in  these  columns  do  not  present 
financial  position,  results  of  operations  or  changes  in  financial 
position  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 
Such  data  are  not  comparable  to  a  consolidation  since  interfund 
eliminations  have  not  been  made. 

(3)  Property  Taxes 

Real  and  personal  property  taxes  are  based  on  values  assessed  as  of  each 
January  1  and  are  normally  due  on  the  subsequent  November  1  and  May  1. 
By  law,  all  taxable  property  in  the  Commonwealth  must  be  assessed  at 
lOOX  of  fair  cash  value..  Taxes  due  and  unpaid  after  the  respective  due 
dates  are  subject  to  interest  and  penalties.  The  Town  has  an  ultimate 
right  to  foreclose  on  property  for  which  taxes  have  not  been  paid. 
Property  taxes  levied  are  recorded  as  receivables  in  the  fiscal  year  of 
the  levy. 

A  statewide  tax  limitation  statute  known  as  "Proposition  2-1/2"  limits  the 
property  tax  levy  to  an  amount  equal  to  2-1/2%  of  the  value  of  all 
taxable  property  in  the  Town.  A  secondary  limitation  is  that  no  levy 
in  a  fiscal  year  may  exceed  the  preceding  year's  allowable  tax  levy  by 
more  than  2-1/2%,  plus  taxes  levied  on  certain  property  newly  added  to 
the  tax  rolls.  Certain  Proposition  2-1/2  taxing  limitations  can  be 
overridden  by  a  Town-wide  referendum  vote. 

(4)  Budgetary  Data 

The  budgets  for  all  departments  and  operations  of  the  Town  are  prepared 
under  the  direction  of  the  Finance  Committee.  Original  and 
supplemental  appropriations  are  acted  upon  by  Town  meeting  vote. 

The  Town  must  establish  its  property  tax  rate  each  year  so  that  the 
resulting  property  tax  levy  will  comply  with  the  limits  required  by 
Proposition  2-1/2  and  also  constitute  that  aunount  which  will  equal  the 
sum  of  (a)  the  aggregate  of  all  annual  appropriations  for  expenditures 
and  transfers,  plus  (b)  provision  for  the  prior  fiscal  year's  deficits, 
if  any,  less  (c)  the  aggregate  of  all  non-property  tax  revenue  and 
transfers  projected  to  be  received  by  the  Town,  including  available 
surplus  funds.

The  Town's  General  Fund  budget  is  prepared  on  a  basis  other  than  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  (GAAP).  The  "actual"  results  column  of 
the  Statement  of  Revenues  and  Expenditures  -  Budgetary  Basis  is 
presented  on  a  "budget  basis"  to  provide  a  meaningful  comparison  with 
the  budget.  The  major  differences  between  the  budget  and  GAAP  bases 
are  that: 

(a)  Real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  are  recorded  as  revenue  when 
levied  (budget),  as  opposed  to  when  susceptible  to  accrual  (GAAP). 

(b)  Encumbrances  and  continuing  appropriations  are  recorded  as  the 

equivalent  of  expenditures  (budget),  as  opposed  to  a  reservation  of 
fund  balance  (GAAP). 

(c)  Local  aid  provisions  made  in  accordance  with  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
rulings  are  accrued  (GAAP),  as  opposed  to  being  applied  to  the  1991 
( budget ) . 

In  addition,  there  are  certain  differences  in  classifications  between 
revenues,  expenditures  and  transfers.

(5 )  Cash  and  Investments 

State  and  local  statutes  place  certain  limitations  on  the  nature  of 
deposits  and  investments  available  to  the  Town.  Deposits  (including 
demand  deposits,  term  deposits  and  certificates  of-  deposit)  in  any  one 
financial  institution  may  not  exceed  certain  prescribed  levels  without 
collateralization  by  the  financial  institutions  involved.  Investments 
can  also  be  made  in  securities  issued  by  or  unconditionally  guaranteed 
by  the  U.S.  government  or  agencies  that  have  a  maturity  of  less  than 
one  year  from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements  guaranteed  by 
the  U.S.  government  or  agencies  that  have  a  maturity  of  less  than  one 
year  from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements  guaranteed  by 
such  securities  with  maturity  dates  of  no  more  than  90  days  from  the 
date  of  purchase,  and  units  in  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Depository 
Trust  (MMDT). 

In  addition,  the  Town's  Pension  Trust  Fund  has  additional  investment 
powers,  most  notably  the  ability  to  invest  in  common  stocks,  corporate 
bonds  and  other  specified  investments. 

Deposits

insured  or  collateralized  with  securities  held  by  the  Town  or  its  agent

The  composition  of  the  Town's  bank  recorded  deposits  and  investments 
fluctuates  depending  primarily  on  the  timing  of  real  estate  tax  receipts, 
proceeds  from  borrowings,  collections  of  state  and  federal  aid,  and  capital 
outlays  throughout  the  year. 


(6)  Pension  Plan 

(a)  Plan  Description 

The  Town  contributes  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  Employees'  Retirement  System 
(System),  a  single-employer,  public  employee  retirement  system  that  acts  as 
the  investment  and  administrative  agent  for  the  Town  and  the  Norwood 
Housing  Authority.  The  Town's  payroll  for  employees  covered  by  the  System 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1990,  was  $10,357,853.  Public  school 

teachers  are  covered  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Teachers' 
Retirement  System  (TRS)  to  which  the  Town  of  Norwood  does  not  contribute. 
The  Town's  payroll  covered  by  TRS  was  $9,972,^07  in  calendar  1990.  Total 
payroll  for  the  Town  was  $26,091,162. 

The  System  and  the  TRS  are  contributory  defined  benefit  plans  covering  all 
Town  employees  and  teachers,  and  Norwood  Housing  Authority  employees  deemed 
eligible.  Certain  Town  employees  are  covered  by  the  Town's  noncontributory 
pension  plan. 


Instituted  in  1937,  the  System  is  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Contributory 
System  and  is  governed  by  Chapter  32  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  ‘  J 
Membership  in  the  System  is  mandatory  immediately  upon  the  commencement  of 
employment  for  all  permanent,  full-time  employees  other  than  school 
teachers.  Current  membership  of  the  System  on  the  latest  actuarial 
valuation  date  of  December  1,  1989  consists  of  the  following:

Both  systems  provide  for  retirement  allowance  benefits  up  to  a  maximum  of 
80X  of  a  member's  highest  three-year  average  annual  rate  of  regular 
compensation-  Benefit  payments  are  based  upon  a  member's  age,  length 
of  creditable  service,  level  of  compensation  and  group  classification. 
Members  joining  the  System  after  January  1,  1979,  were  subject  to  a  cap 
of  $30,000  on  the  level  of  compensation  upon  which  their  benefit  is 
calculated.  This  cap  was  removed  effective  July  1,  1990. 

Members  of  both  systems  become  vested  after  10  years  of  creditable 
service.  A  retirement  allowance  may  be  received  upon  reaching  age  65 
or  upon  attaining  20  years  of  service.  The  systems  also  provide  for 
early  retirement  at  age  55  if  a  Participant  (1)  has  a  record  of  10 
years  of  creditable  service,  (2)  was  on  the  Town  payroll  on  January  1, 
1978,  (3)  voluntarily  left  Town  employment  on  or  after  that  date,  and 

(^)  left  accumulated  annuity  deductions  in  the  fund.  Active  members 
contribute  either  5,  7  or  8X  of  their  gross  regular  compensation 

depending  on  the  date  upon  which  their  membership  began.  Beginning 
July  1,  1990,  employees  hired  after  January  1,  1979  contribute  10%  of 
their  compensation  over  $30,000. 

The  systems  also  provide  death  and  disability  benefits - 
(b )  Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  System  Assets 

The  accounting  records  of  the  System  are  maintained  on  a  calendar  year 
basis  in  accordance  with  the  standards  and  procedures  established  by 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Public  Employee  Retirement  Administration. 

The  investments  of  the  System  are  valued  as  follows: 

Bonds  are  valued  at  amortized  cost  which  is  the  original  cost  of  the 
investment  plus  or  minus  any  bond  discount  or  bond  premium  calculated 
ratably  to  maturity. 

Stocks  are  reflected  at  their  quoted  market  value. 

Gains  and  losses  from  all  exchanges  of  fixed  income  securities  are 
amortized  over  the  average  time  to  maturity  for  such  exchanges  or  10 
years,  whichever  is  less.

(c )  Funding  Status  and  Progress 

The  amount  shown  below  as  the  "Pension  Benefit  Obligation"  for  the  System 
is  a  standardized  disclosure  measure  of  the  present  value  of  pension 
benefits,  adjusted  for  the  effects  of  projected  salary  increases  and 
step-rate  benefits,  estimated  to  be  payable  in  the  future  as  a  result 
of  employee  service  to  date.  The  measure  is  intended  to  help  users 
assess  the  funding  status  of  the  System  on  a  going-concern  basis, 
assess  progress  made  in  accumulating  sufficient  assets  to  pay  benefits 
when  due,  and  make  comparisons  among  employers.  The  measure  is  the 
actuarial  present  value  of  credited  projected  benefits  and  is 
independent  of  the  funding  method  used  to  determine  contributions  to 
the  System. 

The  pension  benefit  obligation  was  computed  as  part  of  an  actuarial 
valuation  performed  as  of  December  I,  1990.  Significant  actuarial 
assumptions  used  in  the  valuation  include  (a)  a  rate  of  return  on  the 
investment  of  present  and  future  assets  of  8'.0T>  a  year  compounded 
annually,  (b)  projected  salary  increases  of  5.5%  a  year  compounded 
annually,  attributed  to  inflation,  (c)  no  post-retirement  benefit 
increases  and  (d)  removal  of  the  $30,000  compensation  cap  and  other 
changes  resulting  from  adoption  of  Chapter  32,  Section  22D.

(d)  Contribution  Requirements  and  Contribution  Made 

Based  on  the  actuarial  report  prepared  as  of  December  1,  1990,  the  Town 
contributes  to  the  System  at  levels  sufficient  to  amortize  the  unfunded 
actuarial  accrued  liability  (UAAL)  by  the  year  2000.  The  total 
contribution  to  the  System  for  fiscal  1991  of  S3, 9^7, 597  was  made  in 
accordance  with  the  funding  policy  described  above  and  was  funded  as 
follows:  The  Town  contributed  $3,067,659  (29. 5X  of  current  covered 

payroll);  employees  contributed  $879,938  (8.5X  of  current  covered 
payroll).  Approximately  $2,100,000  of  the  Town’s  contribution  was 
attributed  to  amortization  of  the  UAAL. 

(e)  Trend  Information 

Trend  information  gives  an  indication  of  the  progress  made  in  accumulating 
sufficient  assets  to  pay  benefits  when  due.  For  the  years  ended 
December  1,  1990  and  1989,  available  net  assets  were  sufficient  to  fund 
8IX  and  82Z  of  the  pension  benefit  obligation,  respectively.  Unfunded 
pension  benefit  obligation  represented  73%  and  5A%  of  the  annual 
payroll  for  employees  covered  by  the  System  for  199C  and  1989, 
respectively. 

( f )  Post-Retirement  Benefits 

All  retired  employees  eligible  for  pension  benefits  as  well  as  teachers 
covered  under  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Teachers  Retirement 
System  receive  certain  post-retirement  benefits  including  major  health, 
dental  and  life  insurance.  Benafits  received  and  costs  borne  by 
retirees  are  consistent  with  those  of  active  employees.  The  Town's 
cost  of  these  post-retirement  benefits  for  fiscal  1991  was  $7^5,86^, 
which  was  accounted  for  on  a  pay-as-you-go  basis. 
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The  annual  requirements  to  amortize  all  general  obligation  bonds 
outstanding  as  of  June  30,  1991,  including  interest,  are  as  follows:

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  approved  school  construction 
assistance  to  the  Town.  The  assistance  program  which  is  administered 
by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  (SBAB)  provides  resources  for 
future  debt  service  of  general  obligation  school  bonds  outstanding. 
These  resources  are  subject  to  annual  appropriation  by  the  state 
legislature  and  the  Town  s  compliance  with  certain  reporting 

requirements.  During  1991,  the  Town  received  ^670,618  of  such 
assistance.  Assuming  satisfactory  audit  results  and  annual 
appropriations  by  the  state  legislature,  the  Town  will  receive  $631,254 
and  $1,346,681  in  fiscal  year  1992  and  1993,  respectively. 


The  Town  is  subject  to  a  dual  level  general  debt  limit;  the  normal  debt 
limit  and  the  double  debt  limit.  Such  limits  are  equal  to  5%  and  lOX, 
respectively,  of  the  valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the  Town  as  last 
equalized  by  the  Commonwealth's  Department  of  Revenue.  Debt  may  be 
authorized  up  to  the  normal  debt  limit  without  state  approval. 
Authorizations  under  the  double  debt  limit,  however,  require  the 
approval  of  the  Commonwealth's  Emergency  Finance  Board.  Additionally, 
there  are  many  categories  of  general  obligation  debt  that  are  exempt 
from  the  debt  limit  but  are  subject  to  other  limitations. 


As  of  June  30,  1991,  the  Town  may  issue  approximately  $112,000,000 

additional  general  obligation  debt  under  the  normal  debt  limit.  The 
Town  has  $1,975,000  of  debt  exempt  from  the  debt  limit. 

,The  Town  pays  assessments  which  include  debt  service  payments  to  other 
local  governmental  units  providing  services  within  the  Town's 
boimdaries  (commonly  referred  to  as  overlapping  debt).  The  primary 
overlapping  debt  relates  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation 
Authority  (MBTA),  Norfolk  County,  and  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources 
Authority  (MWRA).  The  following  summary  sets  forth  the  long-term  debt 
of  each  entity  at  June  30,  1991,  the  estimated  share  of  such  debt  being 
by  the  Town,  and  the  total  of  its  share  of  estimated  indirect 
debt  (in  thousands).

(S)  Temporary  Borrowings 

Under  state  law  and  by  authorization  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Town 
is  authorized  to  borrow  on  a  temporary  basis  to  fund  the  following:

(11)  Residual  Equity  Transfer

(The  Selectmen’s  staff  consists  of  two  regular  employees). 

The  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  year  1991  were  held]|| 
primarily  in  the  Harry  B.  Butters  Chambers,  Room  34,  Norwood  Memorial 
Municipal  Building,  on  Tuesday  evenings,  or  on  Wednesday  evenings  following 
a  Monday  hohday,  with  some  meetings  being  conducted  in  other  locations  from 
time  to  time  as  required.  The  Annual  Municipal  Election  took  place  on 
Monday,  the  Ist  of  April,  1991. 

During  forty-four  regular  meetings  and  a  number  of  special  or  emergency 
meetings  in  calendar  year  1991,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  conducted  public 
hearings  as  mandated  by  statute  or  pohcy,  as  well  as  innumerable  public 
meetings  and  conferences  on  specific  problems  and  subjects  of  interest  and 
concern  to  the  community,  and  acted  on  all  requests  and  subjects  presented  on 
each  meeting’ s  agenda  for  consideration. 

Meetings  were  conducted  on  a  monthly  basis  with  certain  key  department 
heads  to  review  reports  and  activities  in  their  respective  departments  and  to 
discuss  problems,  pohcy,  and  recommendations. 
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Selectmen  William  F.  Butters  continued  to  serve  as  the  Town  of  Norwood’s 
representative  on  the  Norfolk  County  Advisory  Board. 

Bermce  Staller  and  Bernard  S.  Cooper  were  reappointed  to  serve  as  Norwood’s 
Designee  and  Alternate,  respectively,  to  the  MBTA’s  Advisory  Board. 

Superintendent  of  Public  Works  Joseph  Welch,  and  Alternate  CJary  Schorer, 
were  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  serve  as  Desigpnees  to  the 
Neponset  River  Watershed  Association. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  are  televised  live  by  Cablevision  as  a  part 
of  their  contract  with  the  Town.  Matters  concerning  addition  or  deletion  of 
channels,  and  any  request  for  increase  in  rates,  are  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  after  discussion  with  the  Cable  Commission  and  officials  of  the 
Cable  Company.  The  Cable  Commission  meets  on  a  regular  basis  with  Jay 
Somers,  Director  of  Government  and  Regulatory  Affairs,  to  air  subscriber 
complaints  or  problems  with  telecasting. 

Boch,  Inc.,  lost  a  celebrated  court  case  in  which  the  agency  sought  to  overturn 
a  Selectmen-imposed  parking  ban  on  West  Border  Road.  A  Superior  Court 
Judge  upheld  the  ban,  taking  away  temporary  parking  rights  to  one  side  of  the 
street,  which  was  granted  pending  a  decision  in  the  case.  The  Boch  Agency 
appealed  the  decision,  and  sought  immediate  reinstatement  of  parallel  parking 
'  rights;  however,  the  Superior  Court  ruled  in  favor  of  the  Town,  and  the 
original  decision  was  affirmed. 


In  an  effort  to  stop  the  sale  and  renting  of  allegedly  obscene  videos  tapes  in 
the  Town  of  Norwood,  store  owners  were  asked  to  remove  these  films  from 
their  shelves.  Video  Haven  refused  to  do  so,  and  the  owner  was  charged  with 
three  counts  of  disseminating  obscene  material.  With  the  assistance  of  the 
Civil  Liberties  Union,  Video  Haven  sued  the  Town  of  Norwood  charging 
violation  of  the  First  Amendment.  A  mutual  agreement  was  reached  by  the 
parties  which  they  believed  would  resolve  all  criminal  and  civil  complaints  on 
both  sides.  The  agreement  protects  the  rights  of  the  community  to  enforce  the 
obscenity  laws,  and  allows  the  video  stores  to  rent  or  sell  any  adult  videotape 
that  is  not  obscene  by  legal  standards.  The  agreement  provides  for  a  one-year 
cooling-off  period,  and,  during  that  time,  the  parties  agreed  that  complaints 
concerning  allegedly  obscene  videos  would  be  handled  in  a  two-stage  procedure 
in  which  a  civil  determination  of  obscenity  would  be  made  before  criminal 
proceedings  are  initiated. 
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In  the  previous  year  of  1990,  the  Town  negotiated  a  twenty-five  (25)  year  lease 
with  the  MBTA.  At  that  time,  a  fee  of  $1.00  was  instituted  and  a  lock-box 
system  used  to  collect  parking  fees  at  Norwood  Central.  The  use  of  the  Stop 
and  Shop  Lot  as  a  temporary  parking  lot  was  arranged  while  the  parking 
areas  were  graded  and  readied  for  paving.  In  1991,  paving  at  Norwood  Depot 
was  completed  and  a  similar  lock-box  system  initiated  as  of  January  1992. 
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The  Stop  and  Shop  lot  will  no  longer  be  available  to  commuters.  Commuters 
were  advised  by  means  of  flyers.  Some  thought  is  being  given  to  the  Town 
serving  as  the  collection  agency  for  parking  fees. 

In  Augiist  the  Town  held  its  25th  progress  meeting  with  the  MWRA  in  regard 
to  the  New  Neponset  Valley  Relief  Sewer.  This  sewer  will  hopefully  correct 
current  system  deficiencies  and  provide  for  the  future  population  growth 
within  the  service  area.  The  existing  sewer,  built  in  the  late  1930’s,  can  no 
longer  handle  the  wastewater  flows.  Included  in  the  project  is  a  major 
pumping  station  and  associated  force  main,  plus  gravity  relief  sewers  for  the 
Walpole  and  Stoughton  Extension  Sewers,  as  well  as  the  upstream  portion  of 
the  New  Neponset  Valley  Sewer.  All  five  of  the  contracts  which  make  up  the 
$40  million  job  should  go  out  for  bid  in  late  winter  or  early  spring  of  1992,  and 
if  the  work  begins  in  June,  the  system  could  be  operational  in  the  stimmer  or 
fall  of  1994.  The  first  time  sewer  overflows  and  backups  in  the  Meadowbrook 
area  were  brought  to  the  Board’s  attention  was  in  1969.  Now,  at  last,  25  years 
later,  the  problem  should  finally  be  solved. 

Budget  meetings  were  scheduled  for  February,  and  the  process  this  year  was 
a  grueling  one.  The  Selectmen  closely  scrutinized  the  so-called  "Budget 
Buster"  items,  such  as  health  insurance,  public  safety,  and  contractural  raises. 
With  the  cooperation  of  all  Boards  and  all  departments,  a  timely  budget  was 
approved  and  presented  to  Town  Meeting. 

On  January  28th,  at  noon,  a  ceremony  was  held  on  the  Town  Common  to 
honor  the  mihtary  personnel  serving  in  the  Persian  Gulf.  This  also  marked 
the  date  of  the  tenth  Anniversary  of  the  hostages  held  in  captivity.  At  the 
ceremony,  an  oak  tree  was  planted  as  part  of  the  progi  am.  Citizens’  response 
was  overwhelming,  and  the  Town  of  Norwood  was  festooned  with  yellow 
ribbons. 

Underground  lighting  was  completed  so  that  the  American  Flag  which  flies 
over  Town  Hall  could  be  illuminated  at  night. 

Morgan  Memorial  Goodwill  Industries  installed  an  attended  donation  center 
at  the  Star  Market  Shopping  Plaza.  The  van  is  located  behind  Friendly’s 
Restaurant.  The  center  will  accept  donations  from  8:00  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M.,  six 
days  a  week.  Morgan  Memorial  is  a  private,  non-profit  rehabilitation  facility, 
providing  comprehensive  rehabilitation  and  human  services  for  people  with 
disabilities  and  special  needs.  Residents  are  encouraged  to  recycle  their  used 
clothing  and  household  articles,  and  to  remember  that  "one  persons  discards 
are  another  persons  treasure". 

On  April  1st  the  next  phase  of  an  intensive  recychng  program  was  initiated. 
Over  100  people  signed  up  to  distribute  bins  to  residents.  This  effort  could 
save  up  to  $20.00  per  ton  on  fees.  An  80%  participation  rate  is  expected.  The 
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bins  are  «ther  red  or  yellow,  and  included  with  the  bins  was  a  schedule  of 
pickups,  the  block-leader’s  name,  and  the  telephone  number  of  Pubhc  Works. 
I  Pickups,  for  the  time  being,  will  be  every  other  week,  but  if  there  is  a  high 
success  rate,  the  Town  has  the  option  of  shifting  to  a  weekly  basis.

III  Town  Meeting  rejected  sig^ning  a  contract  to  join  19  other  communities  in  the 
I  Millis  Recycling  Consortium.  Members  were  concerned  about  a  20-year 
I  commit^^ment.  With  only  a  few  towns  having  approved,  the  rejection  further 
[  jeopardized  the  plan,  which  needs  90%  of  its  proposed  members  to  sign, 
f  Chairman  of  the  Recycling  Committee,  Jerry  Hopcrofl,  however,  was 
I  undaunted.  As  he  told  the  Board  of  Selectmen:  "I  will  be  back"! 

Norwood  voted  $10,000  toward  an  aerial  spray  program.  The  area  was 
k  expected  to  experience  a  very  serious  EEE  problem.  An  aerial  application  was 
ir  used  to  penetrate  foliage.  After  several  years  of  infestation,  the  time  had  come 
(j  to  consider  the  use  of  aircraft,  especially  helicopters,  to  assist  in  controlling  the 
(i  larvae  before  they  could  become  flying  adult  mosquitos.  The  request  was  given 
b  the  blessing  of  the  Board  of  Health,  since  it  was  a  tremendous  concern  to  that 

I  department.  The  last  several  years,  people  were  vitual  prisoners  in  their 
r  homes,  even  though  a  lot  of  time  and  money  had  been  spent  on  ground 
f  equipment  and  ground  spra3nng. 

A  request  to  change  the  Charter  was  forwarded  to  Senator  Keating  and 
Representative  Sullivan.  The  matter  was  decided  by  voters  at  an  April 
!  Election,  and  the  term  of  Office  of  the  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  was 
I :  extended  from  one  year  to  three  years.  This  was  a  hotly  contested  issue,  but 
,  there  seemed  to  be  no  question  that  the  present  Treasurer  had  brought  the 

,  Town  a  significant  amount  of  revenue  during  his  tenure,  through  sound 

,  investments. 

The  Public  Works  Department  completed  construction  of  the  granite  post  and 
j  rail  fence  around  the  park  at  Chapel  and  Walpole  Streets.  This  project  was 
staged  over  a  three-year  period,  and  end  result  was  extremely  satisfying. 

I I  Numerous  compliments  were  received  about  what  it  added  to  that  large  green. 
On  Friday,  April  12th,  on  the  Berwick  Street  side  of  the  park,  a  small  ribbon 

i,»  j  cutting  ceremony  was  held,  the  primary  purpose  of  which  was  to  highlight  the 
j  j  men  and  women  of  the  Public  Works  Department  who  labored  so  diligently  and 
^11  conscientiously  on  this  project  over  the  past  three  years. 

^1 1  With  the  recent  completion  of  construction  at  the  intersection  of  Canton  Street 
;  and  University  Avenue,  a  25-year-old  highway  project  reached  finality.  The 
"  (  newest  work,  which  includes  modem  traffic  signals,  curbing,  landscaping  and 
'  I  paving,  covers  a  few  hundred  feet  of  University  Avenue  in  Westwood  and  in 
^  J  Norwood,  as  well  as  the  1,600  feet  of  Canton  Street  between  the  two  bridges 
^  I  on  that  street.  The  results  were  extremely  gratitying.  The  area,  formally 
•  known  as  the  "Purgatory  Hills"  boarders  on  the  so-called  "Fowl  Meadows". 
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The  Ellis  well-field,  located  on  the  fringe  of  the  Fowl  Meadows,  was  purchased 
from  Alfred  Maxwell  and  Frank  A,  Fales  in  1906,  and  included  an  area  of  57 
acres.  Additional  land  was  purchased  in  1937  from  Charles  Eaton,  the 
Weatherby  Family,  and  the  late  Catherine  Codman. 

In  a  spirit  of  cooperation  between  the  communities,  the  Walpole  Board  of 
Selectmen  proposed  a  plan  to  relieve  drainage  and  flooding  problems  in  the 
Countryside  Lane  area.  Professional  staffs  have  tentatively  agreed  that  the 
Town  of  Norwood  would  allow  the  Town  of  Walpole  to  construct  a  4"  drain 
from  its  closest  catch  basin  on  Countryside  Lane,  along  the  grass  strip  to  the 
property  line  at  10  Countryside  L.ane.  This  would  be  the  only  Walpole 
drainage  connection  to  the  Norwood  drainage  system.  The  drainage  pipe 
would  be  installed  and  the  property  restored  to  its  original  condition. 

In  addition,  the  Town  of  Walpole  would  install  two  additional  catch  basins  in 
Countryside  Lane  in  Walpole,  ungradient  and  tied  into  the  Walpole  drainage 
system.  This  would  ease  current  mn-off  from  entering  the  overloaded  Norwood 
system.  It  should  be  noted  that  this  work  was  previously  agreed  to  between 
the  two  Towns,  but  is  being  altered  so  as  not  to  be  a  double  catch  basin,  but 
an  extension  of  the  existing  system.  Walpole  also  has  a  proposal  to  replace 
some  drainage  pipe  and  to  constmct  a  leaching  catch  basin  to  the  rear  of  the 
Johnson’s  property.  All  this  would  aid  both  the  residents  of  Nornvood  and 
Walpole. 

Noinvood,  in  turn,  plans  to  start  enlarging  the  drainage  system  on  the  east  side 
of  Route  lA,  in  Windsor  Gardens.  This  will  be  a  two  to  three  year  project, 
depending  on  availabihty  of  funds. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Pubhc  Works  gave  approval  for  funding  of 
traffic  signals  at  Lenox  and  Nahatan  Street.  This  was  indeed  a  bonus,  since 
the  owners  of  the  abutting  propei  ties  declined  to  participate  in  funding  of  this 
project.  The  traffic  problems  at  that  intersection  became  increasingly 
hazardous.  Construction  phase  of  the  project  will  be  paid  through  the  State, 
and  engineering  design  vdll  be  eligible  for  Chapter  90  reimbursement.  The 
entire  project  could  cost  the  Town  of  Norwood  nothing.  Hopefully,  the  project 
will  be  out  to  bid  by  the  State  DPW,  and  then  under  construction,  sometime 
in  the  1992  calendar  year.  The  reason  it  can  move  so  quickly  is  that  much  of 
the  conduit  is  already  in  place,  and  no  land  takings  are  involved. 

General  Manager  John  J.  Carroll  was  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  sign  the  Walpole/Wilson  Street  Project  Force  Account  Agreement  for  work 
to  be  incurred  at  that  project.  Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  the  State 
will  reimburse  the  Norwood  Electric  Light  Department  for  their  portion  of  the 
work  in  relocating  poles  and  wires  as  the  work  progresses.  However,  in 
conjunction  with  this  same  project,  no  agreement  could  be  reached  with  John 
Alevizos,  owner  of  Shaw’s  Plaza  on  Walpole  Street.  Mr.  Alevizos  contended 
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parking  spaces  would  be  taken  away  from  his  plaza.  The  Board  voted  to  place 
an  article  on  the  Special  Town  Meeting  warrant  to  obtain  necessary  permission 
to  make  a  taking  of  an  easement  by  eminent  domain. 

Operation  Flower  Storm  was  initiated  this  spring.  Each  year  Norwood  has 
been  outfitted  with  brightly  colored  flowers  at  twenty  of  the  most  visible 
rotaries,  parks  and  islands  throughout  the  town.  The  beautiful  annuals  bloom 
through  the  spring  and  summer,  into  fall,  and  the  resultant  effect  contributes 
to  the  general  happiness  and  welfare  of  the  Town.  This  year  it  was  especially 
important  to  brighten  the  faces  of  returning  service  personnel  with  an  added 
array  of  flowers.  In  order  to  do  this,  a  letter  went  out  seeking  donations  to 
continue  the  wonderful  program.  Needless  to  say,  it  was  qmte  successful. 

A  request  was  made  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  by  Senator  Keating  and 
Representative  Sullivan,  asking  the  Selectmen  to  consider  leasing  the  Registry 
Office  located  at  the  Civic  Center  on  Nahatan  Street,  to  the  State,  on  a 
part-time  basis,  rent-free  for  one  year,  on  the  possibility  of  someone 
xinderwriting  the  cost.  After  a  lengthy  discussion,  the  Selectmen  decided  it 
would  not  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.  Part-time,  the  Registry  would 
only  accept  application  for  new  licenses  of  vehicles,  which  would  only  benefit 
the  dealers.  All  other  license  renewals  would  have  to  go  through  the  Attleboro 
or  West  Roxbury  locations,  or  through  the  mail.  Certainly,  the  Board  would 
have  considered  extending  the  lease,  but  a  "zero"  rent  option  was  not  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  community.  Auto  dealers  from  Route  1  held  discussions 
with  the  Registry  Officials,  but  no  workable  solution  was  found;  operating  costs 
were  prohibitive. 

On  March  26th,  the  Town  was  informed  by  Certified  Mail  that  due  to 
significan  t  and  continuing  budget  reductions,  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles 
would  ehminate  the  Norwood  Branch  Office,  effective  May  ist.  The  premises 
were  vacated  and  delivered  back  to  Town  on  that  date. 


A  move  was  initiated  by  interested  residents  of  South  Norwood  to  improve  the 
recreational  area  behind  Hawes  Pool.  Meetings  were  held  with  Mr.  Carroll, 
Supt.  Robert  Ivatts  of  the  Recreation  Department,  and  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works  Joseph  Welch.  Volunteers  would  clean  up  the  entire  area  all  the 
way  to  the  skating  pond.  Details  were  to  be  worked  out  with  the  Conservation 
Commission.  If  plans  go  forward,  that  area  could  be  reconstructed  and 
enhanced  for  recreational  use. 


Norwood  is  most  fortunate  to  have  a  Municipal  Light  Department,  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  desirious  of  having  a  safe  and  reliable  power  system.  To 
1  that  end,  a  Committee  of  eight  was  appointed  to  study  the  necessity  of  building 
,an  additional  substation,  at  a  cost  of  approximately  15  million  dollars.  The 
.Committee,  to  be  known  as  the  Future  Electrical  Supply  Needs  Committee, 
iwas  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  assessing  the  absolute  power 
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requirements  of  the  community.  This  Committee,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Walter  Gi-ady,  will  also  be  responsible  for  looking  carefully  at  conserving 
energy,  and  have  available  to  it  the  services  of  a  consulting  firm.  A  final 
report  should  be  ready  for  presentation  by  Febrxiary  of  1992. 

In  conjunction  with  preliminary  water  and  sewer  assessments  for  FY92,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  acting  as  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners,  voted  to 
approve  an  overall  increase  of  6%  in  water  rates,  a  22%  increase  in  sewer-use 
charges,  and  increases  per  the  MWRA  schedule,  totalling  $93,828  in  industrial 
sewer  charges,  to  be  passed  indirectly  to  those  companies  who  incur  these 
charges. 


Acting  as  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  the  Selectmen  voted  to  accept  the 
W-12  Rate  Settlement  with  New  England  Power,  and  as  a  consequence  to 
reduce  the  electric  rates  by  2%.  Their  vote  on  January  9th,  granted  an 
additional  25%  discount,  in  addition  to  the  regrJar  10%  discount,  to  eligible 
Norwood  residents.  To  be  eligible,  resident  must  be  the  Head  of  the 
Household,  or  Receiving  SSI  Assistance. 


With  an  eye  toward  future  capital  expenses,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  asked 
both  Senator  Keating  and  Representative  Sullivan  for  assistance  in 
establishing  financial  gmdehnes  in  conjunction  with  landfill  closures.  A 
meeting  was  set  up  with  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  the  Solid  Waste 
Commission.  Legislators  admit  the  floodgates  are  going  to  open,  and  inform 
the  Selectmen  they  look  forward  to  working  with  the  community 
representatives  to  assist  in  offsetting  prohibitive  expenses  involved  with  the 
mandates  of  landfill  closure. 


Acting  upon  a  request  by  Yellow  Cab  of  Norwood,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted 
to  act  as  a  public  sponsor  for  UMTA,  to  deliver  shared  rides,  low  cost  taxicab 
transportation  for  the  residents  of  Norwood,  providing  that  all  the  details  can 
be  worked  out  through  the  Manager’s  Office,  who  is  to  assist  in  processing  the 
application  for  the  accompanying  grant. 


Norwood  merchants  conducted  their  annual  "Inside-Outside  Sale"  on  Thursday, 
May  30th,  and  Friday,  May  31st,  for  both  businesses  and  restaurants.  In 
conjunction  with  the  sale,  local  artists  displayed  their  works  on  the  Town 
Common  for  the  benefit  of  shoppers. 
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Student  Government  Day  was  held  on  May  7th.  Chairman  Thomas  Riolo  was 
present  to  welcome  21  enthusiastic  students,  and  to  explain  the  inner  workings 
of  the  Board.  Department  heads  were  introduced,  and  a  student  assigned  to  j 
each  for  hands-on  experience.  The  morning  culminated  with  lunch  at  the  Olde  '| 
Colonial  Cafe.  The  following  students  were  appointed  to  serve  as  Acting* 
Selectmen:  Timothy  Needham,  Joseph  King,  Airmee  Sher,  Deanne  DaCosta, 
and  Steven  McCann. 
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!  One  hundred  two  applicants  applied  for  approximately  eight  to  ten  positions 
in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  summer  employment  program  for  college 
I  students.  On  May  7th,  24  names  were  drawn,  and  the  positions  were  awarded 

I  according  to  the  sequence  drawn.  This  was  the  largest  number  of  applications 
ever  received  for  this  particular  lottery  since  its  inception,  and  is  reflective  of 
the  state  of  the  economy.

Watersense  on  August  16th. 

The  shortage  of  playing  fields  for  the  youth  of  Norwood  was  discussed  at 
j  length  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  this  past  year.  Norwood  is  a  sports-oriented 
town.  With  the  addition  of  six  new  girl’s  teams,  and  increased  numbers 
plajdng  baseball  and  softball,  the  fields  are  becoming  "maxed  out".  The  matter 
I  was  turned  over  to  the  CSeneral  Manager  who  will  be  looking  into  all 
possibilities.  Everything  within  reason  will  be  done  to  accommwiate  both 
children  and  adults  interested  in  participating;  however,  the  lack  of  available 
Town  land  lies  at  the  heart  of  the  problem.  Perhaps  with  the  cooperation  and 
^  input  from  local  firms,  opportunities  will  present  themselves. 

Traditional  Memorial  Day,  July  4th,  and  Veterans  Day  parades  were  once 
i  1  again  enthusiastically  greeted  by  residents  of  the  Town.

He  is  the 
n;  Post-Commander  for  the  American  Legion,  and  is  the  first  Vietnam  Veteran 
to  serve  as  such.  History  repeated  itself.  Brad’s  father  was  Commander  thirty 
le  years  ago  and  also  served  as  Marshall. 


Residents  were  presented  with  a 
i  variety  of  programs,  with  something  of  interest  for  one  all.  Many  thanks  go 
jl]  to  the  members  of  the  Norwood  Arts  Coimcil  for  their  dedication  year  after 
jt  year.

On  the  front  face  of  the  pedestal 
is  a  replica  of  the  Town  Seal  embellished  with  laurel,  and  inscribed  into  this  [ 
surface  above  and  below  the  Seal  are  the  words  "Protectors  of  the  American  j 
Way"  and  "The  Price  of  Freedom  is  Eternal  Vigilance".  Brigadier  General  i 
Richard  1.  Neal,  USMC  volunteered  to  give  the  Dedicatory  Address.  ,

The  Norwood  Council  on  Aging  is  comprised  of  eight  members  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  Meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month 
at  the  Senior  Center  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Civic  Center  at  165 
Nahatan  Street.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 

Present  members  are:  Mr.  Joseph  Shone,  Chairman;  Mrs.  Virginia 
Abromowski,  Treasurer;  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Mastandrea,  Secretary;  Mr.  F.  Peter 
Corsini;  Mr.  Albert  Mlawsky;  Mr.  Thomas  Lockhart;  Mr.  Paul  Soderlund;  and 
Mrs.  Julia  Rogers. 

We  are  proud  that  the  Norwood  Senior  Center  is  a  ftdl-time  program  with  one 
part-time  and  three  full-time  staff  members.  We  wish  to  thank  our  dedicated 
volunteers  who  have  donated  approximately  16,000  hours  of  service  to  the 
center. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  former  board  member  Mrs.  Barbara  Caruso.  Her 
contributions  to  the  board  and  Senior  Center  will  be  greatly  missed. 

The  Norwood  Senior  Center  continues  to  be  a  vital,  active  meeting  place  for 
Norwood  Seniors  to  participate  in  social,  volunteer,  and  educational  activities. 
The  Center  is  open  full  time,  excluding  holidays,  from  8:30  A.M.  to  4:30  PJM. 

Our  staff  includes  Carol  A.  Geraghty,  Director;  Susan  Hayes,  Outreach 
Worker;  Harry  E.  Olsen,  Bus  Driver,  and  Beth  Hines,  Coordinator  of 
Volunteers. 

In  the  area  of  Health  and  Education  the  following  programs  are  offered:  Blood 
Pressure  Clinics,  Glaucoma  Screenings,  Exercise  Classes,  Health  Insurance 
Counseling,  Medication  Safety,  the  Library  Program,  and  seminars  on  timely 
subjects. 

Social  and  Recreational  programs  offered  include:  Holiday  Bazaar,  Hobday 
Parties,  Oil  Painting,  Bingo  and  Cribbage,  Line  Dancing,  Crafts,  Monthly 
Limcheons  and  Penny  Sales. 

Services  provided  include:  income  tax  assistance  (February  to  April),  MBTA 
PASS  program,  the  monthly  newsletter,  Self-Help,  surplus  food  distribution, 
legal  services.  Senior  ID  Cards,  transportation  to  out  of  town  hospital  and 
doctor’s  appointments,  telephone  reassurance,  advocacy  on  important  issues, 
counsebng  for  seniors  and  their  famibes.

The  Outreach  Program  continued  to  grow  with  referrals  from  many  sources 
including  HESSCO,  the  VNA,  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority,  Norwood 
Library  Outreach,  friends  and  family  of  the  seniors.  Susan  assisted  clients 
with  Fuel  Assistance,  insurance  and  medical  forms,  information  in  many  areas 
pertinent  to  their  well-being,  and  made  hospital  and  home  visits.  A  "Caring 
Companion"  program  has  been  started  to  assist  isolated  elders  with 
companionship  and  shopping. 

The  Center  continues  to  grow  with  the  addition  of  Beth  Hines,  who  is  our 
Coordinator  of  Volunteers.  Beth  assists  in  program  planning  and  in  overseeing 
the  70+  volunteers  the  Center  has.  In  addition  to  the  many  jobs  oxir 
volunteers  do  at  the  Senior  Center,  these  folks  assisted  the  Norwood  Police 
Department,  the  Municipal  Light  Department  and  the  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

As  Director,  I  will  continue  my  efforts  to  develop  programs  that  will  meet  the 
needs  of  the  senior  population  in  the  Town  of  Norwood.  I  wish  to  thank  the 
Norwood  Council  on  Aging,  the  General  Manager’s  Office,  The  Department  of 
Public  Works,  the  Norwood  Recreation  Department,  and  those  people  who  ^ 
work  at  the  Norwood  Town  Hall  and  from  the  community  who  have  extended 
their  time  and  courtesies  to  me  in  1991.

1991  REPORT  OF  THE  AIRPORT  COMMISSION 


The  Norwood  Commission  hereby  submits  its  report  for  the  year  1991. 

Thomas  H.  Judge  was  elected  Chairman  and  Walter  R.  Ryan  was  re-elected 
Secretary  of  the  Commission. 


A  brief  review  of  matters  discussed  during  the  year  is  as  follows: 

Grants  were  received  from  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  and 
Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Commission  and  a  contract  was  awarded  to  the 
Chappy  Corporation  to  complete  the  Town  Line  of  Sight  Tree  Clearing  Project. 

Airport  Management  Services  Contract  was  awarded  to  Boston  Metropolitan 
Airport  Inc. 

The  Airport  experiences  extensive  vandalism  to  a  large  number  of  Taxiway 
Lights,  and  several  aircraft  owners  experienced  considerable  damage  and  theft 
to  their  aircraft  during  the  month  of  January.  A  security  report  was  completed 
by  the  Norwood  Police  Department  with  recommendations  for  security  fence 
and  gates.  The  Finance  Commission  funded  these  emergency  costs. 

Donations  were  received  and  accepted  from  Eastern  Air  Charter,  Inc.,  Norwood 
Airport  Association,  and  Thomas  Maher,  the  Airport  Manager,  toward  pajdng 
part  of  the  Town’s  share  of  the  project  for  the  Environmental  Evaluation  of  the 
Runway  17  Safety  Area.  This  project  is  presently  under  way. 

The  Norwood  Airport  Association  conducted  its  annual  Aviation  Day  at  the 
Airport. 

The  Norwood  Airport  will  celebrate  its  50th  Anniversary  of  the  weekend  of 
September  18  -  September  20,  1992. 

Fay,  Spofford  &  Thorndike,  Inc.,  is  preparing  contracts  to  reconstruct  airport 
aprons,  repair  Runway  10/28  and  for  the  installation  of  security  gates  and 
fence  recommended  by  the  Norwood  Police  Department.

1991  REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  COUNSEL 


I  hereby  submit  my  repo^’t  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  concerning 
my  activities  as  Town  Counsel  dxiring  1991.  This  was  a  year  in  which  a  good 
deal  of  time  was  devoted  to  Htigation  matters,  as  well  as  to  providing  day-to- 
day  legal  advice  and  opinions  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  General  Manager, 
Chiefs,  and  Department  Heads  of  the  Town. 

As  regards  the  day-to-day  legal  advice,  particular  efiForts  have  been  made  to 
provide  municipal  boards  and  officials  who  seek  legal  advice  with  a  prompt 
and  comprehensive  response.  Achieving  the  goal  of  quick  and  complete 
reactions  to  requests  for  legal  advice  has  shown  to  pay  eictra  dividends  in  , 
terms  of  smooth  functioning  for  the  Town  and  its  departments,  as  well  as  i| 
avoiding  unnecessary  Utigation  and  possible  liabihty.  With  these  thoughts  in  I 
mind,  our  goal  has  been  to  respond  to  such  requests  in  the  shortest  possible  I 
time  frame  consistent  with  soimd  and  thoroxagh  research.  I  humbly  beheve 
that  this  goal  has  been  achieved  with  few,  if  any,  exceptions. 

One  significant  element  which  has  contributed  to  the  prompt  and  efficient 
delivery  of  legal  services  has  been  the  outstanding  cooperation  which  I  have 
been  privileged  to  eiyoy  from  all  segments  of  Town  government.  In  accordance 
with  the  high  standards  which  the  Town  has  always  required  and  received 
from  those  in  its  employ,  municipal  officials  and  employees  have,  in  my 
opinion,  delivered  a  xiniquely  high  level  of  expertise  in  discharging  their 
responsibilities. 

Various  litigation  matters  also  arose  during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  in 
many  cases,  matters  of  long  standing  have  been  resolved.  In  the  latter 
category  is  included  htigation  by  a  local  businessman  in  which  the  Town  had  i 
been  epjoined  for  a  number  of  years  from  enforcing  certain  traffic  and  parking 
violations.  The  htigation  was  brought  to  trial  during  1991  and  decided  in  the 
Town’s  favor  at  the  Superior  Court  level,  with  the  injimction  thereby  being 
dissolved.  The  opposing  party  then  appealed  the  Superior  Court  decision,  but 
the  Town  was  again  upheld  in  the  Massachusetts  Appeals  Court. 

Certainly  the  most  highly  visible  piece  of  htigation  in  which  Town  Counsel  was 
involved  in  1991  related  to  enforcement  actions  taken  by  the  Police  sj 
Department  concerning  allegedly  obscene  videotapes.  Following  the  initiation  i| 
of  enforcement  procedures  by  the  Pohce  Department,  a  civil  action  against  the 
Town  and  certain  Town  officials  was  initiated  by  the  American  Civil  Liberties  ' 
Union.  After  five  days  of  trial  in  the  Norfolk  Superior  Court,  a  settlementi  1 
agreement  was  reached  which  resolved  the  action  and  protected  the  Town

against  any  potential  money  damages  or  other  liability.  The  htigation  served 
to  illustrate  the  extraordinarily  complex  nature  of  issues  involving  free  speech 
and  obscenity  and  the  extremely  difficult  job  the  police  and  courts  have  in 
enforcing  the  law  in  this  area. 

Subsequently  to  the  settlement  of  this  htigation,  another  highly  visible  case 
which  occurred  in  Hampden  County  made  it  clear  the  pohce  departments 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  have  no  easy  task  in  bringing  prosecutions  in 
this  area  and  carr3dng  them  through  to  a  successful  conclusion.  My 
involvement  in  that  htigation,  however,  gave  me  renewed  respect  for  the 
highly  professional  pohce  officers  and  command  staff  of  the  Norwood  Pohce 
Department. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  a  number  of  other  htigation  matters  were 
initiated,  involving  land  use  and  zoning  regulations.  At  year’s  end,  several 
cases  are  pending  in  the  coiurts  awaiting  a  judicial  determination  which  involve 
the  Norwood  Sign  By-Law  and  other  zoning  and  planning  issues.  The 
experience  of  other  communities  has  shown  that  local  control  over  signs  is  a 
highly  sensitive  issue  which,  because  of  its  impact  on  local  businesses,  is  hkely 
to  be  a  "lightning  rod"  for  htigation.  As  the  Norwood  cases  and  cases  in  other 
communities  are  decided  by  the  courts,  the  parameters  of  local  authority  will 
be  more  clearly  defined. 

Again,  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Town’s  elected  and  appointed 
officials,  citizens,  and  Town  Meeting  members  for  their  support  and 
cooperation,  and  I  sincerely  consider  it  a  singular  privilege  to  serve  as  Town 
Counsel  to  the  Town  of  Norwood.

1991  REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Conservation  Commission  to  enforce  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Projection  Act  and  the  Town  of 
Norwood  Wetlands  By-law. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  composed  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  three-year  terms.  Formal  meetings  are  held  on  the  first

and  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:30  PJVI.,  during  which  hearings  are 
held  on  projects  relating  to  development  encroaching  on  wetlands. 

Approved  projects  move  forward  iinder  an  Order  of  Conditions  designed  by  the 
Conservation  Commission  to  protect  the  wetlands. 

During  1991,  despite  the  continuing  economic  downturn,  several  significant 
residential  developments  were  presented  to  the  Commission.  Not  surprisingly, 
they  bordered  wetlands  as  there  is  little  upland  area  left  to  develop.  As  we 
look  forward  the  nejct  major  project  xmder  the  Commission’s  jurisdiction  will 
be  the  MWRA’s  relief  sewer  extension  which  will  cut  a  swath  3/4  mile  long 
through  our  wetlands  and  will  require  close  monitoring. 

Working  with  the  DPW,  we  hope  to  see  in  the  near  future  a  tree  nursery 
established  on  a  section  of  Endean.  The  nursery  will  be  stocked  by  the  DPW 
and  will  serve  their  program  of  Town-wide  Tree  Planting.  An  outstanding 
example  of  community  action  is  the  efforts  of  involved  citizens  in  South 
Norwood  who  took  the  initiative  to  reclaim  two  ponds  and  clear  the  banks  of 
Hawes  Brook  to  create  a  beautiful  natural  recreation  area  for  the  benefit  of  the 
entire  town. 


Your  Conseivation  Commission  urges  all  of  you  to  enjoy  the  natural  beauty  of 
Conservation  Land  throughout  our  Town.  i

The  Chnic  Dentist  examines  all  children  in  grades  one  through  six  in  the 
Norwood  Pubhc  Schools  and  St.  Catherine’s  Parochial  School.  With  parental 
approval  the  children  needing  dental  care  are  treated  at  the  Dental  Clinic.  In 
September  1991,  a  total  of  1258  children  were  screened.  The  treatments 
included  cleanings,  plaque  control,  dental  hygiene  instruction,  fillings  and 
emergency  treatments  for  special  needs.  A  total  of  344  children  were  seen.  The 
Dental  Chnic  also  offers  a  sealant  program  for  children  in  grades  two,  three 
and  six.  Sealants  are  a  plastic  resin  that  prevents  tooth  decay  when  apphed 
to  the  chewing  surface  of  molars.  There  were  329  cleanings  done  and  eighty- 
three  children  in  grades  iwo,  three  and  six  had  sealants  placed  on  their 
erupted  permanent  molars.  In  January  1992,  the  chnic  dentist  will  be  doing 
necessary  operative  work.

The  Board  sponsored  cholesterol  screening  in  conjunction  with  the  Norwood 
Lodge  of  Elks  in  April  and  September.  A  total  of  333  area  residents 
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participated.  Cholesterol  screening  was  also  offered  to  town  employees  and  158 
participated.  Approximately  35%  of  those  screened  were  considered  to  be  at 
risk  for  cardiovascular  disease  and  were  referred  for  medical  attention. 
Nutrition  education  and  health  counselhng  are  integral  parts  of  the  screening 
program. 

A  cardiovascular  risk  screening  program  including  cholesterol  testing  was 
again  offered  to  the  seniors  at  Norwood  High  School  to  help  identify  modifiable 
personal  risk  factors  for  heart  disease. 

The  Board  participated  in  the  first  Norwood  High  School  Health  Fair  and 
provided  information  on  steroids,  sexually  transmitted  diseases  and  AIDS. 

A  Cancer  Awareness  Fair  was  held  in  September  to  promote  cancer  prevention. 
A  mobile  van  offered  mammography  screening  and  local  dentists  screened  for 
oral  cancer. 

A  melanoma  and  skin  cancer  screening  was  held  in  May.  The  program  was 
sponsored  by  the  American  Academy  of  Dermatology,  the  American  Cancer 
Society  and  the  Board  of  Health.  A  total  of  37  i>er8on8  were  examined  by  Dr. 
Allen  Berliner  and  Dr.  Jafar  Koupaie.  Twenty-five  were  referred  for  further 
evahiation.  All  participants  were  instructed  in  prevention  of  skin  cancer. 

An  educational  program  of  skin  cancer  prevention  was  offered  to  the  poHce, 
firemen  and  those  attending  the  Senior  Center.  A  total  of  54  participated. 

A  Well  Child  Clinic  was  recently  started  to  address  the  health  needs  of 
children  from  newborn  to  school  entrance  age.  Dr.  Wilhelmina  Van  Dyke  is  the 
participating  pediatrician.  This  chnic  is  held  monthly  by  appointment,  and 
there  is  no  charge. 

A  medical  equipment  loan  program  was  also  started.  Donations  of  usable 
medical  equipment  are  accepted  and  will  be  loaned  to  other  town  residents. 

A  program  to  distribute  Medication  and  Emergency  Information  Cards  was 
begun.  Emergency  personnel  in  the  Tovm  were  notified.  The  use  of  these  cards 
can  save  valuable  time  in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 

Radon  test  kits  were  offered  for  sale.  A  total  of  64  kits  were  purchased. 

A  swimming  pool  operation  and  maintenance  seminar  was  held  for  the  owners 
and  operators  of  public  and  semi-public  pools. 

A  food  service  seminar  was  held  in  December  for  owners  and  operators  of 
mobile  food  trucks. 
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The  Board  acted  upon  two  sub-divisions. 

The  Board  passed  a  regulation  to  provide  for  Keeping  of  Animals. 

The  Annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  and  two  special  recycling 
days  saw  1100  gallons  of  waste  oil,  1.5  truckloads  of  tires,  220  automotive 
batteries  as  well  as  33  drums  of  pesticides,  organic  solvents,  paints,  corrosives 
and  flammable  materials.

The  Authority’s  staff  is  comprised  of  one  Executive  Director,  one  Deputy 
Executive  Director,  one  Leased  Housing  Coordinator,  one 
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Bookkeeper/Computer  Operator,  one  Clerk/Typist,  one  Maintenance 
Supervisor,  and  seven  Maintenance  Laborers. 

The  duties  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  and  the  objective  of  Public 
Housing  Legislation  is  to  provide  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing  to  families 
and  elderly  persons  of  low  and  moderate  incomes  at  rents  they  can  afford.  The 
primary  function  of  the  Norwood  Hoxising  Authority  is  to  administer  public 
housing  programs  within  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  to  recommend  and  apply 
for  financial  assistance  to  State  and  Federal  Agencies  for  new  developments, 
when  they  are  determined  to  be  needed. 

The  Authority  administers  a  679  housing  program  within  the  Town.  Of  this 
total,  481  units  are  located  in  buildings  and  owned  and  leased  under  either  the 
Federal  Section  8  or  State  707  Rental  Assistance  programs.  Within  its  owned 
units  the  Authority  has  389  units  of  elderly,  17  imits  specifically  designed  for 
the  handicapped  and  75  units  for  families. 


Diuing  the  past  year,  the  Authority  continued  plans  for  the  installation  of  an 
elevator  and  other  exterior  repairs  to  the  former  Edmund  J.  Shat  tuck  School 
building  at  its  Frank  L.  Walsh  Housing  for  the  Elderly  housing  complex. 

An  enormous  increase  in  applications  for  housing  were  received  during  the 
past  year.  This  increased  activity  appeared  directly  related  to  the  economic 
climate  in  the  Ck)mmonwealth  dunng  this  period. 

The  Authority  served  the  Town  as  its  Certifying  Agent  for  the  Home  I 
Improvement  Loan  program  financed  through  the  Massachusetts  Housing] 
Finance  Agency.  Twenty  applications  were  received  and  processed. 

The  Authority  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  retirement  of  Elizabeth  Loque] 
and  thank  her  for  the  fifteen  years  she  admirably  served  the  Authority  as  its] 
Leased  Housing  Coordinator. 

At  this  time,  the  Authority  would  like  to  express  its  sincere  thanks  to  the] 
various  town  officials  and  others  who  have  contributed  time  and  effort  to  assist] 
the  Authority  in  making  this  past  year  a  successful  one.

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1991  REPORT  OF  THE  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 


I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Norwood  Municipal 
Light  Department  for  the  year  1991. 

In  1991,  several  projects  were  performed  to  upgrade  out  system.  The  main 
13.8  kV  bus  duct  at  station  495  from  the  transformers  to  the  switchgear  was 
re-insulated.  The  department  continued  its  street  lighting  conversation 
program  by  replacing  incandescent  and  mercury  fixtures.  These  lights  were 
replaced  with  more  efficient  high  pressure  sodium  lamps  to  increase  Norwood’s 
roadway  fighting  levels.  Constmction  necessary  to  upgrade  the  4  kV  feeders 
to  13.8  kV  continued  throvigh  the  center  of  town. 

The  Light  Department  experienced  minimal  problems  from  Hurricane  Bob. 
This  was  due  to  the  continue tis  tree  trimming  program  and  the  cooperation  we 
received  from  the  other  Town  Departments. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  Norwood’s  electric  consumption,  energy  efficient  compact 
fluorescent  fight  bulbs  were  distributed  to  our  residential  customers. 

The  Future  Electrical  Power  Supply  Needs  Committee  was  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  following  Norwood  residents  are  members:

The  library  was  a  busy  place  in  1991.  Library  circulation  increased  by  12% 
and  by  year’s  end  9,969  residents  had  signed  up  for  new  library  cards.  The 
reasons  for  this  increase  can  be  attributed  to  two  factors:  declining  economic  ' 
conditions  in  the  area  and  the  library’s  membership  in  the  Minuteman  Library  :

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Network.  Tighter  budgets  for  many  Norwood  residents  made  the  pubhc  hbrary 
obviously  the  best  bargain  in  town. 

Cirodation  was  high  for  videos,  best  sellers,  CDs  and  museum  passes.  People 
came  into  the  Hbraiy  looking  for  investment  guides,  employment  and  career 
information,  college  echolarsbips,  auto  repair  and  borne  improvement  books 
and  the  many  other  items  the  hbrary  offers  to  make  a  dollar  go  further. 


On  May  1,  libraiy  staff  began  introducing  users  to  a  modem  automated  hbrary 
as  Norwood  became  a  full  member  of  the  Minuteman  Library  Network.  After 
two  years  of  effort  beginning  with  town  meeting  endorsement  of  the  project  in 
May  1989,  the  town  finally  bad  a  hbrary  supplying  state  of  the  art  services 
and  access  to  the  resources  of  the  24  Minuteman  hbraries  with  holdings 

1  totalling  almost  3  milhon  items. 

! 

The  library  staff  worked  extremely  bard  on  this  project  and  managed  to 
i  provide  uninterrupted  service  while  learning  the  new  technology  necessary  for 
running  an  automated  hbrary.  They  completed  the  tedious  and  exacting  job 
I  of  barcoding  and  entering  the  approximately  95,000  items  owned  by  the 
!  Norwood  hbrary  into  the  Minuteman  database. 


I  Libraiy  users  will  notice  the  increased  speed,  efficiency  and  accuracy  with 
which  the  Circulation  Department  works.  No  longer  do  books  wait  on  carts  for 
I  days  before  they  can  be  processed  and  returned  to  the  shelves.  An  individual’s 
library  record  is  also  updated  immediately.  Infoimation  on  reserves,  overdue 
fines,  and  items  charged  out  can  be  accessed  quickly. 

In  the  Reference  Department  the  transition  from  the  old  card  catalog  to  the 
I  new  pubhc  access  computer  (PAC)  terminals  is  still  under  way.  RealiTdng  that 
it  will  take  the  pubhc  and  the  staff  some  time  to  be  fully  comfortable  with  the 
!  new  technology,  the  old  famihar  card  catalog  is  still  available.  The  Reference 
I  Staff  encourages  everyone  to  try  the  PACs  and  ask  for  help  if  they  need  it. 

I!  With  a  little  practice  use  of  the  PACs  will  prove  much  easier  and  quicker  than 
using  the  manual  catalog. 

■  The  hbrary  is  grateful  for  community  support  during  this  transition  time. 
1  Volunteers  assisted  in  distributing  new  hbrary  cards  and  the  good  will  of 
Bi  library  users  made  the  job  easier  for  everyone.

During  1991,  monetary  support  for  the  hbrary  included  gifts  from  the  United 
Way  of  Neponset  Valley,  Analog  Devices,  the  Norwood  Women’s  Community 
Committee,  and  Groundwater  Technology.  Their  donations  provided  help  in 
supplying  additional  periodical  subscriptions  and  reference  material,  support 
for  the  hteracy  program  and  museum  passes.  Memorial  gifts  were  received 
remembering  special  people.  The  hbrary  welcomes  such  gifts  and  will  select 
books  or  other  hbrary  material  as  suggested  by  the  donors.

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Popular  programs  continued  for  adults  and  children.  The  Outreach 
Department  presents  programs  and  brings  library  material  to  nursing  homes, 
the  senior  drop-in  center,  elderly  housing  locations  and  shut-ins.  The  Adult 
book  discussion  group  began  its  fifth  year  of  lively  monthly  meetings.  Author 
Dan  Wakefield  spoke  at  the  library  last  spring  following  the  group’s  discussion 
of  his  memoir  Returning:  a  Spiritual  Journey.  The  library  is  grateful  to  the 
Norwood  Friends  of  the  Library  for  sponsoring  this  event  and  helping  piu*chase 
books  read  by  the  group. 

The  Children’s  Department  is  busy  all  year.  Story  hours  for  preschool  children 
were  held  in  the  spring  and  fall.  During  the  summer  the  Wizardread  Club 
brought  hundreds  of  children  to  the  hbrary  with  289  completing  the  club 
requirements  of  reading  and  report-  ting  on  ten  books.  Prizes  were  donated 
by  McDonald’s,  TCBY,  Royal  Discount  Book  Store  and  Fables.  The  library 
Friends  also  helped  sponsor  these  events. 

The  Literacy  Volxmteer  Program,  established  in  memory  of  Eleanor  H. 
Monahan,  is  one  of  the  most  outstanding  in  the  state.  Nearly  150  tutors  are 
actively  working  with  students  who  need  assistance  with  basic  reading  and 
writing  skills  or  in  learning  English  as  a  second  language.  Training  programs 
for  new  tutors  are  held  several  times  a  year  as  are  in-service  training 
programs  for  tutors  and  support  groups  for  students.  The  staff  who  administer 
the  program  are  enthusiastic  and  dedicated  and  their  spirit  spreads  to  the 
volunteer  tutors  and  their  students. 

During  the  fall  of  1991,  the  library  began  a  Planning  Project  which  will  be 
completed  in  the  early  summer  of  1992.  A  committee  of  community 
representatives  and  library  staff  and  trustees  have  beer:  meeting  monthly  with 
the  goal  of  assessing  library  services  and  community  needs  so  that  Norwood 
residents  will  receive  the  best  possible  library  service.  A  plan  will  be  written 
to  project  library  goals  for  the  next  several  years.  Results  of  the  plan  will  be 
available  in  1992. 

The  library  building,  which  should  serve  the  town  for  many  more  years,  is  in 
need  of  renovation  and  reorganization.  The  Plimpton  Wing,  built  during  the 
1920’s,  is  used  only  for  storage  because  of  structural  problems.  The  rest  of  the 
building  needs  to  be  reorganized  to  better  utilize  available  space.  Engineers 
have  recommended  extensive  roof  repair  and  replacement  of  cracked  and 
damaged  tile.  A  completed  study  of  the  building  with  suggestions  for  redesign 
and  repair  will  be  a  priority  in  the  next  year.

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1991  REPORT  OF  THE 

PERMANENT  BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE 


This  is  the  twenty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Permanent  Building 
Construction  Committee. 

The  seven  members  of  this  Committee  are  appointed  for  three-year  terms  by 
the  Chairperson  of  the  School  Committee,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  the  Town  Moderator,  who  act  as  the  appointing  authority.  The 
P.B.C.C.  meets  one  night  a  week  or  as  often  as  necessary  in  order  to  review 
current  Town  construction  projects  or  to  study  plans  and  proposals  for  future 
projects.  This  past  year  the  Committee  completed  the  renovation  of  the  roof 
at  the  Municipal  Light  Department  located  at  206  Central  Street  and 
completed  the  necessary  financial  S.B  A.B.  audit  forms  on  the  renovation  of  the 
High  School. 


Summary  of  Projects 

1.  Completion  of  the  Municipal  Light  Department  Roof  Renovation 

This  project  was  broken  into  two  phases.  The  first  was  the  removal 
of  the  4  tons  of  stone  ballast,  which  was  done  on  February  2,  1991. 
The  cost  amounted  to  $750.00  in  preparation  of  the  reroofing.  Phase 
2,  the  actual  reroofing,  was  completed  this  past  spring,  at  a  cost  of 
$14,890.00.  Engineering  and  Consulting  fees  were  $3,801.00  on  this 
project. 


2.  Completion  of  the  Senior  High  School  Financial  S.B.A.B.  Audit  Forms 

Tlie  auditor  from  S.B.A.B.  performed  the  audit  on  October  11,  1991, 
and  October  16,  1991.  To  date  the  Town  has  received  $2,296,601  on 
the  "cherry  sheet."  The  Committee  is  still  waiting  for  the  final 
official  approval  of  the  S.B.A.B.

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1991  REPORT  OF  THE  NORWOOD  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood; 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Norwood  Planning  Board  submits  its  Annual 
Report  for  1991. 

The  Town’s  Master  Plan  effort  continued  in  1991  and  major  changes  were 
made  at  the  March  Special  Town  Meeting  in  Norwood’s  development  control 
system  and  business  district  classification  system.  'The  Town  also  adopted  a 
Major  Project  Special  Permit  process  establishing  the  Planning  Board  as  the 
Permit  Granting  Authority  for  large  projects  (over  50,000  sqxiare  feet  net  floor 
area;  parking  or  storage  for  200  or  more  cars).  New  site  planning  and 
development  standards,  designed  by  the  Planning  Board  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Town’s  Department  Heads,  were  estabhshed  to  control  noise,  lighting, 
storm  water  management,  erosion  control,  odors,  tree  loss  and  hazardous 
materials.  These  changes  were  adopted  by  Town  Meeting  to  assure  that 
business  developments  in  Norwood  are  appropriately  located  and  designed  to 
serve  Norwood’s  residents,  either  through  additional  activities  used  by  the 
residents  or  through  providing  them  with  economic  opportunity. 

'The  Planning  Board  also  recommended  a  significant  amendment  to  the  Zoning 
Map  at  the  March  Special  Town  Meeting.  The  Board  recommended,  and  Town 
Meeting  subsequently  approved,  the  rezoning  of  approximately  23  acres  of  land 
north  and  south  of  Mylod  Street  from  Manufacturing  and  General  Residence 
Districts  to  a  Single  Residence  2  District.  This  amendment  was  made  after  a 
Planning  Board  analysis  revealed  that  most  lots  in  the  surrounding  area  were 
single  family  homes  on  larger  lots.  It  was  decided  by  the  Town  that  less 
density  in  this  area  will  preserve  existing  property  values  and  maintain  the 
rural  atmosphere  of  Mylod  Street. 

At  the  Town’s  Annual  Meeting  in  May  and  at  a  November  Special  Town 
Meeting,  the  Planning  Board  brought  forward  several  minor  technical  revisions 
to  the  Zoning  Bylaw.  Although  minor  in  nature,  one  of  the  revisions  (Accessory 
Parking),  spurred  considerable  debate.  Ultimately,  it  was  decided  to  allow  the 
truck  parking,  with  limitations,  in  the  Residential  Districts.  Several  Zoning 
Map  amendments  were  also  adopted  at  these  meetings,  including  the  rezoning 
of  the  Tamworth  Road/Richland  Road  area  from  General  Residence  to  Single 
Residence.  This  rezoning  was  accomphshed  using  the  Composite  Land  Use 
Property  Map  designed  by  Philip  B.  Herr,  Master  Plan  consultant.  The 
Composite  Land  Use  Property  Map,  which  was  drawn  using  the  Town’s  Aerial 
Photographs  and  the  Assessor’s  Records,  depicts  the  actual  land  use  (single 
family,  duplex,  retail  business,  warehouse,  etc.)  of  a  particular  lot.  Land  use 
patterns  for  a  given  area  of  Town  can  then  be  deduced  based  upon  factual 
information.  In  this  particular  instance,  the  Planning  Board  was  able  to  clearly 

i 
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show  that  there  were  duplex  and  single  family  portions  within  the  zoning 
district.  The  Board  then  recommended  that  a  new  General/Single  Residence 
Boundary  line  be  adopted  in  this  area,  one  which  allowed  additional  duplexes 
in  areas  where  they  had  already  been  built,  but  discontinued  their  use  in  areas 
where  there  were  none  (Richland  and  Tam  worth  Roads).  For  the  first  time, 
and  as  a  direct  result  of  the  Master  Plan,  the  Town  now  has  a  tool  which 
assists  in  the  coordination  of  planning  with  zoning.  In  the  future,  all  rezoning 
petitions  will  be  carefully  analyzed  using  the  Composite  Land  Use  Property 
Map. 


The  contract  with  Philip  B.  Herr,  Norwood’s  Master  Plan  consxaltant,  drew  to 
a  close  in  1991.  From  the  spring  of  1988  through  the  spring  of  1991  Mr.  Herr 
undertook  a  series  of  citizen-based  workshops,  studies  and  implementing 
actions  to  develop  a  program  for  improved  development  guidance  for  Norwood. 
Major  Master  Plan  events  are  chronicled  in  Mr.  Herr’s  final  report  to  the 
Planning  Board.  Norwood  Master  Plan  Materials  1988-1991.  Also  incorporated 
into  the  final  report  is  an  agenda  for  coming  years.  This  section  is  a  reminder 
that  comprehensive  planning  is  an  ongoing  effort  and  points  to  the  specific 
areas  where  additional  work  is  needed.  Projects  already  in  motion  include  the 
updating  of  the  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan  and  the  reactivation  of  the 
Commission  to  Promote  Business  and  Industry.  The  goals  and  strategies  which 
evolve  from  the  efforts  of  these  commissions  will  be  incorporated  into  the 
Town’s  comprehensive  plan.  Norwood  Master  Plan  Materials  1988-1991  has 
been  circulated  to  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library,  the  School  Department,  the 
Neponset  Valley  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  all  the  Town  Departments 
assisting  with  the  Master  Plan  effort.  The  Planning  Board  also  has  copies  of 
the  report  available,  as  well  as  the  complete  listing  of  the  130  reports  and 
memorandum  produced  by  Herr  and  Associates. 
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In  addition  to  preparing  the  Master  Plan  for  the  Town,  the  planning  Board  is  j  ^ 
also  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Subdivision  Control  Law.  The  < 
purpose  of  this  law  is  to  protect  the  safety,  convenience  and  welfare  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Norwood  by  regulating  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  ways  [ 
in  subdivisions. 
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In  1991,  the  Planning  Board: 

*  Reviewed  and  endorsed  8  simple  lot  divisions  (ANR  plans) 

*  Reviewed  and  approved  three  preliminary  subdivision  plans: 

1)  Ellis  Heights  -  off  University  Ave.  and  Everett  St.  (UPS  site) 

2)  Orchard  Estates  -  south  of  Mylod  St. 

3)  Norwood  Orchard  II  -  north  of  Mylod  St. 
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Held  public  hearings  and  acted  upon  two  definitive  subdivision  plans; 

1)  Orchard  Estates  -  6  lots  -  approved. 

2)  Endean  Meadows  (formerly  Norwood  Orchard  II)  -  47  lots  - 
disapproved.  The  Planning  Board’s  decision  is  being  appealed  by 
the  owner  in  Land  Court. 

*  Approved  the  modification  of  one  definitive  plan: 

1)  Hazelwood  Meadows  Extension  -  originally  approved  in  1989. 

*  Issued  compliance  certifications  or  reduced  bond  requirements 
for  the  following  subdivisions: 

1)  Garden  Parkway  -  Completed. 

2)  Ledgeview  Estates  -  Reduced  performance  bond. 

3)  Celtic  Way  -  Reduced  Performance  Bond. 

4)  Autumn  Road  -  Set  new  bond  amount. 

5)  Irving  Street  -  Same. 

In  other  local  matters,  the  Planning  Board’s  staff  assisted  the  Norwood 
Municipal  Light  Department  with  a  preliminary  sub-station  site  analysis.  'This 
analysis  was  prepared  for  the  Future  Electrical  Power  Supply  Needs 
Committee  and  provided  the  committee  with  an  environmental  and  regulatory 
overview  for  each  possible  sub-station  site.  Also,  the  Town’s  apphcation  for  a 
two  year  renewal  of  the  Downtown  Commercial  Area  Revitahzation  District 
(CARD)  designation  was  coordinated  through  the  Planning  Board’s  office.  The 
CARD  program  makes  revenue  bond  financing  available  to  developers  of 
commercial  projects  and  is  a  useful  tool  in  attracting  business. 

'The  Norwood  Planning  Board  is  also  active  in  Regional  Planning  issues.  The 
Town  is  a  member  of  the  'Three  Rivers  Interlocal  Council,  a  13-member  sub¬ 
regional  planning  group.  'The  Town  has  an  active  voice  in  regional  matters 
ranging  from  Route  1  traffic  to  the  proposed  Dedham  Common  Mall  at  the 
intersection  of  Rtes.  128  and  135.  In  fact,  as  a  result  of  its  active  involvement 
in  subregional  topics,  the  Town  will  be  included  in  a  Route  1  Corridor  study 
from  Dean  Street  in  Norwood  to  Route  109  in  Dedham.  'The  study  will  be 
undertaken  by  the  Central  'Transportation  Plaiming  Staff  (CTPS)  to 
investigate  solutions  to  traffic  problems  along  the  corridor. 
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The  Board’s  staff  is  Planning  Director  Stephen  M.  Costello  and  Helen 
Farinacd,  Planning  Board  Secretary.  Office  hours  are  8:15  A.M.  to  4:30  P.M. 
daily.

ANNUAL  TRAINING  REPORT 
FOR  NORWOOD  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

IN-SERVICE  TRAINING 


All  Police  Officers  attended  a  mandatory  one  week  program  provided  by  the 
Mass.  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council.  Program  included;  Accident 
Investigation,  Domestic  Violence,  Hate  Crimes,  MA^  Law,  Criminal  Law, 
Constitutional  Law,  Officer  Survival  (Handgrm  Retention),  CPR/First 
Resi>onder,  and  Use  of  Force. 

LETHAL  AND  NON-LETHAL  FORCE 

The  four  Police  Department  Firearms  Instructors  were  re-certified  by  the 
M.C.J.T.  Coimcil.  The  Four  NPD  Firearms  Instructors  attended  a  one-day 
seminar  at  Smith  &  Wesson.  They  also  completed  a  specialized  pepper  mace 
instructors’  course  and  are  now  qualified  as  pepper  mace  instructors.  All 
personnel  were  qualified  at  in-service  training  by  Mass.  Criminal  Justice 
Training,  and  they  completed  an  annual  firearms  qualification  by  ^D 
instructors  including:  rules,  regulation,  court  decisions,  9MM  malfunctions, 
9MM  firing  course,  shotgun  firing  course,  and  a  modified  stress  course 
combining  both  the  9MM  and  the  shotgun.  All  personnel  also  completed  a 
night  firing  training  program  provided  by  NPD  instructors  and  a  9MM 
refresher  course. 

INVESTIGATIVE  TRAINING 

Members  of  the  police  force  attended  courses  and  seminars  ranging  from 
imdercover  drug  enforcement  techniques  and  drug  interdiction  to  gangs  and 
bunco  schemes  by  criminal  organizations. 
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COMMUNICATIONS  AND  RECORDS 


Communications  and  recordkeeping  are  important  aspects  of  the  Police 
Department.  Seminars  were  attended  by  various  members  of  the  Pobce 
Department  for  refresher  programs  on  working  the  communicatiuns  center, 
and  two  supervisors  completed  a  LEAPS/CJIS  training  program  for  computer- 
related  matters.  Sixteen  traffic  supervisors,  matrons,  and  dispatchers 
attended  a  one-day  CPR  recertification  course.  Seminars  were  also  attended 
on  suicide  prevention. 


ADMINISTRATION 


All  personnel  trained  on  new  motor  vehicle  citation  procedures  and  new 
procedures  for  209A  changes.  Three  lieutenants  trained  on  in-house  computer, 
payroll,  schedules,  and  citations.  Domestic  violence  instructors  attended  a 
seminar  by  Attorney  General  Harshbarger.  One  lieutenant  attended  a  three- 
week  command  school  at  Babson  College.  The  supervisor  of  dispatching 
completed  a  seminar  on  liabihty  and  pubhc  image  concerns.  Research  was 
completed  by  two  supervisors  on  uniform  chemical  mace  and  baton  policy  with 
appropriate  training  programs.  Two  supervisors  spent  one  day  at  Peabody 
Police  Department  setting  up  a  system  for  LETN.  One  officer  attended  a  two- 
week  D.A.R.E.  program  provided  by  the  National  DARE  Program. 


FIELD  TRAINING 


A  new  police  officer  completed  an  eight-week  field  training  and  a  new 
dispatcher  completed  a  seven-week  field  training  program.  Training  programs 
were  also  attended  by  recently- promoted  sergeants  and  a  recently-promoted 
lieutenant.  Two  new  dispatchers  completed  a  six- week  in-house  field  training 
program.  A  rehired  dispatcher  completed  a  three-week  in-house  field  training 
program. 

PATROL  FUNCTION 


All  personnel  reviewed  guidelines  on  high  speed  pursuits  and  emergency 
responses  as  well  as  given  law  changes  and  training  on  209A.  All  personnel 
were  also  given  a  one-hour  training  program  on  domestic  violence  209A  law 
updates  and  NPD  policy.  Two  officers  attended  a  two-week  accident 
investigation  school  -  M.C.J.T.  Council.  Two  supervisors  were  certified  as 
intoxilyzer  instructors  by  M.C.J.T.  Council.  All  officers  trained  on  mobil  data 
computer  terminals  in  cruisers. 
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ROLL  CALL  TRAINING 

Additional  training  was  given  on  community  policing;  Walk  &  Talk  and  Adopt- 
A-Cop  programs;  Miranda  rights;  and  high  speed  pursuits  and  dangers. 

All  personnel  were  given  additional  training  on  recent  coxirt  decisions  involving 
forced  entry  into  a  house  to  make  an  arrest. 


L.E.T.N.  -  Law  Enforcement  Television  Network  is  a  closed-circuit  television 
network  for  law  enforeement  training.  It  uses  a  satellite  dish  to  piek  up  the 
signal  in  order  to  bring  the  country’s  top  police  trainers  into  the  police  station. 
In  a  very  cost  effective  manner  L.E.T.N.  provides  the  best  in  law  enforcement 
training,  news,  information,  and  investigative  techniques.  All  administrators, 
detectives,  police  officers,  and  dispatchers  receive  training  on  a  weekly  basis 
without  having  to  leave  the  police  facility.

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1991  REPORT  OF  THK  PITBTJC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 


Please  accept  my  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1991. 

The  following  projects  have  been  compleb^d  in  the  past  year: 

The  widening  and  signalization  of  the  University  Avenue  and  Canton  Street 
was  completed  by  the  Todesca  Equipment  Company  of  Readville, 
Massachusetts. 

Reynolds  Brothers  Construction  Company  has  completed  the  renovations  to  the 
Norwood  Depot  railroad  station.  Some  minor  tasks  will  be  addressed  in  the 
spring. 

Bids  have  been  received  for  the  Walpole  Wilson  Street  improvements  at  Shaws 
market  and  were  considerably  lower  than  the  State’s  estimate.  Construction 
is  expected  to  begin  in  the  spring. 

The  Public  Works  crews  have  completed  a  number  of  projects  throughout  the 
community. 

The  sewer  and  drain  crews  installed  230  feet  of  8"  sewer  main  between  Ehll 
Street  and  Roosevelt  Avenue.  This  eliminated  a  grade  and  root  problem  that 
had  existed  for  a  long  time.  They  also  leplaced  140  feet  of  6"  sewer  main  on 
Springvale  Road. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet  of  18"  drain  was  installed  in  the  rear  of  the 
Stonebridge  Apartments  in  order  to  eliminate  the  continued  drainage  problems 
on  Washington  Street  and  Lewis  Avenue.  A  6"  lateral  on  Chapel  Street  was 
replaced  with  12"  line  and  another  catchbasin  was  added  in  conjunction  with 
this  project.  » 

The  Public  Works  did  a  tremendous  job  in  keeping  the  roadways  open  as  ali 
resxilt  of  damage  from  Hurricane  Bob.  A  total  of  52  trees,  36  of  which  were  ^ 
private,  fell  in  a  relatively  short  time.  Clean  up  in  the  aftermath  of  the  storm  |j 
took  5  weeks.

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The  resurfacing  program  for  this  year  resurfaced  a  total  of  2  miles  of  roadway,  'j 
the  largest  being  Nahatan  Street.  We  resurfaced  4  miles  of  bituminous  ij 
sidewalks  and  4,288  linear  feet  of  berm.  ! 

We  have  continued  at  the  sanitary  landfill  with  the  composting  of  leaves  andj  I 
grass  clippings.  We  have  processed  1300  cubic  yards  of  screened  loam  for  use], 
in  our  Highway,  Parks,  and  Cemetery  Program.  j 


REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 


On  April  1,  the  town  began  the  curbside  recycbng  program.  We  anticipated 
collecting  in  the  vicinity  of  2100  tons  per  year  of  recycling  material.  Figures 
now  show  a  more  reasonable  figure  of  1500  tons  per  year,  according  to 
collections  to  date.  Hopefully,  in  this  year  to  come,  we  will  have  more 
participation  as  recycling  does  save  the  town  money. 

Some  of  the  other  projects  completed  by  our  Public  Works  persoimel  was  the 
post  and  rail  fence  aroimd  Chapel  Street  park,  also  protective  fences,  benches, 
and  backstops  at  the  majority  of  our  playgrovmds:  refurbished  and  added  new 
pieces  of  equipment  in  the  Hawes  Pool  area  and  also  repair  and  replacement 
of  playground  items  at  the  Bond  Street  Tot-Lot. 

The  date  of  September  14,  1991,  will  long  be  remembered  in  the  Town  of 
Norwood  as  the  day  of  the  monument  dedication  in  the  common. 

The  Public  Works  involvement  in  this  event  was  quite  extensive  in  as  much 
as  our  work  forces  did  all  the  lawn  preparation,  seeding,  fertilizing,  watering 
and  other  maintenance  to  insure  that  there  would  be  a  green  lawn  for  that 
day.  Also  included  in  our  projects  were  the  trimming  of  all  bushes,  trees,  etc., 
blocking  off  of  streets,  setting  up  barriers,  responsibility  of  all  fitter 
maintenance  and  clean  up  at  the  close  of  the  program. 

The  efforts  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  other  town  departments  in 
this  event  ivill  be  seen  by  our  residents  at  this  monument  site  for  years  to 
come. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  various  department  heads  we  have  worked 
with  in  this  past  year,  and  a  special  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Mr. 
Carroll  for  their  cooperation  and  support  they  have  given  me.  I  look  forward 
to  working  with  you,  and  to  the  new  challenges  we  will  face  in  the  coming 

years.

Strong  citizen  involvement 
in  the  bi-weekly  collection  program  resulted  in  1038  tons  of  recyclables  being 
diverted  from  the  waste  stream. 

Drop  off  collection  of  newspaper  at  the  D.P.W.  yard  yielded  94  tons  of 
recyclable  material.

Please  accept  my  annual  report  for  calendar  year  1991. 

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

The  duties  of  the  Highway  Division  include  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  all 
roadway  shoulders,  streets,  and  sidewalks,  traffic  islands  and  barriers,  and 
handling  numerous  citizen  and  departmental  complaints.  Other  areas  that 
they  are  involved  in  are:  street  sweeping  programs,  salt  and  sanding 
operations,  as  well  as  plovvdng.  sidewalk  and  berm  installation,  cleaning  of 
brooks  and  culverts,  maintenance  of  pools  and  skating  areas,  as  well  as 
maintaining  all  roadside  rubbish  containers. 

The  Highway  Asphalt  Crew  used  a  total  of  462  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  in  I 
caring  for  our  streets  and  sidewalks,  as  well  as  berm  repairs  and  installation.

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The  crack  sealing  program  was  a  first  for  Norwood.  It  is  a  pavement 
management  technique  to  extend  the  life  of  a  road  surface  in  a  cost  effective 
manner.  The  asphalt  cement  used  is  essentially  the  same  as  that  used  in  a 
resurfacing  project.  Surface  cracking  in  any  road  surface  can  be  expected  as 
the  oil  dries  out.  This  program  simply  fills  those  cracks  with  asphalt  cement 
so  water  and  ice  cannot  penetrate  and  further  deterioration  cannot  occur. 

The  Nahatan  Street  project  was  done  to  improve  an  important  road  in 
Norwood.  It  is  one  of  the  major  access  routes  in  Norwood.  The  water 
contractor  work  having  been  completed,  an  overlay  was  called  for.  Three 
thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  linear  feet  was  overlaid,  6,166  square  yards 
of  cold  planing  was  done,  4,288  linear  feet  of  berm  was  installed  and  recycled 
loam  from  our  leaf  composting  program  was  used  to  back  it  up.  Seeding  is 
scheduled  for  the  spring. 

Parking  at  the  Bond  Street  Tot-lot  area  was  improved  and  expanded. 

A  "Read  Screen-all"  was  purchased.  The  Town’s  share  of  the  cost  for  this  piece 
of  equipment  is  $3,900.00.  Two  hundred  dollars  will  be  placed  in  a  revolving 
fund  for  joint  maintenance.  Ten  towns  are  sharing  in  the  cost  of  this  piece  of 
capital  equipment  for  recycling  of  leaves  and  processing  of  excavated  material. 
The  cost  to  benefit  ration  of  purchase  versus  rental  over  the  useful  life  of  this 
machine  will  be  substantial.  The  Town  has  recouped  its  investment  in  less 
than  three  weeks.  One  thousand  three  hundred  cubic  yards  of  material 
(composted  leaves)  has  been  processed  to  date. 

Ninety-six  thousand  leaf  bags  were  distributed.  Highway  crews  worked  for 
four  months  on  a  parallel  schedule  with  regular  rubbish  collection  to  collect 
them  and  stockpile  them  at  the  landfill.  We  obtained  the  use  of  an  M.D.C. 
trash  compactor  truck  to  facilitate  this  program.

Drainage  ditches  at  Deerfield  Road  were  cleared.  The  sewer  easement  at  Dean  i 
Street  (power  station)  has  been  opened.  Debris  (tires)  have  been  removed  from  ij 
the  pond  behind  Father  McAleer’s  pool. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-eight  signs  were  installed  per  work  orders  from  the 
Police,  Town  Manager,  Public  Works  and  other  town  departments.  ;

CEMETERY  DIVISION  * 

The  cemetery  staff  prepared  and  conducted  two  hundred  and  three  burials 
during  the  calendar  year. 

There  were  51  lots  sold,  ten  4-grave  lots,  forty  2-grave  lots,  nine  single  grave 
lots,  52  foundations  were  poured,  42  flush  veteran  markers  were  installed. 
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The  front  hedge,  which  was  deteriorating,  was  replaced  with  a  Canadian 
hemlock  evergreen  hedge. 

Phil  McManus  and  his  staff  have  maintained  the  cemetery  expertly. 

PARKS  DIVISION 


Crews  from  all  divisions  assisted  in  the  installation  and  upgrading  of  the 
playgrovmd  at  the  Hawes  Pool  at  the  request  of  Robert  Ivatts.  New 
Playground  eqr’pment  was  installed  with  concrete  pads  and  sand  where 
appropriate.  Granite  benches  (recycled  curbing)  were  installed  overlooking  the 
pool  and  play  area.  Picnic  benches  and  tables  were  also  installed.  I  have 
received  many  appreciative  comments  from  parents.  My  compliments  to  all 
our  crews  who  participated. 

The  Tot-Lot  has  been  maintained  and  expanded  by  the  Parks  Division.  My 
thanks  to  Dr.  Thomas  Couch  for  the  necessary  equipment  and  support. 

The  old  Parish  Cemetery  has  been  maintained  and  cared  for  during  the  past 
year. 

Material  cold  planed  from  Nahatan  Street  was  stockpiled  and  used  to 
rejuvenate  the  paths  at  Shattuck  Park. 

Flower  barrels  were  placed  at  various  businesses  in  town  per  their  request. 
The  plantings  throughout  the  town  were  irrigated  and  maintained  during  the 
growing  season. 

The  Parka  crew  limed  and  fertilized  ball  fields  per  schedule.  The  fencing  at 
Pleasant  Park  (Murphy  Field)  was  extended  10’  and  a  stone  dust  warning 
track  installed.  Dugout  fencing  was  installed  at  Winslow  Field.  Estimates 
have  been  requested  for  irrigation  of  the  soccer  fields  at  Father  MacAleers 
playground.  The  fields  received  heavy  use,  and  the  Parks  crew  did  a  fine  job 
in  keeping  them  in  excellent  condition.  Town-owned  landscape  plantings  are 
pruned  per  schedule  at  all  town-owned  properties. 

Hurricane  "Bob"  occurred  on  August  19,  1991.  All  Public  Works  Division 
employees  assisted  in  the  clean-up  during  and  immediately  after  the  storm. 
Residents’  brush  placed  on  the  roadside  was  hauled  for  four  weeks  after  the 
storm  to  the  landfill.  This  totalled  approximately  175  cubic  yards. 
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In  conjunction  with  contract  work,  48  stumps  were  ground,  thirty-eight  trees 
were  removed.  Seventy-two  street  trees  were  planted. 

The  granite  fence  work  has  been  completed  at  Chapel  Street  Park.

Our  staff  of  Leaders  and  Supervisors  in  1991  again  proved  to  be  most  loyal 
and  devoted.  They  all  carried  out  their  assignments  in  an  enthusiastic  and 
efficient  manner  enabling  the  programs  to  rim  with  a  minimum  of  difficulty. 
We  continue  to  be  fortunate  in  attracting  and  keeping  such  fine  personnel. 
Without  them  the  program  could  not  function. 


The  department  enjoyed  a  very  busy  summer  with  varied  and  interesting! 
programs.  The  Play  Camps  opened  on  Monday,  June  24th  and  closed  on* 
Friday,  August  16th.  Some  of  the  special  trips  were  to  New  England  Science 
Center,  Pirates  Fun  Park,  Museum  of  Science,  Water  Country  and  Rocky| 
Point.  In  addition  to  the  special  trips  the  camps  conducted  many  activities  on 
an  individual  basis.  Flexibility  is  the  key  note  of  our  general  program  ratherj 
than  a  formal  rigid  program.  A  popular  activity  at  one  camp  may  not  be 
popular  at  another,  so  the  day  activities  are  more  or  less  dictated  by  the 
children  attending  the  camp. 

The  day  camp  for  special  children  is  conducted  at  South  Junior  High,  with  4C 
children  involved  in  this  program.  Their  daily  activities  range  from  arts  and 
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crafts,  swimming,  games  and  trips  to  various  places  such  as  Horse  Neck 
Beach,  Riverside  Park,  Bunker  Hill  and  the  swan  boats. 

The  two  outdoor  pools,  Fr.  McAleer  and  Hawes  Brook  opened  on  Saturday, 
June  22nd  for  public  swimming.  Hours  of  operation  are  Monday  through 
Friday  from  1  P.M.  to  8  P.M.  Saturdays  and  Sundays  the  hours  are  from  12- 
noon  to  8  P.M.  Fr.  McAleer  held  the  adult  swim  from  12-noon  to  1  P.M.  every 
Monday  through  Friday.  Swimming  classes  began  on  Monday,  Jime  24th  and 
continued  through  to  Friday,  August  16th.

Self  Help,  Inc.,  is  greater  Brockton’s  and  Attleboro’s  anti-poverty  agency 
dedicated  to  improving  the  quality  of  hfe  of  limited-income  individuals  and 
families,  and  making  all  segments  of  the  commimity  responsive  to  the  needs 
of  the  limited-income,  disadvantaged  and  minority. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30, 1991,  Self  Help  received  a  total 
funding  of  $10. 9M  and  provided  direct  services  to  41,486  Hmited-income 
households  in  the  area. 

962  Norwood  residents  received  direct  services  totaling  $270,104  during  the 
program  year  1991. 

The  total  funding  of  $10,931,445  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human  services 
delivered  to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help’s  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize 
an  additional  $2,285,090  of  other  community  resources,  such  as  contributions 
from  the  towns  and  volunteers.  'The  gross  value  of  Self  Help  during  the  past 
program  year  was  $13,216,535. 

Self  Help  currently  employees  approximately  175  individuals,  many  of  whom 
are  of  limited  income  and  minorities. 

We  feel  that  the  program  year  10/1/90  through  9/30/91  was  a  successful  one  for 
us  and  very  helpful  to  our  hmited-income  population.  We  thank  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  town  volunteers  for  helping  to  make  our  year  a  success.

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1991  REPORT  OF  VETERANS*  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 


I  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1991. 

Veterans’  Benefits  may  increase  as  a  result  of  the  large  number  that  are 
unemployed,  rising  fuel  costs,  hospital  and  medical  costs,  along  with  the 
customary  requests  for  financial  assistance  by  the  veteran  community. 

For  the  last  14  years,  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  has  taken 
applications  for  the  fuel  program.  This  program  is  for  the  benefit  of  all 
Norwood  residents.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  last  year  over  300  famihes 
were  aided  by  this  program. 

Also,  we  administrate  a  Transfare  Program  for  the  elderly  and  disabled. 
At  the  end  of  1991,  we  had  1275  applicants.  This  program  is  to  assist 
people  with  their  transportation  problems. 

The  Department  also  is  involved  in  parking  violations.  I  am  at  the  present 
time  hearing  officer  for  the  parking  tickets.  We  keep  a  file  of  all  parking 
tickets  issued  by  the  Police  Department  after  they  are  returned  from  the 
computer  company.  All  correspondence  is  handled  in  this  office.  Also  all 
complaints,  inquiries  and  records  of  payments. 

The  estimated  expenditures  by  the  Veterans’  Administration  to  veterans 
and  their  dependents  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  the  fiscal  year  1991  was 
close  to  three  million  dollars.  These  benefits  are  for  compensation  to 
dependents  of  veterans  who  died  in  the  service  or  of  service-connected 
disabilities,  disability  pensions,  disabihty  compensations,  burial  awards 
and  special  equipment  for  automobiles  for  veterans  with  service  connected 
disabilities,  vocational  rehabihtation  training  for  the  disabled,  their  sons, 
daughters,  wives,  or  widows,  education  readjustment  training,  veterans’ 
insurance  and  indemnities. 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  composed  as  it  is  in  two  component 
parts,  is  operated  under  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  as  amended  by  Chapter  584,  Acts  of  1946,  for  the  purpose 
of  administering  Veterans’  Benefits  and  Services. 

All  assistance  cases  were  investigated  and  payments  made  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws,  which  assures  the  Town  of 
Norwood  seventy-five  (75%)  percent  reimbursement  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
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The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  is  to  assist  veterans 
and/or  their  dependents  in  procuring  financial  assistance,  information  and 
benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  relative  to  vocational  or  other 
educational  opportxmities.  G.  1.  Loans,  hospitalization,  medical  care, 
compensation,  pensions,  on-the-job  and  apprenticeship  training,  insurance, 
burial  allowance,  grave  markers,  photostats  and  other  benefits  granted 
under  existing  State  and  Federal  laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  under  existing  regulations  is  invariably 
granted.  Our  one  aim  is  to  give  all  veterans  and  their  dependents  the  best 
service  at  all  times  and  to  administer  the  laws  and  regulations  affecting 
them  impartially,  efficiently  and  effectively. 

j  There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veterans’  Administration  and  the 
;  various  local  civic  and  veteran’s  organizations  that  interest  themselves  in 
‘  veterans’  affairs  and  exceptional  cooperation  extended  this  department 
!  throughout  the  year  by  the  State  Department  of  Veterans’  Services.

OMNIBUS  approval  was  granted  to  all  past  and  present  Nursing  Assistant 
graduates  through  the  Health  Services  program. 


The  MA  Office  for  Children  (OFC)  approved  the  Day  Care  program  to  issue 
Teacher  Certificates  to  all  qualifying  graduates  eliminating  the  need  and 
expense  for  post  graduate  education  which  is  required  of  students 
graduating  from  comprehensive  high  schools. 

In  response  to  local  request,  our  annual  budget  changed  its  format  to 
improve  communications  with  town  boards  and  citizens.  The  result  is  a 
budget  that  is  more  easily  imderstood  and  in  keeping  with  local  reporting  j 
procedures. 

In  response  to  budget  cuts  and  town  meeting  requests.  Blue  Hills 
administrative  staff  was  reduced  by  33%  through  shifting  additional  duties 
to  others  rather  than  sacrificing  teachers  or  programs. 


The  general  public  was  well  served  at  Blue  Hills  this  year.  One  thousand 
five  hundred  and  forty  area  adults  and  children  took  swimming  lessons  in 
our  Pool  Program.  Over  2,000  residents  visited  the  Cosmetology  Program 
for  reduced  rate  hair  salon  services.  Chateau  de  Bleu,  the  Culinary  Arts  : 
program  restaurant,  served  an  average  of  fifty  meals  per  day  at  a  fraction 
of  private  restaurants  prices.  Dozens  of  non-profit  groups  and  town  boards  ^ 
took  advantage  of  the  Culinary  Arts  catering  services.  At  Thanksgiving, 
the  annual  bake  sale  served  up  over  1,200  pies  and  5,000  dinner  rolls  to  ^ 
area  families  at  well  below  supermarket  cost.  ® 


Blue  Hills  students  successfully  completed  182  outside  projects  for  towns,  0 
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I  municipalities,  and  private  citizens.  This  represents  a  combined  savings 
j  of  $260,764  to  the  school  district  or  individuals. 

I  Over  $76,000  in  scholarship  monies  was  awarded  to  graduating  seniors,  a 
I  65%  increase  in  monies  over  the  past  year. 

'  Thirty  grants  totaling  $470,253  were  received  by  the  school  which  pays  for 
staffing,  updating  equipment  and  replenishing  supplies.  This  serves  to 
supplement  our  budget  and  relieve  some  of  the  burden  from  the  taxpayers. 

Ij  Blue  Hills  athletic  programs  can  boast  of  two  athletic  teams  that  went 
undefeated  and  captured  the  Mayflower  League  Championship:  Cross 
I  Country  (13-0)  and  Track  and  Field  (6-0).  Strong  football,  soccer, 
I  volleyball,  baseball,  softball,  hockey,  and  swim  teams  were  also  fielded. 


;  The  total  secondary  enrollment  for  the  1990-91  academic  school  year  was 
816,  a  2%  increase,  with  81  from  Norwood.  Twelve  Norwood  students 

1  graduated  with  diplomas  and  technical  certificates  from  the  1991  Senior 
class. 

i  Fifty  percent  of  the  1991  graduating  class  at  Blue  Hills  were  accepted  into 
college  and  post  secondary  institutes,  the  state  average  stands  at  10%. 
li  Ninety  percent  of  all  graduates  are  either  gainfully  employed  or  pursuing 
ij  further  education.  This  remains  one  of  the  highest  placement  rates  in  the 
,1  state.

^  (!  One  thousand  one  himdred  and  seventy  adults  enrolled  in  the  continuing 
>^!  Oeducation  program.  A  diverse  course  selection  included  something  for 
IjW  both  the  hobbyist  and  craftsperson  expanding  skills.

I  The  Vapor  Recovery  Act  for  gasolines  became  effective  this  year  for 

I  quantities  sold.  This  means  using  special  nozzles  having  a  hose  within  a 

ji  vacuumed  hose  to  allow  vapors  in  car  tanks  to  be  returned  to  station 
underground  tanks.  This  unique  but  awkward  device,  properly  used,  will 
eliminate  unhealthy  vapors  fi*om  the  atmosphere.  Environmental  people 
say  full  implementation  of  the  program  in  1993  will  cut  air  pollution  nearly 
25  tons  daily  and  possibly  save  3  million  gallons  of  gas  yearly.  It  will  also 
help  to  reduce  the  terrible  cancer-causing  compounds.  Let  us  try  to 
I  tolerate  these  inconveniences.

1991  REPORT  OF  THE  YOUTH  COMMISSION 

The  description  of  the  position  of  youth  coordinator  has  evolved  and 
i  broadened  over  the  last  twenty  years.  We  try  to  meet  the  needs  (social, 
1  j  emotional,  education,  and  recreational)  of  the  youth  population  in  Norwood 
i  which  are  currently  not  being  met.  This  may  be  either  because  a  service 
®  tj’  does  not  exist  or  because  it  does  not  perform  the  function  it  was  meant  to. 

i‘  rj  These  young  people  and  their  parents  often  "fall  between  the  cracks  of 
”  existing  services.  For  example,  an  adolescent  who  spends  much  of  the  time 
running  away  is  not  available  to  school  services,  and  since  they  are  already 
I  extremely  resistant,  they  will  often  reject  attending  counseling  services  or 

I  clinics. 

!ll  i 

A  parent  and  child  engaging  in  verbal  and  physical  battles  can  be 
unsettling  or  even  dangerous  for  the  family.  However,  the  agency 
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responsible  for  placement  outside  of  the  home,  Department  of  Social 
Services,  often  cannot  provide  the  services  the  family  needs. 

Ironically,  the  worsening  economy,  which  has  produced  more  family 
emergencies  and  stress,  has  also  triggered  massive  cuts  in  human  services 
on  the  State  level.  The  Department  of  Social  Services  and  Welfare  offices, 
which  used  to  be  located  in  Norwood,  moved  first  to  Walpole  and  then  to 
Attleboro.  Now  there  is  discussion  of  consohdation  with  the  Waltham 
office.  This  would  obviously  make  services  even  less  accessible. 

There  are  very  few  foster  homes  in  this  area  and  one  emergency  shelter 
with  a  total  of  six  beds. 

Victims  of  abuse  or  neglect  suffer  with  a  particularly  frustrating  set  of 
circumstances.  The  abuse/neglect  may  be  discovered  and  reported,  but  if 
D.S.S.  does  not  have  enough  specific  evidence,  they  have  to  drop  the  case. 

These  are  just  some  of  the  circumstances  where  the  Youth  Coordinator  can 
provide  outreach,  counseling,  crisis  intervention,  case  work,  resource  and 
referral  service,  and  community  work. 

The  definition  of  these  services  as  provided  by  the  Youth  Coordinator  are 
listed  below: 

OUTREACH  -  The  flexibility  and  mobihty  to  go  to  the  family  as  needed 
when  dysfunction  and  resistance  makes  it  difficult  or  impossible  for  them 
to  come  to  us. 

COUNSELING  -  Twenty  years  of  experience  and  a  Master’s  Degree  in 
Counseling  enhance  the  abiUty  to  take  a  family  history,  assess  the 
dynamics  of  the  family  situation,  identify  needs  and  develop  an  ongoing 
rapport  with  the  client  and  their  family. 

CASEWORK  -  Once  the  needs  of  the  client  and  their  family  are  identified, 
a  treatment  plan  is  formulated.  This  may  include  concomitant  counseling 
for  parents  and  other  family  members,  subsidized  housing,  foster  care  or 
emergency  shelter  placement,  evaluation  with  schools,  medical  referrals, 
work  with  court  probation  officials,  poUce,  lawyers,  etc. 

CRISIS  INTERVENTION  -  This  may  entail  mediation  in  a  parent  and 
child  confrontation,  child  placement  after  runaway  or  abuse/neglect,  a 
phone  discussion  with  a  parent  and/or  adolescent  during  an  emotional 
crisis,  a  hospital  visit,  transporting  an  adolescent  from  jail  to  placement. 
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There  is  a  twenty-four  hour  answering  service  and  the  Youth  Coordinator 
is  often  called  at  night  or  on  weekends. 

COMMUNITY  WORK  -  In  addition  to  the  individual  and  family  work  the 
Youth  Coordinator  is  also  involved  in  a  number  of  community  activities,  for 
example: 

Member  on  an  ongoing  basis  with  the  DRUG  AND  ALCOHOL  ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE.  Their  primary  activity  is  the  planning  and  implementation 
of  the  Post-Prom  Party  which  runs  from  12:00  A.M.  to  6:00  A.M.  the  night 
of  the  Senior  Prom. 

Occasionally  run  parent  groups. 

Act  as  a  member  of  the  After  School  Day  Care  Advisory  Committee. 

Occasionally  teach  classes  about  social  and  youth  issues  at  Norwood  High 
School. 

Chair  the  Law  Related  Advisory  Board  and  attend  related  conferences  as 
a  presenter. 

Speak  to  Youth  Groups,  for  example,  students  at  the  Willett  Alternative 
School  and  residents  at  the  Norwood  Cluster  Program. 

Supervise  the  community  service  program  in  cooperation  with  the 
probation  department  of  the  Dedham  District  Court.  Through  this 
program  juvenile  offenders  make  reparation  for  acts  such  as  vandalism, 
theft  and  minor  possession  of  alcohol  by  working  a  designated  number  of 
hours  for  a  pubhc  agency.  This  affirms  that  there  are  consequences  for 
their  actions  and  that  they  are  responsible  to  the  community. 

Ongoing  member  of  the  Crisis  Intervention  Team  with  Norwood  School 
personnel. 

My  thanks  to  all  Town  departments  and  agencies  for  their  constant 
cooperation  and  support.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

(This  Report  was  presented  to  the  Norwood  School  Committee  on  the 
evening  of  September  25,  1991,  at  a  regular  scheduled  meeting.) 

Dear  Mrs.  Saltzberg: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  to  you,  and  the  Norwood  School  Committee, 
tonight,  my  ninth  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools  for  the  1990  -  1991  academic  year. 

As  you  are  well  aware,  this  past  year  was  t5Tpical  in  that  it  also  had  its’ 
own  list  of  vocabulary  which  represented  the  various  national  and  local 
issues  that  stirred  emotions  and  created  debate  and  conflict  in  the  realm 
of  education.  There  were  few  exceptions  to  the  daily  media  that  did  not 
highlight  such  items  as  Choice,  Voucher  Systems,  Governance, 
Restructuring,  Tracking  Assessment  Testing,  National  Testing, 
Mainstreaming,  Local  Aid,  Privatization  and  Multi-Cultural  Issues. 
Indeed,  this  year  started  with  an  unsettling  note  within  the 
Commonwealth  concerning  the  Citizens  For  Limited  Taxation  Petition  that 
was  eventually  defeated,  to  the  great  relief  of  the  educational  community. 

The  purpose  of  this  Annual  Report  is  to  review  our  achievements  with 
reference  to  our  prescribed  goals  for  this  past  year.  In  doing  so,  you  will 
note  that  the  aforementioned  issues  certainly  will  have  their  imprint  on 
much  of  what  we  have  accomplished  in  our  school  system  since  September, 
1990. 

Our  elementary  enrollment  on  October  1,  1990,  was  1,595.  This 
enrollment  was  fourteen  students  less  than  the  1,609  projected  for  this 
past  September.  Average  class  size  was  21.1.  In  review,  ovir  elementary 
enrollments  were  excellent,  with  the  exception  of  some  larger  than  usual 
classes  in  Grade  4. 

At  the  Junior  High  School,  our  October  1st  enrollment  was  726,  which  was 
thirteen  students  less  than  what  was  projected.  It  should  be  noted  that 
this  thirteen  student  difference  was  scattered  across  three  grades. 

At  the  High  School,  our  enrollment  was  953,  which  was  five  more  students 
than  what  was  projected  for  the  opening  of  school. 

Class  sizes  on  the  secondary  level  by  discipline  still  remain  reasonable. 
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With  respect  to  student  enrollment,  it  is  our  opinion  that  it  is  time  again 
to  reactivate  a  Long-Range  Planning  Committee  in  order  to  review 
enrollments,  class  size  and  potential  space  needs  for  the  future.  It  is 
important  to  note,  for  the  Committee,  that  this  is  an  activity  that 
resurfaces  historically  every  four  years  as  a  priority  issue  for  the  system. 

In  a  simple  analysis  of  our  current  enrollment  data,  it  appears  our 
elementary  schools  will  continue  to  have  modest  yearly  increases.  The 
increase  at  this  level  will  impact  at  the  secondary  level  to  the  degree  that 
the  Junior  High  in  1994-1996  will  have  eight  hundred  students  and  the 
Senior  High,  in  the  same  time  period,  will  have  over  one  thousand 
students.  Both  of  these  Schools  will  then  have  enrollments  bordering  on 
their  individual  student  capacity  for  the  buildings.  Consequently, 
preparations  should  begin  to  gather,  prepare,  and  analyze  data  for  future 
school  housing  solutions. 

This  year  the  Choose-A-School  theme  of  a  few  years  past  has  resurfaced  in 
the  name  of  "School  Choice".  In  essence,  this  Program,  supported  and 
heralded  by  the  Governor,  will  eventually  impact  on  all  or  most  of  the 
schools  in  the  Commonwealth  in  the  near  future. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent,  that  the  decision  to  participate  in 
the  "School  Choice  Program"  will  have  to  be  resolved  within  the  context 
of  a  school  system’s  financial  status,  its’  class  size  situation  at  all  levels, 
as  well  as  space  and  building  enrollment  configurations.  However,  there 
is  an  additional  consideration  that  should  be  seriously  reviewed  by 
proponents  and  antagonists.  It  is  that  many  among  our  citizenry,  feel  that 
using  business  slogans  and  concepts  in  the  school  setting  is  a  flawed 
ideology  and  is  going  to  eventually  impair  the  role  of  the  public  school.  In 
addition,  many  feel  that  a  more  positive  direction  would  be  to  assist, 
support  and  direct  "poor"  schools  in  serving  their  students  better  than 
abandoning  them  to  whim  and  circvimstance. 

In  summary,  the  issue  of  School  Choice  will  be  a  very  visible  public  issue 
in  the  next  few  years  and  will  make  the  role  of  long-range  planning  for 
school  housing  of  paramount  interest  for  decision-making. 

Our  1990  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  scores  reflected  the  national  and  state 
averages  with  reference  to  trend  results.  Our  verbal  scores  fell  and  our 
mathematic  scores  exceeded  the  State  and  equalled  the  Nation’s  average. 

It  is  beyond  the  purpose  of  this  Report  to  review  in-depth  the  many  varied 
opinions  regarding  the  significance  of  SAT  scores.  However,  it  is

appropriate  to  reiterate  the  position  of  the  College  Board  which 
administers  the  SAT’s  nationwide.  It  is  their  strong  admonition  that  SAT 
scores  should  not  be  used  alone  as  an  indicator  of  school  excellence.  In 
fact,  the  College  Board  has  given  a  clear  warning  that  "the  SATs  are  not 
meant  to  determine  school  quality  It  is  beneficial  for  all  to  remember  that 
the  "purpose  of  the  "scores"  is  to  help  student  guidance  counselors, 
admissions  officers,  and  others  with  needed  information". 

As  a  result  of  continuous  discussion,  a  strong  consensus  has  developed  that 
our  SAT  scores,  or  better  still  our  improved  learning  parameters,  were  the 
responsibihty  of  the  total  school  system  rather  than  just  the  High  School. 
Consequently,  we  have  developed  long  and  short-range  goals  that  included 
the  participation  of  administrators,  teachers,  parents,  and  members  of  the 
Norwood  School  Committee. 

As  you  are  aware,  our  Short-Range  Plans  included  letters  to  parents 
concerning  a  remedial  SAT  course;  SAT  video  for  English  classes  in 
preparation  for  the  test;  and  an  in-service  presentation  by  Mr.  Montague, 
of  the  College  Board,  to  our  entire  faculty,  our  Grade  11  students,  and  our 
High  School  Department  Heads.  In  addition,  Mr.  Montague  presented  a 
very  successful  program  to  all  our  P.T.A.’s  which  focused  on  learning 
preparation  strategies  for  success  in  school  and  the  SAT’S. 

Within  the  scope  of  our  Long-Range  Plans,  we  have  initiated  efforts  to 
create  an  awareness  and  a  renewed  vigor  by  staff  and  students,  to  improve 
and  extend  reading  skills  and  habits;  invigorate  our  vocabulary  in  all 
disciplines;  and  to  create  an  in-sight  by  our  teachers  to  be  sensitive  to  all 
aspects  of  our  curriculum  that  eventually  relates  to  our  goals  of  Teaming 
as  well  as  SAT  efforts.  In  this  context,  I  am  happy  to  report  to  you  that 
Dr.  Toran,  with  the  assistance  of  Principals,  Department  Heads,  and 
teachers,  has  developed  and  initiated  a  summer  reading  hst  for  all  our 
students.  We  feel  this  is  a  substantial  step  forward  in  pursuing  our 
tong-range  learning  goals. 

There  has  been  considerable  debate  across  the  nation  which  has  focused, 
in  one  way  or  another,  on  curriculum.  Issues  such  as  nationalized 
curriculum,  as  well  as  testing,  has  created  heated  controversy  with  very 
little  meaningful  resolutions.  One  of  the  extensions  of  these  national 
debates  has  been  the  issue  of  the  "Whole  Language"  approach. 

As  I  indicated  to  you  last  January,  1991,  advocates  of  the  Whole  Language 
approach  espouse  integrating  the  teaching  of  reading,  writing,  speaking 
and  hstening  skills  across  all  curriculum  areas.  Detractors  say  that  an 
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eclectic  approach  to  teaching  reading  and  writing  will  result  in  fragmented 
learning  with  many  students  missing  certain  skills  because  of  a  loss  of  a 
concentrated  focus  on  each  skill  within  existing  subject  areas. 

During  this  past  academic  year,  the  21  volunteer  members  of  our  Whole 
Language  Study  Committee  met  to  share  research,  as  well  as  to  discuss 
opinions,  ideas,  and  experiences  related  to  the  teaching  of  reading,  writing, 
speaking,  spelling,  and  penmanship. 

In  addition  to  intense  debates,  our  Committee  did  distribute  to  our  staff  a 
Literacy  Questionnaire  for  the  purpose  of  determining  where  our  teachers 
agreed  and  disagreed  relative  to  language  teaching  and  learning. 

Today,  after  a  comprehensive  review  of  teachers’  opinions  on  literacy  and 
teaching  practices,  it  is  obvious  we  have  diverse  philosophies  and  practices 
by  teachers  across  the  school  system;  yet,  there  are  also  many  common 
beliefs  about  how  we  can  improve  students’  language  learning.  The 
recommendations,  to-date,  are  designed  to  initiate  improvements  in  areas 
where  there  is  significant  agreement  and  to  stimulate  further  study  and 
discussion  in  areas  where  there  is  disagreement  or  uncertainty  as  to  how 
to  best  proceed.  In  summary,  I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  we  are 
well  underway  in  developing  a  position  relative  to  Whole  Language  in  our 
curriculum. 

I  want  to  thank  Dr.  Toran  for  his  leadership,  and  all  the  members  of  the 
Whole  Language  Committee,  as  well  as  our  Principals  and  their  staff,  for 
their  dedicated  commitment  and  effort  in  working  to  improve  language 
learning  in  our  Schools. 

During  the  past  year.  Committees  were  established  at  all  levels  to 
undertake  the  task  of  reviewing  curriculum  in  selected  disciplines  -  English 
(K-12),  Math  (K-8),  Foreign  Language  (Gr.  7-12),  Science  (K-12),  Health 
and  Physical  Education  (K-12)  and  Social  Studies  (K-12).  Principals  and 
their  staff  members  received  copies  of  the  curriculum  reviews  accompHshed 
by  the  various  Discipline  Committees  which  contained  recommendations  for  i 
improving  programs  within  each  School.  As  we  reported  to  you  last 
February,  Dr.  Toran  is  busy  implementing  our  staff  recommendations  that 
will  improve  learning  in  our  basic  disciplines. 

In  Mathematics,  we  have  made  progress  in  moving  to  many  of  the  new 
standards  established  by  the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics . 
While  new  standards  have  been  developed,  the  companion  publication 
defining  new  evaluation  techniques  has  not  been  forthcoming,  thus,  leaving 
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this  national  effort  at  reforming  math  education  on  hold. 


Dr.  Toran  has  initiated  many  of  the  guidelines  introduced  by  the  new  math 
standards.  These  include  the  use  of  calculators  on  a  day-today  basis  in  our 
Elementary  and  Jimior  High  School  classrooms;  we  have  established  a 
testing  program  at  all  grades  to  determine  student  progress;  have  initiated 
new  instructional  techniques  in  cooperative  learning  at  the  Junior  High 
level;  have  had  seven  Junior  High  School  teachers  complete  specialized 
training  in  an  eleven  session  course  in  probabihty  and  statistics;  and  have 
enrolled  three  middle  level  teachers  in  a  year-long  math  program  to  begin 
this  fall.  This  course  will  focus  on  the  teaching  of  algebra  and  pre-algebra 
to  low  achieving  students.  Our  assessment  to-date  is  that  our  efforts  will 
result  in  higher  achievement  scores  than  we  enjoy  today. 

Since  September  1990,  our  Kindergarten  teachers  have  had  continuous 
meetings  concerning  the  appropriate  entrance  age  for  elementary  students. 
Our  teachers  pursued  this  question  with  considerable  time  devoted  to 
research,  reading,  speakers,  and  discussion. 


In  order  to  investigate  thoroughly  for  an  appropriate  answer,  our  teachers 
have  had  to  review  the  very  same  concerns  and  questions  that  most  school 
reformers  are  discussing  in  order  to  develop  the  most  appropriate  early 
education  opportunities  for  students.  Accordingly,  our  staff  has  reviewed 
the  many  strengths,  weaknesses  and  options  that  are  part  of  this  process, 
such  as:  should  all  children  have  the  opportunity  to  attend  prekindergarten 
I  classes;  should  there  be  a  choice  between  half-day/whole-day  attendance 
1  opportunities  for  kindergarten  students;  as  well  as  studying  the  heated 
controversy  between  a  highly  academic  oriented  curriculum  versus  a 
i  developmental  or  child-centered  program  for  this  age  group. 

i  In  summation,  our  teachers  have  decided  not  to  recommend  any  age 
:  change  for  entering  our  kindergarten  classes.  However,  it  has  been 
r  recognized  that  their  debate  has  asked  more  questions  than  it  has 
(  produced  answers.  Our  teachers  will  now  need  to  discuss  the  question  of 
y  readiness;  the  timing  of  our  screening  program;  and  to  initiate 
preparations  for  implementing  a  developmental  curriculum  that  would  be 
r  a  natural  consequence  of  their  decisions  to-date.  I  am  happy  with  the 
i!  direction  we  are  pursuing  presently.  However,  I  am  also  aware  that  there 
f  i,  are  many  other  issues  that  cannot  be  properly  addressed  at  this  time  due 
f  to  the  economy  that  prevails  in  our  society. 


l; 
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As  a  result  of  the  school  appropriation  at  the  May  1990  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  we  were  able  to  generate  a  new  excitement  in  the  computer  labs 
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of  the  Schools.  The  purchase  of  Macintosh  computers  at  the  High  School 
instilled  a  desire  to  further  enhance  the  teaching  of  Mathematics  and 
Science.  The  English  Department  continued  to  make  effective  use  of  the 
computers  as  word  processors  to  improve  writing  skills.  The  Business  and 
Indiastrial  Arts  Departments  also  grew  in  computer  usage. 

Each  year  we  have  experienced  additional  interest  and  use  of  the 
computers  as  instructional  aids.  It  is  our  belief  that  as  hardware  and 
software  continues  to  improve,  even  more  use  is  expected,  to  the  point 
where  virtually  every  aspect  of  the  cixrriculum  will  be  affected  positively 
by  the  use  of  computers. 

The  Elementary  Computer  Program  has  continued  to  see  steady  progress  1 
during  the  1990  -  1991  school  year.  Word  processing  for  reports,  creative 
writing,  etc.  is  at  all  grade  levels.  Other  areas  that  have  seen  increased 
use  are  Math,  Science,  and  Social  Studies.  All  third  grade  classes  used  a 
prepared  database  on  the  fifty  states  to  research  information  about  a 
particular  State.  More  and  more  teachers  have  been  using  computers  and 
videodiscs  for  whole  class  instruction  as  well  as  review,  remediation,  and 
enrichment. 

The  Schools  were  very  successful  in  the  Stop  and  Shop  and  Roche  Brothers 
promotions;  collecting  $220,000  worth  of  tapes  from  Stop  and  Shop  and 
over  $559,500  from  Roche  Brothers.  They  were  able  to  receive  software, 
printers,  disk  drives,  calculators,  VCR’S,  a  IIGS  system,  and  TV  monitors. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mr.  Buscone  for  his  leadership  ; 
and  vision  in  developing  computer  education  in  our  classrooms.  Through 
his  dedication,  we  are  in  an  enviable  position  today  for  the  technology  of 
the  future.

Out  Extended  Day  Program  has  completed  successfully  its  second  year  of 

operation  at  the  Cleveland  School.  ^

The  number  of  children  participating  in  the  Program  this  year  fluctuated  ^ 
through  the  year,  starting  with  43  children  in  September,  1990  and  going  j 

as  high  as  48  students,  averaging  34.4  per  day.  "

The  student  breakdown  of  registrants  by  School  was  as  follows:  Balch  6;  *! 
Callahan  2;  Cleveland  23;  Oldham  6;  Prescott  5;  and  St.  Catherine’s  6.

Financially  our  Extended  Day  Program  has  remained  stable,  meeting  all 
expenses  and  providing  some  scholarship  money  to  needy  families  when  it  ** 
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is  appropriate.  In  addition,  a  computer  was  purchased  for  student  use  and 
is  available  to  the  Cleveland  School  during  the  regular  hours  of 
attendance. 

We  are  happy  with  the  success  of  this  Program  and  foci  it  meets  the  needs 
of  many  of  our  citizens.  I  am  also  happy  to  bring  to  your  attention  the 
excellent  leadership  of  Mrs.  Marsha  Plumer  who  has  provided  the 
supervision  and  direction  for  this  important  effort. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  we  are  now  in  full  compliance  with  the 
Drug  Free  Workplace  Act  of  1988.  As  you  know,  this  was  necessary  in 
order  to  be  eligible  for  federal  funds  in  the  future. 

Throxigh  the  direction  of  Dr.  Toran,  and  with  your  support  and  approval, 
we  have  enacted,  published,  and  distributed  a  Drug  Free  Workplace  Policy 
and  have  conducted  a  Drug  Free  Awareness  Program  for  all  employees. 

Beyond  our  compliance  activities,  we  have  participated  in  the  School 
Committee’s  Drug  Task  Force.  This  Force  orchestrated  a  team  effort  with 
the  Norwood  Police  in  updating  the  "language"  in  the  High  School  Student 
Handbook  as  well  as  other  activities  that  promoted  awareness  and 
information  against  substance  abuse. 

After  a  year  of  research,  in-service  programs  and  visiting  schools,  Mr. 
Cammarata  and  Mr.  Poce  have  completed  the  Master  Schedule  which  will 
initiate  and  implement  the  team  approach  to  Grade  Six  (6)  and  Grade 
Eight  (8)  for  the  1991  -  1992  school  year. 

Our  administrators  are  very  pleased  with  the  results  of  "teaming"  our 
Seventh  (7th)  Graders  this  year  and  are  looking  forward  to  the  same 
results  at  the  end  of  the  next  academic  year. 

It  should  be  noted  here  your  Jvmior  High  administrators,  Mr.  Cammarata 
and  Mr.  Poce,  have  been  truly  challenged  in  structuring  a  different  Master 
Schedule  to  accommodate  a  new  approach  for  improved  learning.  Through 
their  persistence  and  dedicated  effort  during  the  summer  months,  we  feel 
we  now  have  a  successful  vehicle  for  allowing  teachers  common  planning 
time  to  share  ideas,  plan  interdisciplinary  programs,  as  well  as 
opportunities  to  meet  parents  in  a  more  meaningful  environment. 

In  January,  1989,  the  Norwood  School  Committee  voted  to  transfer  the 
Sixth  Grade  to  the  Junior  High.  An  aftermath  of  that  event  was  the 
establishment  of  a  Steering  Committee,  composed  of  professional  staff  and 
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parents,  to  develop  a  philosophy,  goals,  curriculum  and  possible  ancillary 
services  for  the  students  of  this  new  organization. 

As  a  result  of  extensive  effort,  the  Junior  High  School  Steering  Committee 
has  produced  a  "MissionStatement"  for  the  School.  In  combining  the 
Philosophy  and  Goals  of  this  "new  beginning",  we  believe  we  have  a 
Mission  Statement  that  will  chart  the  direction  of  the  staff  and  students  for 
many  years  in  the  future. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  Central  Administration  that  "our  new  High  School 
Principal"  has  created  an  exciting  atmosphere  in  the  School  on  the  Hill. 
Mr.  Usevich  has  created  a  visible  leadership  that  has  enhanced  a  viable 
link  of  communication  between  administrators,  teachers,  students,  and 
parents.  It  is  also  most  obvious  to  observers  that  there  has  certainly 
developed,  within  the  halls  of  our  High  School,  a  new  enthusiasm  and  a 
rebirth  of  energy  that  will  be  beneficial  to  our  students. 

One  of  our  goals  this  year  was  to  reorganize  the  administration  of  oxir  High 
School.  Our  Principal  did  submit  a  reasonable,  sound  management 
organization  that  Central  Administrators  supported  as  an  improved 
method  of  serving  teachers  and  students.  However,  as  the  year  concluded 
in  an  atmosphere  of  fiscal  austerity,  we  felt  the  timing  of  such  a  plan  was 
inappropriate  and  recommended  that  our  reorganization  efforts  be  put  "on 
hold"  for  the  immediate  future. 

It  is  probably  appropriate  to  mention  here  one  of  our  unhappy  episodes 
during  the  year.  Late  in  the  Spring,  we  found  racist  graffiti  on  the  walls 
on  the  front  of  our  High  School.  The  incident  generated  a  "Complaint  to 
the  Office  For  Civil  Rights".  We  are  responding  to  this  issue  with 
programs  for  our  students  and  teachers  that  will  encourage  understanding 
and  sensitivity  within  the  High  School  community. 

Over  the  past  year  we  have  had  many  meetings  with  you  to  develop  a 
reasonable  and  responsible  budget  for  the  1991  -  1992  school  year.  This 
effort  was  difficult  since  it  was  undertaken  within  the  Finance 
Commission’s  guidelines  containing  a  $595,000  School  Department  budget  i 
cut.  Certainly  this  effort  was  more  exacerbated  since  the  Schools  have 
experienced  a  total  of  $1.6  million  dollars  in  cuts  in  their  proposed  budgets 
since  1989. 

However,  despite  the  difficult  financial  restraints  overwhelming  all 
segments  of  our  economy,  I  believe  we  were  successful  in  establishing  a 
reasonable  budget  for  1991  -  1992.  In  that  context,  we  have  lost  only  2.1 
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teachers  and  have  maintained  most  of  our  Academic  Programs  with  the 
exception  of  Latin. 

It  is  my  belief  that  credit  for  our  budget  success  should  be  attributed  to  o\^ 
School  Committee  who  had  to  make  many  difficult  choices  in  their 
decision-making  efforts.  Certainly  your  courage  and  belief  were  put  to  the 

test. 

I  would  be  remiss,  at  this  time,  if  I  did  not  mention  the  valuable  advice 
and  counsel  our  Finance  Commission’s  representatives  to  the  School 
Committee  made  during  our  months  of  financial  deliberations.  Mrs. 
Langone  and  Mr.  Hayes  met  with  all  our  Central  Administrators  in  review 
of  the  process  and  structure  of  our  budget  development.  Consequently, 
they  both  were  most  helpful  in  sharing  their  knowledge  of  the  Town’s 
financial  status  as  it  relates  to  the  School  budget.  I  am  confident  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  speak  on  behalf  of  the  school  team  in  expressing  the 
observation  that  our  partnership  with  the  Finance  Commission 
representatives  was  most  beneficial  to  the  Town  as  well  as  the  School 
Department.  Understanding  is  always  an  excellent  bridge  to  agreement 
and  harmony. 

In  writing  this  Annual  Report,  I  find  it  very  difficult  not  to  surrender  to 
the  urge  to  showcase  all  of  our  activities  and  programs.  However,  I  fully 
realize  to  do  so  would  produce  a  volume  that  would  far  exceed  the  purpose 
of  this  Report. 

Nevertheless,  I  would  like  to  briefly  bring  to  your  attention  a  few  other 
achievements  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  1990  -  1991  ledger. 

This  year  marked  the  beginning  of  the  Norwood  Head  Start  Program, 
which  was  developed  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Early  Childhood  Staff. 
With  the  addition  of  a  Head  Start  Program,  to  the  already  available 
Multi-Cultural  Early  Childhood  Program,  the  needs  of  three-  and  four- 
year-olds  in  our  community  are  better  served. 

As  I  indicated  to  you  last  January,  Dr.  Toran  has  completed,  and  recently 
submitted,  an  application  for  a  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  Grant.  The  purpose 
of  this  Grant  is  to  train  math  and  science  teachers  to  learn  to  use  the  Mac 
Laser  Disk  Printer,  Scanner,  and  Modem.  It  is  our  hope  such  training  will 
enable  five  (5)  math  and  five  (5)  science  teachers  to  improve  the  quality  of 
their  instruction  in  the  classroom  through  the  use  of  technology.  We  are 
very  optimistic  that  we  will  be  a  successful  recipient  of  this  prestigious 

Grant. 
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This  year  our  membership  in  the  Massachusetts  Corporations  For 
Educational  Telecommunications  (MCET)  was  implemented  and  we 
enjoyed  a  number  of  programs  for  our  teachers  and  students.  We  feel  the 
Mass.  LearnPike,  the  largest  satellite-based  distance  learning  network  in 
the  country,  is  going  to  be  a  valuable  technology  in  extending  a  wide 
variety  of  courses  to  students;  making  low  incident  courses  available;  and 
developing  a  broad  range  of  in-service  opportunities  for  teachers.  We  are, 
indeed,  pleased  that  we  are  one  of  the  charter  members  of  this  excellent 
technology. 

It  would  be  a  serious  omission  tonight  if  I  did  not  give  attention  to  the 
President’s  six  (6)  National  Education  Goals  which  were  outhned  in  his 
State  of  the  Union  message  this  year.  The  six  goals  are  as  follows: 

1.  By  the  year  2000,  all  children  in  America  will  start  school  ready  to 
learn. 

2.  By  the  year  2000,  we  will  increase  the  percentage  of  students 
graduating  from  high  school  to  at  least  ninety  percent. 

3.  By  the  year  2000,  American  students  will  leave  grades  four,  eight, 
and  twelve  having  demonstrated  competency  over  challenging 
subject  matter,  including  English,  Mathematics,  Science,  History, 
and  Geography. 

4.  By  the  year  2000,  U.S.  students  will  be  first  in  the  world  in  science 
and  mathematics  achievement. 

5.  By  the  year  2000,  every  adult  American  will  be  literate  and 
possess  the  knowledge  and  skills  necessary  to  compete  in  a  global 
economy  and  exercise  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  citizenship. 

6.  By  the  year  2000,  every  school  in  America  will  be  free  of  drugs  and 
violence  and  offer  a  disciplined  environment  conducive  to  learning. 

The  clear  intent  of  the  President,  in  partnership  with  the  National 
Governors  Association,  is  to  establish  clear,  national  performance  goals  that 
will  make  us  internationally  competitive.  It  is  evident  that  our  course  is 
chartered  and  we  must  now  focus  on  developing  strategies  to  make  these 
Goals  a  reality  for  our  students  in  a  most  competitive  world. 
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In  summary,  I  am  proud  of  the  achievements  that  our  administrators  and 
teachers  have  accomplished  this  past  year.  This  Report  reflects  their 
dedication,  commitment,  and  hard  work.  It  is  obvious  to  this 
Superintendent  that  the  Annual  Report  would  have  little  to  say  if  our 
professional  staff  did  not  continue  to  make  the  substantial  contributions 
to  our  school  system  that  it  does  each  year. 

I  want  to  also  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  efforts  of  our 
Central  Administration  team.  I  am  proud  to  note,  as  a  closing  statement, 
that  this  presentation  is  made  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Smith,  Mr. 
Buscone,  Mr.  Hemman,  and  Mr.  Graham.  This  partnership  has  truly 
served  you,  our  teachers,  and  our  students  with  a  high  quality  of 
professionalism  and  dedication.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENTS 

We  are  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  for  the  year  1991.  The  Report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  outlines  many  of  the  program  | 
development  activities  and  other  events  supported  by  the  two  assistant  i 
superintendents  and  this  report  is  meant  to  complement  that  of  the  i 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  i 

During  the  1990-91  school  year,  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  accomplished  | 
many  activities  that  were  quite  remarkable  during  a  period  that  presents  j 
limited  hope  for  the  development  of  creative,  energetic  educational  j 
planning.  Through  the  support  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee  and  the 
Norwood  Town  Meeting  educational  quality  remains  a  vital  aspect  of  the  i 
Norwood  Community.  . 


Enrollment  and  Staffing 

System-wide  enrollment  (preschool  through  grade  12)  as  of  October  1,  1991 
was  3,446  students.  Elementary  enrollment  was  1,717  pupils  which  was 
an  increase  of  seventy-five  (75)  pupils  over  the  October  1,  1990  enrollment. 
The  increase  in  enrollment  was  primarily  due  to  a  large  entering 
kindergarten  class  (294  pupils).  Junior  High  School  enrollment  was  760 
pupils  which  was  an  increase  of  thirty  four  (34)  pupils  over  last  year. 
Senior  High  School  enrollment  grew  by  sixteen  (16)  students  for  a  total 
enrollment  of  969.  This  growth  in  the  High  School  population  was  not 
expected;  rather,  a  projection  of  939  pupils  was  the  basis  upon  which 
budgets  for  FY92  had  been  developed.  System-wide  enrollments  increased 
by  125  pupils  with  elementary,  junior  high  school,  and  senior  high  school 
populations  all  growing  simultaneously.  In  the  future,  we  expect  a  slow 
growth  in  system-wide  population  with  a  1996  enrollment  projection  of 
approximately  3,585  pupils.  J 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  reduced  its  teaching  force  for  the  1991-92  ( 

school  year  to  256  teachers  despite  an  enrollment  increase  at  every  level.  1 
These  reductions  in  staff  were  required  by  fiscal  constraints  imposed  upon 
the  Town  by  "Proposition  2  112".  Elementary  staffing  totaled  118.5  i 
teachers  with  71  classroom  positions  and  47.5  specialists  and  special 
education  teachers.  Secondary  staffing  totaled  137.5  teachers  with  126 
regular  education  positions  and  11.5  special  education  positions. 

Table  I  provides  detailed  enrollment  and  staffing  information  for  each 
building  within  the  system,  while  Table  II  summarizes  system-wide 
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enrollment  for  boys  and  girls. 

In  summary,  student  enrollment  system-wide  has  begim  growing  again 
signaling  an  end  to  the  long  era  of  enrollment  dechne.  While  student 
enrollment  decline  has  ceased,  the  reduction  of  teaching  positions  has 
continued  as  a  consequence  of  difficult  financial  times.  At  the  present 
time,  state  policy  makers  are  attempting  to  develop  a  school  finance 
program  which  will  assist  needy  communities  in  maintaining  adequate 
staff,  instructional  materials,  and  school  facilities.

Specialized  Programs 

English  as  a  Second  Language  has  become  a  necessary  teaching  service  in 
the  Norwood  Public  Schools  because  of  the  influx  of  Limited  -  English 
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proficient  students  and  families  to  the  Town  of  Norwood.  Although  the 
number  changes  regularly,  our  specialist  delivered  tutorial  services  to  76 
students.  Tutorial  programs  exist  at  all  levels  of  our  School  System  and 
provide  support  to  the  classroom  teacher. 


Alternative  Education 

The  Alterative  Classroom  has  completed  its  5th  year,  and  continues  to  be 
very  successful  with  5  students  graduating  with  the  Class  of  1991.  There 
is  no  question  to  the  point  that  these  students  would  not  have  obtained 
their  diploma  had  they  not  been  fortunate  enough  to  have  attended  the  | 
alternative  class. 

Daily  attendance  is  an  additional  method  of  measuring  the  effectiveness 
of  the  program.  Students  who  have  had  severe  attendance  problems,  j 
attend  the  alternative  classroom  on  a  regular  basis.

Plans  for  the  future  involve  the  development  of  a  core  curriculum,  review  i 
classroom  site,  and  consideration  of  differential  staffing  patterns  to  add 
curriculum  content  to  the  program.

Once  again,  we  had  our  grant  proposal  approved  by  the  f 
JTPA  officials,  and  were  able  to  provide  tutorial  support  to  26  eligible  j 
students.  ti. 
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The  program  was  tied  very  closely  to  the  "siunmer  school"  structure  and 
was  quite  successful. 


Guidance  Services 

Our  Guidance  Departments  at  the  Junior  High  School  and  Senior  High 
School  continue  to  provide  excellent  services  for  students  and  famihes. 

The  services  range  among  the  following:

*  Career  awareness

Analysis  of  the  graduating  class  depicted  that  83%  of  the  graduates  were 
planning  on  continuing  their  education  with  59%  attending  4  year  colleges. 
While  the  largest  demand  has  been  to  prepare  students  for  continuing 
their  education,  our  counselors  work  diligently  to  prepare  the  non-college 
bound  student  to  approach  the  "world  of  work"  with  a  realistic 
understanding  of  their  strengths  and  vocational  interests,  and  ultimately 
prepare  for  a  career  that  will  be  productive  and  rewarding. 


Special  Education

Administrator  Special  Needs 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  continues  to  offer  appropriate  educational 
programs  for  students  with  special  needs.  Currently,  over  six  hundred 
students  between  the  ages  of  three  through  twenty-two  are  served  in 
programs  in  Norwood  or  in  out-of-town  collaborative  or  private  programs. 

Chapter  766  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  Public  Law  94-142 
(Federal)  mandate  that  all  school  systems  provide  screening,  evaluation 
and  direct  student  services  which  include,  in  addition  to  special  education, 
vision,  psychological,  counsehng,  speech  and  language  services. 
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occupational  and  physical  therapy,  and  adaptive  physical  education.  Each 
school  has  an  Evaluation  Team  which  responds  to  new  referrals  and  the 
required  Annual  Reviews  and  Re-evaluations.  The  Team  consists  of  a 
chairperson,  adjustment  counselor,  special  educator,  psychologist,  a  nurse, 
a  speech  and  language  pathologist,  and  the  student’s  parents.  Additional 
Team  members  may  be  added,  such  as  a  physician  or  a  vision  specialist, 
depending  on  the  needs  of  the  student.. 

The  vocational  needs  of  many  special  needs  students  are  met  by  the 
"Bridges"  Program.  This  program,  operated  by  The  Educational 
Cooperative  (TEC),  provides  special  curricula  and  a  sequence  of  fully 
supervised  skill  development  job  placements. 

Providing  quality  programs,  which  are  mandated  by  law,  during  the 
current  poor  economic  times  is  very  challenging.  There  are  many 
contradicting  aspects,  including  the  sentiment  that  special  education  uses 
too  large  a  portion  of  the  school  budget.  Yet,  children  in  need  of  services 
continue  to  present  themselves,  and  parents  and  educators,  using  their 
legal  rights,  continue  to  demand  more  services  from  school  systems. 

Cxirrently,  state  legislation  is  being  considered  to  ease  some  of  the  fiscal  ! 
impact.  It  should  be  imderstood,  however,  that  the  Federal  Special 
Education  Law  (P.L.  94-142)  is  very  similar,  and  would  be  in  effect  even 
if  Chapter  766  were  to  be  abolished. 

Area  special  education  directors  regularly  participate  in  a  committee 
organized  through  TEC,  our  Collaborative  organization.  This  imique  forum 
offers  an  opportunity  to  share,  collaborate  and  plan  ventures  which  will 
service  students  in  a  positive  manner  and  be  very  cost  effective.  i 

Private  special  education  tuition  rates  for  FY  91  were  "frozen"  by  j 
legislation  to  the  FY  90  rates.  Additionally,  a  new  state  agency  was 
organized  to  determine  the  future  tuitions  of  special  education  private 
schools. 

Our  Special  Education  Parent  Advisory  Council  meets  regularly  during  the 
school  year.  The  council  meets  with  the  Special  Education  Director  and 
reviews  matters  pertaining  to  Federal  Grants,  budgets  and  programs. 
Furthermore,  the  PAC  sponsors  parent  information  programs.  Recently, 
Dr.  Joseph  Gold,  a  psychiatrist  who  heads  the  Pediatric  Unit  of  Westwood 
Lodge,  gave  a  presentation  on  "Self  Esteem".  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stanley  Olsson 
served  as  Co-chairpersons  for  the  past  year. 
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As  an  aspect  of  our  P.L.  89-313  Grant,  we  continue  to  provide  an  extensive 
handicap  awareness  program  to  all  grade  three  students.  This  multi-part 
program  has  proven  very  worthwhile  in  enhancing  an  appreciation  and 
understanding  of  individual  differences. 

Using  an  independent  evaluator,  our  special  education  program  and 
services  are  regularly  monitored.  In  fact,  each  aspect  of  our  program  must 
be  evaluated  every  three  years.  Specific  recommendations  for  change  are 
considered  for  implementation.  For  example,  we  have  re-structured  the 
model  at  our  Learning  Center  at  the  Callahan  School  and  are  considering 
implementing  this  change  in  our  other  schools.  Additionally,  this  year  we 
evaluated  some  other  aspects  of  our  program  such  as  Screening,  Pre- 
referral,  Team  Evaluation  and  Bilingual  Services. 

Summary  Statement 

Finally,  as  we  face  the  challenges  of  preparing  for  the  future  amid  a 
myriad  of  school  reform  suggestions,  we  cannot  forget  the  fact  that  a 
well-trained,  dedicated  staff  who  are  enthusiastic  about  impacting  on 
young  minds  determine  the  success  of  a  school  system.  Norwood  Public 
Schools  has  provided  these  ingredients  up  to  the  present 
time,  and  will  endeavor  to  continue  the  quest  for  "excellence".

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1990-91  REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


It  was  with  a  great  deal  of  pride  and  pleasure  that  I  began  my  first  year 
as  Principal  of  Norwood  High  School  in  September  1990. 

A  total  of  953  students  reported  for  classes  on  September  5,  1990.  Of 
that  total,  238  were  enrolled  in  Grade  9,  216  in  Grade  10,  266  in  Grade 
11  and  Grade  12  had  a  total  of  244. 

A  series  of  orientation  programs  were  offered  during  the  first  week  of 
school  to  familiarize  the  student  body  with  handbook  rules  and 
regulations,  school  policy,  and  other  information  of  value  for  students  at 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 

A  significant  change  with  respect  to  our  absentee  policy  was  proposed 
and  accepted  by  the  Norwood  School  Committee.  Students  missing  more 
than  10%  of  any  major  subject,  without  an  excused  absence  note,  will 
lose  credit  in  that  course. 

First  year  goals  and  objectives  were  presented  to  the  Norwood  School 
Committee,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  the  high  school  staff.  There 
were  significant  new  accompHshments  during  the  school  year  1990-1991. 
I  shall  take  this  opportunity  to  highlight  some  of  these  in  this  report. 

There  was  more  involvement  by  the  P.TA.  Board.  The  P.T.A.  sponsored 
an  Academic  Awards  Night  during  National  Education  Week  in 
November  honoring  all  students  who  attained  Honor  Roll  status  during 
the  academic  year  1989-1990.  Two  $500  P.TA.  scholarships  were 
awarded  to  graduating  seniors  in  Jime,  and  a  Golf  Tournament  was 
held  to  raise  money  for  the  Honors  Banquet.  Also,  the  P.T.A.  sponsored 
a  Teacher  Appreciation  Day  in  May. 

The  administration,  working  with  guidance  and  teaching  staff, 
responded  to  the  challenge  of  improving  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  scores. 
Mr.  James  Montague  from  the  College  Board  presented  an  in-service 
program  to  all  Norwood  Public  School  teachers  as  well  as  an  evening 
program  for  parents  to  reinforce  the  importance  of  how  to  prepare  for 
the  S.A.T.  An  S.A.T.  preparation  course  was  offered  at  the  high  school 
in  the  fall  for  seniors  and  in  the  spring  for  juniors. 

Television  access  to  classrooms  was  expanded,  and  there  was  utilization 
of  in-house  television  to  broadcast  Class  Information  Day  programs 
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every  month.  The  administrative  team  prepared  significant  items  to 
discuss  on  the  television  morning  news. 

The  school  newsletter  was  refined  and  expanded.  It  was  mailed  to 
parents  four  times  during  the  school  year  and  contained  guidance 
articles  and  information  from  all  academic  departments. 

Parent/teacher  conferences  were  held  in  the  classrooms  in  order  to  offer 
more  privacy  in  the  discussion  of  issues  affecting  students. 

A  leadership  workshop  was  held  for  department  chairs  and  high  school 
administrators  in  an  attempt  to  strengthen  programs  offered  to  our 
students. 

There  has  been  ongoing  curriculum  revision  and  assessment.  In  the 
Music  Department  approval  was  obtained  from  the  school  committee  to 
offer  Madrigals  three  times  per  week  instead  of  two  and  Concert 
Chorale  five  times  per  week  instead  of  three.  In  the  Social  Studies 
Department  a  significant  change  was  made  to  offer  Advanced  Placement 
United  States  History  during  the  junior  year  instead  of  the  senior  year. 

In  order  to  improve  student  understanding  of  the  contributions  of 
various  cultures  in  our  society  the  Alliance  Against  Discrimination  held 
numerous  meetings  during  lunch  segments  allowing  students  to 
dialogue  with  one  another.  Also,  a  school-wide  assembly  featuring  the 
World  of  Difference  was  offered  in  Jime. 

The  Friendship  Club  was  started  to  offer  students  an  opportimity  to 
reach  out  to  special  education  students.  More  than  one  hundred 
students  responded  to  this  invitation. 

An  administrative  reorganization  proposal  was  presented  to  the  school 
committee  for  discussion.  The  "Dean  FVoposal"  is  presented  in  Exhibit 
A. 

Many  student  activities  programs  were  available  during  the  school  year. 
Some  of  these  were:  monetary  donations  made  to  the  Dwayne  Hams 
Scholarship  Fund,  the  Jim  Waterhouse  Fund,  and  the  Norwood  Food 
Pantry;  in  addition,  a  leadership  training  program  at  Regis  College. 
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GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Norwood  High  School  counseling  staff  has  six  full-time  counselors. 
Students  are  assigned  on  an  alphabetical  basis  to  each  counselor  and 
remain  with  that  counselor  for  four  years.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
counselors  that  a  growing  rapport  will  develop  between  each  student  | 
and  counselor  so  that  by  grade  twelve  students  will  be  ready  to  make 
career  choices  that  are  challenging  and  productive.  ! 

Various  evening  meetings  were  held  for  parents  and  students.  An 
informational  evening  was  held  for  St.  Catherine’s  parents  in  October. 

To  assist  students  and  parents  in  good  post-high  school  planning,  an 
evening  meeting  was  held  in  March  for  grade  eleven  families.  Also,  to 
review  curriculum  offerings,  an  evening  meeting  was  held  in  January 
for  grades  eight  and  nine  parents.  Regionally  planned  Higher 
Education  Nights  were  held  at  Wayland  High  School  in  October  and  at 
Waltham  High  School  in  April.  A  financial  add  information  night  was 
held  at  Walpole  High  School  in  December. 

A  guidance  counselor  was  on  duty  in  the  coimseling  center  twenty 
nights  each  semester  of  the  year  to  make  available  the  resources  in  the 
department  for  all  citizens  in  the  community.  Any  interested  person 
could  call  the  counseling  center  for  an  appointment. 

The  Guidance  Department  has  available  numerous  references  describing 
post-high  school  educational  opportunities  and  occupational  information. 

A  computer  information  system  is  located  in  the  counseling  center  and 
students  are  able  to  receive  computer-based  information  instantaneously 
in  regard  to  the  following:  relating  of  individual  interests  and  goals 
with  appropriate  careers;  descriptions,  bibliographies,  and  required 
preparation  for  some  three  hundred  occupations;  lists  of  schools  which  • 
offer  a  course  of  instruct’ on  at  a  specific  level  in  a  geographic  area;  lists 
of  schools  which  offer  specific  varsity  sports;  list  of  schools  which  offer  ! 
specified  support  facilities  for  handicapped  students;  and  information  '  a 

concerning  financial  aid  for  education  or  training  which  might  match  an  s 
individual’s  needs,  abilities,  and  preferences.  fl 

i 

A  T.V.A^ideo  Center  is  available  for  use  by  parents  and  students  in  the 
Norwood  High  School  Guidance  Department.  Approximately  one 
hundred  college  videos  are  available  for  viewing  by  parents  and 
students  to  help  in  the  college  selection  process. 
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Between  second  semester  of  grade  eleven  and  first  semester  of  grade 
twelve  an  invitation  was  offered  to  parents  of  students  to  participate  in 
a  counselor/student  conference  which  reviewed  post-high  school 
planning. 

Employers  contacted  the  high  school  in  regard  to  part-time  and  full-time 
employment  opportunities.  Students  were  able  to  review  the  Guidance 
employment  bulletin  board. 

For  the  ninth  year,  the  Guidance  Department  at  Norwood  High  School 
sponsored  a  special  program  for  juniors  and  seniors  not  planning  to 
continue  their  formal  education  immediately  after  high  school.  There 
were  three  components  in  this  career  awareness  developmental 
program. 

During  the  fall  and  winter,  ten  on-site  field  trip  visitations  were 
scheduled  to  various  businesses  and  industries  to  acquaint  students 
with  entry-level  career  opportunities. 

In  April,  Frank  Walsh,  Staffing  Specialist  with  Factory  Mutual 
Engineering  and  Research,  conducted  a  Job  Seeking  Skills  Seminar  for 
seniors  seeking  full-time  employment.  Included  in  his  topics  were 
proper  completion  of  application  forms,  preparation  of  a  resume, 
techniques  in  conducting  a  job  search,  and  tips  on  interviewing.  Several 
mock  interviews  were  critiqued  by  the  group. 

On  May  9th,  Norwood  High  School  hosted  the  regional  Job  Bank,  where 
three  employers  interviewed  students  and  accepted  applications. 

The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  registered  students  for  future 
employment  opportunities. 

I  Peter  Cohen  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  made  the  kejmote 
i  address.  During  the  morning,  students  heard  from  representatives  from 
growth  industries  in  Massachusetts  such  as  biotechnology,  as  well  as 
labor  imions  and  apprenticeship  programs. 
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Eighty-three  per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  class  of  1991  have  indicated 
definite  plans  to  continue  their  education  after  graduation.  The 
following  is  a  profile  of  the  educational  plans  of  the  class  of  1991.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORWOOD  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 


ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

The  Core  Composition  Curriculum  has  been  a  part  of  the  English 
curriculum  for  five  year,  and  the  Department  has  observed  an 
improvement  in  the  quality  of  writing  at  all  levels.  The  mid-year  exam 
results  provide  teachers  and  students  with  information  concerning  areas 
which  need  additional  work.  This  sequential  writing  program  allows 
students  to  build  and  practice  their  skills  during  their  four  years  at 
Norwood  Senior  High  School.  Teachers  also  benefit  because  they  know 
which  skills  have  been  taught  and  need  reinforcement  and  which  skills 
need  to  be  introduced.  The  Department  believes  this  curriculum  is  one 
of  its  major  strengths. 

This  year  during  September  and  October  all  fi*eshman  and  sophomore 
English  classes  participated  in  a  library  orientation.  Mrs.  Hehir,  the 
hbrarian,  made  a  presentation  which  included  use  of  the  card  catalogue 
and  READER’S  GUIDE,  as  well  as  an  introduction  to  special  reference 
materials  available,  such  as  the  video  encyclopedia,  etc. 

The  video  TAKING  THE  SAT  was  shown  to  all  senior  English  classes  in 
October  and  all  junior  Enghsh  classes  in  March.  The  video  began  by 
emphasizing  the  importance  of  reading.  Students  were  told  that  reading 
only  school  assignments  was  not  enough;  they  must  read  on  their  own. 
The  video  also  presented  various  strategies  which  could  be  used  to 
answer  questions  in  each  section  of  the  test. 

The  three  elective  courses  offered  by  the  Department  have  continued  to 
thrive  and  expand.  The  TV  communication  classes  have  again  broadcast 
the  morning  news  and  School  Talk,  a  live  interview  show.  Many  classes 
from  other  disciplines  have  used  the  TV  studio  to  tape  various 
presentations,  and  the  TV  communication  classes  have  provided  the 
technical  expertise.  The  newspaper  class  again  pubhshed  a  bi-monthly 
paper  which  contained  not  only  news  items  but  also  examples  of  creative 
writing.  Unfortunately,  the  Newspaper  classes  have  been  cut  for  next 
year. 

The  Department  decided  to  establish  a  summer  reading  list  for  all 
grades.  Many  meetings  were  held  to  arrive  at  a  list  which  we  thought 
appropriate.  Before  a  list  was  generated,  the  Department  agreed 
philosophically  that  our  goal  was  to  get  students  to  read;  therefore,  the 
list  contains  books  that  are  of  high  interest  level  and  often  deal  with 
characters  who  are  teenagers.  There  are  also  books  which  are 
considered  classics;  however,  these  do  not  dominate  the  lists.  Most  of 
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the  required  reading  for  classes  during  the  year  are  works  which  are 
classics,  such  a  ROMEO  AND  JULIET,  JULIUS  CAESAR,  MACBETH, 
HAMLET,  A  TALE  OF  TWO  CITIES,  THE  SCARLET  LETTER,  and 
THE  GLASS  MENAGERIE. 


Members  of  the  Department  attended  several  conferences  and 
workshops  this  year.  Miss  Brady  and  Mrs.  Ingraham  attended  the 
NEATE  conference  held  in  Portland,  Maine,  in  October.  Mr.  Lyons, 

Mrs.  Tilley,  Miss  Brady,  and  Miss  Hutchison  participated  in  a 
Cooperative  Learning  Workshop  held  in  January.  Mr.  Lyons  attended 
an  AP  Language  and  Composition  Conference  held  in  Braintree.  Mrs. 
Flemer  attended  several  conferences  involving  TV  communications.  She 
also  was  a  co-presenter  of  two  programs  for  In-Service  meetings.  For 
the  senior  prom  she  taped  the  arrival  of  each  couple.  Mrs.  Tilley 
attended  the  MCTE  Conference  in  Braintree  and  participated  in  two 
Page  Maker  Workshops.  Miss  Brady,  Mr.  Lyons,  and  Mrs.  Tilley  went 
to  Cambridge  Rindge  and  Latin  to  observe  their  writing  lab.  These 
conferences  and  activities  provide  the  teachers  with  new  methods  and 
ideas  which  they  can  use  in  their  classrooms  and  which  they  share  with 
others. 


Mr.  Walter  Peterson  received  the  Goldin  Foimdation  Award  for 
Excellence  in  Education.  This  is  an  award  presented  by  TEC,  which 
represents  twelve  schools  in  the  area. 


During  the  year  students  participated  in  various  writing  activities. 

Over  thirty  students  wrote  essays  for  the  Rodman  Ford  essay 
competition,  and  fifty  freshmen,  sophomores,  and  juniors  took  part  in 
the  essay  contest  sponsored  by  the  Department.  Many  students  also 
contributed  short  stories,  poems,  and  essays  to  the  literary  magazine  for 
which  Mrs.  Tilley  was  the  advisor. 


In  December,  Mr.  Lyons  arranged  a  field  trip  for  the  senior  class  to  see 
the  movie  of  HAMLET.  HAMLET  is  a  required  reading  for  seniors.  The 
students  enjoyed  seeing  an  excellent  film  of  the  play. 


Members  of  the  Department  continue  to  be  active  in  student  activities.  ■ 
Miss  Brady  and  Mrs.  Ingraham  are  class  advisors;  Mr.  Powell  is  advisor  i 
for  the  Student  Council  and  is  the  basketball  coach;  Mr.  Lyons  organizes  i 
an  intramural  volleyball  tournament;  Mrs.  Flemer  assists  students  and  * 
organizations  that  wish  to  video  activities;  and  Mrs.  Tilley  is  advisor  for  t 
the  literary  magazine.

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FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  1990-91  school  year,  we  welcomed  Mary  Splaine,  who  came 
from  the  Junior  High  for  one  period  each  day  to  teach  the  Latin  2  class. 

We  continued  implementation  of  our  proficiency-based  goals,  using  new 
texts  and  materials  in  French  2  and  German  1  and  2.  We  invited  three 
publishers  to  present  new  Spanish  textbooks  to  the  staff  (both  high 
school  and  junior  high),  before  selecting  a  new  series  to  begin  in  the  fall 
of  1991.  We  also  administered  the  new  assessment  instruments  for 
French,  German,  and  Spanish  1  which  were  developed  during  the 
summer  curriculum  workshop.  These  measure  proficiency  in  four  areas: 
listening,  speaking,  reading,  and  writing. 

In  December,  French  classes  attended  a  presentation  of  Moliere’s  The 
Imaginary  Invalid  at  Brand eis  University.  In  March,  Spanish  classes 
saw  a  production  of  La  Tuna  v  Goys.  by  the  Boston  Flamenco  Ballet. 

Several  members  of  the  department  continued  their  professional 
development,  attending  the  Massachusetts  Foreign  Language 
Association’s  Annual  Conference,  the  regional  meeting  of  the  American 
Association  of  Teachers  of  French,  and  the  Boston  Foreign  Language 
Collaborative.  Beth  Wheatley-Dyson  continued  a  Masters  program  in 
Educational  Administration  at  Bridgewater  State,  and  Barbara  Toomey 
completed  courses  in  English  as  a  Second  Language  at  University  of 
Massachusetts-Boston.  In  addition,  a  sophomore  from  Boston  College 
spent  each  Monday  of  Spring  semester  observing  French  classes  here. 

We  continued  to  make  extensive  use  of  our  Sony  language  lab.  This 
year  we  welcomed  several  visitors  from  Bristol,  Rhode  Island  who 
wished  to  see  the  lab  in  action.  We  also  thank  this  year’s  dedicated 
student  lab  aides,  Anh  Ly  and  Jennifer  Sullivan. 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  students’  performance  in  national  language 
competitions.  Bridget  Canniff  was  second  in  Massachusetts  and  fourth 
in  the  nation  on  the  Advanced  Level  of  the  National  Spanish  Exam. 

She  also  placed  tenth  on  Massachusetts  level  2.  The  National  French 
contest  went  to  Fiona  Immonen,  and  Jennifer  Sullivan  was  third  place 
in  the  state  and  fifth  in  New  England,  also  on  level  5  in  French.  Three 
students  took  the  Advanced  Placement  Exam  in  French  in  May,  and  one 
took  Spanish. 

In  October,  the  Department  organized  a  T.V.  presentation  featuring  AFS 
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students,  at  which  both  those  who  had  visited  other  countries  and  those 
spending  a  year  here  discussed  their  impressions. 

The  advanced  French  classes  participated  in  a  series  of  interactive 
programs  sponsored  by  MCET  via  satellite.  The  programs,  which  were 
developed  by  the  French  Library  in  Boston,  featured  such  topics  as 
French  geography,  history,  and  humor.  Our  students  were  able  to  ask 
and  answer  questions  via  a  telephone  link. 

Perhaps  the  most  exciting  and  exhausting  event  of  the  year  for  the 
Department  was  the  establishment  of  a  French  Exchange  Program.  Six 
Norwood  High  students  met  from  October  to  January  in  preparation  for 
a  visit  to  a  French  lycee  in  February.  They  also  organized  fund-raising 
activities.  Unfortunately,  the  trip  to  France  was  canceled  due  to  the 
war  in  the  Persian  Gulf.  However,  we  did  welcome  ten  students  from 
the  Lycee  Michelet  in  Marseille  for  three  weeks  in  April  and  May.  They 
lived  with  families,  attended  classes,  did  some  sight-seeing,  and  made 
many  new  friends.  We  look  forward  to  continxiing  the  link  with  the 
Lycee  Michelet  in  the  future.

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 

On  October  2,  1990,  the  Spotlight  Program  began  at  Bentley  College. 
This  year’s  theme  was  "The  Nature  and  Functioning  of  the  European 
Economic  Community"  with  special  focus  on  Spain.  Once  again,  Mrs. 
Reilley  has  been  active  in  recruiting,  planning,  participating  in  the 
program,  and  arranging  transportation  for  Norwood  Senior  High 
students. 
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Mrs.  Reilley  is  continuing  to  serve  as  Vice-Chairperson  of  the 
Massachusetts  Bar  Association  committee  for  law-related  education.  In 
January,  1991  she  attend  a  three-day  conference  in  Newport  Beach, 
California  hosted  by  the  American  Bar  Association.  She  also  attended 
two  sessions  of  the  National  Teachers  Training  Seminar  held  in 
Washington  D.C. 

In  September,  1990,  Mr.  James  R.  Savage,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
held  a  meeting  with  the  chairmen  of  the  social  studies  departments  of 
the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  to  discuss  the  teaching  of  the  role  of 
minorities  in  the  social  studies  curriculum.  An  outline  of  how  these 
issues  are  dealt  with  in  each  social  studies  course  offered  at  the  junior 
and  senor  high  schools  was  submitted  to  Mr.  Savage  in  the  spring. 

In  October,  all  junior  and  senior  students  participated  in  mock  elections 
based  on  their  study  of  referenda  questions  and  the  positions  of  the 
various  candidates  for  state  office.  This  exercise  was  carried  out  in 
cooperation  with  the  Norwood  League  of  Women  Voters.  Results  were 
announced  on  Election  Day. 

Mid-term  exams  were  given  in  January,  and  were  evaluated  for  the 
foimth  consecutive  year  according  to  the  department  assessment 
program.  The  staff  continues  to  analyze  and  evaluate  the  results  of 
these  tests  with  respect  to  stated  goals  and  objective  as  outlined  in  the 
curriculum  guides  provided  for  each  course. 

Again  this  year,  the  Department,  in  its  efforts  to  encourage  students  to 
take  an  active  interest  in  government,  participated  in  a  Student  Town 
Government  Day.  Prior  to  the  April  vacation,  junior,  sophomore,  and 
freshmen  students  held  an  election  for  positions  in  town  government. 
Town  Government  Day  was  May  7,  1991  and  students  who  had  won 
office  or  who  had  an  app>ointed  position  spent  the  day  with  their 
respective  officials  getting  insights  into  the  workings  of  town 
government.  The  teachers  responsible  for  the  success  of  this  day  were 
Mr.  Robert  Clifford,  Mr.  Giles  Parker,  and  Mr.  Stephen  Shinnick, 
members  of  the  Student  Town  Government  Day  Committee. 

In  January,  Mr.  MacDonough  appeared  before  the  School  Committee, 
which  approved  the  movement  of  the  A.P .  American  history  course  from 
twelfth  grade  to  the  eleventh  grade.  The  following  month  Mr. 
MacDonough  presented  the  K-12  social  studies  summer  workshop  report 
to  the  School  Committee.  This  report  included  the  following  items  for 
each  course  in  the  social  studies  area;  a  rationale,  objectives,  outline. 
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final  exam,  instrument  for  assessing  objective  which  were  mastered,  and 
an  instrument  for  remediating  academic  deficiencies. 


In  February,  the  social  studies  department  commemorated  Black 
History  Month  by  arranging  a  series  of  T.V.  presentations  on  famous 
black  Americans.  This  was  done  utilizing  the  resources  of  the  school 
library  and  the  Alliance  Against  Discrimination.  Members  of  the  latter 
organization  spoke  to  Sociology  classes  about  issues  relating  to 
discrimination  and  prejudice. 


In  March,  the  Department  arranged  a  panel  discussion  featuring 
members  of  the  Norwood  town  Republican  and  Democratic  committees. 
This  was  presented  to  junior  and  seniors  to  inform  them  of  party 
ideology  as  evidenced  in  the  debate  over  various  local,  state,  and 
national  issues.  A  representative  of  the  Registrar’s  office  explained 
voting  procedures  and  indicated  how  and  where  students  could  register. 
At  the  end  of  March,  the  student  body  attended  an  assembly  organized 
by  Mrs.  Reilley  on  the  Constitution  and  the  Bill  of  Rights.  More  than  a 
dozen  students  were  joined  by  administrators,  teachers,  and 
representatives  of  the  Norwood  Police  Department,  Youth  Commission, 
and  the  Massachusetts  Bar  Association.  Mrs.  Reilley’s  program  will  be 
published  in  the  American  Bar  Association’s  curriculum  magazine.

This  year  three  of  our  teachers  have  honored  the  Social  Studies 
department  by  their  dedication  and  devotion  to  their  respective 
disciplines. 

Mrs.  Margaret  R.  Reilley  was  named  Law  Related  Teacher  of  the  Year 
for  the  state  of  Massachusetts.  In  addition,  she  has  been  elected  as 
Vice-President  of  the  South  Shore  Council  for  the  Social  Studies.  She 
continues  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  the  Massachusetts  Law  Related 
Education  Committee.  Mrs.  Reilley  was  also  designated  as  consultant 
for  the  fourth  edition  of  Street  Law,  the  text  that  is  currently  used  in 
our  Law  courses. 

Mr.  Walter  Peterson  was  honored  in  receiving  the  Goldin  Foundation 
Award  for  Excellence  in  Education  based  on  his  development  of  a  two- 
part  course  which  integrated  the  teaching  of  United  States  History  with 
that  of  American  Literature.  Only  six  awards  are  given  annually  to 
those  teachers  and  others  involved  in  education  in  the  twelve- school 
TEC  collaborative. 

Mr.  Thomas  MacDonough  has  been  selected  as  a  reader  in  European 
history  by  the  Educational  Testing  Service  of  Princeton,  New  Jersey. 

He  will  be  one  of  sixty-five  readers  chosen  nationally  to  score  the 
Advanced  Placement  Tests.

They  all  became  eligible  to  compete  1 
at  the  state  conference  in  March.  ^ 
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Students  from  high  schools  in  Arhngton,  Dorchester,  Revere,  Somerville, 
Stoneham,  and  Wakefield  as  well  as  the  Horace  Mann,  Humphrey 
Center,  and  Minuteman  schools  competed  for  awards. 

In  March  the  three  award  winners  attended  the  Massachusetts 
Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America  Career  Development 
Conference  which  was  held  at  the  Sea  Crest  Resort  in  Falmouth, 
Massachusetts.

Buscone  Jr.,  Director  of  Computer  Services,  all  members  were  able  to 
attend  the  seminars  given  by  the  Professional  Development  Group,  Inc. 
for  training  on  the  new  IBM  computers  acquired  by  a  grant  for  the 
department.  Mr.  Buscone  has  also  heljied  the  business  department  by 
obtaining  up  to  date  software  and  supplies  for  our  computer  laboratory. 

Mr.  Sullivan  met  with  the  Chapter  766  staff  to  discuss  the  work 
experience  program  and  later  met  with  the  alternative  school  students 
to  discuss  the  same.  He  was  also  an  active  member  of  the 
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Massachusetts  Business  Education  Directors’  Association  and  attended 
meetings  in  Boston,  Westborough,  Taunton,  and  Wakefield. 

Mr.  Sullivan  was  the  occupational  education  representative  for  the  town 
of  Norwood  and  attended  FY91  (Annual)  P.L.  98-524  Grant  Recipients 
Administrative  Requirement  workshop  in  West  Boylston,  met  with  Mr. 
George  Usevich,  Principal  and  Mr.  John  Matook  from  the  State 
Department  of  Occupational  Education  to  go  over  program  evaluations 
and  grant  funding  requirements.  He  also  attended  a  seminar  on  child 
labor  laws  that  was  held  at  Needham  High  School. 

The  Business  Department  staff  was  involved  in  many  professional  and 
school  activities.

Program  at  Suffolk  University  and  was  very  impressed  with  what  she 
saw  and  the  programs  available  to  our  business  students. 

The  Business  Department  staff  met  with  a  representative  from  IBM  to 
learn  how  to  set  up  the  new  computers,  and  met  with  Mr.  Ronald  Ober, 
the  sales  representative  from  South  Western  Publishing  Company  on 
articvdation  day  to  go  over  the  new  software  available  for  a  new  and 
improved  business  curriculum.  Mr.  Sullivan  met  with  the  eighth/ninth 
grade  parents  to  discuss  the  business  curriculiun. 

The  school  store  had  a  very  successful  school  year,  and  Mr.  Sullivan  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  DECA  Program  was  able  to  pay  all 
the  store  debts  in  addition  to  paying  all  student  expenses  such  as  DECA 
dues  and  both  district  and  state  career  development  conference 
expenses.

The  Art  Honor  Society,  culminating  a  busy  year  with  a  New  York  City 
museum  trip,  inducted  new  members:  Christine  Doherty,  Libbie  Smith, 
Sarah  Meeks,  David  Graham,  Bert  Chi,  Carolyn  Bane,  Teresa  Page  and 
Martina  Pejchal.  Alicia  Calarese  was  elected  president  and  Kristina 
McCarthy  served  as  vice-president/secretary.  Funds  were  raised  to 
support  the  New  York  trip  by  a  series  of  successful  bake  sales.  The 
society  also  helped  to  show  support  for  our  troops  in  the  Persian  Gulf  by 
making  and  giving  away  yellow  with  red,  white  and  blue  ribbons. 

Other  students  in  the  department  who  were  honored  this  year  were: 

Jason  Levesque,  whose  art  work  received  a  blue  ribbon  in  the  National 
Scholastic  Art  Awards  Competition;  and  Mary  Shillue,  who  received  an 
Honorable  Mention.  Also,  at  the  annual  awards  assembly  held  on  June 
6,  junior  Jennifer  Thompson  and  sophomore  Tanya  Stanley  received  the  1 
art  awards. 

Throughout  the  year,  student  work  was  exhibited  in  a  large  number  of 
displays  both  in  and  out  of  the  school.  Work  in  the  corridor  and 
guidance  suite  was  rotated  on  a  regular  basis.  The  school  committee 
room  at  the  Willett  was  the  location  of  major  displays  periodically 
throughout  the  year.  In  addition,  the  end  of  the  year  display  at  Kline’s 
Department  Store  in  April  and  the  holiday  and  spring  displays  which 
were  placed  in  the  main  corridor  to  coincide  with  the  music  concerts, 
helped  show  student  work  to  the  public. 

The  department  is  also  a  vital  support  to  a  variety  of  groups  in  the 
school  and  community.  From  making  signs  for  various  department, 
posters  for  the  police  department,  signs  for  the  PTA,  inscriptions  and 
diplomas  at  graduation,  a  variety  of  posters,  T-shirt  designed 
decorations  for  the  post-prom  party,  and  repairing  and  re-painting  the 
town  nativity  figures,  we  try  to  fill  as  many  requests  as  possible. 

We  were  particularly  pleased  to  have  two  French  exchange  students  join 
our  art  classes  for  a  short  time.  Our  students  were  happy  to  meet  them, 
and  they  seemed  to  enjoy  working  here  as  their  art  classes  in  France  are 
quite  different. 

Next  year’s  enrollment  in  the  department  has  increased  by 
approximately  70  students.  We  are  pleased  that  interest  has  grown 
although  the  staff  cannot  due  to  budgetary  restraints. 
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An  additional  curriculum  guide  for  AP  Studio  Art  was  completed  this 
year.  Also,  Mrs.  Margo  Mancinelli  is  continuing  with  a  successful 
course  of  study  at  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  which  she  hopes  to 
complete  in  another  year. 

Our  alumni,  who  are  attending  a  wide  variety  of  schools,  are 
1  experiencing  much  success.  A  recent  graduate  of  the  Massachusetts 
I  College  of  Art  is  doing  graduate  work  this  summer  in  Greece  and  will 
begin  a  graduate  course  of  study  in  art  education  at  Tufts  in  the  fall. 
Others  are  pursuing  architectural  studies.  An  internship  with  Walt 
Disney  Studios  is  a  distinct  possibility  for  another  alumnus. 

;  We  are  very  pleased  with  the  positive  results  which  our  program  of 
studies  exhibits. 

I  HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

I  The  Health  and  Physical  Education  Department  continues  to  be 
involved  in  constant  evaluation  and  subsequent  curriculum  revision 
whenever  needed. 

During  the  summer  of  1990,  a  workshop  was  held  to  develop  a  Health 
and  Physical  Education  curriculum  guide  for  grades  K-12.  The 
curriculum  now  provides  a  sequential  program  for  all  grades. 

i  Physical  fitness  still  receives  major  emphasis  in  the  Department’s 
I  curricular  efforts.  For  the  third  straight  year,  the  "Fitnessgram,"  a 
health-related  fitness  test,  has  been  administered  to  all  P.E.  students. 

In  January,  the  Norwood  Board  of  Health  conducted  the  third  annual 
I  Cardiovascular  Risk  Screening  Program  for  seniors.  Students  whose 
m  blood  pressure  and/or  cholesterol  levels  were  elevated  had  notes  sent 
tj  home  to  the  parents  by  the  school  nurse. 

/  I  Our  adult  CPR  Program  for  seniors  continues  to  be  very  successful. 
This  year,  over  90%  of  the  seniors  received  certification  cards  from  the

This  year,  our  Department  sponsored  the  school’s  first  Health  Fair. 
Attended  by  many  students  and  staff,  the  event  made  them  aware  of 
important  health  facts  and  informed  them  of  the  services  available  in 
the  Norwood  area.  The  participants  were  the  Norwood  Hospital 
Oncology,  Nutrition  and  Cardiology  Departments,  the  Norwood  Board  of 
Health,  the  NORCAP  Center,  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  the  Mass. 
Water  Resource  Authority,  the  American  Limg  Association,  the  Mass. 
Dental  Society,  Faulkner  and  Braintree  Hospitals,  Step  Reebok 
Aerobics,  and  Frank  Ciavatone.  Local  grocers  also  donated  nutritious 
food  and  juice.  The  fair  was  highly  successful  and  extremely  well 
received  by  both  students  and  faculty. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS/TECHNOLOGY  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

We  end  this  year  with  most  of  our  stated  goals  having  been  achieved. 
Those  goals  included  selected  ciuriculum  revision,  implementation  of  the 
New  England  Association  of  Secondary  Schools  &  Colleges  (NEASC) 
evaluation  recommendations,  further  investigation  toward  conversion  of 
Industrial  Arts  (LA)  to  Technology  Education  (TE),  and  the  introduction 
of  Desk  Top  Publishing  (DTP)  into  our  program. 

Our  curriculum  revision  work  has  continued  its  advancement  with  the 
complete  revision  of  the  Wood  1  curriculum  guide  and  a  partial  revision 
of  the  Mechanical  Drawing  guide.  We  plan  to  finish  Mechanical 
Drawing  and  revise  Wood  3  during  the  next  school  year. 

We  have  started  the  implementation  of  the  NEASC  recommendations. 
Planning  discussions  concerning  the  awarding  of  college  credit  for  ' 

Mechanical  Drawing  and  Electronics  have  been  conducted,  but  no  firm  ' 

proposal  has  been  formed  yet.  i 

1 

The  investigation  toward  conversion  of  our  lA  program  to  the  new  TE  is  i 
ongoing.  We  have  participated  in  a  satellite  teleconference  held  at  ^ 
Fitchburg  State  College  concerning  this  implementation.  This  has  * 

resulted  in  the  gathering  of  primary  source  materials  from  the 
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Technology  Education  Association  of  Massachusetts  (TEAM)  and  the 
surrounding  towns  lA/TE  departments.  TE  s  emphasis  on  critical 
thinking  and  problem  solving  with  math/science  applications  will  be 
reflected  in  our  upcoming  curriculum  development  work. 

Our  most  successful  accomplishment  this  year  has  been  the  introduction 
of  DTP  into  our  program.  This  was  the  result  of  our  application  and 
acceptance  for  federal-fimded  grant  monies.  We  have  purchased  a  laser 
printer  and  added  a  fourth  Macintosh  computer  to  those  purchased  last 
year  under  similar  circumstances.  This  has  been  complimented  by  two 
of  our  department  members  participating  in  conference/workshops  to 
learn  both  word  processing  and  pagination  software  for  use  with  this 
equipment.  This  new  technology  has  provided  a  huge  step  forward  in 
the  "pre-press"  stage  of  our  Graphic  AiTs  program.  Already  substantial 
changes  have  taken  place  in  our  typesetting  and  design  activities,  as 
witnessed  by  such  examples  as  the  Norwood  High  School  Newsletter, 
Graduation  Program,  and  the  Adult  Education  Program  flier.  In 
addition  to  providing  our  students  with  "state  of  the  art  technology,  it 
also  enables  us  to  put  that  professional  "quality"  look  into  many  "in 
house"  printing  jobs  we  do. 

Aside  from  our  "goal"  related  activities,  I  should  also  comment  on 
several  service-related  activities.  We  have  continued  this  year  to 
provide  the  school  system  with  immediate  access  to  computer  repair, 
video  installations,  and  form  printing  on  a  low  cost/no  cost  basis, 
combining  quality  work  with  convenience. 

LIBRARY 

Striving  to  implement  the  recommendations  of  the  NEASC  visiting 
committee,  the  library  expanded  its  services  and  sought  outside  funding 
to  supplement  its  limited  budget. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Enghsh  department,  all  the  students  in  the 
ninth  grade  attended  an  orientation  program  with  a  library  tour,  book 
exhibits,  lecture,  and  video  on  the  use  of  a  high  school  library.  The 
orientation  program  was  expanded  this  year  to  include  all  the 
sophomore  students  who  came  with  their  English  teachers  to  listen  to  a 
lecture,  to  see  a  video,  and  to  practice  using  the  Reader’s  Guide  to 
Periodical  Literature.  The  visiting  committee’s  recommendation  for 
fuller  use  of  educational  media  was  realized.  The  library  responded  to 
the  needs  of  the  English  and  social  studies  departments  as  in  the  past. 
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The  special  library  programs  dubbed  "The  Theater  in  the  Half-Round" 
included  Mel  Harold’s  presentation  of  "In  Search  of  Poe"  with 
representative  English  classes  and  Professor  John  Kricher’s  slide-talk 
show  on  "The  Galapagos  Islands  and  Evolution"  attended  by  biology 
classes.  The  generosity  of  the  Women’s  Community  Committee  of 
Norwood  and  the  local  School  Improvement  Council  was  responsible  for 
the  funding.  The  visiting  committee  recommended  these  programs  be 
reinstated. 

Response  to  the  annual  needs  assessment  survey  was  gratifying.  This 
year  the  surveys  were  distributed  by  the  department  heads  to  their 
members,  and  their  encouragement  prompted  greater  returns.  The 
library  is  planning  to  respond  to  the  excellent  suggestions.  More 
funding  is  needed.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  visiting  committee 
suggestion  for  increased  commimication  between  faculty  and  library. 

In  accordance  with  the  visiting  committee’s  suggestions  for  weeding, 
over  two  hundred  books  were  discarded. 

The  library  was  able  to  respond  to  the  Visiting  Committee’s 
recommendation  to  obtain  a  computer  for  student  research.  Through 
the  good  graces  of  the  Lotus  Corporation,  the  Norwood  Public  Library, 
and  most  of  all,  through  the  aid  of  Louis  J.  Buscone,  Director  of 
Computer  Services,  the  Ubrary  has  installed  an  IBM  computer,  monitor, 
and  disc  drive.  The  students  have  access  to  the  Grolier  Electronic 
Encyclopedia  and  The  Boston  Globe. 

Revolving  collections  of  posters,  books,  and  special  exhibitions  added  to 
the  dissemination  of  knowledge  of  library  materials,  to  the  news  of 
celebrations,  such  as  Black  History  Month,  Women’s  History  Month,  and 
to  the  pleasant  ambiance  of  our  library. 

The  sixty-five  percent  slash  in  the  library  budget  was  a  burden  for  one 
year.  The  second  year  it  becomes  a  classic  example  of  "reductio  ad 
absurdum."  The  ability  of  the  library  to  maintain  its  extensive  and 
superior  periodical  collection  has  diminished.  The  replacement  and 
updating  of  reference  materials  and  additions  to  the  general  collection 
are  extremely  limited.  The  additions  to  SIRS,  microfilm,  and  microfiche 
were  excluded  from  the  budgets  for  two  years,  and  they  now  require 
immediate  upgrading. 
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SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

This  report  summarizes  the  Science  Department’s  activities  for  the 
1990-1991  school  year.  In-service  days,  articulation  day  workshops, 
conferences  and  teacher/student  awards  are  included. 

In-service  days  were  devoted  to  system-wide  teacher  meetings  where  all 
phases  of  teacher  interest  were  discussed. 

Articulation  days  were  devoted  to  discussion  of  the  Science  department 
curriculum  needs,  methods  of  implementing  new  science  courses,  and 
the  review  and  assessment  of  the  present  curriculum.  Re-examination 
of  the  final  exam,  to  be  given  in  June,  was  undertaken  and  revisions 
made. 

Workshops  and  conferences  attended  by  Paul  Frost,  Science  Department 
Head,  included  monthly  meetings  with  other  science  department  heads 
from  schools  in  southeastern  Massachusetts.  A  very  enlightening  and 
informative  workshop  was  presented  by  Ms.  Thompson.  Mrs.  Gleason 
attended  a  number  of  workshops,  was  a  presenter  the  MAST  convention 
at  Framingham  State  College,  and  attended  the  NSTA  convention  in 
Houston,  Texas.  Mrs.  Judith  Ross  and  Mr.  Paul  Frost  participated  and 
presented  in  an  Eisenhower  Grant  program  involved  with  the  classroom 
use  of  the  Macintosh  computer  system. 

Certificates  of  academic  excellence  and  merit  were  presented  to 
underclass  students.  The  1990-1991  Norwood  High  School  Science 
Achievement  Award  was  presented  to  Jason  Levesque  during  graduation 
exercises. 


MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

Many  math  teachers  attended  training  in  cooperative  learning  and  have 
begun  to  use  this  teacher/learning  strategy.  Teachers  who  have  not 
been  able  to  attend  cooperative  learning  seminars  have  eagerly  joined  in 
at  department  meetings  to  learn  some  of  the  techniques  of  this  style. 

The  new  Macintosh  computers  precipitated  a  whole  new  round  of  in- 
service  training.  Lou  Buscone  organized  two  separate  after-school 
classes  that  were  very  well  attended.  Many  math  teachers  benefitted 
from  the  training.  Teachers  took  their  new  knowledge  right  to  the 
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classroom.  Over  two-thirds  of  the  math  staff  now  use  computers  as  an 
electronic  blackboard  to  present  material  to  their  classes. 

Students  have  also  caught  "Mac  fever."  The  Macintosh  computers  are 
busy  from  morning  until  night  as  students  prepare  reports,  newspaper 
articles,  or  study  an  academic  subject  with  available  software. 

The  math  department  hosted  a  student  teacher  for  10  weeks.  Carmel 
Roach  of  Framingham  State  College  worked  very  closely  with  Mrs. 
Paula  DeCoste.  The  experience  was  very  positive  for  all  concerned. 

As  usual,  math  teachers  attended  a  wide  variety  of  conferences.  Every 
member  of  the  department  participated  in  at  least  one  professional 
development  conference.  These  opportunities  still  serve  to  invigorate 
and  stimulate  the  professionahsm  of  the  math  staff.

Mrs.  Marilyn  Cisek  was  appointed  by  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  in 
September  1975.  During  the  sixteen  years  that  followed,  Mrs.  Cisek 
accomplished  many  things.

Her  assignment 
spanned  the  elementary,  junior  high  and  senior  high  school  levels.  Her 
bright,  friendly,  upbeat  manner  have  endeared  her  to  colleagues  and 
administrators.  She  was  always  available  to  help  out  in  any  way 
possible. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF 

NORWOOD  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


In  September,  1990,  we  welcomed  726  students  to  the  Norwood  Jimior 
High  School.  The  second  year  of  the  sixth  grade  assignment  went 
extiemely  well.  The  adjustment  of  staff  and  students  to  their  new 
environment  was  a  smooth  one. 

The  academic  year  started  off  at  an  exciting  pace  with  programs  from 
M.C.E.T.  (Massachusetts  Cooperation  of  Educational 
Telecommunication)  for  both  teachers  and  students.  A  live  broadcast 
from  the  Museum  of  Science,  American  -  Soviet  Space  Interactivities, 
had  some  receptive  problems  but  never  the  less  was  well  received  by  the 
students.  Two  major  M.C.E.T.  in-service  programs,  one  on  sixth  grade 
Science  and  the  other  on  Math  Standards,  grades  6,  7  and  8,  had 
participation  by  Junior  High  teachers. 

Our  Drug  and  Alcohol  Free  School  Program  in  which  students  agree  not 
to  use  alcohol  or  drugs  and,  in  exchange,receive  a  card  entitling  them  to 
a  discount  from  merchants  in  Norwood  who  are  participating  in  this 
program  continued  this  year. 

This  year  we  began  a  new  program. "Citizen  of  the  Month,"  which 
recognized  6,  7  and  8th  graders  who  make  positive  contributions  to  our 
school.  Also,  under  the  direction  of  Ann  Dever,  a  peer  covmselhng 
program  was  developed  with  Senior  High  students  spending  time  with 
our  sixth  graders  discussing  drugs  and  alcohol. 

Other  annual  events  this  year  were  the  annual  Spelling  Bee,  the 
National  Geographic  Geography  Bee  and  our  Book  Fair  which  raised 
over  $750  for  our  Library. 

Nancy  Roberts,  Paula  Clifford  and  I  are  representing  the  Junior  High  on 
a  Whole  Language  Committee  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  committee  will 
have  recommendations  for  School  Committee  in  the  near  future. 

The  sixth  grade  siunmer  reading  list  was  developed  by  Mrs.  Barrett, 

Mrs.  Clifford  and  Mr.  Thomas.  All  three  grades  (6,  7  and  8)  now  have  a 
summer  reading  program. 

One  of  the  finest  assemblies  in  recent  memory  was  field  in  May.  The 
assembly,  "Be  Excellent",  stressed  the  values  of  respect  for  oneself  and 
for  others.  It  was  great! 
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The  Elks  Recognition  Awards  were  presented  to  many  of  our  eighth 
graders  this  year  at  a  banquet  held  at  the  Elks  Hall  in  Norwood.  It  is 
very  gratifying  to  see  our  students  involved  in  many  outside  programs 
that  contribute  positively  to  our  community. 

Language  Arts 

The  Language  Arts  Department  has  enjoyed  a  successful  school  year  as 
evidenced  by  our  continued  success  on  our  yearly  testing  programs. 
Results  of  the  Gates-McGinitie  Reading  Test  (administered  to  all 
students)  and  the  California  Achievement  Test  (given  to  eighth  graders) 
indicate  that  our  students  achieve  above  the  national  average  in  most 
areas  tested.  The  results  of  the  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Assessment 
Test,  published  in  October,  was  also  very  encouraging.  Norwood 
students  at  the  middle  school  level  scored  very  well  in  comparison  with 
students  from  surroxmding  communities.  The  Summer  Reading  Program 
also  remains  successful  as  test  results  show.  Only  a  handful  of 
students,  school-wide,  fail  to  read  an  assigned  book  over  the  summer. 

The  Department  also  sponsored  several  activities  and  events  this  past 
school  year.  In  November,  our  annual  school-wide  Spelling  Bee  was 
held  part  of  National  Education  Week.  Our  overall  winner  was  Sherann 
Rudolph.  Sherann  was  unable  to  represent  our  school,  however,  in  the 
Patriot  Ledger  Bee  in  March,  Jessica  Lawson,  the  runner-up,  filled  in 
and  did  well.  In  December,  the  Department  organized  the  annual 
all-seventh  grade  trip  to  the  North  Shore  Music  Circus  for  its  production 
of  Dickens  A  CHRISTMAS  CAROL.  In  January,  Wilham  Sleator, 
well-known  author,  visited  and  spoke  to  all  of  our  students.  He  was 
very  entertaining  and  informative.  In  May  80  eighth  grade  students 
attended  a  production  by  the  Chamber  Repertory  Theater  in  Boston. 

The  production  consisted  of  dramatizations  of  famous  short  stories 
which  the  students  had  studied. 

The  Department  also  took  part  in  an  effort  to  write  letters  to  our 
soldiers  in  the  Gulf.  Many  students  participated  and  received 
responses.  Also  in  the  area  of  writing,  Norwood  Junior  High  boasted 
three  winners  in  the  Elks  Drug  Awareness  contest.  The  winners  were 
Christopher  McCarthy,  Heather  O’Rourke  and  Debbie  Fruci.  In  May, 
the  annual  school-wide  Writing  Contest  was  held,  with  prize  money 
donated  by  the  Lions  Club.  At  this  time,  the  entries  have  not  been 
judged. 
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Lastly,  as  a  result  of  a  curriculum  workshop  held  last  summer,  better 
coordination  has  been  achieved  between  the  elementary  and  secondary 
English  programs.  Also,  work  has  begun  on  developing  assessment 
modes  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  curriculum.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  work  will  be  completed  this  summer. 

Social  Studies 


In  retrospect,  the  school  year  now  concluding  contained  many  positive 
features.  Our  department  scored  outstandingly  high  (for  the  second 
year  in  a  row)  on  the  state-mandated  testing  program.  In  addition, 
after  speaking  to  all  my  teachers,  I  am  convinced  that  we  have  an 
extraordinary  group  of  youngsters  in  both  7th  and  8th  grades.  The 
great  majority  of  these  youngsters  work  very  hard  in  both  World 
Geography  and  American  History.  For  example,  for  the  third  year  in  a 
row,  one  of  our  8th  graders,  Burak  Alsan,  qualified  for  the  State  Finals 
in  the  National  Geography  Bee.  We  are  proud  of  the  accomplishments 
of  all  our  students  and  we  feel  that  we  have  had  a  very  successful  year 
in  the  social  studies  department.  This  is  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the 
marvelous  enthusiasm  of  our  teachers,  the  cooperation  of  the  parents, 
the  support  of  the  administration  and,  by  all  means,  the  diligence  of  our 
students. 

Mathematics 

Once  again  over  200  students  from  all  three  grades  participated  in  the 
Continental  Math  League  competition.  About  55  eighth  grade  students 
competed  in  the  American  Mathematics  League.  Although  not  officially 
entered  this  year  in  the  New  England  Mathematics  League, 
approximately  100  seventh  and  eighth  graders  did  participate  in  house. 

To  enhance  participation  in  these  competitions,  the  two  accelerated 
eighth  grade  classes  challenged  each  other  with  the  losers  treating  the 
winners  to  lunch.  This  proved  to  be  quite  successful,  and  we  are 
planning  to  expand  this  next  year  as  a  way  of  generating  more  interest 
and  enthusiasm. 

Last  summer  Mr.  Murphy  and  myself  participated  in  a  workshop 
writing  a  mathematics  plan  for  grades  K  -  8  focusing  on  goals  and 
objectives.  The  work  of  this  team  was  strongly  influenced  by  the 
National  Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics  Curriculum  and 
Evaluation  Standards. 
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In  March  eight  teachers  (five  secondary  and  three  elementary)  attended 
the  ATMIM  Spring  Conference.  This  was  an  excellent  event  with  a 
number  of  interesting  workshops  and  presentations  all  extremely 
applicable  to  our  subject  and  our  ability  to  better  teach  it. 

In  addition  a  few  math  teachers  have  attended  some  programs  on 
Cooperative  Learning  and  we  plan  on  continuing  to  explore  this  more 
next  year  with  the  hopes  that  we  can  use  it  to  enhance  and  improve  our 
teaching. 

Also,  next  year  Mr.  Murphy,  Mr.  Cook,  Mr.  Hamilton,  and  myself  will  be 
participating  in  a  National  Science  Foundation  project  aimed  at 
teaching  Algebra  to  middle  and  low  ability  students. 

Science  Department 

This  is  one  of  the  few  times  in  many  years  that  I  have  few  changes  to 
report. 

We  did  not  receive  any  new  texts  or  revised  editions  to  be  concerned 
about.  The  Science  Curriculum  Guide  has  been  completed  after  a  great 
deal  of  work  in  past  years.  The  sixth  grade  made  its  second  annual  trip 
to  the  Science  Museum  and  Omni  Theatre.  Several  selected  students 
will  make  a  trip  to  Rockland  Jimior  School  for  a  Clean  Earth  program 
in  Jime. 

Foreign  Language 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  has  encouraged  students  to 
participate  in  various  cultural  activities  during  the  school  year.  Spanish! 
students  attended  a  performance  of  Manana  de  Abril  y  Mayo  followed  by 
lunch  at  El  Torito.  French  classes  enjoyed  Moliere’s  Le  Malade 
Imaginaire  followed  by  lunch  at  a  creperie.  In  April,  forty-four  eighth 
graders  journeyed  to  Quebec  and  Montreal  for  four  days’  immersion  in  a 
Canadian  Culture.  This  year  the  group  visited  a  school  in  Quebec 
where  Norwood  students  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  their  Canadian 
pen  pals. 

The  highlight  of  this  year’s  Foreign  Language  Week.  Activities  was  a 
"Foreign  Language  Trivia  Contest"  involving  all  homerooms.  The 
Language  Department  hosted  a  croissant  breakfast  for  the  winning 
room. 
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Foiir  students  received  awards  on  the  National  French  Exam.  Debbie 
Fruci  took  second  place  in  New  England  and  first  in  Eastern 
Massachusetts.  Other  state  winners  include:  Siran  Varadian,  third 
place;  Sherann  Rudolph,  seventh  place;  and  Katherine  Aborn,  ninth 
place. 

Art  Department 

This  is  the  second  year  that  the  sixth  grade  has  been  integrated  into  the 
art  program.  Ms.  Bettina  Botti  joined  our  art  staff  to  teach  one  half  of 
these  students.

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Career  Education 


A  half  of  year  of  printing  and  a  half  a  year  of  electricity  is  offered  to  our 
seventh  graders.  A  half  a  year  of  woodworking  and  a  half  of  year  of 
metal  is  offered  to  our  eighth  graders.  These  classes  are  very  successful 
as  each  student  achieves  at  his  or  her  own  rate.  The  courses  are 
exploratory  at  the  Junior  High  and  may  be  taken  as  major  subjects  at 
the  Senior  High  School. 

We  have  also  reintroduced  silk  screen  printing  in  the  Graphic  Arts 
program. 


Health  and  Physical  Education 

The  system  wide  Health  program  introduced  in  1985  moved  smoothly 
into  1990  with  an  emphasis  on  First  Aid. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  Junior  High  students  responded  well  in  an 
emergency  situation,  using  the  knowledge  gained  in  their  Health  class. 

The  Health  classes  cover  many  areas  such  as  drugs,  nutrition,  mental 
health,  disease,  fitness  and  consumer  health  but  has  always  remained 
flexible  enough  to  provide  current  information  on  subjects  such  as  Aids 
and  chewing  tobacco. 

The  Physical  Education  classes  were  conducted  almost  exclusively  on  a 
coeducational  format.  All  three  grades  participated  enthusiastically  on 
a  regular  basis. 

Aside  from  the  conventional  units  such  as  volleyball,  tennis,  softball, 
basketball  and  floor  hockey,the  students  enjoyed  anew  unit  called  "The 
Challenge". 

This  unit  offered  different  challenger  to  the  students  including  the  rope 
climb,  shuttle  run,  free  throw,  jump  rope,  chin  up,  volleyball  bump  and 
many  others. 

A  wall  chart  hangs  in  the  g5rm  with  student’s  names  and 
accomplishments  on  display.  This  high  interest  activity  is  on  going  and 
will  be  a  year  long  activity  next  year. 
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S.E.A.R.C.H.  Program 

The  S.E.A.R.C.H.  program  for  gifted  and  talented  students  continued  to 
grow  and  prosper  during  the  1990-1991  school  year.  Students  continue 
to  develop  critical  and  divergent  thinking  skills  as  well  as  work  on 
group  projects  involving  intensive  research,  creative  products  and 
challenging  themes. 

The  26  students  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  program  began  this 
f  year  with  a  trip  to  Williamsburg,  Virginia,to  gather  information  for  the 
I  first  major  project  on  Colonial  America.  For  our  Parents’  Night 
I  presentation,  colonial  life  was  covered  including  homes,  foods,  fashions, 

||  toys  and  games,  weapons  and  a  Williamsburg  newspaper. 

\  Another  major  project  this  year  was  a  "Birthday  Booklet"  wherein  the 
students  noted  important  interesting  events  from  the  areas  of  science, 
history,  polities,  music,  the  arts,  sports  and  entertainment  which

1  *  The  50  students  involved  in  the  "revolving  door/pull-out  program  in  the 
sixth  grade  are  also  producing  excellent  projects.  Students  participate 
first  and  third  term  or  second  and  fourth  term.  The  first  group  chose  to 
,1.  study  Unsolved  Mysteries  such  as  the  Bermuda  Triangle,  Loch  Ness 
Monsters,  ESP  and  Witchcraft  and  Halloween  which  involved  a  trip  to

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The  third  group  developed  projects  on  animals  ranging  from  the  exotic 
to  the  more  well-known  sheep  and  cats.  The  sheep  were  brought  to  the 
Oldham  School  for  a  demonstration  on  feeding.  These  projects  were 
then  viewed  by  all  sixth  graders  and  judged  by  the  seventh  grade 
members  of  SEARCH  on  the  basis  of  information,  creativity,  effort  and 
visuals. 

The  fourth  group  this  year  chose  to  work  on  oceanography.  They  wrote 
to  Sea  World  and  visited  the  New  England  Aquarium  for  additional 
research.  Their  projects  gill  be  displayed  in  June. 

The  SEARCH  program  enables  gifted  students  to  develop  special  skills 
which  may  be  carried  back  to  the  classroom  and  used  in  all  subject 
areas.  This  years  group  has  been  especially  enthusiastic  and  enjoyable. 

Library 


This  year  all  eleven  sections  of  6th  graders  met  me  once  a  week  from 
September  through  May  to  receive  instruction  and  practice  in  proper  use 
of  all  library  facilities.  (Examples  include  lessons  in  use  of  the  card 
catalog,  Dewey  decimal  system,  the  Readers’  Guide  to  Periodical 
Literature,  use  of  reference  materials  such  as  the  vertical  file  and 
encyclopedias  and  periodicals,  introduction  to  Newbery  medal  winner’s 
writings,  scanning  books  for  factual  information,  overview  of  the 
shelving  system  in  the  IMG,  etc.) 

This  year’s  supplemental  activities  included  a  visit  by  science  fiction 
writer  William  Sleator  for  all  students,  a  visit  by  author  Yoko 
Kawashima  Watkins  to  expand  her  war  experiences  in  Korea,  a 
Calendar  Clue  Contest,  a  book  fair  to  update  students’  ensure  to  new 
publications,  and  a  program  to  give  practice  to  twenty  student 
volunteers  in  the  running  of  a  library. 

Guidance  Department 

The  Guidance  Department  this  year  is  comprised  of  four  counselors 
whose  backgrounds  total  nearly  20  years  in  business  and  office 
experience,  over  21  years  in  educational  administration,  45  years  in 
Guidance,  and  more  than  55  years  in  the  teaching  profession 
collectively.  Students  at  the  Junior  High  School  have  benefitted  from 
this  broad-based  reservoir  of  knowledge  and  experience,  not  the  least  of 
which  is  expectations  of  the  world  of  work. 


REPORT  OF  THE  NORWOOD  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 


Testing  continued  to  be  a  major  focus  of  the  Guidance  Department 
during  the  first  term  of  the  school  year.  Students  in  Grade  6  and  Grade 
8  took  the  California  Achievement  Test  and  the  Test  of  Cognitive  Skills; 
students  in  Grade  6  took  the  State-mandated  Basic  Skills  Competency 
tests;  and  students  in  all  three  grades  took  the  Gates-MacGinitie 
Reading  Tests.  Results  of  all  tests  were  mailed  home  to  parents. 

Representatives  from  Blue  Hills  High  School  explained  their  program  of 
study  at  an  assembly  for  Grade  8  this  year.  Grade  8  students  toured 
Blue  Hills  as  well  as  Norfolk  Agricultural  School  if  they  had  expressed 
an  interest  in  attending  either  school  next  year. 

Evening  meetings  were  held  for  parents  of  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh 
grade  students,  as  well  as  students  transferring  from  St.  Catherine’s 
school,  to  explain  the  curriculum  offerings.  Presentations  at  these 
meetings  were  followed  by  a  question-and-answer  period. 

Interviews  with  counselors  are  preceded  by  homeroom  visits  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  during  which  counselors  introduce  themselves  to 
their  students  and  give  a  brief  explanation  of  the  services  available 
through  the  Guidance  Department.  Counselors  then  meet  regularly 
with  their  students  throughout  the  year,  adjusting  programs  where 
necessary,  reviewing  progress  reports  and  report  cards,  processing 
applications  to  other  schools,  and  assisting  the  student  in  adjusting  to 
and  reaching  his/her  potential  in  the  Junior  High  School.  Counselors 
get  homework  for  absentees,  make  recommendations  for  Citizen  of  the 
Month  and  the  National  Junior  Honor  Society  as  well  as  the  President’s 
Academic  Fitness  Awards.  This  year  we  also  made  recommendations  for 
the  Norwood  Elks’  Recognition  Banquet  held  in  March. 

Counselors  continue  to  be  student  advocates  for  all  children  receiving 
services  through  Chapter  766.  This  involves  scheduling  those  services 
during  the  school  day,  attending  core  meetings,  and  keeping  in  touch 
with  service  providers  and  parents  to  insure  the  student  s  needs  are 
being  met. 

This  year  we  continued  the  orientation  program  for  Grade  5  students, 
beginning  with  students  from  the  elementary  schools  and  St. 

Catherine’s  visiting  the  Junior  High  School  during  April  and  early  May. 
To  enhance  this  year’s  visit,  a  thirty-minute  video  of  the  school  was 
taped.  This  tape  was  shown,  accompanied  by  a  visual  and  oral 
presentation  by  the  counselors,  a  student  presentation,  a  tour  of  the 
building,  and  a  visit  to  a  Grade  6  classroom.  To  complement  this  visit. 


ii 
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a  counselor,  accompanied  by  two  Grade  6  students,  will  visit  each  of  the 
elementary  schools  to  respond  to  any  questions  that  may  have  arisen 
after  their  visit  to  the  Jimior  High  School. 

One  of  the  counselors,  Mr.  William  Maher,  was  asked  to  chair  the 
"Citizen  of  the  Month"  program  committee  which  we  began  this  year.  ! 
Teachers  are  able  to  nominate  outstanding  students  at  the  end  of  each 
month.  The  entire  faculty  votes  for  each  nominated  student.  Votes  are  I 
computed  and  the  committee  informs  Mr.  Cammarata  of  the  students  j 
who  have  been  selected.  Approximately  two  to  three  students  in  each 
grade  are  selected.  Students  have  their  photos  taken  and  provide 
newspaper  write-ups.  A  program  is  held  in  early  Jime  to  present 
certificates  to  all  of  these  students  and  to  honor  them  and  their  parents. 

Mr.  Richard  Dimn  of  the  Guidance  Department  was  its  representative  to 
the  Consortium  for  the  Prevention  of  Substance  Abuse,  a  collaborative  of 
more  than  twenty  towns  in  the  area  surrounding  Norwood.  The  group 
consists  of  guidance  counselors,  adjustment  coimselors,  school 
psychiatrists,  and  health  educators  who  meet  four  times  during  the 
school  year  at  Southwood  Community  Hospital  in  Norfolk.  Guest 
speakers  from  successful  programs  often  make  presentations  regarding 
substance  abuse,  student  assistance  programs,  teenage  suicide 
prevention,  and  other  current  topics.  These  breakfast  meetings  also 
afford  the  participants  the  opportunity  to  share  resources  available  to 
the  member  communities  for  use  with  their  student  constituencies.  In 
March  of  this  year  the  Consortium  sponsored  a  full-day  workshop  at 
Dimetri’s  Convention  Center  in  Foxboro  entitled  "Sex,  Drugs  and  the 
Connection."  Individual  workshops  ran  the  gamut  from  Fetal  Alcohol 
Syndrome  and  AIDS  Prevention  Strategies  to  Child  Sexual  Abuse, 

Sexual  Harassment  and  Date  Rape. 

At  year  end,  counselors  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  checking  students’ 
programs  to  insure  that  they  reflect  the  final  version  of  that  students 
requests  eats  for  next  year.  Records  are  finalized  and  closed  for  each, 
student,  and  in  some  cases.  Summer  School  recommendations  for 
successful  completion  of  a  subject  are  indicated.  Records,  for  the  Senior 
High  School  are  transferred,  as  are  records  for  students  who  have 
indicated  they  are  moving  or  transferring  to  a  different  school  next  year. 
Records  for  Grade  5  students  are  transferred  to  the  Junior  High  School 
at  this  time  and  materials  are  readied  for  September  and  then  filed. 
During  the  last  month  of  school,  there  is  an  influx  of  new  students 
(some  of  whom  are  transferring  in  from  St.  Catherine’s  and  some  of 
whom  are  moving  into  Norwood)  and  schedules  for  next  year  are  put 
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into  the  computer  for  these  students  after  parents  and  students  are 
interviewed  by  the  Guidance  staff. 

A  detailed  analysis  of  services  of  the  Guidance  Department  was  made  at 
the  January  9  meeting  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee  by  the 
Department  Head,  Miss  Carolyn  Ciccarelli. 

The  National  Junior  Honor  Society  was  again  very  active  and  inducted 
twenty-six  seventh  and  eighth  graders  this  year. 

The  Daily  Silent  Reading  Program  continued  this  year.  Every  morning 
students  and  staff  read  for  twenty-five  minutes.  This  relaxing  and 
enjoyable  program  sets  a  positive  tone  for  the  day  as  well  as  giving 
students  and  staff  an  opportunity  to  read  for  pleasure. 

Our  Gifted  and  Talented  Program,  S.EA.R.C.H.,  through  the  diligent 
efforts  of  the  Gifted  and  Talented  Committee  under  the  direction  of 
Mary  Splaine,  Margaret  Ransom  and  Mary  King  has  had  an  extremely 
successful  year.  The  Committee  has  revised  several  aspects  of  the 
program  including  the  guideUnes  and  criteria  for  acceptance,  and  we  are 
looking  forward  to  next  year  and  continued  refining  of  the  program. 

Jean  Santos  of  our  Learning  Center  retired  in  Jime  after  seventeen 
years.  We  wish  her  good  health  and  an  eiyoyable  retirement. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Savage,  Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Smith  and  the 
Norwood  School  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year.

Challenge  (Fall)  "Military  Mailbag",  TEC  "Each  one.  Teach  One"  ^ 

Challenge  (Spring),  and  Kendall  Whaling  Museum  Field  Trip.  * 
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Classroom  lessons  were  taught  to  all  students  at  the  first,  second,  and 
third  grade.  The  curriculum  emphasized  both  critical  and  creative 
thinking  skills  and  test  awareness. 

The  Librarian,  in  conjunction  with  the  Balch  PTA,  has  instituted  a 
program  whereby  interested  parents  have  purchased  books  and  donated 
these  to  the  Balch  Library.  A  book  plate  is  placed  in  the  front  of  the 
book  with  the  child’s  name  and  date  of  donation.  As  of  this  writing 
twelve  families  purchased  a  total  of  fifty  books.  Each  family  received  a 
letter  of  appreciation  from  the  school. 

BALCH  PARENT-TEACHER  ASSOCIATION 

Part  of  any  school’s  success  is  the  support  of  the  parents.  We  are 
fortimate  in  that  year-after-year  the  PTA  continues  to  hold  successful 
fund  raisers,  such  as  the  Pancake  Breakfast,  Spaghetti  Supper,  Book 
Fair,  Family  Game  nights  and  Field  Day.  It  is  a  unified,  well-organized 
and  helpful  group  to  our  students  and  faculty. 


INTENSIVE  READING  PROGRAM 

Those  students  who  attend  classes  in  reading  remediation  are  ones  who 
usually  labor  dihgently  over  the  curriculum.  Acknowledgement,  praise, 
and  encouragement  are  golden  keys  to  reading  success  for  these 
students.  These  stimuli  do  effect  learning,  attitudes  and  progress.  They 
are  practiced  daily  in  all  reading  classes. 

ROLES 

The  reading  specialist  works  closely  with  classroom  teachers.  Chapter 
766  (CORE  Team),  Chapter  1  (ASPIRE)  AND  E.S.L.  (Enghsh  Second 
Language)  and  parents.  Students  progress  and  achievements  are 
monitored  throughout  the  year. 

READING  RESOURCE  ROOM 

The  Reading  Resource  Room,  which  was  created  for  teachers  who  need 
reading  materials  to  supplement  their  reading  programs,  (e.g., 

Caldecott,  Newbery,  Regina  medals;  skill  builders  by  p-ade  level)  is 
enhanced  each  year  under  the  leadership  of  our  Reading  teacher. 
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COMPUTER  PROGRAM

The  Elementary  Computer  Program  was  very  active  this  year.  In  ^ 

conjunction  with  the  PTA’s  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools,  we  joined  the  ! 
Roche  Brothers  and  Stop  &  Shop/Bradlees  program  -  "Apples  for  the 
Students".  The  Balch  family’s  total  register  tapes  enabled  us  to  receive 
a  VCR  and  software  for  our  computers.  ? 

The  Computer  Program  worked  closely  with  the  New  Elementary 
Science  Resource  Center.  The  Language  Arts  curriculum  benefitted 
from  the  Children’s  Writing  and  Publishing  Center  and  Super  Print  II. 
Many  grade  levels  used  these  programs  to  print  reports,  newsletters, 
paragraphs,  and  big  books.  The  latest  innovation,  laser  discs  (or  ; 

videodiscs),  is  going  to  create  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  in  the  ' 

classrooms  next  September,  particularly  in  the  areas  of  geography  and 
history. 

Again,  special  thanks  to  Mr.  David  Shiro,  a  parent,  who  donated  a 
computer,  printer,  software,  programs,  and  supplies  to  the  Balch  School. 
We  sincerely  appreciate  his  thoughtfulness,  talents  and  time. 

SPECIAL  PROGRAMS 

English  as  a  Second  Language  (ESL)  has  fourteen  pupils,  with  six 
residing  out-of-district.  These  six  pupils  attend  Balch  full-time.  The  j 
ESL  program  reinforces  the  concepts  of  the  English  language.  It  is 
encouraging  to  note  the  improvement  these  children  made  throughout 
the  year. 

Modified  Kindergarten  and  Transitional  I  programs  are  in  their  15th 
year.  Forty-five  pupils  are  enrolled  in  both  programs  with  fourteen  f 
pupils  from  out  of  the  district.  Children  attending  Modified  K  go  to  , 
Transitional  I  the  following  year.  All  out-of-district  pupils  return  to 
their  district  when  entering  regular  grade  one.  Emphasis  is  on  listening  I 
skills,  auditory  discrimination,  sequencing,  oral  language  development,  | 
gross  and  fine  motor  control  and  eye-hand  coordination. 
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In  conclusion,  I  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  James  R.  Savage,  Dr. 
Ralph  A.  Toran,  Mr.  Rod  Smith,  Mr.  Lou  Buscone,  Mr.  Bob  Graham, 
Central  Administration  personnel,  and  to  the  Balch  staff  for  their  help 
and  assistance  during  the  1990-1991  school  year.

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  submit  my  Seventh  Annual  Report  and  the  ^ 
last  as  the  Principal  of  the  C.  M.  Callahan  School. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  STAFF 

The  student  enrollment  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  1990  was 
262  which  represented  an  increase  of  10  students  as  compared  with  the  j 
enrollment  of  252  at  the  start  of  school  in  September,  1989.  The 
enrollment  at  the  Callahan  School  (with  the  exception  of  the  sixth  grade  | 
transfer  to  the  Jimior  High  School)  seem  to  be  constant  from  year  to 
year  and  this  constancy  happily  has  led  to  excellent  student-teacher 
ratios. 

The  staffing  at  the  school  is  comprised  of  a  secretary,  a  nurse,  eleven 
classroom  teachers,  a  reading  speciahst,  a  speech  therapist,  two  teachers 
of  the  learning  disabled,  an  adjustment  counselor,  teachers  of  art, 
physical  education  vocal  and  instrumental  music,  a  hbrarian,  two 
lunchroom  aides  and  two  custodians.  All  staff  are  shared  with  the  other 
elementary  schools  with  the  exception  of  the  secretary,  the  classroom 
teachers,  the  reading  specialist,  the  learning  disabled  teachers  and  the 
custodians. 

The  Callahan  School  bids  a  fond  farewell  to  Miss  Joan  Margaret  Miller 
who  is  retiring  after  twenty-seven  years  of  faithful  service  as  a  first 
grade  teacher  we  wish  for  Miss  Miller  many  years  of  good  health  and 
happiness  in  her  retirement.

The  P.T.A.  continues  to  be  the  strong  right  arm  of  the  school.  We  again 
enjoy  much  parent  participation  at  the  Callahan  School;  an  example  of 
this  participation  is  that  a  minimum  of  twenty  parents  attend  all  the 
monthly  Executive  Board  meetings. 

Because  of  the  P.T.A.  fund  raisers,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  School 
Improvement  Council,  many  things  were  done  for  the  children  -  an 
"Appreciation  Day"  for  the  teachers,  live  on-stage  presentations,  extra 
field  trips,  infusion  of  money  into  the  school  library,  roller  skating 
parties  at  Rolland,  a  Spring  Picnic  on  the  school  groimds,  a  bimonthly 
"Newsletter,"  etc. 

Many  thanks  to  all  P.T.A.  members  who  helped  make  the  school  year 
1990-91  a  success. 

INTENSIVE  READING 


The  goal  of  the  reading/language  program  is  to  develop  a  love  of  reading 
and  writing.  Many  opportunities  for  the  children  to  enjoy 
reading/writing  and  to  practice  their  literacy  skills  using  real  materials 
are  provided. 

The  Callahan  children  participate  in  the  "DEAR"  Program  -  Drop 
Everything  and  Read,  the  "Book  It"  program  sponsored  by  the 
International  Reading  Association  and  Pizza  Hut  and  the  National 
Multiple  Sclerosis  "Read-a-Thorn."  These  programs  encourage  children 
to  read  silently  from  books  of  their  choice  every  day. 

The  integration  of  reading/language  across  the  curriculum  is  a  goal  of 
the  Callahan  reading  program.  Classroom  teachers  supplement  their 
basal  program  with  multiple  copies  of  trade  books,  big  books  and  the 
Newspaper  and  Education  Program  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts 
Reading  Association  and  the  Massachusetts  Newspaper  and  Education 
Council. 
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The  Callahan’s  Young  Authors’  Program  enables  the  children  to  develop 
skill  using  process  writing.  The  children  take  great  pleasure  in  reading, 
writing,  editing,  illustrating,  binding  and  sharing  their  original  books. 

Cooperative  learning,  the  development  of  productive  thinking  skills,  and 
activities  that  provide  for  the  varied  learning  styles  of  children  have 
been  the  focus  of  the  1990/1991  program. 

Miss  Wall,  the  reading  specialist,  works  with  the  staff  directing  and 
implementing  the  reading/language  program  at  the  Callahan  school. 

She  also  works  with  the  teachers  to  diagnose  and  evaluate  the  children’s 
reading  skills  and  to  place  the  children  in  instructional  groups.  Miss 
Wall  is  a  member  of  the  "766"  Core  Evaluation  team.  She  provides 
remedial  instruction  to  children  in  grades  one  through  five  and  teaches 
an  enrichment  reading  class  to  the  fifth  grade.  During  1990-1991,  Miss 
Wall  modeled  whole  language  lessons  in  the  first  grade.  Literature, 
productive  thinking  skills  and  the  reading/writing  processes  were  the 
focus  of  the  lessons. 

LEARNING  CENTER  PROGRAM 

The  Learning  Center  at  the  Callahan  School  services  those  children  who 
have  learning  styles  that  require  significant  modifications  of  the 
classroom  material.  These  children  are  taken  out  of  the  classroom  or 
serviced  within  the  classroom  for  varying  amounts  of  time  depending  on 
their  specific  need.  The  first  grade  teachers  have  experimented  with  the 
Learning  Center  Teachers  in  allowing  some  team  efibrt  to  service  the 
children  with  educational  plans  within  the  regular  class.  The  program 
has  worked  well  and  has  offered  insights  to  both  the  regular  education 
teacher  and  the  specialist.  The  specialist  becomes  more  in  tune  to  the 
needs  of  the  teacher  and  the  student  and  how  best  to  work  with  both  to 
provide  a  successful  learning  environment. 

The  Callahan  Learning  Center  offers  a  different  model  than  the  other 
elementary  Learning  Centers  in  that  it  is  provided  with  an  aide  who 
assists  in  the  direct  instruction  of  students.  This  allows  for  more 
students  to  be  serviced  more  effectively.  The  Learning  Center  serviced 
fifty-eight  children  during  the  1990-91  school  year. 

The  aide  provides  the  flexibility  to  continue  services  during  meetings 
and  consultation  times  as  well  as  having  more  than  one  group  seen  in 
the  Learning  Center  at  a  time. 
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The  Learning  Center  services  children  who  are  designated  as  .1,  .2,  and 
a  .3  by  their  educational  plan. 

CHAPTER  I  PROGRAM 

Chapter  I,  known  as  the  Aspire  Program,  stands  for  Added  Special 
Programs  (for)  Intensive  Remedial  Education.  The  program  benefits 
children  who  may  be  experiencing  difficulties  in  the  areas  of  reading 
and  math. 

Children  are  selected  for  eligibility  to  the  program  through  scores  from 
CAT’s  and  recommendations  from  classroom  teachers.  Permission  is 
necessary  from  the  parent  in  order  for  the  child  to  participate  in  Aspire. 

Aspire  is  not  used  as  a  substitute  for  these  subjects  but  merely  provides 
additional  support  children  who  fall  below  the  40th  percentile  of  their 
class.  The  children  are  taken  out  in  very  small  groups  not  to  exceed  six 
students,  so  that  the  attention  they  receive  is  practically  one  to  one. 
Aspire’s  purpose  is  to  reinforce  skills  that  are  being  taught  in  the 
classroom.  Much  of  the  instruction  is  accomplished  through  "hands-on" 
type  activities  and  manipvilative  materials.  Conferences  are  held  in 
September  and  May  to  discuss  the  progress  of  the  students.  Additional 
conferences  are  scheduled  when  necessary. 

LIBRARY  PROGRAM 

This  year  we  had  many  new  mothers  who  volunteered  their  time  in  the 
library.  All  the  volunteers  were  thanked  at  the  second  annual 
Volunteers’  Continental  Breakfast  held  in  April.  A  number  of  mothers 
have  also  volunteered  to  help  at  the  year’s  end  inventory. 

During  this  year  the  fourth  and  fifth  graders  have  been  working  on 
becoming  proficient  users  on  the  card  catalog  so  they  can  be 
self-sufficient  users  of  the  library.  The  third  graders  have  been 
introduced  to  the  card  catalog  and  its  purpose.  I  have  been  working 
with  the  second  graders  on  expanding  their  reading  interests,  including  il) 
such  areas  as  fairy  tales,  non-fiction  and  chapter  books.  First  graders 
have  become  familiar  with  the  process  of  signing  out  books,  taking  good 
care  of  them  and  retiu-ning  them  on  time. 

Mrs.  Burnell  has  also  been  working  on  filling  in  the  gaps  in  our  library 
collection.  For  example,  she  has  ordered  a  number  of  easy  to  read 
non-fiction  books  because  many  first  and  second  graders  have  expressed 
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an  interest  in  this  area.  Also  many  of  the  teachers  have  been  using  the 
librarian’s  services  more,  for  example  having  her  select  collections  of 
books  for  their  students  to  read  for  book  reports. 

This  year  for  National  Library  Week  in  April,  the  hbrarian  started  a 
program  in  which  parents  can  donate  new  books  to  the  hbrary.  A  book 
plate  is  placed  in  the  front  of  the  book  with  the  child’s  name  on  it.  A 
niunber  of  paperback  books  have  been  donated  as  well  as  an 
autographed  copy  of  Robert  Ballard’s  "Exploring  the  Titanic." 


EUREKA  PROGRAM 

The  EUREKA  program  at  the  Callahan  School  included  both  a  pull-out 
component  for  academically  capable  students,  and  a  classroom 
component  which  involved  all  students.  Selected  second,  third,  fourth 
and  fifth  graders  met  with  the  EUREKA  teacher,  Mrs.  Martha 
Colamaria,  for  a  period  of  46  minutes  per  week. 

!  Developing  creative  and  critical  thinking  skills,  research  skills,  umts  of 
study  and  special  projects  comprised  the  curriculum.  Some  of  the  units 
of  study  included:

'  SPEECH  AND  LANGUAGE  PROGRAM 

*  i  ■■  - 

1 1  The  speech  and  language  therapy  services  at  the  Callahan  School 
1  addressed  student  needs  utilizing  a  variety  of  techniques.  As  in  the 
1 1  past  early  identification  of  speech  and  language  impairments  is  critical. 
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Kindergarten  screening  procedures,  teacher,  parent,  team  consultations, 
thorough  evaluations  and  individualized  remediations  were 
implemented. 

Quality  programming  required  that  its  service  provider  be  abreast  of 
current  therapeutic  and  educational  interventions.  Critical  thinking, 
cooperative  learning,  motivational,  active  listening,  language  based  and 
incidental  experiences  were  systematically  infused  within  therapeutic 
interventions.  The  children  ongoingly  were  given  reasons  why  a 
particular  strategy  was  useful.  Reinforcement  was  provided. 

The  speech  and  language  pathologist  also  participated  in  the  special 
needs  awareness  program  which  earmarked  increasing  understanding 
for  hearing  impaired  and  deaf  citizens.  The  Callahan’s  program 
included  a  high  school  hearing  impaired  guest  speaker.  The  elementary 
students  were  also  given  instruction  in  the  value  of  hearing 
conservation. 

The  speech  and  language  therapy  classes  also  conducted  an  "Art 
Museum"  project.  Each  student  was  requested  to  bring  in  a  picture, 
object  or  model  with  an  accompanying  brief  descriptive  paragraph. 
Although  not  an  oral  presentation,  it  was  a  project  to  build  overall 
speech  and  language  skills  within  a  meaningful  and  multisense  context. 

SING-ALONG  PROGRAM 


Our  1990-91  (fourth  year)  Sing-A-Long  Program,  under  the  direction  of 
Gail  Leonard,  was  again  very  successful. 

Our  Christmas  performance  on  December  19,  1990  and  our  April  4, 
1991,  program  at  the  Ellis  Nursing  Home  were  received  with  great 
enthusiasm. 

This  year  we  had  70  students  enroll  from  Grades  1-5  and  they  spent 
one-half  hour  every  Wednesday  after  school  in  rehearsal  for  these 
programs.  Mrs.  Leonard  said  that  without  being  placed  at  the  Callahan 
School  to  cover  all  the  music  classes.  Recorder  Concerts  and  5th  grade 
programs,  the  Sing-A-Long  program  would  not  be  able  to  take  place. 
However,  with  the  wonderful  support  of  our  principal,  Mr.  Monohan,  our 
Director  of  Music,  Mr.  Alberta  (who  supplies  us  with  transportation). 
Elementary  Coordinator,  Mrs.  Jerome,  the  Callahan  P.T.A.  and 
especially  the  support  of  the  students,  this  program  would  not  be  what 
it  is  today."

This  year  it  was  necessary  to  utilize  the  services  of  a  Teacher  Aide  in 
grade  4  because  of  the  number  of  students  and  the  wide  range  of 
abilities  within  the  class.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  registration  of  71 
students  for  our  incoming  kindergarten  class  is  the  highest  enrollment 
in  several  years. 

PLANT 


There  are  22  rooms  in  the  Cleveland  School.  This  year  17  are  used  for 
regular  education  and  5  are  utihzed  for  special  activities  as  Pre-School, 
Chapter  I,  Resource  Room  Program,  School  Psychologist,  Core 
Facilitator,  and  Counseling.  One  of  these  rooms  is  also  used  to 
accommodate  the  Extended  Day  Program.  We  find  the  housing 
situation  very  satisfactory. 

There  were  major  repairs  and  replacements  to  the  heating  system  this 
year.  A  6,000  gallon  oil  tank  was  installed.  The  oil  burner  of  the  #2 
boiler  was  replaced  with  a  gas/oil  burner  conbination  unit.  The 
univents  in  the  gym  were  disconnected  and  replaced  with  a  ceiling 
heating  imit.  A  new  hot  water  heater  was  installed  and  the  heating 
units  in  the  classrooms  were  updated.  Eight  exterior  doors  were  also 
replaced. 


PROGRAMS  AND  INSTRUCTIONAL  TRAINING 

Again  this  year,  under  the  direction  and  encouragement  of  the  Asst. 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  substantial  curriculum  studies  were 
conducted  and  several  team  currictilum  reports  were  published.  The 
guides  were  developed  by  system-wide  teacher  committees  representing 
and  coordinating  the  three  academic  levels.  The  subject  included  Math, 
Health/Physical  Education,  English/Language  Arts,  Social  Studies  and 
Science.  From  the  Cleveland  School,  Mrs.  Donna  Elliott  and  Mr.  Robert 
Fitzpatrick  served  on  the  Social  Studies  Committee  and  Mrs.  Maryanne 
Rakauskas  and  Mr.  William  Jacobs  were  members  of  the 
English/Language  Arts  Committee. 
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Two  courses  were  offered  to  staff  members  this  year.  Critical  Thinking 
(1)  and  Critical  Thinking  (2).  Several  Cleveland  teachers  attended  these 
courses. 

A  21  member  teacher  committee  was  formed  early  in  the  year  to  study 
the  philosophy  and  instructional  methodology  of  Whole  Language. 

Three  Cleveland  teachers  participated  in  this  study  group. 

The  classroom  teacher,  the  reading  teacher,  and  the  librarian  developed 
recommended  reading  lists  for  each  grade  level.  The  first  grade  list 
contained  books  that  teachers  would  read  aloud  to  students  as  well  as 
books  that  students  could  read  independently.  In  grades  2-5  the  list 
contained  books  from  the  following  genre:  Adventure,  Fantasy,  Mystery, 
Realistic  and  historical  Fiction,Poetry  and  Biography.  The  selections 
may  include  the  following  themes  and/or  subjects:  animals,  (bears,  cats, 
dogs,  horses,  etc.),  friendship,  school  stories,  death,  sports,  family  life, 
holidays,  handicapped,  folklore  (fables,  fairy  tales,  legends,  mjdhs,  etc.), 
frontier  and  pioneer  life,  ghost  stories,  humorous  stories. 

As  in  the  past,  6  staff  development  programs  were  scheduled  -  3  for  In- 
service  and  3  for  Articulation.  The  In-Service  meetings  provided  an 
opportunity  for  the  teachers  to  hear  directly  from  professionals 
regarding  current  educational  issues  and  trends.  The  3  Articulation 
Meetings  were  developed  mutually  by  teachers  and  administrators  to 
respond  to  topics  of  high  and  immediate  local  priorities.  The  subjects 
included  cooperative  learning,  whole  language,  developmental  learning, 
special  education  issues,  and  computer  instruction. 

Several  staff  members  attended  professional  conferences,  visited 
Norwood  and  other  schools  and  attended  professional  improvement 
courses. 


THE  SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  ACT  -  CHAPTER  188 


Chapter  188  of  the  Act  of  1985  established  two  state  wide  testing 
programs:  the  Basic  Skills  Program  and  the  Educational  Assessment 
Program. 


BASIC  SKILLS  PROGRAM 


The  Basic  Skills  Program  was  designed  to  identify  and  assist  students 
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who  are  deficient  in  mastering  basic  skills  in  the  areas  of  reading,  math 
and  writing.  It  is  administered  at  the  elementary  school  level  in  Grade 
3.  A  summary  of  the  test  results  follows: 


There  were  57  students  in  the  third  grade.  Fifty-three  students  took  the 
test,  four  were  exempt  as  they  were  enrolled  in  the  Resource  Room 
Program. 

The  report  of  the  Student  Performance  in  the  three  areas  is  summarized 
below:

As  the  scores  indicate,  all  children  passed  reading  and  math,  and  one 
failed  the  writing  sample.  The  composite  score  of  the  three  testing 
categories  is  high  when  compared  with  similar  schools  throughout  the 
state.  This  year  the  percentage  of  children  passing  the  three  tests  was 
the  highest  in  five  years.

The  parents  of  all  students  were  informed  of  their  child’s  test  results. 
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CALIFORNIA  ACfflEVEMENT  TEST 


The  California  Achievement  Test  is  a  comprehensive,  district-wide 
testing  program  providing  diagnostic  information  regarding  individual 
needs  and  curriculum  information  about  the  school.  The  total  battery 
includes  Reading,  Math,  Language,  Word  Analysis,  Spelling,  Study 
Skills,  Science  and  Social  Studies.  In  the  Norwood  elementary  schools, 
the  children  in  grades  3,  4,  and  6,  and  are  examined  by  this  instrument. 
Scores  are  reported  in  percentiles,  stanines  and  grade  equivalents  and 
include  actual  as  well  as  anticipated  achievements  for  individual  class 
and  grade  level  performance.  This  report  will  focus  on  grade-level 
equivalence  as  it  appears  to  be  the  easiest  to  understand.  The  scores 
are  reported  within  a  range  of  0  -  9,  representing  the  ten  months  of  the 
school  year;  thus  the  fifth  grade  in  September  is  shown  as  5.0,  in 
October  as  5.1,  in  November  as  5.2  and  so  on. 

The  California  Achievement  Test  compares  a  student’s  score  with  those 
of  his/her  classmates  and  children  of  the  same  age/grade  in  other  school. 
They  help  to  identify  what  a  child  can  do  and  is  doing  in  relation  to 
others  in  the  same  grade.

TOWN  OF  NORWOOD 


The  results  of  the  California  Achievement  Test  in  grades  3,  4,  and  6 
were  very  favorable.  The  achievement  scores  for  the  three  grades  were 
all  high  above  the  average  grade  level. 

We  are  particularly  pleased  to  report  that  in  almost  every  subheading 
the  attained  scores  were  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  anticipated  score. 
We  were  concerned  with  the  Social  Studies  score  in  the  State 
Assessment  Test  as  it  fell  outside  the  comparative  school  band. 
However,  the  attained  score  in  Social  Studies  with  the  same  group  of 
children  with  the  California  Achievement  Test  was  significantly  above 
the  grade  level  and  is  recorded  at  6.9  approximately  1.8  years  above 
grade  level. 


EDUCATIONAL  ASSESSMENT  PROGRAM 


The  purpose  of  the  Educational  Assessment  Program  is  to  improve 
curriculum  &nd  instruction.  The  program  is  designed  to  produce 
reliable  results  at  the  school,  district,  and  state  level  and  to  promote 
comparisons  of  state  and  national  achievement  levels,  it  is  not  intended 
to  5deld  scores  for  individual  students.  The  test  was  conducted  in  March 
1990  at  the  fourth  grade  level,  and  the  results  were  made  available  in 
the  Fall  of  1990. 

The  Assessment  Program  included  the  areas  of  reading,  math,  Science 
and  Social  Studies.  This  year  additional  information  regarding 
achievement  results  was  provided,  and  the  1990  scores  were  compared 
with  the  scores  of  1988.

In  the  areas  of  Reading,  Math,  and  Science  all  scores  fell  within  the 
Comparison  Score  Band  and  the  scores  in  Math  and  Science  indicate 
substantial  growth  when  compared  to  1988.  The  summary  of  the  test 
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results  for  Social  Studies,  however,  was  not  as  favorable,  and  the  school 
score  was  slightly  below  the  Comparison  Score  Band.  It  is  interesting  to 
note,  that  an  analysis  of  student  scoring  at  different  proficiency  levels 
was  consistent  with  the  district  and  state  averages. 


A  new  Social  Studies  program  was  introduced  this  year.  It  is  planned 
that  this  series  along  with  specific  teacher  recommendations  will  lend 
favorable  support  to  improved  performance. 


SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  COUNCIL 

For  the  past  several  years,  money  has  been  available  and  sent  directly 
to  the  schools  to  promote  curriculum  improvement  and  support 
innovative  programs.  This  year  there  was  &  substantial  budget 
reduction,  however,  we  were  able  to  continue  with  two  projects  initiated 
in  prior  years.  Funds  were  used  to  support  an  after  school  Drama  Club. 
This  program  continued  to  be  a  most  successful  and  rewarding 
experience  for  the  children.  A  Book.  Binding  Machine  was  also 
purchased.  This  completed  a  publication  project  started  a  few  years  ago. 
We  now  have  the  capacity  to  preserve  in  book  form  individual  and  class 
projects.

LIBRARY 

Our  School  librarian.  Miss  Virginia  Stout,  is  a  research  specialist  for 
both  the  children  and  teachers.  She  is  assigned  to  the  Cleveland  School 
three  days  a  week,  and  is  assisted  by  a  clerical  aid,  Mrs.  Marion  Foley, 
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and  a  dedicated  staff  of  14  parent  volunteers.  With  the  help  of  the 
volunteers,  she  is  able  to  provide  a  comprehensive  library  program,  at 
the  Morrill  Memorial  Library. 

Library  skills  were  taught  at  each  grade  level  and  children’s  literature 
activities  were  emphasized.  Ms.  Hope  Anderson,  the  children’s 
librarian,  visited  the  school  several  times  and  presented  enrichment 
lessons. 

Our  records  indicate  a  circulation  of  approximately  600  books  per  week 
among  students  in  addition  to  faculty  usage.  New  fiction  and 
non-fiction  books  were  purchased  to  promote  leisure  time  reading. 
Reference  materials  were  updated  and  special  videos  were  purchased  to 
supplement  the  Science  and  Social  Studies  Programs. 


EXTENDED  DAY  PROGRAM 


Again  this  year,  we  would  acknowledge  and  thank  Mrs.  Marsha  Plumer 
for  establishing  and  maintaining  the  after  school  day  care,  Norwood 
Extended  Day  Program.  The  program  provides  a  great  service  to  the 
community  and  the  children  enjoy  a  most  interesting  and  worth  while 
experience.  The  program  had  an  enrollment  of  49  children  in  grades  K  - 
6  with  representation  from  all  Norwood  elementary  schools  (24  from  the 
Cleveland).  In  addition  to  a  variety  of  daily  activities  special  programs 
included  a  hay  ride,  a  talent  show,  monthly  fibrary  presentations,  and 
computer  activities. 

GIFTED  AND  TALENTED  PROGRAM 

The  EUREKA  Program  at  the  Cleveland  School  included  both  a  pull-out 
component  for  academically  capable  students,  and  a  classroom 
component  concentrating  on  thinking  skills.  Selected  second,  third, 
fourth  and  fifth  graders  met  with  the  teacher,  Mrs.  Joan  Zwible,  for  a 
period  between  45  minutes  and  one  hour  per  week.  Developing  creative 
and  critical  thinking  skills,  research  skills,  units  of  study,  special 
projects,  and  independent  studies  comprised  the  curriculum.  Classroom 
lessons  at  the  first,  second  and  third  grade  emphasized  both  critical  and 
creative  thinking  skills. 

Some  of  the  units  of  study  included:  "Mexico",  "Donuts",  "Using  the 
Library  to  Research",  "Creating  a  Newspaper",  "Whales",  "Unexplained 
Mysteries"  and  "Independent  Studies".  Special  projects  included  the 
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National  Greography  Challenge,  TEC  Spring  "Each  One,  Teach  One" 
Challenge,  New  England  Math  League  Contest  and  an  Independent 
Study  project  Fair. 

PRE-SCHOOL  DIAGNOSTIC  CENTER 

The  Pre-School  Diagnostic  Center,  a  766  program,  continued  to  provide 
screening,  evaluation,  consultation,  and  direct  services  to  children  ages 
3-6.  Referrals  to  the  program  come  from  pediatricians,  early 
intervention  programs,  parents,  day  care  centers,  nursery  schools,  and 
i  members  of  the  Norwood  Public  School  staff. 


j  Approximately  75  children  were  seen  for  Pre-school  screening 

appointments  and  approximately  50  children  attended  language  based 
I  classes  at  the  Cleveland  School  during  the  90-91  school  year. 

I  Another  component  on  the  pre-school  program  was  the  Early  Childhood 
Resource  Center.  This  program  funded  by  early  childhood  grants, 

I  Chapter  188,  offered  direct  support  to  parents.  Individual  consultation 
meetings  were  held  in  addition  to  group  workshops  on  topics  such  as 
growth  and  development,  food  allergies,  violence  and  positive  disciphne. 
A  newsletter  was  published  and  a  toy  and  book  lending  library  was 
estabhshed  at  the  Norwood  Public  Library. 


The  workshops,  lending  library  and  newsletter  were  available  to  the 
commimity  at  large.

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JOHN  P.  OLDHAM  SCHOOL  ANNUAL  REPORT 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  John  P.  Oldham  School. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  PERSONNEL 


This  year  363  students  were  enrolled  at  the  opening  of  school  in 
September  of  1990.  Although  our  enrollment  stabilized  this  year,  we 
anticipate  dramatic  increases  in  pupil  registration  for  the  foreseeable 
future.  Our  kindergarten  enrollment  for  September,  1991  is  now  at  76 
with  anticipated  growth  at  all  grade  levels. 

With  a  staff  of  15  1/2  teachers,  we  are  complemented  by  full-time 
Speech,  Reading,  and  Learning  Center  teachers.  In  addition,  we  house 
a  Primary  Greneric  Class  in  which  placement  is  through  Chapter  766. 
This  program  is  geared  to  assist  children  with  special  needs,  and  where 
possible,  mainstreaming  of  the  students  into  regular  classrooms  is 
provided. 


CURRICULUM 


As  a  matter  of  practice,  all  areas  of  the  curriculum  are  being  reviewed 
and  refined.  With  the  implementation  of  the  State-mandated 
competency  tests,  the  meaning  of  "basics"  has  taken  on  greater 
significance.  It  should  be  noted  that  we  have  always  stressed  the 
basics,  and  the  State’s  mandate  (Chapter  188)  has  only  reaffirmed  our 
conviction  that  the  core  subjects  of  Arithmetic,  English,  Reading,  and 
Writing  should  always  have  priority  in  an  elementary  learning 
environment. 

The  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Testing  Program  is  one  of  two  state 
programs  authorized  by  Chapter  188  of  the  Acts  of  1985  that  are 
intended  to  improve  curriculum  and  instruction  in  the  public  schools. 
The  first  of  these,  the  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program, 
focuses  on  program  improvement  in  several  curriculum  areas.  It  is  a 
survey  of  a  broad  range  of  student  attainments  including  basic  as  well 
as  higher  order  skills.  The  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Testing  Program, 
in  contrast,  is  designed  to  identify  individual  students  needing 
assistance  in  mastering  basic  skills  in  reading,  writing,  and 
mathematics.

BASIC  SKILLS  TESTING  -  Grade  3 


"Basic  Skills"  are  defined  as  the  skills  in  those  three  subjects  that  allow 
students  to  participate  successfully  in  their  regular  grade  class  work. 
The  tests,  administered  annually  to  students  in  grades  3,  6,  and  9, 
consist  of  multiple-choice  questions  in  reading  and  mathematics,  and 
one  writing  assignment  used  to  evaluate  student  writing  skills. 

Once  again  oxir  scores  show  that  we  have  exceeded  our  goals  by 
surpassing  both  district  and  state  averages.  Our  scores  show  that  in 
Reading,  98%  passed;  in  math  and  Writing,  100%  passed.  In  all  these 
tests,  98%  passed,  vs.  the  Town’s  94%  passing  all  three  tests.  (State 
85.3) 


OTHER  PROGRAMMING 


In  the  area  of  cultural  and  enrichment  programming,  we  have  had  a 
diversity  of  offerings.  An  example  would  be  our  Gifted  and  Talented 
(EUREKA)  program. 
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The  EUREKA  program  at  the  Oldham  School  involves  academic 
advancement,  enrichment,  and  gifted  education.  The  selected  third, 
fourth,  and  fifth  graders  meet  with  the  EUREKA  teacher,  Mrs.  Joan 
Zwible,  for  a  time  period  of  about  45  minutes  per  week.  They  work  on 
creative  and  critical  thinking  skills,  research  skills,  unit  of  study, 
special  projects  and  independent  studies.  As  a  special  project,  one  of 
Mrs.  Zwible’s  fifth  grade  Eureka  groups  created  the  FUN  PAGES  for  the 
October  6,  1991,  issue  of  the  Boston  Globe. 

James  Abom,  Ben  Ewing,  Sarah  Gazillo,  Jenelle  Radosta,  Suzanne 
King,  Peenesh  Shah,  and  Alison  Thompson  were  the  writers  under  Mrs. 
Zwible’s  directory  and  guidance.  The  articles  were  written  based  upon 
the  theme  of  sports  that  children  play.  They  included  softball, 
gymnastics;,  badminton,  soccer,  and  figure  skating.  Art  work 
accompanied  each  story.  Three  editorials  were  written  and  cartoons 
were  drawn.  They  were  entitled  "What’s  Wrong  with  Freckles?,  "Too 
Much  Money  for  Sports",  and  "Which  Would  You  Least  Like  to  Give 

Up?" 

Eighty-three  fourth  and  fifth  graders  participated  in  a  poll  on  favorite 
sports  to  watch  and  play.  The  results  were  displayed  in  a  double  bar 
graph.  The  group  interviewed  Jack  and  Mrs.  Ann  Crimmins  on  their 
involvement  in  baseball  through  actual  play  and  support  as  a  parent. 
Jack  is  currently  under  contract  with  the  Boston  Red  Sox,  and  attended 
Norwood  High  School  last  year.  An  advice  column  was  written,  and 
games  and  puzzles  were  created.  The  results  of  their  work  will  be 
displayed  next  fall  in  the  Sunday  edition  of  the  Boston  Globe  on  October 

6th.

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**MCET  "Electronic  Arts"**  -  Another  special  project  coordinated  by 
Miss  Ann  Malachowski  was  the  participation  of  Mr.  Ryan’s  6th  grade 
class  with  MCET  (Telecommunications),  This  involved  the  use  of 
telecommunications  with  the  5th  grade  class  participating  in  a  four-part 
series  of  MCETI,  entitled  "Undergroimd  Railway  Theatre",  shadow 
puppets.

6.  The  P.T.A.  has  also  sponsored  a  series  of  enrichment  programs 
for  the  children  during  the  school  year. 

PLANT/GROUNDS 


Because  of  our  growing  school  population  and  cooperation  between  the 
School  Department  and  the  P.T.A.,  a  portable  classroom  was  added  to 
the  Oldham  School  for  the  1989/1990  school  year. 

This  addition  gave  us  immediate  relief  by  allowing  us  to  move  the 
Kindergarten  from  the  Library  to  the  portable  and  thus  letting  us 
utilize  the  library  as  a  full-time  facility.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  -  C.J.  PRESCOTT  SCHOOL 

ENROLLMENT 


The  September  1990,  enrollment  of  231  represented  a  difference  of  seven 
students  from  the  September  1989  enrollment  of  238.  Although  the  end 
of  the  school  year  (June)  number  of  242  indicated  only  a  minor  increase 
in  numbers,  the  changes  during  the  year  have  been  significant  with 
numerous  students  moving  out  and  others  moving  in. 

PRESCOTT  pro  MEMO 

A  memo  written  by  Mrs.  Susan  McQuaid,  PTO  President,  provided  an 
excellent  summary  of  a  school-wide  project  and  read  as  follows:  To 
Prescott  Parents  —  From  Prescott  PTO: 

"We  would  like  to  take  a  minute  to  tell  you  about  the  Newspaper  your 
child  is  bringing  home  fi'om  school  today.  This  newspaper  is  the  end 
result  of  three  weeks  of  work  involving  many  different  people.  The 
Enrichment  Committee  of  the  PTO  in  cooperation  with  the  teachers 
decided  to  focus  on  newspapers  as  our  project  for  Literary  Arts  this 
year.  The  program  began  on  Feb.  25th  with  a  presentation  by  a  woman 
from  the  Patriot  Ledger  regarding  how  a  newspaper  is  put  together.  At 
the  end  of  this  presentation  each  student  was  presented  with  a  Press 
Badge  and  a  press  notepad.  Prior  to  February  25th  each  class  had  been 
asked  to  choose  a  particular  section  of  the  paper  to  focus  on  and  develop 
for  the  following  three  weeks.  On  the  second  day  each  student  arrived 
at  school  to  find  their  own  personal  copy  of  the  Patriot  Ledger  waiting 
on  their  desk  and  boxes  of  donuts  to  enjoy  as  they  read  the  paper. 

During  the  second  week  of  the  program  each  class  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  someone  who  was  an  expert  in  whatever  topic  they  were 
investigating.  These  guests  were  mostly  Norwood  people  who  were 
willing  to  share  their  time  and  talents. 

During  the  third  week  some  of  the  classes  had  more  visitors  —  students 
from  the  Norwood  High  English  classes  came  to  help  the  students  write 
’  their  stories  for  the  papers.  The  time  these  students  spent  together  was 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all  and  the  high  school  students  have  asked  if 
they  might  be  able  to  return  next  year  to  similar  work. 
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With  the  paper  entering  its  final  written  form  it  then  became  necessary 
to  assemble  it  as  a  newspaper.  The  Enrichment  Committee  was  ready 
to  do  this  when  Mr.  Wonson  suprised  us  with  the  information  that  Mr. 
Carver’s  computer  classes  at  the  high  school  would  love  to  work  on  a 
project  like  this  and  hence,  he  delivered  the  material  to  the  high  school 
and  the  project  you  see  today  is  the  result.  It  is  fantastic! 

We  hope  all  will  take  the  time  to  read  the  entire  paper  and  see  the 
progression  of  thought  and  abihty  as  the  students  move  from 
Kindergarten  through  Grade  5.  This  has  been  a  project  enjoyed  by 
everyone  and  the  students,  faculty,  and  all  others  involved  should  be 
thanked  for  their  efforts  and  commitment.  Today,  the  students  again 
started  their  day  receiving  a  donut  and  a  newspaper  —  but  this  time  the 
paper  was  their  OWN!!

Patriotism  was  highlighted  in  a  school  wide  assembly  on  Friday, 
February  16,  1991. 

The  war  in  the  mid-east  with  our  troops  overseas  and  living  room 
television  coverage  on  a  daily  basis  created  a  country  wide  surge  of 
patriotism  and  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School  was  no  exception.  Mrs. 

Florence  Jerome,  music  teacher,  worked  diligently  with  students  and 
teachers  to  present  an  assembly  worthy  of  recognition. 

The  program  began  with  the  presentation  of  the  flag,  complete  with 
color  guards  of  students  in  uniform  —  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  Campfire, 
etc.  "  and  the  entire  assembly  singing. 

Poems,  songs,  speakers  —  students  at  each  grade  level  -  groups 
speaking  in  unison  and  a  multi-media  (filmstrips)  display  completed  the 
thirty  individual  components  of  the  program. 
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EUREKA  PROGRAM 

Martha  Colamaria,  Eureka  (Gifted  and  Talented  Program)  teacher 
summarized  the  activities  for  the  year  as  follows: 

The  EUREKA  program  at  the  Prescott  School  included  both  a  pull-out 
component  for  academically  capable  students,  and  a  classroom 
component  which  involved  all  students.  Selected  second,  third,  fourth, 
and  fifth  graders  met  with  the  EUREKA  teacher,  Martha  Colamaria,  for 
a  period  of  45  minutes  per  week,  and  a  first  grade  group  met  for  30 
minutes  each  week. 

Developing  creative  and  critical  thinking  skills,  research  skills,  units  of 
study,  and  special  projects  comprised  the  curriculum.  Some  of  the  units 
of  study  included:  "Polar  Animals",  "Mexico",  "Donuts",  "Learning  How 
to  Use  the  Library  to  Research",  "Animals",  "Whales",  "Language  and 
Logic",  "Cartoons",  "A  Gifted  Sampler",  "Improvising  Fairy  Tales", 
"Magic",  "Creative  Writing  Thematic  Unit  on  Endangered  Species",  and 
"The  Bill  of  Rights". 

Special  projects  included  Adopt-a- Whale,  Knowledge  Master  Computer 
Competition,  National  Geographic  Geography  Bee,  TEC  Geography 
Challenge  (Fall)  -  "Military  Mailbat",  TEC  "Each  one.  Teach  one, 
Challenge  (Spring),  and  Kendall  Whahng  Museum  Field  Trip. 

Classroom  lessons  were  taught  to  all  students  at  the  first,  second,  and 
third  grades.  The  curriculum  emphasized  both  critical  and  creative 
thinking  skills  and  test  awareness. 

GRANDPARENTS  DAY 

Open  house  in  the  Fall  is  always  popular  with  parents  and  in  some 
cases  a  few  grandparents  would  attend.  This  year,  on  May  17,  1991,  a 
special  day  was  held  for  grandparents  only. 

Many  grandparents  attended  during  this  day,  visiting  classrooms  at  all 
grade  levels  and  the  PTO  provided  refreshments.  On  two  occasions  it 
was  necessary  to  allow  parents  —  even  though  the  rules  said  no  — 
because  the  grandparents  were  not  able  to  understand  English  and 
needed  someone  to  interpret.  Everyone  had  an  enjoyable  time  and 
several  stopped  at  the  office  to  express  their  warm  feelings  and  thanks.

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  for  1992  is  hereby 
submitted.  Included  in  this  report  is  a  summary  of  the  major  activities  that 
transpired  in  the  Office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  during  fiscal  1 992. 

TOWN  CLERK’S  REPORT 

The  following  represents  a  summary  of  some  of  the  significant  events  in  the 
Town  Clerk’s  facet  of  this  department  during  1992. 

Licenses  and  permits  issued: 

The  issuance  of  various  licenses  and  permits  through  this  office  resulted  in 
a  collection  of  $76,084  in  fees  to  be  used  to  offset  the  tax  levy  in  FY 1992. 

Elections: 

During  Fiscal  1992  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office  presided  over  four  (4)  elections. 
Complete  results  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Census  and  Voter  Registration: 

The  results  of  the  January  1 992  census  conducted  by  this  office  revealed  that 
there  were  28,628  residents  in  Norwood.  The  number  of  registered  voters  in 
Norwood  in  1992  totaled  17,578.  The  following  analysis  of  the  population

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts  were 
fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  provided  for 
the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each  compartment 
was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary  facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five 
different  parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  rail.  The  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks,  sealed  packages  marked  “Official 
Ballots,  March  10, 1992”  and  their  receipts  thereof. 


The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered 
voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this 
election.  They  were  supplied  with  official  ballots  taken  from  the  package 
received  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances  and  exits 
of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters 
whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot  boxes 
used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the  Wardens 
and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then  set  to  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7  o’clock 
in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the  close  of  the  polls 
in  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  four  thousand,  eight  hundred 
and  one  (4,801)  votes  were  cast  in  the  Democratic  Party;  one  thousand,  five 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  (1,588)  votes  were  cast  in  the  Republican  Party; 
and  eleven  (11)  votes  were  cast  in  the  Independent  Voters  Party.

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
governing  elections,  the  voting  precincts  designated  for  their  districts  were 
fitted  up  as  polling  places,  a  place  railed  off  and  compartments  provided  for 
the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots,  and  each  compartment 
was  supplied  with  cards  of  instruction  and  other  necessary  facilities. 

Cards  of  instruction  and  specimen  ballots  were  posted  in  five 
different  parts  of  each  polling  place  outside  the  railing.  The  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks  packages  marked  “Official  Ballots 
April  6, 1992”  and  their  receipts  thereof. 

The  Ballot  Clerks  were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  registered 
voters  of  the  Town,  as  prepared  by  the  Registrars  of  Voters  for  use  at  this 
election.  They  were  supplied  with  official  ballots  taken  from  the  packages 
received  for  the  Town  Clerk  and  were  stationed  by  the  entrances  and  exits 
of  the  polling  places  with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only  to  voters 
whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting  list.  The  ballot  boxes 
used  in  elections  were  opened  in  public  meeting,  examined  by  the  Wardens 
and  other  officials  and  found  to  be  empty.  The  registers  were  then  set  to  zero. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  7:00 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  were  declared  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  At  the  close  of 
the  polls  an  actual  canvass  of  the  ballots  showed  that  three  thousand  and 
eighty-nine  (3,089)  votes  were  cast. 

The  names  checked  on  the  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the 
entrances  of  each  polling  place  were  counted  and  found  to  agree,  and  the  total 
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number  of  names  so  checked  equalled  the  same  as  above,  three  thousand  and 
eighty-nine  (3,089).

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood,  Massachusetts  we  consider  its  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing 
procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and 
not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure.  We  have  not  considered  the  internal  control 
structure  since  the  date  of  this  letter. 

During  our  audit,  we  noted  certain  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  other  operational 
matters  that  we  would  like  to  present  for  your  consideration.  These  comments  and  recommendations, 
all  of  which  have  been  discussed  with  the  appropriate  members  of  management,  are  intended  to 
improve  the  internal  control  structure  or  result  in  other  operating  efficiencies  and  are  summarized  in 
Exhibit  1. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  management,  and 
others  within  the  Town.

Status  Change  Forms 

In  the  course  of  our  payroll  testwork,  we  noted  that  the  Payroll  Department  enters  new  hire  and 
wage/salary  adjustment  status  change  forms  into  the  payroll  system  without  prior  documented 
authorization  from  the  Town  Accountant's  office.  Without  the  Town  Accountant's  authorization, 
payroll  expenditures  for  new  employees  and  compensation  adjustments  could  be  charged  to  an 
incorrect  general  ledger  account.  This  situation  results  in  added  effort  and  delays  to  correct  such  errors 
and  does  not  comply  with  Massachusetts  General  Law  which  require  Town  Accountant  approval  of  all 
expenditures. 

We  recommend  that  all  status  change  forms  be  stamped  by  the  Town  Accountant's  Office  prior  to  the 
entry  of  these  forms  into  the  payroll  system.  The  payroll  department  should  return  all  forms  without 
such  approval  to  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant's  Office  and  not  enter  the  form  into  the  system  until 
the  stamp  is  present  This  documented  authorization  provides  an  additional  internal  control  feature  to 
ensure  the  propriety  of  the  changes  to  the  payroll  system. 

Formal  Job  Manual 

In  our  evaluation  of  the  Town's  control  environment  we  found  that  the  job  descriptions  manual  was 
last  updated  in  1977  and  is  outdated.  With  the  Town’s  use  of  computer  systems,  many  job 
requirements  have  changed,  and  thus  are  not  reflected  in  the  formal  job  manual. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  update  the  job  manual  to  reflect  changing  roles  of  Town  employees.

(1)  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Reporting  Entity 

The  financial  condition  and  results  of  operations  of  the  Town's  funds  are  presented  as  of  and  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1992,  except  for  the  Town's  Retirement  System  which  is  presented  as 
of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1991.  TTie  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  conform 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  pnnciples  (GAAP),  except  that  the  Town  does  nut 
maintain,  and  therefore  does  not  report,  a  general  fixed  assets  account  group  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Such  a  departure  from  GAAP  is  permissible 
under  the  Massachusetts  Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  System. 

The  Town's  general  purpose  financial  statements  include  the  operations  of  all  organizations  for 
which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  exercises  oversight  responsibility.  Oversight  responsibility  is 
demonstrated  by  financial  interdependency,  selection  of  governing  authority,  designation  of 
management,  ability  to  significantly  influence  operations,  and  accountability  for  fiscal  matters. 

Based  on  the  aforementioned  oversight  criteria,  the  operations  of  the  following  entity  have  been 
excluded  from  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements: 

•  Norwood  Housing  Authority  (Authority).  Four  Board  members  are  elected  at  annual 
Town  elections  and  the  fifth  Board  member  is  appointed  by  the  State.  The  Town  has  no 
oversight  responsibility  for  the  Authority's  operations  and  no  responsibility  for  the 
Authority's  deficits  or  debt. 

(b)  Basis  of  Presentation  -  Fund  Accounting 

The  operations  of  the  Town  are  recorded  in  the  following  fund  types  and  account  group: 
Governmental  Fund  Types 

Governmental  funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  Town's  expendable  financial  resources  and 
related  liabilities  (except  those  accounted  for  as  pension  trust  and  nonexpendable  trust  funds). 
The  measurement  focus  is  upon  determination  of  changes  in  financial  position.  The  following 
are  the  Town's  governmental  fund  types: 

General  Fund  -  The  general  fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the  Town.  It  is  used  to 
account  for  all  financial  resources  except  those  required  to  be  accounted  for  in  another  fund. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  revenue  funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  proceeds  of 
specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  expendable  trusts  or  major  capital  projects)  that  are 
legally  restricted  to  specified  purposes. 

Capital  Project  Funds  -  Capital  project  funds  are  used  to  account  for  financial  resources  to  be 
used  for  the  acquisition  or  consuuction  of  major  capital  facilities  (other  than  those  financed 
by  trust  funds).

Ficluciarv  Fund  Types 

Trust  and  Agency  Funds  -  Fiduciary  funds  are  used  to  account  for  assets  held  by  the  Town  in  a 
trustee  capacity  or  as  an  agent.  Trust  funds  include  expendable  tnjst  funds,  nonexpendable 
trust  funds,  and  pension  trust  funds.  Expendable  trust  funds  are  accounted  for  similar  to 
governmental  funds.  Nonexpendable  trust  funds  and  pension  trust  funds  are  accounted  for 
similar  to  their  private  sector  counterparts.  Agency  funds  are  custodial  in  nature  and  do  not 
involve  measurement  of  results  of  operations. 

Account  Group 

Account  groups  are  a  financial  reporting  device  designed  to  provide  accountability  for  certain 
assets  and  liabilities  that  are  not  recorded  in  the  funds  because  they  do  not  affect  net  expendable 
available  financial  resources.  The  following  is  the  Town's  account  group. 

General  Long-term  Obligations  Account  Group  -  This  account  group  is  used  to  account  for 
all  long-term  obligations  of  the  Town. 

(c)  Basis  of  Accounting 

TTie  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  followed  by  governmental  funds,  expendable  trust 
funds,  and  agency  funds.  Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are 
recorded  when  they  become  measurable  and  available  to  pay  liabilities  of  the  current  period. 
Revenues  not  considered  available  are  recorded  as  deferred  revenues.  Expenditures  are 
recorded  when  the  liability  is  incurred  except  for  (1)  interest  on  general  long-term  obligations, 
which  is  recorded  when  due,  and  (2)  the  noncurrent  portion  of  sick  leave  and  retirement  costs 
which  are  recorded  in  the  general  long-term  obligations  account  group. 

In  applying  the  susceptible  to  accrual  concept  to  intergovernmental  revenues,  there  are  essentially 
two  types  of  revenues.  In  one,  moneys  must  be  expended  on  the  specific  purpose  or  project 
before  any  amounts  will  be  paid  to  the  Town;  therefore,  revenues  are  recognized  based  upon 
the  expenditures  incurred.  In  the  other,  moneys  are  virtually  unrestricted  and  are  usually 
revocable  only  for  failure  to  comply  with  prescribed  compliance  requirements.  These 
resources  are  reflected  as  revenues  at  the  time  of  receipt  or  earlier  if  the  susceptible  to  accrual 
criteria  are  met 

Property  taxes  are  recognized  as  revenue  in  the  year  for  which  taxes  have  been  levied,  provided 
they  are  collected  within  60  days  after  year-end.  Motor  vehicle  excise,  electric,  water  and 
sewer,  licenses  and  permits,  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  miscellaneous  revenues  are  recorded  as 
revenues  when  received  in  cash  because  they  are  generally  not  measurable  until  actually 
received.  Investment  earnings  are  recorded  as  earned. 

The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  u.sed  by  nonexpendable  trust  funds  and  pension  trust  funds. 

(d)  Cash  Equivalents 

For  purposes  of  the  statement  of  cash  flows,  the  nonexpendable  trust  funds  consider  amounts  due 
from  other  funds  plus  investments  of  trust  principal  as  cash  equivalents.

(e)  Encumbrances  and  Continuing  Appropriations 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts,  and  other  commitments  for  the 
expenditure  of  funds  are  recorded  in  order  to  reserve  that  portion  of  the  applicable 
appropnation,  is  employed  in  governmental  funds.  Open  encumbrances  at  year-end  are 
reported  as  reservations  of  fund  balances.  Encumbrances  do  not  constitute  expenditures  or 
liabilities. 

Certain  unexpended  and  unencumbered  appropriations  for  incomplete  projects  are  carried  over  to 
succeeding  years.  Such  continuing  appropriations  are  accounted  for  similar  to  encumbrances. 

(f)  Self-Insurance 

The  Town  has  established  a  self-insured  medical  program  which  is  accounted  for  as  an 
expendable  trust  fund.  Both  employees  and  the  Town  contribute  to  the  fund  based  upon  a  70% 
(Town)  and  30%  (employee)  primary  care  premium  formula.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is 
to  pay  medical  claims  of  the  Town's  employees  and  their  covered  dependents.  The  Town 
carries  insurance  on  individual  medical  claims  in  excess  of  $40,000  per  occurrence.  The 
Town's  policy  is  to  accrue  claims  submitted  for  medical  services  rendered  prior  to  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year. 

(g)  Compensated  Absences 

Employee  vacation  leave  is  vested  annually  but  may  not  be  carried  forward  to  succeeding  years. 
Generally,  sick  leave  may  accumulate  to  a  maximum  of  210  days.  Upon  retirement  or 
termination,  employees  are  paid  25%  of  a  day's  pay  for  each  day  accrued  above  the  100  days 
required  to  be  accumulated  before  the  unused  sick  leave  benefit  takes  effect.  The  Town's 
policy  is  to  recognize  vacation  costs  at  the  time  payments  arc  made. 

The  Town  recorded  accumulated  unused  vested  sick  pay  as  a  liability  in  the  general  long-term 
obligations  account  group.  The  amount  recorded  is  the  maximum  amount  to  be  paid  at 
termination  at  the  current  rate  of  pay. 

(h)  Total  Columns 

Total  columns  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  captioned  “Memorandum  only”  to 
indicate  that  they  are  presented  only  to  facilitate  financial  analysis.  Data  in  these  columns  do 
not  present  financial  position,  results  of  operations  or  changes  in  financial  position  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Such  data  are  not  comparable  to  a 
consolidation  since  interfund  eliminations  have  not  been  made. 

(2)  Property  Taxes 

Real  and  personal  property  taxes  are  based  on  values  assessed  as  of  each  January  1  and  are 
normally  due  on  the  subsequent  November  1  and  May  1.  By  law,  all  taxable  property  in  the 
Commonwealth  must  be  assessed  at  100%  of  fair  cash  value.  Taxes  due  and  unpaid  lifter  the 
respective  due  dates  are  subject  to  interest  and  penalties.  The  Town  has  an  ultimate  right  to 
foreclose  on  property  for  which  taxes  have  not  been  paid.  Property  taxes  levied  are  recorded 
as  receivables  in  the  fiscal  year  of  the  levy.

A  statewide  tax  limitation  statute  known  as  “Proposition  2-1/2”  limits  the  property  tax  levy  to  an 
amount  equal  to  2-1/2%  of  the  value  of  all  taxable  property  in  the  Town.  A  secondary 
limitation  is  that  no  levy  in  a  fiscal  year  may  exceed  the  precedmg  year's  allowable  tax  levy  by 
more  than  2-  l/27c.  plus  taxes  levied  on  cenain  propeny  newly  added  to  the  tax  rolls.  Certain 
Proposition  2- 1/2  taxing  limitatjons  can  be  overridden  by  a  Town-wide  referendum  vote. 

(3)  Budgetary  Data 

The  budgets  for  all  departments  and  operations  of  the  Town  are  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the 
Finance  Committee.  Onginal  and  supplemental  appropnations  are  acted  upon  by  Town 
meeting  vote. 

The  Town  must  establish  its  property  tax  rate  each  year  so  that  the  resulang  property  tax  levy  will 
comply  with  the  limits  requited  by  Proposition  2- 1/2  and  also  constitute  that  amount  which  will 
equal  the  sum  of  (a)  the  aggregate  of  dl  annual  appropriations  for  expenditures  and  transfers, 
plus  (b)  provision  for  the  prior  fiscal  year's  deficits,  if  any,  less  (c)  the  aggregate  of  all  non¬ 
property  tax  revenue  and  transfers  projected  to  be  received  by  the  Town,  including  available 
surplus  funds. 

T3ie  Commonwealth  enacted  legislation  in  1991  which  allows  municipalities  to  under  budget  in 
fiscal  1992  and  1993  cenain  salanes  related  to  teachers'  summer  pay.  The  law  requires  that 
these  costs  be  raised  over  a  maximum  of  15  years  beginnmg  in  1997. 

T3ie  Town  elected  to  adopt  the  legislation  for  fiscal  1992,  which  resulted  in  the  under  budgeting  of 
teacher's  summer  pay  of  $891,292.  Presently,  the  Town  anticipates  to  budget  these  costs  in 
1997,  following  the  expected  retirement  in  1997  of  all  of  its  remaining  long-term  debt  and 
funding  of  its  pension  obligations. 

The  Town's  General  Fund  budget  is  prepared  on  a  basis  other  than  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  (GAAP).  The  “actual”  results  column  of  the  Statement  of  Revenues  and 
Expenditures  -  Budgetary  Basis  is  presented  on  a  “budget  basis”  to  provide  a  meaningful 
comparison  with  the  budget  The  major  differences  between  the  budget  and  GAAP  bases  are 
that: 

(a)  Real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  are  recorded  as  revenue  when  levied  (budget),  as 
opposed  to  when  susceptible  to  accrual  (G/\AP). 

(b)  Encumbrances  and  continuing  appropriations  are  recorded  as  the  equivalent  of  expenditures 
(budget),  as  opposed  to  a  reservation  of  fund  balance  (GAAP). 

In  addition,  there  are  certain  differences  in  classifications  between  revenues,  expenditures  and 
transfers.

(4)  Cash  and  Investments 

State  and  local  statutes  place  certain  limitations  on  the  nature  of  deposits  and  investments  available 
to  the  Town.  Deposits  (including  demand  deposits,  term  deposits  and  certificates  of  deposit)  in 
any  one  financial  institution  may  not  exceed  certain  prescribed  levels  without  collateralization 
by  the  financial  institutions  involved.  Investments  can  also  be  made  in  securities  issued  by  or 
unconditionally  guaranteed  by  the  U.S.  government  or  agencies  that  have  a  maturity  of  less 
than  one  year  from  the  date  of  purchase,  repurchase  agreements  guaranteed  by  the  U.S. 
government  or  agencies  that  have  a  maturity  of  less  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  purchase, 
repurchase  agreements  guaranteed  by  such  securities  with  maturity  dates  of  no  more  than  90 
days  from  the  date  of  purchase,  and  units  in  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Depository  Trust 
(MMDT). 


In  addition,  the  Town's  Pension  Trust  Fund  has  additional  investment  powers,  most  notably  the 
ability  to  invest  in  common  stocks,  corporate  bonds  and  other  specified  investments. 

Deposits 

The  following  summary  presents  the  amount  of  Town  deposits  which  are  fully  insured  or 
collateralized  with  securities  held  by  the  Town  or  its  agent  in  the  Town's  name  (Category  1), 
those  deposits  which  are  collateralized  with  securities  held  by  the  pledging  financial 
institution's  trust  department  or  agent  in  the  Town's  name  (Category  2),  and  those  deposits 
which  are  not  collateralized  (Category  3)  at  June  30.  1992.

covered  by  the  System  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1991,  was  approximate  y 
$11  086,000.  Public  school  teachers  are  covered  by  the  Commonwealth  of  M^sachu 
Teachers'  Retirement  System  (TRS)  to  which  the  Town  of 

Town's  payroll  covered  by  TRS  was  approximately  $9,071,000  in  calendar  1991.  Total 
payroll  for^the  Town  was  approximately  $21,266,000.  Because  the  Town  s  participaticm  m 
Oie^ System  is  so  significant  certain  disclo.sures  required  for  single  employer  plans  have  been 
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TTie  System  and  the  TRS  are  contnbutory  defmed-benefit  plans  covering  all  Town  employees  and 
teachers,  and  Norwood  Housing  Authority  employees  deemed  eligible.  Certain  Town 
employees  are  covered  by  the  Town's  noncontributory  pension  plan. 

Instituted  in  1937,  the  System  is  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Contributory  System  and  is 
governed  by  Chapter  32  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Membership  in  the  System  is 
mandatory  immediately  upon  the  commencement  of  employment  for  all  permanent,  full-time 
employees  other  than  school  teachers.  Current  membership  of  the  System  on  the  latest 
actuarial  valuation  date  of  December  1,  1991  consists  of  the  following;

Both  systems  provide  for  retirement  allowance  benefits  up  to  a  maximum  of  80%  of  a  member's 
highest  three-year  average  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation.  Benefit  payments  are  based 
upon  a  member's  age,  length  of  creditable  service,  level  of  compensation  and  group 
classification. 

Members  of  both  systems  become  vested  after  10  years  of  creditable  service.  A  retirement 
allowance  may  be  received  upon  reaching  age  65  or  upon  attaining  20  years  of  service.  The 
systems  also  provide  for  early  retirement  at  age  55  if  a  Participant  (1)  has  a  record  of  10  years 
of  creditable  service,  (2)  was  on  the  Town  payroll  on  January  1,  1978,  (3)  voluntarily  left 
Town  employment  on  or  after  that  date,  and  (4)  left  accumulated  annuity  deductions  in  the 
fund.  Active  members  contribute  either  5,  7  or  8%  of  their  gross  regular  compensation 
depending  on  the  date  upon  which  their  membership  began.  Members  hired  on  or  after 
January  1 ,  1979  are  required  to  contribute  an  additional  2%  of  their  gross  regular  compensation 
in  excess  of  $30,000. 

The  systems  also  provide  death  and  disability  benefits. 

(b)  Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  System  Assets 

The  accounting  records  of  the  System  are  maintained  on  a  calendar  year  basis  in  accordance  with 
the  standards  and  procedures  established  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Public  Employee 
Retirement  Administration. 

The  investments  of  the  System  are  valued  as  follows: 

Bonds  are  valued  at  amortized  cost  which  is  the  original  cost  of  the  investment  plus  or  minus 
any  bond  discount  or  bond  premium  calculated  ratably  to  maturity. 

Stocks  are  reflected  at  their  quoted  market  value. 

Gains  and  losses  from  all  exchanges  of  fixed  income  securities  are  amortized  over  the  average 
time  to  maturity  for  such  exchanges  or  10  years,  whichever  is  less.

disclosure  measure  of  the  present  value  of  pension  benefits,  adjusted  for  the  effects  of 
projected  salary  increases  and  step-rate  benefits,  estimated  to  be  payable  m  the  future  as  a  result 
of  employee  service  to  date.  The  measure  is  intended  to  help  users  assess  the  funding  status  of 
the  System  on  a  going-concern  basis,  assess  progress  made  in  accumulating  sufficient  assets  to 
pay  benefits  when  due,  and  make  comparisons  among  employers.  The  measure  is  the  actuarial 
present  value  of  credited  projected  benefits  and  is  independent  of  the  funding  method  used  to 
determine  contributions  to  the  System. 


TTe  pension  benefit  obligation  was  computed  as  part  of  an  actuanal  valuation  performed  as  ot 
December  1,  1991.  Significant  actuarial  assumptions  used  in  the  valuation  include  (a)  a  rate  of 
return  on  the  investment  of  present  and  future  assets  of  8.0%  a  year  compounded  annually,  (b) 
projected  salary  increases  of  5.5%  a  year  compounded  annually,  attributed  to  inflation  and  (c) 
no  post-retirement  benefit  increases.

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(d)  Contribution  Requirements  and  Contribution  Made 

Based  on  the  actuarial  report  prepared  as  of  December  I,  1991,  the  Town  contributes  to  the 
System  at  levels  sufficient  to  amortize  the  unfunded  actuarial  accrued  liability  (UAAL)  by  the 
year  2000.  Tlie  Town's  contribution  to  the  System  for  fiscal  1992  of  $3,990,746  was  made  in 
accordance  with  the  funding  policy  described  above  and  represented  approximately  98%  of 
system-wide  employer  contributions. 

(e)  Trend  Information 

Trend  information  gives  an  indication  of  the  progress  made  in  accumulating  sufficient  assets  to 
pay  benefits  when  due.  For  the  years  ended  December  1,  1991,  1990  and  1989,  available  net 
assets  were  sufficient  to  fund  88%,  81%  and  82%  of  the  pension  benefit  obligation, 
respectively.  Unfunded  pension  benefit  obligation  represented  46%,  73%  and  54%  of  the 
annual  payroll  for  employees  covered  by  the  System  for  1991,  1990  and  1989,  respectively. 

if)  Post-Retirement  Benefits 

All  retired  employees  eligible  for  pension  benefits  as  well  as  teachers  covered  under  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Teachers  Retirement  System  receive  certain  post-retirement 
benefits  including  major  health,  dental  and  life  insurance.  Benefits  received  and  costs  borne  by 
retirees  are  consistent  with  those  of  active  employees.  The  Town's  cost  of  these  post¬ 
retirement  benefits  for  fiscal  1992  was  approximately  $747,000,  which  was  accounted  for  on  a 
pay-as-you-go  basis.

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  approved  school  construction  assistance  to  the  Town. 
The  assistance  program  which  is  administered  by  the  School  Building  i^sistance  Bureau 
(SBAB)  provides  resources  for  future  debt  service  of  general  obligation  school  bonds 
outstanding.  These  resources  are  subject  to  annual  appropriation  by  the  state  legislature  and  the 
Town's  compliance  with  certain  reporting  requirements.  During  1992,  the  Town  received 
$631,254  of  such  assistance.  Assuming  satisfactory  audit  results  and  annual  appropriations  by 
the  state  legislature,  the  Town  will  receive  $614,480  in  fiscal  1993  and  $835,933  in  fiscal  1994 
and  thereafter. 

The  Town  is  subject  to  a  dual  level  general  debt  limit;  the  normal  debt  limit  and  the  double  debt 
limit.  Such  limits  are  equal  to  5%  and  10%,  respectively,  of  the  valuation  of  taxable  property 
in  the  Town  as  last  equalized  by  the  Commonwealth's  Department  of  Revenue.  Debt  may  be 
authorized  up  to  the  normal  debt  limit  without  state  approval.  Authorizations  under  the  double 
debt  limit,  however,  require  the  approval  of  the  Commonwealth  s  Emergency  Finance  Board. 
Additionally,  there  are  many  categories  of  general  obligation  debt  that  are  exempt  from  the  debt 
limit  but  are  subject  to  other  limitations. 

As  of  June  30,  1992,  the  Town  may  issue  approximately  $112,197,000  additional  general 
obligation  debt  under  the  normal  debt  limit.  TTie  Town  has  $1,420,000  of  debt  exempt  from 
the  debt  limit. 

The  Town  pays  assessments  which  include  debt  service  payments  to  other  local  governmental 
units  providing  services  within  the  Town's  boundaries  (commonly  referred  to  as  overlapping 
debt).  The  primary  overlapping  debt  relates  to  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority 
(MBTA),  Norfolk  County,  and  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority  (MWRA).  The 
following  summary  sets  forth  the  long-term  debt  of  each  entity  at  June  30,  1992,  the  estimated 
share  of  such  debt  being  serviced  by  the  Town,  and  the  total  of  its  share  of  estimated  indirect 
debt  (in  thousands).

(7)  Temporary  Borrowings 

Under  state  law  and  by  authorization  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Town  is  authorized  to  borrow 
on  a  temporary  basis  to  fund  the  following: 

•  Current  operating  costs  prior  to  the  collection  of  revenues  through  issuance  of  revenue  or  tax 
anticipation  notes  (RANS  or  TANS) 

•  Capital  project  costs  incurred  prior  to  obtaining  permanent  financing  through  issuance  of 
bond  anticipation  notes  (BANS) 

•  Federal  and  state  aided  capital  projects  and  other  program  expenditures  prior  to  receiving 
reimbursement  through  issuance  of  federal  and  state  aid  anticipation  notes  (FANS  and 
SANS) 

Temporary  loans  are  general  obligations  of  the  Town  and  carry  maturity  dates  which  are  limited 
by  statute.  During  1992,  the  Town  had  no  temporary  loans. 

(8)  Fund  Deficits 

None  of  the  Town's  individual  funds  have  deficit  equity  balances  as  of  June  30,  1992.

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(9)  Operating  Transfers 

Operating  transfers  constitute  the  transfer  of  resources  from  the  fund  that  receives  the  resources 
to  the  fund  that  utilizes  them.

Isolated  analysis  of  the  dollar  amounts  of  net  assets  available  for  benefits,  pension  benefit  obligation, 
and  unfunded  pension  benefit  obligation  can  be  misleading.  Expressing  the  net  assets  available  for 
benefits  as  a  percentage  of  the  pension  benefit  obligation  provides  an  indication  of  the  Town's  funding 
status  on  a  going-concern  basis.  Analysis  of  this  percentage  over  time  indicates  whether  the  system  is 
becoming  financially  stronger  or  weaker.  Generally,  the  greater  this  percentage,  the  stronger  the 
PERS.  Trends  in  unfunded  pension  benefit  obligation  and  annual  covered  payroll  are  both  affected  by 
inflation.  Expressing  the  unfunded  pension  benefit  obligation  as  a  percentage  of  annual  covered 
payroll  approximately  adjusts  for  the  effects  of  inflation  and  aids  an^ysis  of  the  progress  made  in 
accumulating  sufficient  assets  to  pay  benefits  when  due.  Generally,  the  smaller  this  percentage,  the 
stronger  the  PERS.

The  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  year  1992  were  held 
primarily  in  the  Harry  B.  Butters  Chambers,  Room  34,  Norwood  Memorial 
Municipal  Building,  on  Tuesday  evenings,  or  on  Wednesday  evenings 
following  a  Monday  holiday,  with  some  meetings  being  conducted  in  other 
locations  from  time  to  time  as  required.  The  Annual  Municipal  Election  took 
place  on  Monday,  the  6th  of  April,  1992. 

During  forty -three  regular  meetings  and  a  number  of  special  or  emergency 
meetings  in  calendar  year  1992,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  conducted  public 
hearings  as  mandated  by  statute  or  policy,  as  well  as  innumerable  public 
meetings  and  conferences  on  specific  problems  and  subjects  of  interest  and 
concern  to  the  community,  and  acted  on  all  requests  and  subjects  presented 
on  each  meeting’s  agenda  for  consideration. 

Meetings  were  conducted  on  a  monthly  basis  with  certain  key  department 
heads  to  review  reports  and  activities  in  their  respective  departments  and 
to  discuss  problems,  policy,  and  recommendations. 
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Selectmen  William  F.  Butters  continued  to  serve  as  the  Town  of  Norwood’s 
representative  on  the  Norfolk  County  Advisory  Board. 

Bernice  Staller  and  Bernard  S.  Cooper  were  reappointed  to  serve  as  Norwood’s 
Designee  and  Alternate,  respectively,  to  the  MBTA’s  Advisory  Board. 

Superintendent  of  Public  Works  Joseph  Welch,  and  Alternate  Gary  Schorer, 
were  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  serve  as  Designees  to  the 
Neponset  River  Watershed  Association. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  are  televised  live  by  Cablevision  as  a  part 
of  their  contract  with  the  Town.  Matters  concerning  addition  or  deletion  of 
channels,  and  any  request  for  increase  in  rates,  are  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  after  discussion  with  the  Cable  Commission  and  officials  of  the 
cable  company.  The  Cable  Commission  meets  on  a  regular  basis  with  Jay 
Somers,  Director  of  Government  and  Regulatory  Affairs,  to  air  subscriber 
complaints  or  problems  with  telecasting. 

Budget  meetings  were  held  on  February  3, 1992,  and  the  approach  to  various 
items  was  very  cautious.  The  state  of  the  economy  was  foremost  in 
everyone’s  mind,  and  concern  for  town  finances  cast  a  long  shadow.  With  the 
cooperation  of  all  departments,  a  budget  was  approved,  forwarded  to  the 
Finance  Commission,  and  ultimately  presented  to  Town  Meeting.  One  of  the 
large  increases  was  in  Workers  Compensation  Benefits,  $142,000  over  last 
year.  Assistant  General  Manager  Bernard  Cooper  informed  the  Board  that 
although  there  were  several  very  big  claims  last  year,  this  was  not  a  trend. 
The  increase  was  due  to  a  new  law  and  so  many  variables  to  deal  with.  Last 
year  we  just  did  not  make  it  within  the  assigned  budgeted  figure. 

Annual  Town  Meeting  finished  in  a  record  two  nights,  considering  24 
warrant  items.  One  of  the  items  defeated  was  Article  14,  which  would  have 
authorized  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  Materi¬ 
als  Recovery,  Inc.,  (MASS  CRINK)  for  the  receipt,  processing  and  marketing 
of  recyclable  materials.  Town  Meeting  members  felt  a  commitment  of 
twenty  years  would  not  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Chairman  of  the  Recycling  Committee  Jerry  Hopcroft  informed  the  Board  he 
wold  be  back.  He  feels  strongly  this  is  something  the  Town  must  become 
involved  with.  Recycling  efforts  as  of  July  have  already  saved  almost 
$40,000,  and  with  increased  participation  in  recycling,  additional  savings 
are  anticipated. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Town  of  Norwood  is  still  under  a  mandate  to  close  the 
landfill  on  Winter  Street.  Although  legislators  had  been  contacted  in  an 
attempt  to  obtain  funding  to  assist  in  this  “closure  process”,  no  funds  are 
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available  at  this  time.  Ultimately  the  costs  may  have  to  be  borne  entirely  by 
the  residents. 

Senator  William  Keating  and  Representative  Greg  Sullivan  had  promised  to 
continue  to  explore  all  avenue  for  funding,  and  to  work  with  the  community 
representatives  to  find  some  way  of  offsetting  prohibitive  expenses. 

The  Town  was  informed  by  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  that  because  they  had 
fallen  under  the  20%  enrollment,  Master  Health  Plus  would  no  longer  be 
offered  as  an  indemnity  plan  to  employees.  An  extension  was  requested  and 
received  through  July  1,  1992.  However,  municipalities  found  it  next  to 
impossible  to  find  a  carrier  who  would  offer  a  comparable  plan,  and  the  Town 
of  Norwood  expanded  HMO  benefits  in  an  attempt  to  compensate.  The  major 
concern  at  all  times  was  adequate  coverage  for  employees  and  retirees,  and 
a  conflict  with  the  Union  Contract. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  had  agreed  to  act  as  the  conduit  agency  on  a  grant 
application  to  UMTA  (Urban  Mass.  Transit  Authority)  at  the  request  of 
Yellow  Cab,  and  the  previous  August  had  authorized  Purchasing  Agent  Paul 
Henneberry  to  process  the  grant;  however,  the  language  basically  said  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  would  agree  to  become  the  public  which  is 
the  conduit  agency  in  this  application  —  meaning  Norwood  could  be  finan¬ 
cially  accountable  for  any  adverse  financial  impact  on  any  employee  within 
the  five  towns  associated  with/or  resulting  from  the  grant  program.  Mr. 
Henneberry  felt  Yellow  Cab  should  assume  this  responsibility,  and  was 
assigned  the  task  of  sitting  down  with  Town  Counsel  and  officials  of  Yellow 
Cab  to  discuss  this  matter.  It  was  resolved  that  no  financial  accountability 
would  fall  upon  the  Town,  and  the  grant  application  was  duly  signed  and 
submitted. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  granted  a  permit 
to  hold  a  carnival  at  the  request  of  St.  Catherine  of  Siena’s  Church — carnival 
to  be  held  on  their  property.  This  was  the  first  permit  approved  since  a  child 
was  struck  by  a  car  attempting  to  cross  Route  1,  when  a  carnival  was  being 
held  in  that  area.  The  Board  also  voted  at  that  time  to  adopt  a  set  of 
procedures  and  regulations  to  be  followed  when  application  is  made,  includ¬ 
ing  the  posting  of  a  bond  and  stringent  security  measures. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to  dedicate  a  room  at  the  Civic  Center  as  a  5 
tribute  to  Coach  Frank,  who  gave  so  many  years  of  his  life  to  the  youth  of  the  >, 
community.  It  is  to  be  a  room  where  memorabilia  belonging  to  rank  would  \ 
be  displayed,  and  known  as  the  Frank  Wall  Room.  Selectman  Gary  Lee  ^ 
worked  diligently  with  Recreation  Director  Robert  Ivatts,  and  the  dedication 
took  place  on  Tuesday,  April  14, 1992.  | 
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Chief  of  Police  George  J.  DiBlasi  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  met 
with  the  administration  of  Norwood  Hospital,  to  discuss  concerns  regarding 
security  and  safety  issues.  Chief  DiBlasi  addressed  his  questions  and 
legitimate  concerns,  and  from  their  answers,  felt  Hospital  officials  were 
proceeding  in  the  proper  direction.  The  Selectmen  stressed  their  need  for 
update  and  answers  because  of  the  Town’s  liability.  They  urged  that  lines 
of  communication  be  kept  open. 

The  Norwood  Conservation  Commission  recommended  that  a  private  for¬ 
ester  be  hired  to  look  after  the  trees  and  shrubs  in  Shattuck  Park;  however, 
the  Selectmen  felt  the  area  was  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park  Commis¬ 
sion,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  could  adequately  handle  any  work 
that  needed  to  be  done.  They  could  not  see  the  need  to  hire  additional 
personnel. 

Concerns  were  also  expressed  about  the  so-called  dangerous  curve  in 
Shattuck  Parkway,  and  the  danger  to  and  from  traffic  attempting  to 
negotiate.  A  traffic  survey  showed  very  few  accidents  in  that  particular 
location.  Any  thought  of  straightening  out  the  road  was  dismissed  when  the 
Board’s  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  this  was  also  park  land.  The 
solution  was  to  petition  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  to 
“speed-zone”  Shattuck  Park  Road. 

Todesco  Equipment  Company,  Inc.,  was  low  bidder  for  the  construction  of 
the  Walpole/Wilson  Street  Project.  Work  began  in  May  and  was  completed 
the  second  week  of  October  —  on  schedule.  The  benefits  of  this  project  far 
exceeded  the  temporary  inconveniences.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Walpole/ 
Wilson  Street  Project  Force  Account  Agreement,  the  State  will  reimburse 
the  Municipal  Light  Department  for  their  portion  of  the  work  in  relocating 
poles  and  wires.  Traversing  that  particular  section  of  1 A  is  now  an  pleasure, 
and  pedestrians  are  permitted  to  cross  under  controlled  traffic  conditions. 
There  is  no  wait  to  either  enter  or  leave  Shaw’s  Plaza. 

When  the  owners  of  the  properties  abutting  Lenox  and  Nahatan  Street 
declined  to  participate  in  funding  a  project  to  install  traffic  signals  at  Lenox 
and  Nahatan  Street,  the  Town  of  Norwood  approached  the  Massachusetts 
DPW,  and  was  given  project  approval.  Traffic  problems  at  that  intersection 
had  become  increasingly  hazardous.  On  July  21st,  the  Board  signed  an 
Amended  Traffic  Control  Agreement/Federal  Aid  Project  for  a  proposed 
Safety  Improvement  Project  at  that  location.  This  amendment  was  neces¬ 
sitated  due  to  the  addition  of  control  signals,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  assure 
the  ways  within  and  adjacent  to  the  project  will  be  operated  and  maintained 
by  the  Municipality.  Pertinent  traffic  regulations  were  enacted  to  bring  the 
existing  regulations  into  compliance  with  the  amended  agreement. 
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On  February  11,  1992,  Tom  Rodger,  Regional  Director  of  Massachusetts 
Energy,  presented  the  Town  of  Norwood  with  a  reimbursement  check  in  the 
amount  of  $84,406  as  a  portion  of  the  recovery  money  from  Hurricane  Bob. 
Mr.  Rodger  publicly  thanked  the  department  heads,  Bernard  Cooper,  John 
Carroll,  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Fire  Department,  and  the 
Police  Deprtment  for  their  hard  work  in  dealing  wdth  disasters  such  as 
Hurricane  Bob. 

On  Friday,  May  29, 1992,  the  Recreation  Center  sponsored  their  fifth  annual 
all-night  party  for  the  Senior  Class  of  Norwood  High  School. 

Due  to  the  State  Constitutional  Amendment  resulting  from  the  November 
6,  1990,  State  Election  approval  of  Question  1,  which  abolished  the  state 
census,  Norwood,  along  with  all  cities  and  towns,  was  required  to  redraw 
their  precinct  boundary  lines.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  approved  the 
redistricting  plan  presented  by  the  Redistricting  Committee,  on  February 
4th.  This  entire  redistricting  process  was  mandated  by  law,  and  required 
that  all  the  districts  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  as  drawn,  be  fair  and  equitable 
so  that  the  population  in  those  districts  and  the  numbers  would  be  within 
plus  or  minus  5%  of  the  population.  Very  few  changes  were  necessitated  — 
only  two  districts  had  significant  changes.  Some  reverted  back  to  where  they 
had  voted  in  1988.  It  was  ascertained  that  the  population  was  distributed 
fairly  within  the  nine  districts  of  the  Town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  after  lengthy  discussions,  held  a  public  hearing  and 
approved  a  request  made  by  Dr.  Ralph  Toran  and  the  School  Committee,  to 
place  two  microwave  antennae  on  top  of  the  water  towers  behind  the  High 
School.  Specifics  were  presented,  assuring  the  Board  there  was  no  danger 
to  the  health  of  individuals  in  the  area,  and  that  the  tower  was  secure  enough 
to  withstand  winds  up  to  160  mph.  In  essence  this  would  connect  Boston 
College  and  Norwood  High  School  via  point  to  point  microwave  —  a  two-way 
system,  and  Blue  Hills  to  Norwood  —  a  one-way  system,  enabling  transmis¬ 
sion  from  the  High  School  to  Blue  Hills  Regional.  This  would  create  a  two- 
way  audio  and  one-way  video.  The  request  was  tied  into  the  Early  Childhood 
Educational  Program,  federally-funded  by  a  grant  from  the  government. 
There  was  need  for  a  line  to  site  access  to  these  institutions.  It  was  easier 
to  get  access  from  the  tower  than  from  any  other  location,  and  in  no  way  affect 
the  television  or  radio  reception  in  the  area. 

A  clean-up  committee  was  organized  by  residents  of  South  Norwood,  to 
restore  the  area  behind  Hawes  Pool  to  its  natural  beauty,  and  the  results 
were  amazing.  This  is  indicative  of  the  positive  results  of  volunteers  working 
to  revitalize  a  recreational  site.  Michael  Saad  organized  and  directed  the 
clean-up  efforts.  On  April  25th,  a  first  time  ever  fishing  derby  was  held. 
Children  are  now  fishing,  and  ducks  are  returning  to  the  brook.  The 
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committee  attempted  to  adhere  to  the  character  and  nature  of  the  area,  with 
cleared  river  bank  and  two  ponds  that  could  be  used  for  winter  skating.  For 
the  younger  children,  a  tot-lot  was  built.  This  was  a  tremendous  undertak¬ 
ing,  and  an  example  to  the  town. 

A  nine-town  regional  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  unified 
approach  to  more  effective  mosquito  control  was  held  May  11th  at  the  Dover 
Town  Hall.  The  need  for  aerial  spraying,  and  its  pros  and  cons  were 
discussed.  A  very  dry  summer  seemed  to  eliminate  the  need. 

A  check  in  the  amount  of  $204,263.27  was  sent  to  the  Board  as  a  result  of  the 
court  case  involving  Adams-Russell  Co.,  Inc.,  and  the  Town  of  Norwood. 
Under  the  germs  of  the  decree,  the  funds  are  to  expended  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Board  and  may  be  used  for  cable-related  educational  programs  or  other 
charitable  purposes  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Board.  Grants  were 
awarded  to  Pete  Wall  Drug  and  Alcohol  Counseling,  SNCARC,  Norfolk 
Mental  Health,  Pulse,  and  the  Norwood  Historical  Commission. 

General  Manager  John  Carroll  pointed  out  the  need  to  have  a  structural 
engineer  look  at  the  Town  Hall  Building.  No  one  on  staff  is  equipped  to  do 
this  type  of  specialized  study.  There  is  a  very  serious  problem  of  water 
getting  into  the  walls  of  the  building,  and  a  very  serious  problem  of  water 
seeping  into  the  tower.  Spraying  did  not  work.  The  water  is  coming  into  the 
north  side  and  destroying  the  inside  of  the  tower.  Mr.  Carroll  stated  that  we 
need  to  obtain  specifications  and  then  put  the  job  out  to  bid.  The  tower  and 
steeple  are  severely  corroding,  and  this  calls  for  the  opinion  of  a  gothic’s 
expert.  The  Manager  stressed  the  beauty  of  the  building  and  the  need  to 
maintain. 

Noting  that  June  is  the  month  to  honor  the  American  Flag,  and  noting  this 
year  is  the  100th  Anniversary  of  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance,  William  Phipps, 
as  a  representative  of  the  Norwood  Lodge  of  Elks  requested  permission  to 
conduct  a  parade  commencing  in  the  area  of  Maple  Grove,  and  proceeding 
along  Washington  Street  to  Walnut  Avenue  to  the  Elks  Parking  Lot.  Part 
of  the  parade  was  the  transportation  of  the  one  and  only  Mount  Rushmore 
Flag  which  is  used  on  very  special  occasions,  and  has  been  flown  at  the 
inauguration  of  the  President  of  the  United  States.  The  permanent  home  of 
the  flag  is  the  U.S.S.  Constitution,  in  Charlestown. 

The  Selectmen  voted  to  direct  the  Future  Electrical  Power  Supply  Needs 
Committee  to  proceed  into  Phase  3  of  their  study.  This  would  not  commit  the 
Town  to  any  course  of  action,  but  would  prepare  it  for  the  eventuality  of 
constructing  a  new  substation.  This  phase  consists  of  further  preparation 
and  refinement  to  the  site  selection  and  permitting  process,  and  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  a  close  watch  on  demand  growth  so  as  to  quickly  alert  the  Board,

and  to  make  recommendations  for  mitigation  in  the  event  of  unpredicted 
demand  growth.

He  was  available  on  many  occasions  when 
residents  needed  assistance  with  pets  or  animals,  even  when  it  did  not  fall 
under  his  job  description.  Frank  truly  cared  about  the  animals  under  his 
charge,  and  the  Town  of  Norwood  was  very  fortunate  to  have  him.  He’ll  be 
missed  both  by  his  friends  at  Town  Hall  and  the  residents  whom  he  served. 
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The  Fourth  of  July  Parade  this  year  was  bigger  and  better  than  ever.  Once 
again  Paul  Wasil,  and  the  4th  of  July  Parade  Committee  did  an  outstanding 
job  of  organization.  Selectman  Tom  Riolo  and  his  wife  Janice  served  as 
commentators,  and  the  parade  was  cable  cast  live.  Due  to  the  length  of  the 
line  of  march,  it  was  suggested  that  next  year  the  parade  begin  at  5:00  P.M. 
A  negative  note  was  the  amount  of  silly-string  sprayed  on  the  uniforms  and 
instruments  ofthe  band  members.  Norwood  is  becoming  known  as  the  Town 
whose  parade  would  be  worth  attending.  Residents  and  former  residents 
turn  out  to  cheer  on  the  various  groups  and  to  make  it  a  festive  occasion. 

Chairman  Joseph  Curran  and  Selectman  John  Kinnaly  attended  the  instal¬ 
lation  of  William  as  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Treasurers’  Association. 
This  is  the  first  time  ever  that  an  individual  from  Norwood  has  been  elected 
to  this  position. 

Application  was  made  to  the  Town  to  transfer  the  cable  TV  license  by  A-R 
Cable  Services,  Inc.  Public  hearings  were  held  by  the  Board  and  there  were 
numerous  meetings  between  the  Norwood  Cable  Communications  Commis¬ 
sion,  Cablevision,  and  the  Selectmen.  Cablevision  was  required  to  provide 
written  documentation  of  compliance  with  the  License  with  a  sixty-day 
timetable.  A  vote  is  scheduled  in  January,  and  the  transfer  will  then  be  acted 
upon. 

The  Selectmen  increased  the  number  of  the  Norwood  Cable  Communica¬ 
tions  Commission  to  seven  members,  thereby  insuring  that  the  needs  of  the 
residents  of  the  Town  would  be  better  served. 

At  the  request  of  Norwood  Little  League,  Doherty  Field  was  approved  as  a 
site  for  organized  Little  League  games  for  boys  and  girls  6,  7,  8,  and  9  years 
old.  No  tournament  games  or  summer  ball  games  will  be  played.  There  will 
be  no  fence  around  the  field,  no  lights,  no  expansion,  no  concession  stand,  no 
bleachers,  no  bathrooms,  and  no  dugouts  hidden. 

The  Annual  Holiday  Stroll  and  Tree  Lighting  Ceremony  was  held  on  Sunday, 
November  29th.  Complimentary  refreshments  were  served  at  participating 
stores,  and  shoppers  were  entertained  with  the  playing  of  the  Carillon.  The 
highlight  as  always  was  Santa’s  Procession. 

Special  recognition  by  the  Selectmen  was  given  to  Police  Officers  Thomas 
Annino  and  Daniel  Kehoe  for  their  efforts  in  connection  with  a  house  fire. 

A  letter  of  commendation  was  sent  to  Police  Office  David  Eysie  for  his 
professionalism  and  dedication  to  duty  in  the  investigation  and  prosecution 
of  persons  on  charges  relating  to  auto  theft  and  intent  to  defraud  an 
insurance  company. 
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A  letter  of  condolence,  on  behalf  of  the  entire  community,  was  sent  to  the 
family  of  Kevin  McNulty.  Kevin  united  a  community,  and  his  illness  brought 
our  attention  to  the  trauma  faced  by  the  families  of  children  with  terminal 
illnesses.  Because  of  Kevin,  we  have  become  more  compassionate  and  more 
award  of  our  responsibilities  as  friends  and  neighbors. 

The  Selectmen  commended  Dispatcher  Maria  Boyden,  Police  Department, 
for  her  actions  in  response  to  a  call  from  a  local  resident. 

The  Selectmen  congratulated  John  J.  Doherty  on  his  recent  induction  into 
the  Massachusetts  High  School  Football  Association’s  Hall  of  Fame.  The 
award  stands  as  testimony  to  his  outstanding  achievements  on  the  gridiron. 

Congratulations  were  extended  to  the  Norwood  Portuguese  School  Commit¬ 
tee  on  their  tenth  anniversary. 

Special  recognition  by  the  Selectmen  was  given  to  Sgt.  James  Keady,  Officer 
Daniel  Kehoe,  Officer  Paul  Leear  and  Detective  Peter  Curran,  Norwood 
Police  Department,  for  their  assistance  which  led  to  a  significant  arrest  of 
people  wanted  in  many  jurisdictions  throughout  the  state.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  COUNSEL 


1992  REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  COUNSEL 

I  am  very  pleased  to  report  to  the  residents  of  the  Towm  of  Norwood 
concerning  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  Town  Counsel  during  calendar  year 
1992. 

During  1992,  the  Town  had  a  fairly  typical  case  load  of  litigation  matters 
which  included  court  review  of  land  use  decisions,  tort  litigation,  administra¬ 
tive  and  court  proceedings  relative  to  regulatory  matters,  including  particu¬ 
larly  liquor  licensure  issues  and  code  enforcement  matters.  Because  of  the 
long-standing  backlog  of  litigation  in  the  courts  and  because  of  the  so-called 
“Time  Standards”  procedures  which  have  been  adopted  by  the  Superior 
Court,  the  pace  of  litigation  is  largely  beyond  the  specific  control  of  either  the 
Plaintiff  or  the  Defendant,  although  the  intensity  of  such  litigation  can  vary 
considerably  from  case  to  case. 

During  1992,  several  quite  old  pieces  of  litigation  were  able  to  be  disposed  of 
as  a  result  of  their  finally  making  their  way  to  the  head  of  the  trial  list.  These 
cases  primarily  involved  land  use  issues  and  were  able  to  be  resolved  by 
agreement  of  the  contending  parties. 

Other  matters  which  fall  within  the  purview  of  Town  Counsel  include 
collective  bargaining  and  employee  relationships  issues.  During  1 992,  there 
were  a  number  of  labor  arbitration  cases  which  involved  issues  of  contract 
interpretation.  These  arbitration  cases  were  all  decided  in  favor  of  the  Town 
and  the  position  taken  by  the  various  department  heads  involved  in  each 
such  case. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  and  its  Board  of  Selectmen  and  General  Manager  have 
also  taken  a  strong  leadership  position  on  an  issue  which  is  of  great 
importance  not  only  to  Norwood  but  to  approximately  150  other  cities  and 
towns  in  the  Commonwealth.  This  matter  involves  the  so-called  Quinn  Bill, 
which  provides  educational  incentives  for  police  officers  of  towns  which 
participate  in  that  program.  Under  the  law,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  is  supposed  to  reimburse  any  participating  town  for  50%  of  the  costs 
of  such  incentives  paid  to  its  police  officers.  In  recent  years  the 
Commonwealth’s  reimbursement  has  become  an  ever-smaller  fraction  of  the 
required  50%.  The  Massachusetts  Superior  Court  in  acting  on  a  lawsuit 
brought  by  the  Town  of  Norwood  ruled  that  the  Commonwealth  was  legally 
obligated  to  make  the  50%  payment.  Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  that 
ruling  by  the  Superior  Court,  the  Commonwealth  has  appealed  the  case  to 
the  Massachusetts  Appeals  Court,  and  at  this  writing,  the  case  is  in  the 
process  of  being  briefed  and  will  ultimately  be  scheduled  for  argumentbefore 
the  Court.  Approximately  35  cities  and  towns  followed  Norwood  s  lead  and 
joined  the  litigation  to  protect  their  rights  as  well.  The  ultimate  outcome  of 
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the  appeal,  of  course,  remains  to  be  seen,  but  once  again,  Norwood  has  been  ; 

in  the  forefront  on  this  issue. 

Please  let  me  take  this  opportunity  once  again  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
elected  officers,  department  heads  and  employees  of  the  Town,  the  Town  i 
Meeting  and  its  members,  and  the  residents  of  the  Town.  I  sincerely 
appreciate  both  the  outstanding  assistance  and  cooperation  which  has  been 
rendered  to  me  in  discharging  my  responsibilities,  and  I  am  also  deeply  I 
appreciative  of  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  the  Town  Counsel  for  the  Town 
of  Norwood.  (

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1992  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  DISABILITY 

The  Town  of  Norwood  Commission  on  Disability  (NCOD),  commissioned  in 
1984,  consists  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the  Norwood  Board  of 
Selectmen,  to  identify  and  address  areas  of  concerns  of  our  disabled  citizens. 
One  member  must  be  an  elected  Town  Official  and  the  majority  of  members 
must  have  a  disability.  Members  serve  staggered  three-year  terms.  Also, 
and  since  1989,  the  Commission  has  an  Associate  Membership  to  provide 
additional  commission  support  and  input  on  pertinent  matters  relating  to 
disability  issues. 

The  Commission  acts  as  an  advisory  body  to  the  Town’s  Selectmen  and  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  on  Disability  to  ensure  compliance  with  all 
applicable  Federal,  State,  and  Local  rules  and  regulations. 

The  Commission  provides  information,  referral  and  technical  assistance  in 
matters  of  disability  issues  as  well  as  reviewing  and  making  recommenda¬ 
tions  on  policies  and  activities  of  municipal  departments  as  they  relate  to 
persons  with  disabilities. 

The  Commission  sponsors  training  sessions  with  the  Massachusetts  Com¬ 
mission  on  Disabilities  (MCOD)  and  the  Commonwealth’s  Architectural 
Access  Board  (AAB)  to  develop  and  train  Community  Access  Monitors 
(CAM’s)  in  familiarization  and  knowledge  of  State  and  Federal  Building 
Codes,  rules  and  regulations  so  that  they  may  be  able  to  evaluate  the  report 
on  a  facility’s  compliance  for  disability  access  and  use. 

The  Commission  provides  membership  on  the  Town’s  Development  Plan 
Review  Committee  and  reviews  issued  building  permits  to  ensure  compli¬ 
ance  with  applicable  disability  requirements. 

The  Commission  has  supplied  TDD  machines  to  the  Norwood  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  and  P.U.L.S.E.,  a  local  drug  abuse  hot  line. 

The  Commission  has  co-sponsored  health  care  symposiums  and  provides  on¬ 
going  technical  assistance  and  support  to  sister  commissions. 

The  Commission  provides  a  liaison  with  the  Norwood  business  community 
to  assist  in  their  understanding  and  implementation  of  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  (ADA). 

Meetings  are  held  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  at  the  Town  Hall,  usually 
at  7:30  P.M.,  and  are  open  to  the  public.

The  Clinic  Dentist  examines  all  children  in  grades  one  through  six  in  the 
Norwood  Public  Schools  and  St.  Catherine’s  Parochial  School.  With  parental 
approval  the  children  needing  dental  care  are  treated  at  the  Dental  Clinic. 
In  the  school  year  1991-1992  a  total  of  1309  children  were  screened.  The 
treatments  included  cleaning,  plaque  control,  dental  hygiene  instruction, 
fillings  and  emergency  treatments  for  special  needs.  A  total  of  423  children 
were  seen.  The  Dental  Clinic  also  offers  a  sealant  program  for  children  in 
grades  two,  three  and  six.  Sealants  are  a  plastic  resin  that  prevents  tooth 
decay  when  applied  to  the  chewing  surface  of  molars.  There  were  404 
cleanings  done  and  124  children  in  grades  two,  three  and  six  had  sealants 
placed  on  their  erupted  permanent  molars.  In  January  1993  the  clinic 
dentist  will  be  doing  necessary  operative  work.

A  cardiovascular  risk  screening  program  including  cholesterol  testing  was 
offered  to  the  seniors  at  Norwood  High  School  to  help  identify  modifiable 
personal  risk  factors  for  heart  disease. 

A  medical  equipment  loan  program  continues  to  be  available  to  any 
town  resident  upon  request.  Donations  of  usable  medical  equipment  are 
always  welcome. 

“Kids  Are  special”-  a  children’s  fair-  was  held  in  June  and  over  200 
residents  participated.  Information  for  parents  and  activities  for  children 
promoted  child  health,  safety,  and  accident  prevention. 
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A  Well  Child  Clinic  continues  to  be  held  monthly  for  any  Norwood 
child  from  newborn  to  school  entrance  age.  Each  child  is  examined  by  a 
pediatrician.  Recommended  immunizations,  lead  testing  and  tuberculin 
testing  are  also  done. 

The  Health  Department  has  received  a  steadily  increasing  number 
of  requests  for  food,  clothing,  housing  and  utility  assistance  from  many 
families  in  town  who  are  facing  serious  economic  hardship.  A  Human  Service 
group  was  formed  this  past  year  with  other  town  departments  and  commu¬ 
nity  agencies  to  identify  and  coordinate  available  resources  in  an  effort  to 
address  these  needs. 

A  melanoma  and  skin  cancer  screening  was  held  in  May.  A  total  of 
55  persons  were  examined  by  Dr.  Allen  Berliner.  Twenty  were  referred  for 
further  evaluation.  All  participants  received  instruction  in  skin  cancer 
prevention.  Skin  cancer  prevention  programs  were  also  offered  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  community  groups. 

The  Health  Department  cooperated  with  the  Police  Department  and 
CVS  Pharmacy  in  distributing  the  “Vials  of  Life”  to  town  residents,  espe¬ 
cially  those  living  alone.  The  vials  are  designed  to  contain  useful  medical  and 
emergency  information  for  emergency  personnel  when  providing  treatment 
for  victims  of  sudden  illness. 

In  April  and  September  the  Health  Department  sponsored  choles¬ 
terol  screening  programs  in  conjunction  with  the  Norwood  Lodge  of  Elks.  A 
total  of 335  area  residents  participated.  Forty  per  cent  of  those  screened  were 
considered  to  be  at  risk  for  cardiovascular  diseases  and  referred  to  their 
health  provider.  Nutrition  education  and  health  counselling  were  offered  to 
all  participants. 

Radon  test  kits  were  offered  for  sale.  A  total  of  37  kits  were  sold. 

A  swimming  pool  operation  and  maintenance  seminar  was  held  for 
all  public  and  semi-public  pools. 

The  Board  passed  regulations  which  required  lock-out  devices  on 
cigarette  vending  machines  and  increased  the  number  of  non-smoking  seats 
in  restaurants  to  50%  of  total  seating  capacity. 

The  Board  acted  upon  two  sub-divisions. 

The  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  and  two  special 
recycling  days  collected  1155  gallons  of  waste  oil,  1.5  truckloads  of  tires,  210 
automotive  batteries  as  well  as  37  drums  of  pesticides,  organic  solvents, 
paints,  corrosives  and  flammable  materials. 
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The  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  loss  of  Dr.  Thomas  Couch  who 
served  the  Board  in  the  position  of  School  Eye  Clinic  Director  since  1971.  Our 
sympathy  is  extended  to  his  family.  He  will  be  greatly  missed.

The  Authority’s  staff  is  comprised  of  one  Executive  Director,  one  Deputy 
Executive  Director,  one  Leased  Housing  Coordinator,  one  Bookkeeper/ 
Computer  Operator,  one  Maintenance  Supervisor,  and  seven  Maintenance 

Laborers. 
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The  duties  of  the  Norwood  Housing  Authority  and  the  objectives  of  Public 
Housing  Legislation  is  to  provide  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing  to 
families,  elderly,  and  handicapped  persons  of  low  and  moderate  incomes  at 
rents  they  can  afford.  The  primary  function  of  the  Norwood  Housing 
Authority  is  to  administer  public  housing  programs  within  the  Town  of 
Norwood  and  to  recommend  and  apply  for  financial  assistance  to  State  and 
Federal  Agencies  for  new  units  or  programs,  when  they  are  determined  to  be 
needed. 

The  Authority  administers  a  679  housing  program.  Of  this  total,  481  units 
are  located  in  buildings  owned  and  operated  by  the  Authority.  The  remain¬ 
ing  198  units  comprise  the  Authorit/s  rental  assistance  programs  and  are 
located  at  scattered  sites  throughout  the  community  in  privately-owned 
buildings. 

In  1 992  the  Authority  made  two  successful  applications  for  additional  rental 
assistance  units.  Twenty-five  units  each  were  received  in  the  Federal 
Section  8  Family  Self-Sufficiency  and  Homeless  programs.  These  additional 
50  units  will  be  put  into  use  early  in  1993,  increasing  the  Authority’s 
program  to  729  units. 


At  this  time,  the  Authority  would  like  to  express  its  sincere  thanks  to  the 
various  town  officials  and  others  who  have  worked  with  the  Authority  and 
contributed  to  making  this  past  year  a  successful  one.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Norwood  Municipal 
Light  Department  for  the  year  1992. 

In  1992,  several  projects  were  performed  to  improve  the  capacity  of  our 
system.  Several  of  the  high  voltage  cables  from  station  495  were  upgraded. 
Two  new  feeders  were  constructed  from  station  495  to  the  underground  loop 
that  services  Norwood  Hospital. 

In  1992,  we  continued  to  work  on  our  street  lighting  conversion  program. 

The  Light  Department  experienced  some  problems  due  to  the  December 
snow  storm.  The  problems  were  caused  by  the  unusually  heavy  snow  and  ice 
loading  on  the  lines  which  resulted  in  numerous  lines  coming  down.  Most 
of  the  wires  that  came  down  were  fire  alarm  wires  and  it  took  five  days  for 
all  the  circuits  to  be  restored. 

The  Light  Department  implemented  a  Conservation  and  Load  Management 
Program  in  1992.  This  program  saves  money  by  reducing  energy  consump¬ 
tion  and  peak  demand.  There  are  presently  four  parts  of  the  Conservation 
and  Load  Management  Program;  capacitor  installations,  controlled  residen¬ 
tial  electric  water  heaters,  uncontrolled  residential  electric  water  heaters, 
and  commercial/industrial  lighting  modifications. 

The  Future  Electrical  Power  Supply  Needs  Committee  continued  to  work 
diligently  this  past  year  and  their  efforts  are  greatly  appreciated. 

I  offer  the  following  statistical  data  relative  to  the  operation  of  the  Light 
Department.

Providing  more  services  to  more  people  at  minimum  cost  to  the  tax  payer  was 
the  goal  of  the  library  during  1992. 

Circulation  increased  by  7%.  248,539  items  were  circulated  from  the  library 
collection  of  102,019.  That  amounts  to  9  items  circulated  per  capita  from 
library  holdings  of  3.7  items  per  capita. 

NowthatNorwood’slibrary  is  amember  oftheMinuteman  Library  Network 
our  collection  of  267  periodicals  was  supplemented  by  the  1400  titles 
contained  in  Magazine  and  Business  Indexes  which  are  available  through 
Minuteman.  Copies  of  most  articles  requested,  but  not  owned  by  the 
Norwood  library,  were  FAXed  within  24  hours. 

The  collection  of  the  Norwood  library  also  was  expanded  through  books 
borrowed  from  other  libraries  in  the  Network.  Altogether  the  24  Minuteman 
libraries  own  over  3  million  items.  Norwood  library  patrons  borrowed  2,532 
of  them  in  1992  saving  the  library  from  purchasing  at  least  $65,000  worth 
of  books,  cassettes  and  CDs. 

A  key  to  getting  the  most  value  from  library  resources  is  learning  how  to  use 
the  computer  terminals  which  take  the  place  of  the  old  card  catalog.  On  May 
1  st  of  1 992,  the  card  catalog  was  closed.  For  all  new  material,  and  for  better 
access  to  the  older  collection,  a  library  user  needs  to  learn  to  use  the  public 
access  computer  terminal  (PAC). 

Training  classes  to  help  people  use  the  PAC  terminals  were  held  in  October, 
but  PAC  training  is  now  offered  on  a  walk-in  basis  most  Tuesday  mornings 
at  9:30  a.m.  and  Wednesday  evenings  at  7  p.m.  Training  is  also  available  on 
alternate  Saturday  mornings.  Call  the  library  at  769-0200  for  details.  It  is 
easy  to  learn  to  use  the  PAC  with  only  a  few  minutes  training.  If  you  have 
a  computer  at  home  with  a  modem,  you  also  can  dial  into  the  Minuteman 
database  24  hours  a  day.  A  brochure  explaining  how  to  do  this  is  available 
at  the  Reference  Desk. 

The  Morrill  Memorial  Library  is  a  center  for  all  Norwood  residents  and  takes 
pride  in  providing  service  to  the  community  and  receiving  support  from 
various  local  businesses  and  clubs.  November  was  “Food  for  Fines”  month. 
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Patrons  were  encouraged  to  bring  a  donation  for  the  Norwood  Food  Pantry 
instead  of  paying  a  fine.  By  the  end  of  the  month,  several  large  boxes  of  food 
had  been  collected.  The  program  was  so  successful  that  the  library  has 
become  a  permanent  collection  spot  for  Food  Pantry  donations.  Our  special 
thanks  to  the  Norwood  Post  Office  for  donating  collection  bins  for  this 
project. 

The  library  participated  in  collecting ‘Toys  for  Tots”  with  the  Lions  Club  and 
worked  with  the  Norwood  Art  Association  during  their  May  show.  The 
library  provided  work  sites  for  two  students  in  The  Educational  Cooperative 
“Bridge  Toward  Employment.”  The  library  is  happy  to  work  with  community 
organizations  and  provides  meeting  sites  for  the  Norwood  Historical  Com¬ 
mission,  the  Norwood  Camera  Club,  Our  Club  (sponsored  by  SNCARC),  The 
Shuttlers  and  other  local  groups.  Nearly  2500  small  and  large  meetings  were 
held  in  the  library  in  1992. 

In  return,  the  library  benefitted  from  gifts  and  donations  from  several  local 
organizations.  The  Women’s  Community  Committee  continued  a  long 
tradition  of  support  by  donating  the  Aquarium  and  Discovery  museum 
passes.  The  Guild  of  St.  Timothy’s  donated  the  Massachusetts  Audubon 
membership  pass  and  the  Norwood  Art  Association  donated  a  membership 
to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  Analog  Devices  made  a  substantial  donation 
supporting  the  adult  literacy  program  and  enabling  the  library  to  add  new 
periodicals  to  the  reference  collection. 

During  1992  the  Library  Planning  Committee  completed  several  months  of 
study  of  library  services  which  included  a  survey  of  library  users  in  Febru¬ 
ary.  PLANNING  FOR  THE  NINETIES,  a  summary  of  the  Committee’s 
work  will  be  available  for  the  public  in  1993. 

The  Planning  Committee  was  composed  of  community  representatives  as 
well  as  library  staff  and  trustees.  Serving  on  the  committee  were  Thomas 
Corcoran,  president  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library;  John  Grove,  President  of 
the  Norwood  Historical  Society;  Judith  Langone,  a  member  of  the  Finance 
Commission;  Gail  McGloin,  who  is  active  in  the  Prescott  School  Parent 
Teacher  Organization;  Michael  Reagan  of  Northrop  Corporation  and  Paula 
Clifford  and  Nancy  Roberts,  Norwood  school  teachers.  Representing  the 
library  were  Trustees  Eileen  Sullivan  and  Stuart  Plumer,  Library  Director 
Mary  Phinney  and  Library  Staff  Members  Hope  Anderson,  Beth  Goldman 
and  Margot  Sullivan. 

Highlights  of  the  plan  include  renovation  of  the  interior  of  the  library  to 
include  rebuilding  the  Plimpton  Wing  which  has  been  closed  to  the  public 
since  the  1970’s  and  suggest  a  survey  of  all  Norwood  residents  to  determine 
their  needs  for  library  service.  This  will  be  done  in  1993. 
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Enhancing  cooperation  with  the  Norwood  schools  is  another  maj  or  goal  of  the 
Library  Plan.  The  public  library  serves  as  a  primary  resource  for  school 
students.  The  library  staff  encourages  teachers  to  help  us  work  more 
efficiently  with  them  through  better  communication. 

Creating  an  environment  in  the  library  which  is  comfortable  for  both 
children  and  adults  is  frequently  a  problem.  The  library  strives  to  enforce 
a  standard  of  behavior  in  the  library  so  that  both  groups  can  be  served.  A  list  ' 
of  rules  of  behavior  is  now  posted.  The  library  staff  worked  with  school 
administrators,  the  Norwood  police  department  and  town  counsel  in  devel¬ 
oping  these  rules.  The  staff  tries  to  enforce  them  to  benefit  all  library  users. 

The  Norwood  adult  literacy  program,  an  affiliate  of  Literacy  Volunteers  of 
Massachusetts,  continues  to  grow  and  flourish  with  approximately  200  pairs 
of  students  and  tutors  currently  working  together.  The  United  Way  of 
Neponset  Valley  supports  the  training  program  which  is  held  four  times  a 
year  for  individuals  wishing  to  become  tutors. 

In  October  of  1992  the  program  received  an  LSCA  grant  through  the  , 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  to  begin  a  project  entitled 
L.I.F.T.  (Learning  Involves  Families  Together).  This  program  aims  at 
involving  the  children  of  adults  currently  being  tutored,  but  it  is  open  to  all 
parents  and  children  who  wish  to  broaden  and  strengthen  their  skills  so  they 
can  enjoy  reading  together. 

The  Outreach  department  provides  service  to  individuals  in  their  homes,  in 
nursing  homes,  in  elderly  housing  complexes  and  other  gathering  places.  ■ 
The  program  tries  to  provide  a  bridge  for  those  unable  to  come  to  the  library 
so  that  they  may  still  receive  essential  library  services.  5939  items  were 
circulated  and  over  150  programs  presented  by  the  Outreach  Librarian. 

Other  library  activities  during  1992  include  over  100  story  hours  for 
preschool  children,  a  busy  summer  reading  program  involving  500  children, 
a  monthly  adult  book  group,  summer  craft  programs  and  other  special 
events.  The  library  is  grateful  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library  for  sponsoring 
the  annual  author  night  featuring  Linda  Weltner  in  April  and  presenting  the 
Gerwick  Puppets  for  children  in  December.  Their  ongoing  support  is  very 
important. 

If  you  aren’t  among  the  13,255  people  who  have  a  Minuteman  card  at  the! 
Norwood  library,  we  invite  you  to  come  in  and  get  one.  All  you  need  isl 
identification  showing  your  Norwood  address.  Your  old  Norwood  library! 
card  will  do.  There  is  certain  to  be  something  for  you  at  the  library  whether  J 
it  is  a  good  book,  a  magazine  to  browse,  a  story  hour  or  book  discussion  group,® 
help  for  a  job  search,  a  CD,  cassette  or  video,  investments  guides,  literacy! 
training  or  help  with  a  school  assignment.  The  library  is  here  for  you.  I

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1992  REPORT  OF  THE  NORWOOD  PLANNING  BOARD 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Norwood  Planning  Board  submits  its 
Annual  Report  for  1992. 

With  the  Master  Plan  substantially  completed,  1992  was  a  year  to  monitor 
the  results  of  our  efforts.  It  was  very  important  for  the  Planning  Board  to 
monitor  the  effects  of  these  new  rules  and  controls  on  development  in 
Norwood.  A  key  question  that  the  Planning  Board  asked  itself  was  whether 
the  new  tools  of  the  Master  Plan  were  working  for  Norwood’s  neighborhoods. 
For  instance,  is  the  new  Norwood  Zoning  Bylaw  achieving  the  Master  Plan 
goal  of  alleviating  the  impacts  of  new  commercial  growth  on  surrounding 
residential  neighborhoods?  Has  the  development  plan  review  process  been 
improved  to  the  point  that  neighborhoods  now  have  a  real  say  in  how 
commercial  development  will  occur?  Even  though  commercial  development 
has  slowed  to  a  crawl  in  Norwood,  there  was  still  enough  development  in  the 
Town  to  look  for  answers  to  these  questions.  A  good  example  of  where  the 
Master  Plan  has  worked  is  at  the  Syms/Tower  Mall  site  at  the  intersection 
of  Access  Road  and  Route  One  North.  The  Tower  Mall  is  a  retail  strip  mall 
built  in  the  late  80’s  which  never  attracted  a  single  tenant.  It  sat  empty,  a 
testament  to  the  drawbacks  of  constructing  speculatively  with  no  tenant  in 
hand.  After  years  of  inactivity,  the  developer  contacted  the  Town  about 
demolishing  the  existing  structure  and  erecting  a  new  building,  one  that  was 
customized  for  a  new  tenant  who  had  specific  requirements  on  size,  appear¬ 
ance,  etc.  The  developer’s  plan  required  Special  Permits  from  the  Board  of 
Appeals  and  a  Zoning  District  Amendment  (Rezoning)  from  Town  Meeting. 
From  the  beginning,  the  developers  were  advised  by  the  Planning  Board 
about  the  importance  of  contacting  the  Neponset  Street  neighborhood  which 
abuts  the  project  area.  The  Planning  Board’s  suggestion  to  contact  the 
neighborhood  group  was  not  just  a  “spur-of-the-moment”  idea.  Neighbor¬ 
hood  involvement  was  now  going  to  be  one  of  the  criteria  by  which  this  project  ' 
would  be  judged.  By  involving  those  whose  interests  are  likely  to  be 
substantially  impacted,  the  developer  increased  his  chances  of  securing  the  , 
necessary  permits.  After  a  series  of  meeting  with  the  Neponset  Street  group,  | 
a  plan  was  agreed  upon  which  guaranteed  the  residents  the  physical 
improvements  (new  cul-de-sac,  stockade  fence,  etc.)  that  would  separate  j 
their  residential  area  from  the  new  development.  Eventually,  other  busi-  , 
nesses  in  this  area  (Mr.  Tux  and  Cap  World)  will  use  the  revitalized  Syms/ 
Tower  Mall  site  for  access  to  their  businesses.  The  net  result  (much  to  the 
delight  of  the  residents)  will  be  the  rerouting  of  all  commercial  traffic  off  of 
this  section  of  Neponset  Street.  As  one  Town  Meeting  member  put  it  the  i 
night  the  Rezoning  Article  was  decided,  “I  never  expected  this  question 
(rezoning)  to  be  so  quiet,  the  neighborhood  has  obviously  been  contacted  and  I

satisfied”.  In  all  future  developments,  this  type  of  interaction  with  the 
neighborhoods  will  be  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception. 

In  other  planning  matters,  the  Planning  Board  worked  with  the  Sign  Review 
Board  and  the  Neponset  Valley  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  produce  seven 
amendments  to  the  Norwood  Sign  Bylaw.  The  impetus  for  these  revisions 
was  a  request  from  local  businesses  for  additional  flexibility  and  options  in 
the  sign  regulations.  The  result  was  the  creation  of  an  innovative  “sliding- 
scale”  system  which  allows  standing  signs  to  locate  closer  to  the  street  in 
exchange  for  a  proportionate  reduction  in  sign  area.  This  amendment  has 
allowed  for  a  more  flexible  approach  on  where  signs  can  be  located  without 
detracting  from  the  visual  environment  of  the  Town. 

Also,  at  the  November  Special  Town  Meeting,  the  Planning  Board  co¬ 
sponsored  with  the  Open  Space  Master  Plan  Committee  an  article  to  sell 
some  of  the  “tax-title”  properties  that  the  Town  owns  through  foreclosure  for 
nonpayment  of  property  taxes.  The  money  raised  from  these  sales  would 
then  be  used  to  purchase  important  open  space,  conservation  and  recreation 
land.  Town  Meeting  overwhelmingly  approved  this  idea,  and  the  “tax-title” 
properties  are  now  being  readied  for  bid.  It  should  be  noted  that  this  idea  was 
a  “follow-through”  on  the  1989  Master  Plan  Citizen  Survey  sent  to  every 
household  in  Norwood.  In  that  survey,  two-thirds  of  the  respondents  said 
that  the  Town  should  purchase  more  conservation  and  open  space  land.  The 
Planning  Board  is  responding  to  this  policy-setting  survey. 

The  Planning  Board  is  also  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
Subdivision  Control  Law.  The  purpose  of  the  law  is  to  protect  the  safety, 
convenience  and  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  Norwood  by  regulating  the 
laying  out  and  construction  of  ways  in  subdivisions. 

In  1992,  the  Planning  Board 

*  Reviewed  and  endorsed  8  simple  lot  divisions  (ANR  plans). 

*  Reviewed  and  approved  one  definitive  subdivision  plan: 

[  1)  Endean  Meadows  Subdivision  -  off  Mylod  Street  -  38  single  family 

houselots.  This  approval  ended  a  court  action  against  the  Board. 

'  *  Accepted  for  review  two  modified  subdivision  plans: 

i  1)  King’s  Road  Modified  Subdivision  Plan 

I  2)  Greorge  Square  Modified  Subdivision  Plan  (George  Street  Extension)

In  Regional  Planning  issues,  the  Norwood  Planning  Board  plays  an  active 
part  in  determining  the  future  of  the  region.  Also,  through  its  membership 
in  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council,  the  Board  has  been  able  to 
advocate  for  State  and  Federal  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP) 
projects  within  the  Town.  One  TIP  project  of  particular  importance  is  the 
new  traffic  signals  to  be  installed  at  the  intersection  of  Nahatan  Street  and 
Lenox  Street.  The  Board’s  active  involvement  helped  assure  that  this 
$200,000  project  stayed  in  Norwood. 

In  closing,  the  Planning  Board  pays  homage  to  the  memory  of  Walter  R. 
Ryan,  Town  Engineer,  who  faithfully  served  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
Town  of  Norwood  for  over  37  years.  His  knowledge,  experience,  and  good 
humor  will  be  sorely  missed.

The  following  pages  will  give  you  a  statistical  overview  of  the  Norwood  Police 
Department.  Your  police  department  is  a  very  active,  well-trained  agency  which, 
in  my  opinion,  is  one  of  the  ^st  police  departments  in  the  State.  The  reason  for 
our  overall  success  is  that  we  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  attract  and  retain 
some  of  the  most  dedicated  professionals  that  I  have  encountered  in  my  twenty- 
four  years  of  police  service,  which  has  spanned  four  law  enforcement  agencies. 
A  police  department  is  only  as  good  as  its  patrol  force  -  the  men  and  women  who 
are  working  every  day  and  night  to  serve  you. 

Over  the  last  twelve  years  as  Police  Chief,  I  have  observed  the  police  officers  in 
Norwood  arrest  criminals  and  law  breakers  as  they  should,  but  on  hundreds  of 
occasions,  I  have  read  reports  or  personally  observed  our  officers  help  the  needy, 
the  elderly,  and  the  youth  of  our  community  without  any  motive  other  than 
decency  and  kindness.  The  police  department  imion  has  donated  thousands  of 
dollars  to  sports  programs  and  events  concerning  the  youth  and  needy  in  our 
town. 

Our  police  department  has  also  taken  a  leadership  role  in  utilizing  Community 
Policing  as  our  operating  philosophy.  Community  Policing,  in  a  nutshell,  is  an 
overall  philosophy  that  the  community  residents  are  our  customers,  and  we 
serve  their  needs.  Traditional  philosophy  was  to  patrol  in  a  police  cruiser  until 
the  radio  sent  us  to  a  service  call,  which  we  would  view,  contain,  and  report  on. 
We  now  must  evaluate  the  call  and  try  to  resolve  the  underlying  problem  that 
caused  the  incident.  If  the  solution  to  the  problem  requires  some  type  of  social 
service  or  community  service,  the  responding  police  must  assist  you  in  an 
attempt  to  resolve  the  problem.  The  other  important  part  of  Community  Policing 
is  that  our  officers  must  get  out  of  their  assigned  cruiser  to  communicate  with  the 
residents  to  establish  a  more  personal  rapport  with  you. 

The  reason  we  have  been  successful  in  Community  Policing  and  other  agencies 
have  either  failed  or  are  struggling  with  its  implementation  is  because  our  patrol 
officers  and  supervisors  have  made  it  happen. 

The  purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  thank  the  police  officers  of  Norwood  for  doing  an 
outstanding  job  far  beyond  my  greatest  expectations  and  to  bring  to  your 
attention  some  of  the  qualities  that  they  possess  which  may  go  unnoticed  but 
which  are  certainly  not  unappreciated. 

Thank  you  for  supporting  us  and  allowing  us  to  serve  you.

IN-SERVICE  TRAINING 

All  Police  Officers  attended  a  mandatory  one  week  program  provided  by  the 
Mass.  CriminalJustice  Training  Council.  Program  included:  Motor  Vehicle 
Law,  Criminal  Law,  Officer  Survival  (Baton),  Investigative  Techniques, 
Crime  Scene  Preservation,  Stress  Management,  C.P.R.  and  First  Aid,  Use  of 
Force  and  9MM  Qualification. 


LETHAL  AND  NON-LETHAL  FORCE 

The  four  Police  Department  Firearms  Instructors  were  re-certified  by  the 
M.C.J.T.  Council.  The  Four  NPD  Firearms  Instructors  completed  a  three- 
day  specialized  straight  baton  instructors  course  and  are  now  certified  as  in 
instructors  in:  straight  baton,  pepper  mace,  9MM  and  shotgun.  All  police 
officers  were  given  guidelines  of  use  of  force  and  qualified  on  the  9MM  by  the 
M.C.J.T.  Council  at  in-service.  All  police  officers  were  given  a  9MM  refresher 
course  including  shooting  and  malfunction  drills.  All  officers  completed  the 
NPD  Annual  Firearms  Qualification  Program:  Classroom  instruction  on 
rules,  regulations  and  court  decisions  on  the  use  of  force,  range  instructions 
on  malfunctions  and  shooting  of  the  9MM  and  shotgun,  modified  stress 
course  which  combines  both  the  9MM  and  shotgun.  All  officers  received  a 
refresher  course  on  the  use  of  their  straight  baton  and  pepper  mace. 

FIELD  TRAINING 

Two  police  officers  were  given  a  four-hour  seminar  on  being  a  field  training 
officer.  In  April  1992  two  new  officers  were  assigned  to  a  seven-week  field 
training  program  including  9MM  qualification.  In  November  1992  two  new 
officers  were  assigned  to  a  seven-week  field  training  including  9MM  quali¬ 
fication. 

COMMUNICATIONS  AND  RECORDS 

All  police  officers  were  given  a  four-hour  refresher  on  dispatching  and  the 
communication  center.  All  dispatchers  and  matrons  completed  an  eight- 
hour  first  aid/CPR  course.  Two  supervisors  completed  a  LEAPS/CJIS 
training  program  for  computer-related  matters.  One  dispatcher  completed 
a  two-day  seminar  on  dispatching  by  power  phone  at  Babson.  One  supervi¬ 
sor  attended  a  seminar  on  emergency  medical  dispatching.  All  dispatchers 
were  given  an  eight-hour  training  program:  standard  operating  procedures, 
proper  and  positive  attitude  and  community  policing.

INVESTIGATIVE  TRAINING 

Four  officers  completed  a  two-day  search  and  seizure  seminar  by  M.C.J.T. 

State 
Police  Fingerprint  Laboratory.  One  detective  attended  a  seminar  on  alcohol- 
related  investigations.  The  I.D.  officer  attended  two  seminars  on  video 
equipment  for  police  investigations.  Two  detectives  attended  three-day 
seminars  on  Methods  of  criminal  interviews  and  interrogations. 

ADMINISTRATION 

One  supervisor  and  two  detectives  attended  a  seminar  on  hazardous  waste 
crimes.  Five  supervisors  attended  a  one-day  seminar  on  hate  crimes.  Two 
supervisors  attended  a  one-day  seminar  at  Babson:  Total  Quality  Manage¬ 
ment.  One  supervisor  attended  a  three-week  police  command  school  at 
Babson  College.

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1992  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

Please  accept  my  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  for  the  year 
ending  December  31, 1992. 

The  following  projects  have  been  completed  in  the  past  year; 

The  Walpole,  Wilson  Street  improvement  project  was  completed  by  Todesca 
Equipment  Company  of  Readville,  MA.  This  project  has  improved  traffic 
flow  and  has  made  it  safer  to  enter  Route  1 A  from  the  Wilson  Street  area. 

Makso  Construction  completed  the  abandonment  of  the  8"  water  main  in 
South  Norwood  that  we  had  been  experiencing  great  difficulty  with  over  the 
past  5  years. 

A  comprehensive  leak  detection  survey  has  been  completed  by  Pitometer 
Associates  in  August.  A  number  of  leaks  have  been  located  and  repaired  for 
a  savings  of  over  300,00  gallons  per  day. 

The  repairs  to  approximately  600  feet  of  damaged  10"  sewer  main  on 
Nahatan  Street  has  been  repaired  by  Susi  and  DiMascio,  Inc.  This  work  was 
completed  with  only  a  minimal  disruption  of  traffic. 

We  have  begun  a  program  with  the  assistance  of  the  MWRA,  which  is  a 
testing  program  of  all  the  large  water  meters  and  multi-meter  complexes  in 
Norwood.  These  tests  are  being  done  by  Moore  and  Kling,  Inc. ,  and  is  moving 
right  along.  We  expect  to  see  some  of  the  larger  meters  downsized  to  record 
a  better  low  water  flow,  along  with  a  complete  record  of  these  large  meters 
within  the  Town,  listing  age,  condition,  repair  recommendations,  test  re¬ 
sults,  etc. 

Our  cross-connection  survey  has  begun  again,  and  we  are  in  the  process  of 
surveying  all  medical  facilities.  We  have  visited  many  dental  and  medical 
laboratories  and  offices  and  will  continue  this  program  into  the  new  year. 

A  potentially  critical  situation  was  avoided  last  July  when  the  36"  MWRA 
water  line  that  feeds  the  Town  of  Norwood  developed  a  leak  in  the  same  area 
that  they  experienced  a  major  leak  in  1 989.  Surrounding  towns  were  notified 
and  arrangements  for  temporary  connections  were  made.  Fortunately,  this 
emergency  procedure  was  averted,  as  repairs  to  the  pipe  were  done  in  a 
timely  manner.  Each  time  we  are  put  into  a  situation  like  this,  it  makes  it 
more  obvious  to  try  to  put  Buckmaster  online. 

In  our  annual  resurfacing  program  we  overlaid  approximately  4.8  miles  of 
roadway  and  3.2  miles  ofbituminous  sidewalks,  as  well  as  4,000  feet  ofberm. 
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Compostinghas  continued  at  the  landfill  and  as  a  result  of  jointly  purchasing 
a  screen  all  with  a  number  of  surrounding  communities,  we  were  able  to 
process  over  1500  cubic  yards  of  useable  materials  for  our  parks,  highways 
and  cemeteries. 

Once  again,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  furnished  our  residents  with 
leaf  bags.  The  difference  in  1992,  was  due  to  budgetary  restraints,  we 
charged  20  cents  per  bag.  They  were  sold  during  the  week  from  9-3,  and  a 
total  of  67,618  bags  were  sold  during  this  time.  The  sum  of  $13,647.40  was 
collected  to  defray  the  cost  of  these  bags. 

The  Public  Works  Department  assisted  the  Airport  Commission  with  the 
preparations  for  the  festivities  for  their  50th  Anniversary  Celebration  last 
September. 

Some  of  the  projects  completed  by  the  Public  Works  crews  were  the  cleaning 
of  the  Hawes  brook  area,  regrading  and  grooming  of  a  number  of  our 
ballfields;  repairing  of  plow  damage,  continuation  of  picking  up  the  biode¬ 
gradable  leaf  bags  until  the  first  of  December. 

The  Public  Works,  together  with  a  group  of  very  talented  students  from 
Norwood  High  School,  built  and  decorated  “Santa’s  House”  and  other  larger 
than  life  wooden  figures  that  were  placed  throughout  the  common  for  the 
Christmas  Festivities  which  over  5000  attended,  young  and  old  alike.  These 
decorations  will  become  a  permanent  part  of  our  yearly  festivities,  and  will 
be  added  to  in  the  future  by  Norwood  Art  Department’s  students  who  are 
kind  enough  to  donate  their  time  and  efforts  in  the  Town’s  behalf.  We  extend 
our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  1992  Art  Students  for  their 
donation  of  time  and  talent,  which  added  a  great  deal  to  the  success  of  the 
Town’s  Christmas  festivities. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  this  department  for  their  timeless 
efforts  throughout  the  year  in  fulfilling  the  needs  of  the  community  in  all 
kinds  of  adverse  conditions. 

My  sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  all  department  heads  and  John 
Carroll  for  their  valued  assistance  and  cooperation  extended  to  this  depart¬ 
ment  during  the  past  year.

Weekly  water  samples  were  taken  from  10  locations  and  delivered  to  the 
Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority  laboratory  for  analysis.  In 
addition,  more  detailed  tests  covering  a  broad  range  of  water  quality 
parameters  were  performed  as  required  by  state  regulations. 

In  accordance  with  recently  adopted  E.P.A.  drinking  water  regulations,  two 
sampling  rounds  were  collected  from  1 5  residences  and  2  public  buildings  for 
the  purpose  of  lead  and  copper  analysis.  The  results  indicated  that  the 
“Action  Level”  for  lead  in  drinking  water  was  exceeded  and  a  required  public 
education  program  has  been  implemented. 

Construction  to  abandon  a  portion  of  the  8-inch  water  main  on  Washington 
Street,  in  the  vicinity  of  Hawes  pool  was  completed. 

Inspection  of  the  paint  systems  in  place  on  the  4mg  water  tank  and  the  .5mg 
elevated  water  tank  was  performed  by  R.L.  Merithew,  Inc.  of  Raynham. 

A  comprehensive  leak  detection  survey  of  the  water  systems’  123  miles  of 
distribution  main  was  conducted  by  Pitometer  Associates,  of  Chicago. 
Leakage  recovered  as  a  result  of  the  survey  and  subsequent  repairs  totalled 
386,000  gals,  per  day. 
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Flushing  of  water  mains,  by  the  operation  of  hydrants  in  specific  locations, 
was  conducted  as  required. 

Hydrant  inspection  and  required  winter  maintenance  was  performed  on  165 
hydrants.  Hydrants  were  painted  during  the  summer  months.

Sewer  Mains  were  checked  and  cleaned  on  a  regular  basis. 

Construction  to  replace  567  l.f.  of  10-inch  sewer  main,  found  to  be  badly 
fractured  during  television  inspection  was  completed  by  Susi  and  DiMascio, 
Inc.  of  Hyde  Park. 

Department  personnel,  working  with  Susi  and  Di  Mascio,  Inc., 
performed  emergency  repairs  to  the  12-inch  sewer  main  on  Achorn  Street. 
The  repair  required  fifteen  feet  of  pipe  replacement  and  extensive  work  at 
two  manholes  to  repair  the  two  collapsed  sections  of  sewer  main. 


Vermont  Pipeline  Services  was  retained  to  test  and  seal  joints  in  the  sewer 
main  in  3  locations.  The  rehabilitation  removed  an  estimated  52,000  gals, 
per  day  of  inflow. 

Closed  circuit  television  inspection  was  performed  on  sewer  mains  in  10 
locations. 
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DRAIN  DIVISION 
DRAIN  SYSTEM  MAINTENANCE 

Drain  Division  personnel,  receiving  assistance  from  other  D.P.W.  Division, 
installed  250  ft  of  1 5-inch  pipe  between  Walpole  Street  and  Windsor  Gardens 
to  provide  additional  capacity  to  the  drainage  system  serving  that  area. 

Catch  basins  were  cleaned  in  633  locations.  Department  personnel,  working 
with  a  hired  contractor,  mechanically  cleaned  storm  drains  in  four  locations. 

Closed-circuit  television  inspection  was  conducted  on  4  drain  mains. 

LEAF  COMPOSTING 

Active  participation  in  the  leaf  composting  program  continued  during  1992. 
Leaf  collection  yielded  approximately  3,000  cubic  yards  of  composting 
material. 


CURBSIDE  RECYCLING 

Strong  citizen  involvement  in  the  bi-weekly  collection  program  resulted  in 
2068  tons  of  recyclables  being  diverted  from  the  waste  stream. 

Drop  off  collection  of  newspaper  at  the  D.P.W.  yard  yielded  88  tons  of 
recyclable  material.

1992  REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY, 

PARKS  AND  CEMETERY  DIVISIONS 

Please  accept  my  Annual  Report  for  the  calendar  year  1992. 

The  duties  of  the  Highway  Division  include  the  installation,  maintenance 
and  repair  of  all  streets,  sidewalks,  roadways  shoulders,  traffic  islands  and 
barriers.  Citizen  concerns  and  complaints  are  received  and  addressed.  Snow 
and  ice  control  operations  and  sidewalk  plowing  are  a  major  component  of 
highway  division  duties.  Sign  fabrication  and  installation,  traffic  line 
painting  are  also  performed. 
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The  Highway  asphalt  crew  used  a  total  of  423  tons  of  bituminous  concrete 
and  one  hundred  and  fifty  three  tons  of  cold  patch  for  patching  roads  and 
sidewalks.

A  total  of  40  catch  basins  were  rebuilt  or  adjusted  during  the  year  in  various 
sections  of  the  community. 

Sixty-seven  thousand  leaf  bags  were  distributed.  Highway  crews  worked  for 
four  months  on  a  parallel  schedule  with  regular  rubbish  collectors  to  collect 
them  and  stockpile  them  at  the  landfill.  Over  three  thousand  cubic  yards  of 
leaves  were  collected  and  are  presently  composting. 

The  paths  at  Shattuck  Park  were  overlayed  with  recycled  milled  material 
from  the  Guild  Street  cold  planing  operation. 

Christmas  lights  and  decorations  were  assembled  and  erected. 
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Three  hundred  and  fifteen  signs  were  installed  or  replacedover  the  past  year 
per  work  orders  from  the  police,  town  manager,  public  works,  and  other  town 
departments. 

The  screening  plant  has  been  utilized  for  five  weeks  processing  one  thousand 
one  hundred  cubic  yards  of  leaves  into  useable  composted  loam.  The  joint 
purchase  and  use  with  neighboring  towns  has  been  a  success. 

Traffic  line  painting,  both  paint  and  thermoplastic,  was  completed  through¬ 
out  the  town  through  contracted  and  town  forces. 


PARKS  DIVISION 

Wilson  Street  and  Pleasant  Park  (Murphy  Field)  ballfields  were  renovated 
with  town  forces  and  contracted  services. 

Ninety-six  shade  trees  were  planted  throughout  the  Town.  Town  monies  and 
the  Norwood  car  dealers  g^ant  and  the  Polaroid  grant  were  used  for  this 
purpose. 

Overgrown  shrubs  were  removed  from  the  Town  common  and  transplanted 
at  the  Hawes  pool  playground  and  the  Prospect  Street  rotary.  The  mature 
trees  were  all  left  in  place.  The  Town  common  is  now  safer,  more  open 
and  useable. 


CEMETERY  DIVISION 

The  Cemetery  staff  prepared  and  conducted  two  hundred  and  fifty  two 
burials  during  the  calendar  year. 

There  was  a  total  of  fifty  nine  lots  sold.  The  breakdown  is  as  follows:  six 
single  grave  lots,  three  veterans  sections,  four  grave  lots  and  forty  six 
companion  (two  grave  lots.) 

Fencing  was  installed  by  the  Parks  Division  to  shield  the  water  tanks  from 
the  Cemetery  grounds. 

Insect  control  was  used  to  kill  the  chinch  bugs  which  are  infesting  the  turf. 
The  program  will  continue  in  the  coming  year.  Thirty  six  shrubs  were 
removed  at  owners  request. 
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My  compliments  to  all  the  staff  for  maintaining  the  Cemetery  in  an  outstand¬ 
ing  manner.

Norwood’s  population  participated  in  the  various  programs  of  the  Recreation 
Department  in  ever  increasing  numbers  in  1992.  It  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  the 
Recreation  Department  staff  that  the  success  was  enjoyed  during  the  year. 
Their  enthusiastic  approach  to  their  work  provided  the  motivation  so 
necessary  to  stimulate  and  sustain  the  interest  of  participants  in  programs, 
without  this  the  finest  of  programs  cannot  succeed. 

The  Civic  Center  again  was  the  focus  of  both  programs  and  meetings  for  the 
recreation  and  town  sponsored  groups.  Programs  and  activities  offered  at 
the  Center  are:  senior  exercise  and  golf,  mother/toddler  program,  cheerleading, 
jazz  dance,  boxing,  hi/low  aerobics,  beginner  and  intermediate  artists, 
karate,  ballet,  tap,  knitting  and  much  more.  Special  events  were  offered  at 
various  times  during  the  year  such  as  special  event  dances  for  junior  high 
students,  Halloween  party  for  elementary  age  children,  along  with  special 
trips  and  ski  lessons  at  Blue  Hills. 

The  Civic  Center  assisted  various  community  groups  and  individuals  during 
the  year  in  matters  relating  to  recreation.  The  Department  also  cooperated 
with  other  civic  groups  with  their  programs  such  as  the  Elk  s  Free  Throw, 
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Norwood  Basketball  Association,  and  St.  Catherine  C.  Y.  O.  Basketball 
team. 

Making  use  of  the  meeting  rooms  for  organizational  meeting  were  many 
Norwood  athletic  groups  were:  Little  League,  Babe  Ruth,  Adult 
Softball  Leagues,  Men’s  Basketball  League,  Youth  Soccer  and  Youth  Hockey. 
Local  groups  using  the  facilities  were:  Norwood  Art  Council,  Jaycee’s, 
Republican  Town  Committee,  Hospital  Cardiac  Program  and  various  Town 
departments. 

The  Department  enjoyed  a  very  busy  summer  with  many  varied  and 
interesting  programs.  The  activities  ranged  from  special  events  like  River¬ 
side  Park,  Nauset  Beach,  Water  Country,  Worcester  Science  Center,  Red  Sox 
Game,  New  England  Science  Center,  Pirates  Fun  Park,  etc.  Play  camps 
opened  on  Monday,  June  29th  and  closed  on  Friday,  August  21  st.  In  addition 
to  these  more  or  less  formal  programs  the  camps  conducted  many  activities 
on  an  individual  bases.  Flexibility  is  the  key  note  of  our  general  program 
rather  than  a  formal  rigid  program.  A  popular  activity  at  one  camp  may  not 
be  popular  at  another,  so  the  day  activities  are  more  or  less  dictated  by  the 
children  attending  the  camp. 

The  day  camp  for  special  needs  children  is  conducted  at  South  Junior  High, 
with  an  average  of  40  children  involved  in  this  program.  Their  daily  activities 
rang  from  swimming,  arts  &  crafts,  games  and  trips  to  various  locations  such 
as  Capon  Park,  Riverside  Park,  Horseneck  Beach,  Roger  Williams  Park  and 
the  Museum  of  Science.  The  day  camp  has  grown  in  many  ways  since  it  was 
started  eighteen  years  ago. 

The  two  outdoor  pools,  Fr.  McAleer  and  Hawes  Brook  opened  on  Saturday, 
June  20th  for  public  swimming,  hours  for  general  swim  were  1 2/noon  to  8  pm. 
Fr.  McAleer  again  held  the  adult  open  swim  from  12/noon  to  1  pm  Monday 
through  Friday.  Swimming  lessons  started  on  Monday,  June  29th  to  Friday, 
August  21  st  for  four  two-  week  sessions.  Children  ages  5  to  1 3  years  old  were 
involved  in  these  classes.  Again  the  classes  for  the  5  and  6  years  old  were  in 
great  demand.  Both  pools  ended  a  successful  season  on  Monday,  August 
31  st.  The  season  was  completed  without  any  serious  accidents  or  injuries  due 
to  the  diligence  and  competence  of  the  staff.  The  Norwood  Swim  Team  once 
again  competed  in  the  Suburban  Swim  League  with  over  80  youngsters. 
Practices  were  held  Monday  through  Friday  from  7  to  9  am  and  from  1 2-noon 
to  1  pm  at  Hawes  pool  with  Meets  held  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings. 
Once  again  the  Swim  Team  ended  a  successful  season  with  their  annual  trip 
to  Canobie  Lake  Park  in  New  Hampshire. 

Everyone  at  the  Recreation  Department  is  most  appreciative  of  the  help 
rendered  by  many  groups  and  individuals  during  the  year  just  past.  A  special 
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thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  General  Manager  and  his  staff,  Public 
Works  and  Light  Departments,  the  School  Department  and  the  other  Town 
departments  and  boards  with  whom  this  department  had  contact  during  the 
past  year. 

My  personal  thanks  go  to  the  seventy -five  individuals  who  were  employed  by 
the  department  during  1992  for  their  continuing  loyalty,  enthusiasm  and 
excellence  of  performance.  Finally,  and  perhaps  the  most  important,  I 
extend  my  warmest  thanks  for  all  those  participants  who  shared  in  our 
programs  during  the  year.  The  Recreation  Department  will  continue  to  move 
ahead  in  its  quest  to  provide  interesting  and  worthwhile  programs  for  the 
citizenry  as  possible.  All  in  the  department  look  forward  to  further  success.

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1992  REPORT  OF  VETERANS’  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 

I  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  for  the  year 
ending  December  31, 1992. 

Veterans’  Benefits  may  increase  as  a  result  of  the  large  number  that  are  unemployed, 
rising  fuel  costs,  hospital  and  medical  costs,  along  with  the  customary  requests  for 
financial  assistance  by  the  veteran  community. 

For  the  last  1 5  years,  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  has  taken  applications 
for  the  fuel  program.  This  program  is  for  the  benefit  of  all  Norwood  residents.  I  am 
happy  to  say  that  last  year  over  300  families  were  aided  by  this  program. 

Also,  we  administrate  a  Transfare  Program  for  the  elderly  and  disabled.  At  the  end 
of  1992,  we  had  1330  applicants.  This  program  is  to  assist  people  with  their 
transportation  problems. 

The  Department  also  is  involved  in  parking  violations.  I  am  at  the  present  time 
hearing  officer  for  the  parking  tickets.  We  keep  a  file  of  all  parking  tickets  issued  by 
the  Police  Department.  All  correspondence  is  handled  in  this  office.  Also  all 
complaints,  inquiries  and  records  of  payments. 

The  estimated  expenditures  by  the  Veterans’  Administration  to  veterans  and  their 
dependents  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  the  fiscal  year  1992  was  close  to  three  million 
dollars.  These  benefits  are  for  compensation  to  dependents  of  veterans  who  died  in 
the  service  or  of  service-connected  disabilities,  disability  pensions,  disability  com¬ 
pensations,  burial  awards  and  special  equipment  for  automobiles  for  veterans  with 
service  connected  disabilities,  vocational  rehabilitation  training  for  the  disabled, 
their  sons,  daughters,  wives  or  widows,  education  readjustment  training,  veterans’ 
insurance  and  indemnities. 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  composed  as  it  is  in  two  component  parts,  is 
operated  under  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  as  amended 
by  Chapter  584,  Acts  of 1 946,  for  the  purpose  of  administering  Veterans’  Benefits  and 
Services. 

All  assistance  cases  were  investigated  and  payments  made  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws,  which  assures  the  Town  of  Norwood  seventy-five 
(75%)  percent  reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  is  to  assist  veterans  and/or  their 
dependents  in  procuring  financial  assistance,  information  and  benefits  to  which  they 
are  entitled  relative  to  vocational  or  other  educational  opportunities.  G.  I.  Loans,, 
hospitalization,  medical  care,  compensation,  pensions,  on-the-job  and  apprentice¬ 
ship  training,  insurance,  burial  allowance,  grave  markers,  photostats  and  other 
benefits  granted  under  existing  State  and  Federal  laws. 

Every  request  for  assistance  under  existing  regulations  is  invariably  granted.  Our 
one  aim  is  to  give  all  veterans  and  their  dependents  the  best  service  at  all  times  and 
to  administer  the  laws  and  regulations  affecting  them  impartially,  efficiently  and 
effectively. 
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There  was  complete  cooperation  with  the  Veterans’  Administration  and  the  various 
local  civic  and  veteran’s  organizations  that  interest  themselves  in  veterans’  affairs 
and  exceptional  cooperation  extended  this  department  throughout  the  year  by  the 
State  Department  of  Veterans’  Services. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
General  Manager  and  his  staff,  other  Town  Departments  and  any  others  who  have 
assisted  the  Director  of  Veterans’  Services  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.

1992  BLUE  HILLS  REGIONAL 

TECHNICAL  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  District  School  Committee  of  Blue  Hills  Regional  Technical  School  is  pleased  to 
submit  our  26th  Annual  Report  to  the  residents  of  Norwood. 

The  1992-92  school  year  was  one  of  continued  excellence  in  the  delivery  of  academic 
and  technical  education  to  area  students  as  evidenced  by  several  awards  and 
recognitions. 

The  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department  delivered  a  1992  Saturn  to  Blue  Hills  for 
conversion  to  a  state-of-the-art  electric  car.  Students  in  three  vocational  areas  began 
working  on  the  project,  which  will  be  completed  during  the  1992-93  school  year. 

Ronald  Galliher,  Structural  Wood  Department  Head,  was  one  of  thirty-six  teachers 
from  across  the  country  to  receive  an  “American  Teacher  Award”  from  the  Walt 
Disney  Company.  This  prestigious  award  was  presented  to  Ron  in  ceremonies 
broadcast  nationally  on  the  Disney  Channel. 

The  William  A.  Dwyer  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society  received  an  Outstand¬ 
ing  Chapter  Award,  one  of  five  awards  given  across  in  the  state.  The  award  was 
presented  to  Blue  Hills  for  exemplifying  the  true  spirit  of  National  Honor  Society 
Ideals  through  the  demonstration  of  outstanding  scholarship,  leadership,  character 
and  service. 

President  Bush’s  Secretary  of  Education  Lamar  Alexander  sent  an  envoy  to  Blue 
Hills  to  honor  the  Electronics  Department  as  one  of  the  most  outstanding  programs 
in  the  country. 

A  Blue  Hills  student  from  Braintree,  Lou  Fondanova,  received  the  gold  medal  in 
Graphic  Communications  at  the  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America  state 
competition  held  in  April.  Lou  went  on  to  place  twelfth  in  the  national  competition 
held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  in  June. 

John  Vigevani,  a  senior  auto  repair  student  from  Norwood,  was  selected  as  the 
Outstanding  Vocational  Student  at  Blue  Hills  this  year. 
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The  Blue  Hills  School  offers  interscholastic  sports  in  1 2  areas.  Our  athletes  attained 
league  championships  in  Cross  Country  and  Spring  Track  during  the  1992-92  school 
year. 

Secondary  school  enrollment  at  Blue  Hills  was  806,  sixty-seven  of  whom  were  from 
Norwood.  Out  of  156  students  who  graduated  in  June  1992,  eleven  were  Norwood 
residents. 

Enrollment  continues  to  increase  in  the  Continuing  Education  Program.  During  the 
fall  1991  semester,  594  adults  attended  43  courseS;  49  courses  were  conducted  for  692 
students  in  the  spring  1992  semester.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  this  program 
continues  to  be  self-supporting. 

The  general  public  from  the  nine  town  district  continues  to  be  well-served  by  Blue 
Hills  Regional.  Throughout  the  past  year,  over  two  thousand  residents  participated 
by  cosmetology  students,  and  enjoyed  bakery  products  and  meals  offered  at  the  school 
restaurant,  the  Chateau  de  Blue. 


The  school  continues  to  save  the  taxpayers  money  by  completing  special  projects  for 
the  municipalities,  residents  and  civic  organizations.  This  past  year,  for  example, 
municipal  vehicles  have  been  painted  and  refurbished,  equipment  has  been  built, 
and  printing  projects  have  been  completed.  Specifically,  our  structural  wood 
students  built  trophy  cases  at  the  Norwood  Civic  Center.  In  addition  three  major 
construction  projects  were  undertaken  for  area  residents.  We  estimate  a  savings  to 
the  nine  towns  of  $209,409  during  fiscal  1992. 

We  are  proud  to  say  that  Blue  Hills  has  aggressively  pursued  grant  to  supplement 
the  budget.  During  1991-92,  $772,000  was  received  which  enabled  the  District 
School  Committee  to  take  the  pressure  off  local  town  budgets  while  continuing  to 
provide  a  high  quality  education. 

The  District  School  Committee  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month 
at  7:30  P.M.,  in  the  District  Board  Room  at  the  school  at  800  Randolph  Street,  Canton. 
The  public  is  invited  to  attend.

Not  only  has  the  economy  restricted  my  working  tools,  but  weights  and  measures 
advancements  in  technology  as  well  as  the  changes  in  laws,  codes,  and  regulations 
all  contributed  to  challenging  problems  for  me  to  fulfill  my  responsibilities. 

The  belated  February  presidential  action  of  signing  the  outstanding  amendment 
requests  for  Fair  Packaging  and  Labeling  Act,  surprisingly  will  not  be  mandatory 
until  1994. 

We  measurement  people  cannot  regulate  manufacturers  from  producing  deceptive 
containers,  nor  can  we  require  labels  to  read  “NEW  AND  IMPROVED  BUT  MORE 
COSTLY”,  but  we  can  and  will  require  packages  to  state  exact  m_easurement 
contents,  also  now  in  metric. 

Those  consumers  who  have  recently  spoken  with  votes,  pleaded  to  stop  confusion  of 
all  deceptive  practices  and  should  be  heard.  I’ve  done  my  job  as  best  possible  and  wish 
to  emphasize,  the  consumers  must  try  to  help  themselves  by  reading  labels,  sales 
slips,  and  signs  rather  than  registering  unwarranted  complaints  and  costly  de¬ 
mands.  However,  I  will  always  welcome  complaints  since  there  is  always  a  possible 
oversight  of  error  or  deception. 

The  gasoline  control  nozzle  act  must  and  will  be  completed  this  coming  year.  We 
regret  the  vetoingof  our  efforts  to  nationally  standardize  the  addition  of  ethanol  (com 
alcohol)  in  gasolines  for  reducing  pollution.  The  opposition  suggested  that  farmers 
grow  beets  rather  than  com  -  which  helped  nobody! 

We’re  now  hoping  to  obtain  approval  to  energize  gasolines  scientifically  to  generate 
oxygen  in  car  engines  for  more  complete  combustion  of  emissions  (already  voluntary). 
Costs  would  probably  increase,  but  the  big  costs  of  reducing  pollutants  would 
decrease. 
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I  extend  gratitude  to  the  Town  Manager  and  his  staff,  the  Selectmen,  Police  and  Fire 
Departments,  local  industry,  and  the  public  for  their  cooperation.

1992  REPORT  OF  THE  YOUTH  COMMISSION 

December  7, 1992,  marked  twenty  years  for  the  youth  coordinator  in  Norwood.  The 
description  of  the  position  of  youth  coordinator  has  evolved  and  broadened  over  the 
last  twenty  years.  This  has  become  a  necessity  because  of  the  shrinking  availability 
of  family  services  on  the  state  and  federal  levels.  We  try  to  meet  the  needs  (social, 
emotional,  education,  and  recreational)  of  the  youth  population  in  Norwood  which 
are  currently  not  being  met.  This  may  be  either  because  a  service  does  not  exist  or 
because  it  does  not  perform  the  function  it  was  meant  to. 

These  young  people  and  their  parents  often  “fall  between  the  cracks”  of  existing 
services.  For  example,  an  adolescent  who  spends  much  of  the  time  running  away  is 
not  available  to  school  services,  and  since  they  are  already  extremely  resistant,  they 
will  often  reject  attending  counseling  services  or  clinics. 

A  parent  and  child  engaging  in  verbal  and  physical  battles  can  be  unsettling  or  even 
dangerous  for  the  family.  However,  the  agency  responsible  for  placement  outside  of 
the  home,  Department  of  Social  Services,  often  cannot  provide  the  services  the  family 
needs. 

Ironically,  the  worsening  economy,  which  has  produced  more  family  emergencies  and 
stress,  has  also  triggered  massive  cuts  in  human  services  on  the  State  level.  The 
Department  of  Social  Services  and  Welfare  offices,  which  used  to  be  located  in 
Norwood,  moved  first  to  Walpole  and  then  to  Attleboro.  Now  there  is  discussion  of 
consolidation  with  the  Waltham  office.  This  would  obviously  make  services  even  less 
accessible. 

There  are  very  few  foster  homes  in  this  area  and  one  emergency  shelter  with  a  total 
of  six  beds. 

Victims  of  abuse  or  neglect  suffer  with  a  particularly  frustrating  set  of  circumstances. 
The  abuse/neglect  may  be  discovered  andreported,  but  if  D.S.S.  does  not  have  enough 
specific  evidence,  they  have  to  drop  the  case. 

These  are  just  some  of  the  circumstances  where  the  Youth  Coordinator  can  provide 
outreach,  counseling,  crisis  intervention,  case  work,  resource  and  referral  service, 
and  community  work. 

The  definition  of  these  services  as  provided  by  the  Youth  Coordinator  are  listed  below: 

OUTREACH  -  The  flexibility  and  mobility  to  go  to  the  family  as  needed  when 
dysfunction  and  resistance  makes  it  difficult  or  impossible  for  them  to  come  to  us. 
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COUNSELING  -  Twenty  years  of  experience  and  a  Master’s  Degree  in  Counseling 
enhance  the  ability  to  take  a  family  history,  assess  the  dynamics  of  the  family 
situation,  identify  needs  and  develop  an  ongoing  rapport  with  the  client  and  their 
family. 

CASEWORK  -  Once  the  needs  of  the  chent  and  their  family  are  identified,  a 
treatment  plan  is  formulated.  This  may  include  concomitant  counseling  for  parents 
and  other  family  members,  subsidized  housing,  foster  care  or  emergency  shelter 
placement,  evaluation  with  schools,  medical  referrals,  work  with  court  probation 
officials,  police,  lawyers,  etc. 

CRISIS  INTERVENTION  -  This  may  entail  mediation  in  a  parent  and  child 
confrontation,  child  placement  after  runaway  or  abuse/neglect,  a  phone  discussion 
with  a  parent  and/or  adolescent  during  an  emotional  crisis,  a  hospital  visit,  trans¬ 
porting  an  adolescent  from  jail  to  placement. 

There  is  a  twenty-four  hour  answering  service  and  the  Youth  Coordinator  is  often 
called  at  night  or  on  weekends. 

COMMUNITY  WORK  -  In  addition  to  the  individual  and  family  work  the  Youth 
Coordinator  is  also  involved  in  a  number  of  community  activities,  for  example: 

Member  on  an  ongoing  basis  with  the  DRUG  AND  ALCOHOL  ADVISORY  COM¬ 
MITTEE.  Their  primary  activity  is  the  planning  and  implementation  of  the  Post- 
Prom  Party  which  runs  from  12:00  A.M.  to  6:00  A.M.  the  night  of  the  Senior  Prom. 

Occasionally  run  parent  groups. 

Act  as  a  member  of  the  After  School  Day  Care  Advisory  Committee. 

Occasionally  teach  classes  about  social  and  youth  issues  at  Norwood  High  School. 

Chair  the  Law  Related  Advisory  Board  and  attend  related  conferences  as  a  presenter. 

Speak  to  Youth  Groups,  for  example,  students  at  the  Willett  Alternative  School  and 
residents  at  the  Norwood  Cluster  Program. 

Supervise  the  community  service  program  in  cooperation  with  the  probation  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Dedham  District  Court.  Through  this  program  juvenile  offenders  make 
reparation  for  acts  such  as  vandalism,  theft  and  minor  possession  of  alcohol  by 
working  a  designated  number  of  hours  for  a  public  agency.  This  affirms  that  there 
are  consequences  for  their  actions  and  that  they  are  responsible  to  the  community. 
A  special  recognition  and  thanks  goes  to  John  McDonagh,  Building  Custodian  at  the 
Town  Hall,  for  his  consistent  and  patient  on-site  supervision  of  many  of  these  young 
people. 

Ongoing  member  of  the  Crisis  Intervention  Team  with  Norwood  School  personnel. 

My  thanks  to  Town  Manager  John  Carroll  and  all  Town  departments  and  agencies 
for  their  constant  cooperation  and  support.

(Report  of  Mr.  James  R.  Savage  to  the  Norwood  School  Committee  on  the  evening  of 
Wednesday,  June  24, 1992) 

I  am  pleased  to  present  my  tenth  Annual  Report  to  you  and  the  Norwood  School 
Committee  on  the  activities  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  for  the  1991  -  1992 
academic  year.  However,  I  do  so  with  considerable  mixed  emotions. 

On  June  30,  1992,  I  will  retire  from  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  after  thirty-five 
enjoyable  years  as  a  teacher.  Principal  and  Superintendent  of  Schools.  I  retire  with 
much  fulfillment  and  considerable  indebtedness  to  my  colleagues,  parents,  and 
students  whom  I  truly  enjoyed  serving  during  the  past  three  decades. 

This  past  academic  year,  our  schools  opened  in  the  wake  of  the  resignation  of  our 
Commissioner  of  Education,  Harold  Reynolds,  Jr.  In  his  parting  comments,  he  said, 
“Our  public  schools  have  now  fallen  on  hard  times.  Continuing  disinvestment  in 
public  education  is  destructive  to  the  future  of  the  State  and  harmful  to  the  aspirations 
of  our  children  and  their  parents.  The  public  schools,  the  central  social  institution  of 
our  society,  are  embattled”. 
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As  we  look  back  to  September  1991,  we  have  to  strongly  concur  with  our  former 
Commissioner  -  our  schools,  communities,  and  our  State  have  been  under  siege  from 
such  critical  and  controversial  issues  as  school  choice;  distribution  of  condoms  to  high 
school  students;  conflicting  and  unprecedented  rumors  and  proposals  for  reform  with 
the  exclusion  of  any  input  from  parents  and  educators;  the  outrageous  political  in¬ 
fighting  and  bargaining  behind  closed  doors  in  formulating  school  reform  legislation; 
the  much  disputed  and  changing  rules  regarding  the  teacher  salary  deferral  legisla¬ 
tion;  the  anxiety  and  concerns  for  multicultural  education  and  racism;  and  the 
devastating  impact  of  continued  cutsin  local  aid.  One  cannot  list  these  issues  without 
mentioning  the  subtle  efforts  of  many  in  federal  and  state  government  who  are 
advocating  privatization  of  our  public  schools. 

I  mention  this  long  fist  of  tribulations  only  to  chronicle  “our  times”  as  well  as  to 
highlight  the  courage  and  fortitude  of  many  in  our  teaching  ranks  today.  Despite 
these  distractions,  which  sometimes  became  very  real  and  damaging  intrusions,  we 
have  forged  ahead  and  are  continuing  our  efforts,  with  your  support,  to  pursue 
excellence  in  education  for  our  students. 

This  year  our  system-wide  enrollment,  as  of  October  1,  1991,  was  3,446  students 
which  is  an  increase  of  125  students  over  last  year’s  and  was  20  students  above  our 
projections  for  the  opening  of  school  in  September.  It  is  interesting  to  note  here  that 
Norwood,  a  community  of  only  an  area  often  square  miles,  experienced  the  largest 
increase  in  student  population  when  compared  to  area  communities. 

In  projecting  ahead,  based  on  our  current  data,  it  is  our  expectation  that  systemwide 
enrollments  should  be  up  slightly  at  the  elementary  and  high  school  level.  At  the 
Junior  High  School,  we  anticipate  an  increase  of  about  forty  students  as  a  result  of 
a  larger  in-coming  sixth  grade  class  for  next  year.  If  the  past  few  years  are  a  reliable 
indicator  for  the  future,  it  appears  that  our  enrollment  and  building  facifities  will  be 
reasonably  compatible. 

However,  there  will  be  the  usual  number  of  exceptions  relative  to  individual  class 
sizes  and  grades  across  the  system  that  will  have  to  be  remedied  as  they  surface  the 
first  month  of  the  school  year.  It  is  important,  in  resolving  these  individual 
difficulties,  that  you  not  lose  sight  of  how  well  off  we  are,  and  that  strategies  should 
be  planned  in  the  context  of  long-range  solutions. 

In  keeping  with  our  tradition,  the  highlight  of  our  Annual  Report  focuses  on  the  Goals 
and  Objectives  of  this  past  year.  In  that  context,  I  present  the  following  to  you: 

1.  To  Assist  And  Counsel  The  Norwood  School  Committee,  And  Its  Sub- 
Committees,  During  The  Collective  Bargaining  Process 

During  the  year,  we  have  developed  negotiation  packages  and  ground  rules  for  each 
bargaining  unit.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  negotiation  process  is  still  on-going  with 
all  our  Unions,  I  feel  our  administrators  have  been  a  continued  source  of  information, 
data,  and  advice  during  this  years  protracted  process. 

2.  To  Assist  The  School  Committee  In  The  Development  Of  An  Appropriate 
FY93  Budget 

Despite  the  fact  that  our  proposed  budget  for  FY93  was  reduced  by  $541 ,000,  we  still 
were  able  to  maintain  our  educational  programs  and  teaching  staff.  We  feel  we  have 
succeeded,  under  difficult  circumstances,  in  developing  an  appropriate  budget 
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within  the  parameters  of  the  Town’s  fiscal  situation.  However,  I  should  point  out  that 
the  school  department  will  eventually  have  to  address  such  issues  as  maintenance, 
equipment,  classroom  texts,  and  library  books.  In  addition,  serious  attention  should 
be  given  to  painting  all  the  wood  trim  at  the  Senior  High  School. 

A  major  fiscal  concern  for  next  year  is  that  it  will  be  the  first  time  we  will  have  a 
succeeding  budget  less  than  the  preceding  year.  This  circumstance  will  effect  the 
integrity  of  our  “Maintenance  of  Effort”  obligations,  but  it  also  augers  difficult  days 
ahead. 

3.  To  Continue  Programs  For  Students  And  Staff  To  Enhance  Understanding, 

Harmony,  And  Awareness  Of  Multicultural  Differences 

On  the  elementary  level,  we  have  a  social  studies  text  that  addresses  ethnic  diversity 
and  awareness  through  all  our  grades  in  a  continuous  and  sequential  process.  In 
addition,  in  order  to  intensify  our  multicultural  efforts,  we  have  purchased  books, 
video  tapes,  film  strips,  prints,  and  selected  biographies  and  autobiographies  that 
focus  on  minority  issues. 

The  Junior  High  has  established  this  year  a  Committee  on  Multiculturalism  under 
the  leadership  and  guidance  of  the  Principal,  Mr.  Patrick  Cammarata. 

The  purpose  of  this  Committee  is  to  develop  programs  for  the  staff  and  students  that 
will  address  the  issue  of  sensitivity  in  dealing  with  various  racial,  ethnic,  and 
religious  cultures  in  our  school  and  Town. 

The  staff  developed  and  implemented  a  poster  contest  that  focused  on  such  issues  as 
physical  disability  differences  as  well  as  social,  ethnic,  and  religious  differences. 

Among  many  varied  activities  that  stressed  differences,  our  Junior  High  English 
classes  wrote  essays  on  prejudice  while  history  classes  discussed  racism  using 
readings  from  the  World  of  Difference  Curriculum. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  Committee  on  Multiculturalism  to  expand  their  efforts  next  year 
in  sponsoring  a  day-long  program  of  speakers,  workshops,  and  performances.  We  feel 
the  Junior  High  effort  is  very  positive  and  will  have  excellent  results. 

This  year  the  Senior  High  Schools’  “Students  Alliance  Against  Discrimination” 
sponsored  many  activities  on  behalf  of  minority  issues  and  concerns.  Some  of  those 
activities  included  the  following: 

*  Members  of  the  Alliance  attended  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Boston 
for  a  conference  against  racism; 

*  T/ieAZ/ianceorganizedaForeignLanguage  Week  Luncheon  where  students 

brought  food  that  was  representative  of  their  country  and/or  culture; 

*  The  participants  of  the  Alliance  met  every  Friday  for  discussions; 

*  Materials  reviewing  prominent  Black  American  political  and  cultural 
leaders  were  featured  in  the  Library  and  the  main  lobby  display  case; 
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*  Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Thomas  MacDonough,  our  Social  Stud¬ 
ies  Department  Head,  a  month-long  celebration  of  Black  History 
was  organized  with  the  assistance  of  our  black  students;  and 

*  Continued  emphasis  by  our  history  teachers  on  roles  played  by 
blacks. 

In  addition,  representatives  of  “A  World  of  Difference”  met  with  the  entire  Norwood 
High  School  faculty  in  a  conference  to  discuss  issues  of  culture,  differences,  common¬ 
alities  among  people,  and  the  need  for  mutual  respect. 

As  we  indicated  to  you  at  mid-year,  last  summer  our  teachers  developed  a  Multi  cultural 
Curriculum  Guide  that  we  feel  will  be  a  valuable  asset  to  our  efforts. 

4.  To  Establish  A  Long-Range  Housing  Committee 

Dr.  Toran  has  made  considerable  effort  this  year  in  putting  together  a  bank  of  basic 
information  in  preparation  for  a  very  active  Long-Range  Housing  Committee  for 
1 992  - 1993.  This  information  will  consist  of  the  following:  history  of  enrollment  data; 
plant  study;  number  of  classrooms;  classroom  use;  and  general  status  of  facilities. 
Such  data  will  facilitate  the  mission  of  this  Committee  and  will  enable  the  partici¬ 
pants  to  expend  their  energy  into  discussion  and  analysis  in  preparation  for  decision¬ 
making. 

5.  To  Maintain  Program  Development  Efforts  In  The  Area  Of  Whole  Language, 
Early  Childhood  Education,  Elementary  Science,  Junior  High  Mathemat¬ 
ics,  And  A  Developmental  Curriculum  For  Primary  Grades 

In  the  area  of  Whole  Language,  elementary  staff  members  have  participated  in 
seminars  in  whole  language  teaching  techniques.  Twenty-four  staff  members 
participated  in  a  two-day  conference  conducted  by  the  Massachusetts  Reading 
Association  which  focused  upon  the  philosophy,  process,  politics,  and  instructional 
methodologies  of  the  whole  language  approach  to  literacy. 

Our  Early  Childhood  Education  efforts  have  been  moving  forward  with  our  Even 
Start  for  Families  Grant  and  in  implementing  our  Chapter  188  Early  Childhood 
Grant.  Some  of  the  technology  issues  (such  as  the  microwave  system)  are  moving 
slowly  because  of  our  inexperience  in  these  issues.  However,  the  total  range  of 
activities  being  provided  to  students  and  families  is  progressing  well.  We  expect 
continuation  grants  in  the  area  of  Early  Childhood  I^ograms  for  the  1992  -  1993 
school  year. 

The  Elementary  Science  Center  has  continued  to  land  support  to  classroom  teachers 
and  provide  a  g^reatly  improved  series  of  science  activities  and  schedules  for  elemen¬ 
tary  pupils.  More  elementary  classroom  teachers  are  getting  involved  in  programs 
that  train  them  to  be  better  science  teachers.  Mr.  Czyryca  has  been  accepted  into 
Project  SEED  at  Northeastern  University.  This  is  a  National  Science  Foundation 
Grant  to  the  Center  for  Electromagnetic  Research  which  will  train  participants  in  a 
variety  of  inexpensive  experiments  demonstrating  the  basic  and  advanced  concepts 
of  physics.  As  you  are  aware,  we  have  moved  the  Science  Center  to  Junior  High  North 
where  there  will  be  more  space  available  for  storage  as  well  as  for  construction  of 
hands-on  experiment  materials.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORWOOD  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 


Our  Middle  School  staff  has  been  involved  in  a  mathematics  project,  sponsored  by  the 
National  Science  Foundation  and  Education  Development  Corporation  (EDC)  of 
Newton,  which  has  strengthened  their  ability  to  teach  pre-algebra  and  algebra  to 
middle  school  pupils.  This  has  been  done  through  significant  amounts  of  release  time 
for  teachers  and  through  the  cooperation  of  four  businessmen  who  have  served  as 
substitute  teachers.  Norwood  has  been  selected  as  one  of  the  participants  for  a 
continuing  grant  secured  by  EDC  for  the  1992  - 1993  school  year.  TTiis  Grant  focuses 
upon  involvement  of  a  system-wide  team  of  math  teachers  and  should  seiwe  to  assist 
us  in  raising  student  achievement  in  math. 

Last  year  we  made  a  commitment  to  pursue  a  developmental  curriculum  for  our 
primary  grades.  Since  September,  we  have  instituted  a  five  (5)  session  training 
program  for  all  preschool  and  kindergarten  staff  members  which  focuses  upon  the  use 
of  developmentally  appropriate  teaching  strategies  as  well  as  the  issue  of“including” 
special  needs  children  in  the  regular  classroom.  Each  session  has  been  three  (3)  hours 
in  length  and  included  such  topics  as  the  diverse  needs  of  children;  the  restructuring 
of  roles;  parent  involvement;  and  discussion  on  planning  programs  that  will  ensure 
success  and  improved  outcomes. 

6.  To  Implement  A  Review  Of  Our  High  School  Curriculum  In  Terms  Of  Grade 
Requirements,  Course  Sequence,  Graduation  Requirements  And  Curricu¬ 
lum  Objectives 

All  of  our  High  School  Department  Heads,  with  their  staffs,  have  reviewed  course 
prerequisites  and  sequences,  as  well  as  graduation  requirements  and  curriculum 
objectives.  During  the  year,  we  have  had  minor  changes  in  course  prerequisites. 
However,  there  will  be  requests  surfacing  next  year  in  Foreign  Language  and  Social 
Studies  for  new  courses  as  a  result  of  this  year’s  discussions. 

The  Faculty  Senate  is  presently  reviewing  the  graduation  requirements  for  Norwood 
High  School.  They  are  reviewing  and  considering  such  issues  as  the  required  number 
of  points  needed  for  graduation,  required  cumulative  credit,  and  required  course  of 
study  needed  for  graduation,  I  am  sure  the  results  of  their  deliberations  will  be 
presented  to  you  sometime  next  year. 

7.  To  Initiate  And  Assist  In  The  Development  Of  A  New  School  Committee 
Policy  Handbook 

The  Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Committees  has  completed  the  first  draft 
of  our  School  Committee’s  Handbook.  It  is  unusually  extensive  and  includes  present 
policies  as  well  as  those  that  reflect  legislation  and  current  practices  across  the  State. 
It  is  my  view  that  there  remains  considerable  work  in  editing  this  material  so  that 
we  have  a  practical,  responsive,  and  reasonable  Handbook  that  reflects  the  philoso¬ 
phy  and  feelings  of  our  School  Committee. 

As  I  indicated  in  my  initial  remarks,  I  conclude  this  Report  with  mixed  emotions.  I 
am  sad  that  we  had  to  close  Junior  High  North  and  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School.  I 
am  sad  to  leave  good  friends  and  colleagues  who  have  shared,  to  one  degree  or 
another,  the  last  thirty-five  years.  We  have  all  shared  one  strong  common  bond  -  we 
have  loved  the  Norwood  Public  Schools  and  the  kids  we  were  proud  to  serve. 

However,  I  am  proud  and  happy  for  what  “we”  have  achieved  over  the  many  years. 
Probably  the  best  testimonial  that  reflects  all  these  years  is  that  Norwood  today 
enjoys  the  reputation  as  an  excellent  school  system. 
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It  seems  fitting,  at  this  juncture,  to  briefly  review  my  stewardship  as  Superintendent 
over  the  past  ten  years.  I  am  very  proud  of  what  our  professional  staff  -  teachers  and 
administrators  -  have  accomplished  during  my  tenure.  I  submit  the  following  to  you 
as  a  brief  summary  of  their  achievements: 

*  We  now  enjoy  a  continuous  sequential  curriculum  in  computers  that 
terminates  with  an  Advanced  Placement  in  Computer  Science  Course.  It  is 
satisfying  to  know  that  the  computers  today  are  an  integral  part  of  the 
learning  process. 

*  We  have  completed  the  third  year  of  our  Norwood  Extended  Day  Program 
that  is  now  a  viable,  school  sponsored  program,  serving  a  recognized  need 
in  the  community. 

*  Our  Gifted  and  Talented  Program  has  developed  and  initiated  a  comprehen¬ 
sive,  varied,  enriching  program  for  our  students.  It  includes  such  activities 
as  Whales,  Geography  Bees,  Computers,  Independent  Study,  Young  Au¬ 
thors,  Poster  Contests,  Project  Fair,  as  well  as  the  TEC  Museum  of  Science 
Project  -  “Pathways  to  Discovery” 

*  Parents  have  continued  to  support  our  Saturday  morning  Reaching  Out 
Enrichment  Program  that  offers  a  very  extensive  and  varied  program  of 
courses  for  children. 

*  Through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Cyzryca,  and  Mr.  Haffey  we  have  a 
Science  Resource  Center  that  has  rejuvenated  an  interest  and  enthusiasm 
for  science  by  our  students  and  teachers. 

*  In  the  fabric  of  our  school  environment,  we  now  have  a  T.V.  Studio;  a  Staff 
Development  Program;  an  Early  Childhood  Program;  a  national  model  for 
preschool  education  in  our  Even  Start  Program;  Multicultural  Programs;  a 
Summer  Reading  Program  for  all  grades;  Short  and  Long-Range  Plans  for 
Improved  Learning;  Reorganization  of  our  grade  structure;  a  system-wide 
Reading  Program;  a  Comprehensive,  Sequential  Health  Program  for  all 
grades;  over  one  hundred  (100)  Curriculum  Guides;  Penmanship  Programs; 
Writing  Programs  developing  creative  and  critical  thinking  skills;  a  strong 
and  innovative  Substance  Abuse  Program;  a  Core  Curriculum  in  our  High 
School  English  Department;  School-Business  Partnerships;  an  Alternative 
Classroom;  new  Graduation  Requirements;  Promotion  and  Homework 
Policies;  Superintendent  and  Principal  Faculty  Advisory  Councils;  and  our 
five  million  ($5,000,000)  dollar  High  School  renovation. 

I  believe  the  aforementioned  litany  of  achievements  and  accomplishments  will  be 
ample  evidence  that  the  past  ten  years  were  productive,  energetic  years  devoted  to 
the  welfare  of  students. 

At  this  time,  I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  our  principals, 
teachers,  nurses,  secretaries,  custodians,  and  cafeteria  workers.  Each  individual  in 
these  groups  serves  the  important  needs  of  the  children  of  our  schools.  The 
community  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  such  a  wonderful  group  of  professionals  who 
are  truly  dedicated  and  committed  to  our  Town  and  our  chil^en. 

I  also  want  to  express  my  deep  gratitude  to  our  central  administrators.  I  want  to 
thank  Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  Buscone,  Mr.  Hemman,  Mr.  Needham,  Mrs.  Nagle, 
and  Mr.  Graham  for  their  continued  support,  loyalty,  and  hard  work.  I  want  to 
particularly  express  my  gratitude  for  their  skills,  expertise,  knowledge,  and  love  for 
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children.  I  have  been  indeed  fortunate  to  have  this  exceptional  group  of  educators  as 
partners  in  our  many  endeavors.  They  are  the  single  most  important  reason  for  our 
many  successes. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  Dr.  Toran  will  succeed  me  as  Superintendent  this  July 
1 , 1 992. 1  Imow  our  system  is  in  good  hands  and  will  prosper  as  a  result  of  his  expertise 
and  leadership. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  thank  past  and  present  members  of  our  School  Committee  for 
their  support,  confidence,  and  respect.  There  is  little  accomplished  in  schools  if  you 
"do  not  have  the  right”  School  Committee.  We  have  been  blessed  with  sincere,  hard 
working,  committed,  and  dedicated  citizens  who  have  respected  our  professionals 
and  loved  our  students.  This  combination  of  School  Committee  and  professional 
educators  has  evolved  into  an  excellent  partnership  that  has  benefitted  our  Town, 
school  system,  and  our  students.

1992  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  for  the  year  1 992.  In  preparing  this  report, 

I  am  reminded  of  the  dynamic  issues  involved  as  our  school  system  prepares  for  the 
transition  of  leadership.  Mr.  Savage  retiring  after  ten  remarkable  years  as  Super¬ 
intendent  presented  a  great  deal  of  mixed  feeling  among  our  staff,  and  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Dr.  Toran  els  Superintendent  engendered  feelings  of  joy  and  comfort  that  the 
leadership  torch  was  passed  to  a  dynamic,  energetic,  compassionate  individual. 

Enrollment  and  Staffing 

The  system- wide  enrollment  (pre-school  through  grade  12)  as  of  October  1, 1992  was 
3,513.  Elementary  enrollment  was  1,769  which  indicates  an  increase  of  52  students 
over  the  October  1,1991  enrollment.  This  increase  was  primarily  due  to  41  adchtional 
students  at  grade  1 .  The  Junior  High  School  enrollment  was  790  students,  which  was 
30  students  greater  than  last  year.  The  Senior  High  School  enrollment  was  954, 
which  was  15  students  less  than  last  year.  The  system-wide  enrollment  increase  of 
52  students  indicates  the  type  of  slow,  steady  growth  expected  during  the  next  three 
years. 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  increased  its  professional  staff  to  260.7.  This  increase 
was  largely  due  to  enrollment  increases  at  the  elementary  level .  The  elementary  staff 
totaled  123.2  consisting  of  74.5  classroom  teachers  and  48.7  specialists,  '^e 
secondary  staff  remained  at  137.5  teaching  positions  with  126  regular  education 
positions,  and  11.5  special  education  positions. 

Table  I  provides  enrollment  and  professional  staff  information  for  each  school  during 
the  past  five  years.  Table  II  summarizes  system-wide  enrollment  for  boys  and  girls 
as  of  October  1, 1992. 

In  summary,  student  enrollment  has  continued  to  grow.  It  will  be  difficult  to 
maintain  our  existing  programs  without  financial  assistance.

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Specialized  Programs 


Alternative  Education 

The  Alternative  Classroom  continues  to  function  effectively,  and  provides  an  alter¬ 
native  education  to  those  students  who  find  it  difficult  to  succeed  in  a  comprehensive 
high  school  setting.  Seven  students  graduated  with  the  class  of  1992. 

Summer  Program 

The  Norwood  Public  Schools  was  fortunate  to  obtain  funding  for  a  specialized 
summer  program.  The  funding  was  provided  through  a  grant  proposal  approved  by 
the  Job  IVaining  Partnership  Act  (JTPA).  The  program  served  thirty-one  eligible 
students  in  a  tutorial  support  endeavor. 

Guidance  Services 

In  our  rapidly  changing  society  young  people  seem  to  have  the  most  difficulty 
adjusting  to  the  many  changes.  The  Norwood  Public  Schools  has  placed  a  high 
emphasis  on  maintaining  a  top  quality  Guidance  Department  in  order  to  deliver  the 
guidance  services  necessary  to  provide  for  appropriate  adjustment  to  the  many 
stressful  conditions  experienced  by  young  people. 

The  analysis  of  the  graduating  class  depicts  the  exact  same  percentage  of  students 
pursuing  higher  education.  While  83%  of  the  graduates  were  planning  to  continue 
their  education,  59%  were  scheduled  to  attend  4-year  colleges. 

A  constant  challenge  remains  to  assist  in  preparing  those  students,  not  interested  in 
pursuing  further  education,  for  the  world  of  work.  One  initiative  attempted  this  year 
was  a  school -to- work  transition  program  with  local  industry.  Although  the  program 
is  small,  the  potential  for  growth  is  quite  optimistic. 


Summary 

The  future  of  success  in  our  educational  responsibilities  rests  with  quality  teaching 
and  support  staff.  Training  programs  for  increased  professional  development,  and 
aggressive  recruitment  plans  to  insure  the  hiring  of  well -trained  staff  are  necessary 
for  maintaining  the  vitality  of  our  educational  programs.  Furthermore,  responding 
to  a  multicultural  student  population  with  programs  that  sensitize  both  students  and 
staff  regarding  the  true  meaning  of  individual  differences  and  respect  for  one  another 
are  necessary  to  survive  the  90’s. 

Maintaining  an  aggressive  approach  to  providing  the  latest  in  technology  for  our 
students  is  essential.  Students  need  curriculum  that  reflects  a  realistic  technical 
information  source  that  allows  our  graduates  to  compete  in  a  modern  sophisticated 
world.

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1992  REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

It  was  with  a  great  deal  of  anticipation  that  my  second  year  as  principal  began  in 
September  1992. 

A  total  of  969  students  report  for  class  on  the  first  day  of  school.  Of  that  total  224 
were  enrolled  in  grade  9, 252  in  grade  10, 227  in  grade  11,  and  grade  12  had  a  total 
of  267. 

We  continued  to  offer  orientation  programs  during  the  first  week  to  familiarize  our 
student  body  with  handbook  rules  and  regulations,  school  policy,  and  other  valuable 
information. 

As  in  the  past,  our  P.T.A.  was  actively  involved  in  school  issues  and  activities.  During 
National  Education  Week,  they  sponsored  an  Open  House  for  classroom  visitations 
and  honored  all  honor  roll  students  at  the  Academic  Awards  Night  ceremony. 
Scholarships  were  awarded  and  the  James  Savage  GulfTournament  was  held  to  raise 
money  for  the  Annual  Honors  Banquet  in  June.  Mr.  Joseph  Fitzgerald  was  invited 
to  be  the  guest  speaker  at  the  Honors  Banquet  at  the  Walpole  Country  Club.  Fifty 
students,  with  high  academic  standing,  were  guests  of  the  P.T.A.  A  Teacher 
Appreciation  Day  program  was  sponsored  by  the  P.T.A.  to  acknowledge  the  efforts  of 
our  professional  staff. 

We  are  continuing  our  efforts  to  improve  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  scores.  Mr.  James 
Montague  from  the  College  Board  spoke  to  students  reinforcing  the  importance  of  the 
P.S.A.T.  in  preparation  for  the  S.A.T. 

Students  are  involved  in  broadcasting  the  morning  news  to  all  homerooms.  Access 
to  the  news  is  available  to  the  community  each  morning  over  cable  television  Channel 
32.  Tnis  affords  parents  an  opportunity  to  be  aware  of  all  high  school  activities. 

Two  parent/teacher  conferences  were  held  in  the  fall.  Breaking  the  alphabet  (A-K 
and  L-Z)  provided  a  smoother  and  less  crowded  evening,  allowing  parents  more  time 
to  discuss  issues  affecting  their  son/daughter. 

The  Alliance  Against  Discrimination  continues  to  meet  weekly  during  lunch  seg¬ 
ments  to  allow  students  to  dialogue  with  one  another.  A  Black  History  Month 
program  included  highlighting  significant  contributions  by  minorities  and  a  school¬ 
wide  assembly  highlighted  contributions  by  minorities  in  the  field  of  music. 

The  student  body  got  behind  a  community  effort  for  Kevin  McNulty  and  contributed 
$1 2,000  to  the  drive  after  running  a  number  of  activities  including  dances,  car  washes 
and  bake  sales. 

We  continued  fund  raising  for  the  Dwayne  Harris  Scholarship  Fund,  Norwood  Food 
Pantry,  and  Toys  for  Tots. 

Norwood  High  School  is  well  supported  by  the  community  and  is  sensitive  to  their 
generosity. 
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GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Norwood  High  School  counseling  staff  has  six  full-time  counselors.  Students  are 
assigned  on  an  alphabetical  basis  to  each  counselor  and  remain  with  that  counselor 
for  four  years.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  counselors  that  a  growing  rapport  will  develop 
between  each  student  and  counselor  so  that  by  grade  twelve  students  will  be  ready 
to  make  career  choices  that  are  challenging  and  productive. 

Various  evening  meetings  were  held  for  parents  and  students.  An  informational 
evening  was  held  for  St.  Catherine’s  parents  in  October  at  St.  Catherine’s  Elemen¬ 
tary  School.  An  evening  meeting  was  held  in  March  for  grade  eleven  families,  to 
assist  students  and  parents  in  good  post-high  school  planning.  Also,  to  review 
curriculum  offerings,  an  evening  meeting  was  held  in  January  for  grade  eight 
parents.  Regionally  planned  Higher  Education  Nights  were  held  at  Wayland  High 
School  in  October  and  at  Waltham  High  School  in  April.  A  financial  aid  information 
night  was  held  at  Dedham  High  School  in  January. 

A  guidance  counselor  was  on  duty  in  the  counseling  center  twenty  nights  each 
semester  of  the  year  to  make  available  the  resources  in  the  department  to  all  citizens 
in  the  community.  Any  interested  person  could  call  the  counseling  center  for  an 
appointment. 

The  Guidance  Department  has  available  numerous  references  describing  post-high 
school  educational  opportunities  and  occupational  information.  A  computer  informa¬ 
tion  system  is  located  in  the  counseling  center  and  students  are  able  to  receive 
instantaneous  computer-based  information  in  regard  to  the  following:  relating  of 
individual  interests  and  goals  with  appropriate  careers;  descriptions,  bibliographies, 
and  required  preparation  for  some  three  hundred  occupations;  lists  of  schools  which 
offer  a  course  of  instruction  at  a  specific  level  in  a  geographic  area;  lists  of  school 
which  offer  specific  varsity  sports;  lists  of  schools  which  offer  specified  support 
facilities  for  handicapped  students;  and  information  concerning  financial  aid  for 
education  or  training  which  might  match  an  individual’s  needs,  abilities,  and 
preferences. 

AT.V.-Video  Center  is  available  for  use  by  parents  and  students  in  the  Norwood  High 
School  Guidance  Department.  One  hundred  seventeen  videos  are  available  for 
viewing  by  parents  and  students  to  help  in  the  college  selection  process. 

Between  second  semester  of  grade  eleven  and  first  semester  of  grade  twelve  an 
invitation  was  offered  to  parents  of  students  to  participate  in  a  counselor/student 
conference  which  reviewed  post-high  school  planning. 

Employers  contacted  the  high  school  in  regard  to  part-time  and  full-time  employment 
opportunities.  Students  were  able  to  review  the  Guidance  employment  bulletin 
board. 

For  the  tenth  year,  the  Guidance  Department  at  Norwood  High  School  sponsored  a 
special  program  for  juniors  and  seniors  not  planning  to  continue  their  formal 
education  immediately  after  high  school.  There  were  two  components  in  this  career 
awareness  developmental  program. 
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During  the  fall  and  winter,  seven  on-site  field  trip  visitations  were  scheduled  to 
various  businesses  and  industries  to  acquaint  students  with  entry-level  career 
opportunities. 

In  January  Frank  Walsh,  Staffing  Specialist  with  Factory  Mutual  Engineering  and 
Research,  conducted  a  Job  Seeldng  Skills  Seminar  for  seniors  seeking  full-time 
employment.  Included  in  his  topics  were  proper  completion  of  application  forms, 
preparation  of  aresume,  techniques  in  conducting  a  job  search,  and  tips  on  interview¬ 
ing.  Several  mock  interviews  were  critiqued  by  the  group. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  T.E.C.,  a  number  of  speakers  made  career  presentations 
to  various  classes  in  the  home  economics,  business,  and  science  departments. 

The  Guidance  Department  is  involved  in  a  school -to-work  transition  program 
sponsored  by  the  Education  Cooperative  and  Polaroid  Corporation  for  students 
attending  the  alternative  program  at  the  Willett  School.  Some  positions  filled  by 
students  were  in  the  areas  of  security,  clerical,  electrical,  and  air  conditioning.  This 
work  opportunity  is  competitive  for  students,  and  those  chosen  will  be  rotated  in 
various  occupational  areas. 

An  Early  Financial  Planning  seminar  for  college  expenses  was  offered  to  parents  of 
students  in  grades  K-8  in  October,  1992.  Presenting  the  various  points  of  view  were 
the  Director  of  Financial  Aid  at  Babson  College,  a  representative  of  A.G.  Edwards  of 
Wellesley,  a  loan  officer  from  the  Norwood  Cooperative  Bank,  and  a  guidance 
counselor  from  Norwood  High  School.  The  presentation  was  videotaped  and  tele¬ 
vised  through  Cablevision  to  residents  of  Norwood  and  Westwood. 


Eighty -three  per  cent  of  the  class  of  1992  has  indicated  definite  plans  to  continue 
their  education  after  graduation.  The  following  is  a  profile  of  the  educational  plans 
of  the  class  of  1992.

ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 

This  was  the  first  year  that  all  students  were  required  to  do  summer  reading.  The 
reading  lists  were  developed  by  the  Department  during  the  1990-1991  school  year. 
In  a  summer  workshop  Miss  Brady,  Mr.  Lyons,  Mr.  Powell,  and  Mrs.  Tilley  wrote 
tests  for  each  of  the  selections.  These  tests  were  administered  on  September  14.  The 
Department  feels  the  requirement  of  summer  reading  produced  positive  results. 
During  the  year  the  tests  were  assessed,  and  revisions  were  made.  Next  year  we  will 
discuss  the  selections  and  revise  the  lists  if  necessary. 

Also  in  a  summer  workshop.  Miss  Brady  and  Mr.  Peterson  developed  a  Literary 
Assessment.  This  assessment  covered  the  core  readings  and  literary  terms  which  are 
a  part  of  the  curriculum.  The  Literary  Assessment  was  administered  in  classes  on 
Monday,  June  1. 

During  the  year  the  Department  accomplished  several  of  the  goals  established  for 
1991-1992.  In  addition  to  revising  the  summer  reading  tests  and  developing  the 
literary  assessment,  vocabulary  lists  were  generated  for  the  Core  Reading  selections. 
This  will  help  develop  a  common  base  of  vocabulary  study.  These  lists  will  be  used 
starting  September  1992.  In  the  spring  of  1991  the  core  sophomore  composition 
curriculum  was  revised;  therefore,  the  mid-year  exam  needed  to  be  rewritten  in  order 
to  appropriately  reflect  the  curriculum.  Another  goal  which  the  Department  had  was 
to  establish  communication  between  the  junior  and  senior  high  school’s  English 
Departments.  A  meeting  of  the  two  Departments  was  held  in  the  fall,  and  many 
concerns  and  ideas  were  shared.  Also,  diagnostic  tests,  to  be  given  in  September  and 
May  to  freshmen,  were  written. 

For  the  March  In-Service  meetings,  Mrs.  Flemer  presented  a  workshop  on  how 
teachers  can  most  effectively  utilize  the  TV  studio.  In  April  Mr.  Peterson  traveled  to 
New  Jersey  to  grade  the  essays  which  will  be  a  part  of  the  new  SATs. 
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Members  of  the  Department  continue  to  be  very  involved  in  school  activities.  Mr. 
Powell  is  advisor  to  the  Student  Council  and  coaches  varsity  basketball.  Miss  Brady 
and  Mrs.  Ingraham  are  class  advisors.  Mr.  Lyons  coaches  the  JV  girls’  volleyball 
team.  Mrs.  Flemer  devotes  many  hours  to  the  morning  news  which  is  seen  in  the 
classrooms  and  on  the  local  cable  station.  Other  productions  done  by  the  TV  classes 
were  two  programs  on  teen  pregnancy  and  Elections  ’92.  The  TV  classes  took  field 
trips  to  Channels  2  and  4.  Channel  4  donated  its  old  news  desk  to  the  TV  studio.  Mrs. 
Tilley  is  the  advisor  for  Academic  Decathlon  and  the  literary  magazine. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE 

The  1991  -92  school  year  was  an  active  one  for  the  Foreign  Language  department.  We 
continued  our  curriculum  revision,  beginning  a  new  proficiency-based  text  series  in 
Spanish.  We  also  revised  our  assessment  instruments  in  French,  levels  1  and  2,  and 
in  Spanish,  level  1. 

Field  trips  included  performances  of  Moliere’s  Tartu ffe  for  PVench  classes,  and  a 
performance  of  La  Tuna  and  Columbus  for  Spanish  classes.  The  German  class  toured 
the  collection  of  German  art  at  the  Busch-Reisinger  Museum,  then  dined  at  the 
Wursthaus.  The  AP  French  class  saw  the  French  collection  at  the  Fogg  Museum, 
followedby  lunch  atleBellecour.  Two  other  Spanish  classes  participated  in  the  Cinco 
de  Mayo  celebration  at  El  Torito.  Other  classes  sampled  French  and  Spanish  foods 
during  “cultural  experiences”  in  their  classes. 

The  school  celebrated  Foreign  Language  Week  during  March  2-6  with  costumes, 
contests,  posters,  displays,  foreign  news  broadcasts,  panel  discussions  by  exchange 
students,  and  an  international  luncheon. 

In  the  area  of  professional  development,  the  staffs  of  the  high  school  and  the  junior 
high  profited  from  in-service  presentations  by  Yvette  Parks  and  Cheryl  Brown. 
Eileen  Delaney  attended  an  AP  Spanish  workshop  at  SMU.  Elizabeth  Wheatley- 
Dyson,  Lucille  Brady,  and  Barbara  Toomey  attended  a  Foreign  Language  Profes¬ 
sional  Day  at  U. Mass/Amherst.  Lucille  Brady  and  Cheryl  Brown  attended  the 
Massachusetts  Foreign  Language  Association  Annual  Conference.  In  addition,  Ms. 
Brown  went  to  New  York  City  to  the  Northeast  Conference  on  the  Teaching  of  Foreign 
Languages.  Ms.  Brown  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Chapter  of  the  American  Association  of  Teachers  of  French  and  the 
Massachusetts  Foreign  Language  Association. 

We  offer  our  congratulations  to  Barbara  Toomey,  who  received  a  Master  s  Degree  in 
ESL  from  U.Mass/Boston,  and  to  Elizabeth  Wheatley-Dyson,  who  received  a  Meter’s 
in  School  Administration  from  Bridgewater  State  College.  Mrs.  Wheatley-Dyson 
also  served  as  an  Administrative  Intern  at  Norwood  High  School  during  the  past 
year,  in  addition  to  teaching  five  classes.  Paula  Pelaggi  should  be  complimented  on 
her  success  during  her  first  year  as  the  SADD  advisor. 


More  than  sixty  students  participated  in  the  National  French  Contest.  The  top  scorer 
in  the  school  was  PVeshman  Deborah  FYuci.  More  than  sixty  students  also  took  part 
in  the  National  Spanish  Exam.  Senior  Lisa  DiGuilo  placed  seventh  in  Massachusetts 
on  Level  four. 

Several  Foreign  Language  classes  participated  in  Interactive  T.V.  Broadcasts 
MCET.  We  also  continued  to  make  good  use  of  our  Sony  Language  Lab.  We  would 
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like  to  thank  our  Lab  Aides,  Geoffrey  Sullivan  and  Charlie  Bergstrom,  for  their  help 
in  keeping  the  lab  running  smoothly. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

On  September  25, 1 991 ,  the  Spotlight  Program  began  at  Bentley  College.  This  year’s 
theme  was  “leadership”  with  special  emphasis  on  involving  students  in  community 
service.  Mrs.  Reilley,  once  again,  has  been  active  in  recruiting,,  planning,  participat- 
ingin  the  program,  and  arranging  transportation  for  Norwood  Senior  High  students. 
This  year  eight  students  from  our  high  school  benefitted  from  this  program. 

Mrs.  Reilley  is  continuing  to  serve  as  Vice-Chairperson  of  the  Massachusetts  Bar 
Association  committee  for  law-related  education.  During  the  summer  she  partici¬ 
pated  in  a  week-long  Comprehensive  Law-Related  Education  and  Civic  Teacher 
Training  Institute  held  on  Long  Island,  New  York. 

In  October,  Mr.  MacDonough  appeared  before  the  School  Committee  to  discuss  S.A.T. 
scores  and  the  results  of  the  Achievement  Tests  in  U.S.  History.  Scores  were  ten 
points  higher  than  during  the  previous  year.  Concerns  in  this  area  were  aired  at 
department  meetings  throughout  the  year  with  several  strategies  proposed  to  make 
the  teaching  of  history  in  all  our  courses  more  effective. 

Mid-term  exams  were  given  in  January,  1991  and  were  evaluated  for  the  fifth 
consecutive  year  according  to  the  department  assessment  standards.  The  staff 
continues  to  analyze  and  evaluate  the  results  of  these  tests  with  respect  to  stated 
goals  and  objectives  as  outlined  in  the  curriculum  guides  provided  for  each  course. 

Again  this  year,  the  department,  in  its  efforts  to  encourage  students  to  take  an  active 
interest  in  government,  participated  in  a  Student  Town  Government  Day.  Prior  to 
the  April  vacation,  junior,  sophomore,  and  freshmen  students  held  an  election  for 
positions  in  town  government.  Town  Government  Day  was  May  12,  1992,  and 
students  who  had  won  office  or  who  had  an  appointed  position  spent  the  day  with 
their  respective  officials  getting  insights  into  the  working  of  town  government. 
Teachers  responsible  for  the  success  of  this  day  were  Mr.  Giles  Parker  and  Mr. 
Stephen  Shinnick,  members  of  the  Student  Town  Government  Day  Committee. 

In  February  the  social  studies  department  commemorated  Black  History  Month  by 
presenting  a  program  of  black  music  featuring  black  composers  and  artists.  Students 
from  our  high  school  and  performing  artists  from  outside  the  community  gathered  to 
perform  at  a  double  assembly  which  all  students  attended.  Among  the  groups 
performing  were  members  of  the  Boston  Opera,  Boston  Lyric  Opera,  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music,  the  Norwood  Jazz  Ensemble,  etc.  Ihe  history  of  the  evolution 
of  black  music  was  recounted  before  each  selection.  This  first  attempt  to  involve  the 
entire  student  body  in  the  celebration  of  black  accomplishment  in  the  various  arts 
was  judged  a  great  success.  In  addition  to  this  assembly,  a  series  of  presentations  on 
famous  black  Americans  was  done  on  cable  T.V.  for  the  student  body  and  the 
community  at  large.  The  Art  Department  cooperated  by  providing  displays  through¬ 
out  the  building  relating  to  black  history. 

In  April  two  speakers  from  the  Ex-POW  Speakers  Bureau  spoke  to  ten  U.S.  History 
classes  (200  students)  on  their  experiences  in  captivity  during  World  War  II. 

This  spring  the  department  held  a  number  of  tests  to  determine  the  most  outstanding 
scholars  currently  studying  history  and  other  social  studies  courses. 
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The  economics  classes  continue  to  participate  in  the  Junior  Achievement  Program 
under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  Giles  Parker. 

Twenty-five  students  took  the  A.P.  test  in  American  History  this  year,  a  five-fold 
increase  from  last  year.  This  is  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  the  course  in  A.P.  American 
History  was  offered  for  the  first  time  at  the  junior  level. 

The  department  replaced  two  obsolete  texts  with  two  nationally  acclaimed  books. 
The  new  text  in  U.S.  History  (c)  is  The  Americans  from  McDougal,  Littell.  The  other 
book  for  Western  Civilization  (A)  is  Civilization  Past  and  Present  from  Harper 
Collins. 

The  department  has  fully  catalogued  its  video  holdings  as  well  as  updating  its 
collections  of  books. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Reilley  continues  to  serve  as  Vice-President  of  the  South  Shore 
Council  for  the  Social  Studies.  She  also  serves  on  the  Board  of  the  Massachusetts 
Law-Related  Education  Committee.  In  March  she  was  a  presenter  during  an  in- 
service  program  held  for  all  the  teachers  in  the  Norwood  system.  She  also  planned 
and  moderated  a  panel  discussion  at  the  Massachusetts  Association  for  Law-Related 
Education  Board  held  at  Clark  University  in  Worcester  in  March. 

Mr.  Thomas  MacDonough  received  a  fellowship  from  the  Japan  Institute  for  Social 
and  Economic  Affairs  and  from  the  National  Council  for  the  Social  Studies.  This 
award,  given  to  twenty -four  educators  from  the  United  States  and  Canada,  provides 
for  summer  study  and  research  in  Japan.  It  is  Mr.  MacDonough’s  fourth  national 
award. 

In  March,  Mr.  MacDonough  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Council  for  the  Social  Studies. 

Mr.  MacDonough  took  seventeen  seniors  to  Framingham  State  College  for  the 
Massachusetts  History  Conference. 

BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT 

Students  in  our  Marketing  Education  Program  attended  the  Massachusetts  Dis¬ 
tributive  Education  Clubs  of  American  State  Leadership  Conference  held  at  the 
Royal  Plaza  Hotel  and  Trade  Center  in  Marlboro.  In  January  they  also  attended  the 
Massachusetts  Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America  District  IV  Career  Develop¬ 
ment  Conference  held  at  the  Sheraton  Hotel  in  Lowell.  Four  of  our  students  who  won 
awards  became  eligible  for  state  competition. 

In  March  the  four  award  winners  attended  the  Massachusetts  Distributive  Educa¬ 
tion  Clubs  of  American  Career  Development  Conference  which  was  held  at  the  Sea 
Crest  Resort  in  Falmouth. 


Mr.  Sulhvan,  Mrs.  Thomas,  and  Mr.  Weber  accompanied  their  students  on  field  trips 
to  the  Dedham  Superior  Court,  Royal  Plaza  Hotel  and  Trade  Center,  F ederal  Reserve 
Bank  in  Boston,  Sheraton  in  Lowell,  Bull  Company,  Sea  Crest  Resort,  Sunlife 
Company,  and  I^tharine  Gibbs  School. 

Guest  speakers  made  presentations  to  accounting,  keyboarding,  and  marketing 
classes. 
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The  business  education  staff  developed  and  contributed  to  the  final  assessment 
report  for  June  1991,  and  the  mid-year  assessment  for  January  1992. 

Mr.  Sullivan  is  an  active  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Business  Eduction  Directors’ 
Association.  He  was  also  the  occupational  education  representative  for  the  town  of 
Norwood  and  completed  all  the  necessary  reports  for  the  State  Department  of 
Occupation  Education. 

The  school  store  had  a  very  successful  school  year  and  was  able  to  pay  all  the  store 
debts  in  addition  to  paying  all  student  expenses  such  as  D.E.C.A.  dues  and  both 
district  and  state  career  development  expenses. 

Mr.  Weber  worked  with  Mr.  Usevich  on  automating  the  treasurer’s  accounting 
system.  He  also  accompanied  Miss  Caroline  Shinnick  and  her  parents  to  the  awards 
inner  held  at  the  Sheraton,  Needham  by  the  Katharine  Gibbs  School  for  the  most 
outstanding  junior  business  students. 

ART  DEPARTMENT 

Culminating  in  an  impressive  end-of-the-year  display  in  the  window  of  Kline’s 
Department  Store,  the  year  has  been  active  and  successful  for  the  art  department. 
Displays  that  showcased  student  work  were:  monthly  exhibits  in  the  school;  periodic 
displays  for  the  K-12  art  department  as  well  as  the  high  school  alone  which  were 
placed  in  the  school  committee  room  at  the  Willett  School  and  in  the  front  hall  of  the 
high  school;  honoring  the  Student-of-the-Month  and  the  Unsung  Hero;  a  display 
honoring  Martin  Luther  King,  and  an  Art  Honor  Society  display. 

Eight  new  members  were  inducted  into  the  Art  Honor  Society.  After  having  raised 
money  through  a  series  of  bake  sales,  the  Art  Honor  Society  went  to  New  York  City 
for  the  day  on  March  20.  The  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  was  particularly 
impressive  to  all. 

Exposing  all  interested  students  to  a  variety  of  careers  and  schools  was  again 
stressed  this  year.  Representatives  from  various  schools  made  presentations. 
Movies  and  videos  on  a  variety  of  subjects  and  careers  were  shown  to  all  classes 
throughout  the  year. 

Under  the  leadership  and  supervision  of  elementary  art  teacher  Veronica  Bell- 
Sandler,  a  group  of  high  school  art  students  helped  paint  a  map  of  the  United  States 
on  the  playground  of  the  Prescott  School  in  June. 

Involving  teachers  and  students,  the  department  has  again  supported  a  large 
number  of  groups  both  in  the  school  and  community  with  the  production  of  wide 
variety  of  visuals.  They  include:  inscribing  awards  for  the  administration,  foreign 
language  department,  and  athletic  department  and  diplomas  for  graduation;  draw¬ 
ings  for  SADD  and  the  post-prom  party;  displays  honoring  Martin  Luther  King,  the 
Unsung  Hero  award,  and  the  Student-of-the-Month;  posters  for  the  police  depart¬ 
ment;  signs  for  the  PTA;  decorations  and  program  covers  for  the  music  department; 
and  lectures  to  the  band  and  to  classes  in  the  foreign  language  department. 
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HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  Health  and  Physical  Education  Department  at  Norwood  High  School  continues 
to  be  involved  in  constant  evaluation  and  subsequent  curriculum  revision  whenever 
needed. 

Physical  fitness  still  receives  major  emphasis  in  the  department’s  curricular  efforts. 
For  the  fourth  year,  the  “Fitnessgram,”  a  health-related  fitness  test,  was  adminis¬ 
tered  to  all  physical  education  students.  Starting  in  September,  computer  software 
will  be  made  available  to  expedite  the  results  of  the  testing. 

This  year,  a  new  activity  called  Pickle  Ball  was  added  to  our  curriculum.  Pickle  Ball 
is  a  paddle  ball  type  sport  which  was  received  with  much  enthusiasm  by  our  students. 

Other  activities  that  were  conducted  were:  vision  screening,  height  and  weight, 
postural  screening  for  freshmen,  and  bus  evacuation  in  accordance  with  state 
mandate.  The  Town  ofNorwood  Health  Department  activities  were:  Cardiovascular 
Risk  Screening  for  seniors.  Great  American  Smokeout  Week,  CPR  training  and 
certification  for  seniors.  Domestic  Violence  and  Abuse  program  for  sophomores, 
updated  videos  on  AIDS,  and  an  Alcohol  Peer  Education  program. 

Throughout  the  school  year  department  members  attended  conferences  and  meet¬ 
ings  sponsored  by  the  following  organizations:  Massachusetts  Association  of  Health 
Physical  Education  &  Dance,  City  and  Town  Administrators  of  Physical  Education, 
State  Health  Department  -  AIDS  Update,  and  Massachusetts  Interscholastic  Ath¬ 
letic  Association  Drug  &  Alcohol  Conference. 

LIBRARY 

The  library  agenda  was  highlighted  by  orientation  classes  and  workshops,  instruc¬ 
tional  research  aid  to  classes  with  teachers  and  to  individuals,  celebration  of 
multiculturalism,  holidays,  and  the  Planet  Earth,  conferences,  newsletters,  com¬ 
puter-aided  research,  and  special  library  activities. 

The  librarian  offered  library  orientation  classes  for  all  freshmen  and  workshops  for 
all  sophomores  with  the  cooperation  of  the  English  Department.  The  freshmen 
English  classes  viewed  the  video,  Usinef  Resources:  An  Introduction  to  the  Library, 
had  a  guided  tour  of  the  media  center,  and  completed  a  media  hunt.  The  sophomore 
English  classes  viewed  two  videos.  How  to  Use  the  Readers’  Guide  to  Periodical 
Literature  and  the  preview  of  The  Video  Encyclopedia  of  the  20th  Century.  A  practice 
lesson  using  the  Readers’  Guide  completed  the  workshop. 

Mrs.  Hehir  provided  research  instruction  and  aid  for  classes  and  their  teachers  in  the 
disciplines  of  English,  Social  Studies,  Science,  and  F  oreign  Languages.  The  librarian 
also  gave  help  to  students  on  an  individual  basis  with  projects  in  Art,  English,  Social 
Studies,  and  Science. 

This  year  the  library  celebrated  multiculturalism.  Each  month  the  exhibits  reflected 
a  different  culture,  race,  nationality,  religion,  or  minority. 

In  October  the  Native  American  Indians  were  featured.  In  November  the  great 
cultures  and  races  of  Asia  were  represented  with  posters,  maps,  books,  and  regalia; 
eg.  the  exquisite  Geisha  doll,  the  gift  of  a  former  exchange  student  from  Japan,  and 
the  temple  rubbings  donated  by  a  former  student  from  Thailand.  Exhibits  on  the  pre- 
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eminent  religions  of  the  world  and  holidays  were  displayed  in  December.  The  annual 
exhibit  commemorating  the  great  black  civil  rights  leader  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr. 
was  mounted  in  January.  Posters,  books,  recordings,  and  commemorative  readings 
about  famous  black  men  and  women  with  emphasis  on  musicians  and  artists  marked 
Black  History  Month.  Lives  of  talented  women  of  achievement  whose  collective  lives 
spanned  ten  centuries  and  several  countries  were  celebrated  during  Women’s 
History  Month. 

Other  exhibits  included  newly  acquired  science  books.  The  “Good-Bye  to  the  Soviet 
Union”  featured  media  on  the  Soviet  Union  and  Russia  under  a  mobile  with  “Good 
Bye”  in  six  languages,  five  of  which  are  taught  at  Norwood  High  School.  “Save  Our 
Planet  Earth”  was  the  theme  of  one  of  the  more  popular  exhibits,  with  the  Earth  Day 
banner,  special  posters,  and  books.  Media  on  sharks  and  whales  had  much  appeal 
for  students  and  faculty. 

Mrs.  Hehir  took  advantage  of  several  conferences  during  the  year.  She  participated 
in  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Educational  Media  Conference  with  its  empha¬ 
sis  on  Multiculturalism.  DIALOG  telecommunications  were  discussed  at  meetings 
of  both  the  North  Shore  School  Library  Media  Association  and  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  School  Media  Library  Association.  Mrs.  Hehir  participated  in  the 
Minute  Man  System  Conference  at  Wellesley  High  School.  She  attended  a  meeting 
at  Brookline  High  School  Media  Center  where  CD  ROM  research  was  demonstrated. 
She  also  heard  Maggie  Bush,  Professor  at  Simmons  College,  speak  on  “Building 
Collections  for  Young  Readers,”  emphasizing  books  over  technological  offerings. 

The  computer  project  progressed  with  in-put  from  two  student  volunteers.  Trouble¬ 
shooting,  installation  of  new  parts,  and  a  manual  for  the  operation  of  the  library 
computer  and  its  data  bases  were  the  result  of  their  achievements.  Students  now 
have  access  to  Grolier’s  Electronic  Encyclopedia  and  to  the  Boston  Globe.  The 
acquisition  of  a  printer  through  the  efforts  of  the  Director  of  Computer  Services 
increases  the  potential  for  research. 

Mrs.  Hehir  encouraged  greater  use  of  the  Video  Encyclopedia  of  the  20th  Century  by 
the  TV  Studio  for  student  produced  videos.  Through  the  TV  Studio  the  library  has 
acquired  cable  hook-up,  which  has  increased  library  media  offerings. 

Newsletters  containing  new  of  library  acquisitions,  were  distributed  to  faculty  as 
well  as  up-dated  inventories  of  magazines  and  newspapers  in  print,  on  microfilm,  on 
microfiche,  and  on  CD  ROM. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

In-service  days  were  devoted  to  system-wide  teacher  meetings. 

Articulation  days  were  used  to  discuss  the  present  science  curriculum  and  to  gather 
information  for  future  course  development.  Assessment  of  the  mid-year  and  final 
exams  was  undertaken.  Revisions  to  both  exams  were  completed. 

Workshops  and  conferences  were  attended  by  Paul  Frost,  Science  Department  Chair, 
including  monthly  meetings  with  other  science  department  heads  from  schools  in 
southeastern  Massachusetts.  Seven  members  of  the  Science  Department  attended 
the  National  Science  Teachers’  Convention  which  was  held  in  Boston.  Other 
activities  included  participation  in  the  Teacher-for-a-Day  program,  guest  speakers, 
and  inter-active  telecommunication. 
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Certificates  of  academic  excellence  and  merit  were  presented  to  underclass  students. 
The  Norwood  High  School  Science  Achievement  Award  was  presented  at  graduation. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

A  new  computer  course  has  been  planned  and  approved  for  next  year.  Advanced 
Computer  Applications  has  been  selected  by  twenty -four  students  for  1992-1993. 
This  course  will  effectively  replace  the  Pascal  course. 

The  Commodore  computers  are  being  phased  out.  Computer  teachers  will  be  using 
Macintosh  computers  for  the  coming  years.  Nancy  Tucker  will  be  joining  the  staff  of 
computer  teachers.  She  has  begun  her  training  by  attending  several  conference  and 
training  sessions.  Tom  Sanford,  Mike  Ohlson,  and  Leo  Immonen  joined  Nancy  for  a 
five  day  workshop  here  at  Norwood  High  School. 

The  adoption  of  a  new  Algebra  2  book  was  very  successful.  Nearly  two  hundred 
students  using  the  new  book  benefitted  from  new  teaching  strategies  and  more 
current  information  that  is  consistent  with  the  curriculum  and  evaluation  standards 
of  the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics. 

Two  students  participated  in  an  MCET  (Massachusetts  Corporation  for  Education 
Television)  course. 

Norwood  hosted  a  TEC  workshop  in  the  Computer  Lab.  This  workshop  was  attended 
by  Nancy  Tucker  and  Tom  Sanford,  as  well  as  twenty  other  teachers  from  other  TEC 
communities. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Graphic  Arts  programs  have  felt  the  impact  of  the  fast 
changing  computer  world.  As  a  result  of  software/hardware  changes  and  up-grades 
our  curriculum  has  been  changing,  trying  to  keep  current.  The  “Computer  Aided 
Drawing”  (CAD)  component  in  the  Mechanical  Drawing  program  has  proved  success¬ 
ful  enough  to  warrant  a  new  CAD  course  proposal  aimed  at  pre-engineering  students. 
The  “Desk  Top  Publishing”  (DTP)  addition  to  our  Graphic  Arts  program  has  taken  on 
a  “life  of  its  own.”  It  has  proved  to  be  such  a  major  breakthrough  in  technology  that 
it  has  warranted  a  complete  change  in  our  “pre-press”  curriculum  activities.  Such 
examples  as  the  Adult  Education  Course  Offering  flier.  Black  History  Assembly 
program,  new  school  map,  and  our  Norwood  High  School  graduation  program  are  a 
direct  result  of  DTP  activities. 

In  the  Metal  Fabrication/Power  Mechanics  area,  “alternate  energy  was  studied  as  a 
means  to  power  automobiles.  An  electric  “go  cart”  was  designed,  built,  and  then 
tested  successfully  in  the  school  parking  lot. 

In  our  efforts  to  improve  “public  relations”  to  lA/TE,  our  newly  established  HAM 
radio  station  has  set  up  a  well  thought  out  and  functional  “radio  shack.  This  involved 
students  instalhng  power  supplies,  mounting  computers,  and  the  task  of  tying  all  the 
separate  components  together.  T^e  computer  that  the  club  is  using  allows  for  a 
variety  of  things.  FHrst,  it  is  very  important  in  the  use  of  “Packet  Radio.  This  is  a 
form  of  communication  that  gives  “HAMS”  in  different  locations  the  opportunity  to 
talk  to  each  other  through  the  computer,  without  the  need  for  a  phone  line.  It  is 
similar  to  a  modem.  The  computer  also  allows  us  to  use  a  variety  of  other  digital 
communication  techniques.  These  include  Radio  Telet3q5e,  Morse  Code,  AMTOR, 
and  weather  fax  reception.  Weather  fax  has  been  one  of  the  more  interesting  aspects 
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of  the  system.  The  computer  and  the  radio  allow  us  to  receive  weather  fax  pictures 
that  are  sent  to  people  all  over  the  world.  These  have  been  interesting  to  look  at  and 
informative. 

We  have  proudly  displayed  student  projects  in  the  new  front  hall  display  area  this 
year.  Among  others,  these  consisted  of  a  chest  of  drawers,  roll  top  desk,  plant  stand, 
and  a  blanket  chest.  The  reviews  were  very  favorable. 

We  have  made  some  very  desirable  improvements  in  our  shop  facility.  We  have  been 
able  to  “network”  our  computers  in  both  mechanical  drawing  and  graphic  arts  so  that 
most  all  will  print  to  our  laser  writer  or  plotter  as  needed.  We  also  have  “keyed”  the 
power  supply  to  all  the  computers  in  the  mechanical  drawing  area  to  maintain  the 
desired  control  of  these  units.  We  have  refinished  the  bench  tops  in  the  metal 
fabrication  shop  to  brighten  up  the  area.  We  have  started  the  rehabilitation  of  our 
thirty  year  old  mechanical  drawing  tables.  This  work  involves  refinishing  the  tops, 
strengthening  the  sides  as  needed,  and  reorganizing  their  stock  storage  panels.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
NORWOOD  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


In  September  1991,  we  welcomed  760  students  to  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School. 

The  third  year  of  the  sixth  grade  assignment  went  extremely  well .  It  is  hard  to  believe 
that  three  years  have  come  and  gone  and  the  first  group  of  sixth  graders  will  be  at  our 
Senior  High  School  in  the  fall. 

The  academic  year  started  off  at  a  busy  pace  with  the  administration  of  the  California 
Achievement  Tests  to  grades  6  and  8  as  well  as  the  Gates-MacGinitie  Reading  Survey 
to  all  grades  in  the  fall. 

Four  teachers  from  our  Mathematics  Department  participated  in  a  year-long  Na¬ 
tional  Science  Foundation  Grant  under  the  direction  of  Ms.  Faye  Ruopp  on  teaching 
pre-algebra  and  algebra  concepts  to  more  students  in  grades  7  and  8,  respectively. 
Lawrence  Decareau,  Head  of  the  Mathematics  Department,  John  Cook,  Thomas 
Hamilton  and  Patrick  Murphy  found  the  program  which  met  every  other  Thursday 
from  8:00-12:00  exciting  and  challenging.  Most  importantly,  they  brought  back 
many  of  the  innovative  ideas  to  their  classes. 

Our  Drug  and  Alcohol  Free  School  Program  in  which  students  agree  not  to  use  alcohol 
or  drugs  and,  in  exchange,  receive  a  card  entitling  them  to  discounts  from  merchants 
in  Norwood  who  are  participating  in  this  program  continued  this  year. 

We  continued  our  highly  successful  “Citizen  of  the  Month  Program”  which  recognized 
6th,  7th,  and  8th  graders  who  make  positive  contributions  to  our  school.  Also,  under 
the  direction  of  Ann  Dever,  a  peer  counselling  program  developed  two  years  ago  was 
presented  to  all  students  by  juniors  from  our  Senior  High  School.  In  addition,  Lt. 
William  Brooks  and  Officer  Peter  Kelly  presented  an  excellent  assembly  program  to 
all  students  on  the  dangers  of  drugs. 

Other  annual  events  this  year  were  the  annual  Spelling  Bee,  the  National  Geo¬ 
graphic  Geography  Bee  and  our  School  Book  Fair  which  raised  over  $850  for  our 
library. 

We  have  completed  the  first  year  where  all  grades  are  involved  in  required  summer 
reading.  It  is  a  highly  successful  program  and  will  be  revised  and  updated  by  staff 
when  needed. 

I  met  with  every  team  in  grades  6,  7  and  8  and  stressed  the  need  to  respect  other 
students  and  the  property  of  others. 


A  Multicultural  Committee  was  formed  at  my  request,  and  I  am  extremely  pleased 
at  the  programs  and  activities  developed  by  this  group  which  includes  Rosemarie 
DeRosa,  Chair;  Alice  Axelrod,  School  Psychologist;  Sharon  Steih,  Physical  Education 
Teacher;  Susan  Benson,  Sixth  Grade  Teacher;  William  O’Brien,  Social  Studies 
Teacher;  Jean  Poce,  Reading  Teacher;  and  Doris  Howard,  Fine  Arts  Department 
Head.  Speakers  for  students  and  staff  as  well  as  a  poster  contest  and  writing 
assignments  helped  us  to  achieve  success  with  our  “Celebrating  Differences”  theme. 
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LANGUAGE  ARTS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Language  Arts  Department  enjoyed  a  productive  school  year  in  1991-92. 
Beginning  last  summer  a  major  project  was  undertaken  to  produce  a  core  curriculum 
for  the  English  Department.  The  result  will  eventually  be  a  greater  degree  of 
unanimity  among  teachers  with  regard  to  what  is  being  taught,  while  still  allowing 
for  individual  creativity  in  methodology.  It  will  undoubtedly  take  a  few  years  and 
some  adjustment  to  assess  this  tightening  of  our  curriculum.  Also  developed  last 
summer  were  the  necessary  assessment  modes  for  grades  7  and  8.  These  tests  cover 
the  major  areas  of  English,  i.e.  writing,  grammar,  vocabulary  and  literature. 

The  annual  CAT  (grade  8)  and  Gates-MacGinitie  (all  grades)  tests  continue  to 
indicate  fundamentally  sound  curriculum.  Our  students  again  performed  above  the 
national  norms  in  most  areas.  The  Summer  Reading  Program  also  continues  to  be 
successful.  Results  of  tests  given  in  September  1991  indicate  that  all  but  a  handful 
of  students  schoolwide  read  their  assigned  books  over  the  summer. 

The  department  enjoyed  many  varied  activities  in  1991-92.  In  October  the  depart¬ 
ment  co-sponsored  a  program  for  all  students  called  “Poetry  Alive”.  This  excellent 
production,  presented  through  the  efforts  of  our  librarian,  Ms.  Wlodkoski,  enter¬ 
tained  all  of  our  students  with  their  renditions  of  poems-classic  and  contemporary, 
familiar  and  not  so  familiar.  Field  trips  included  those  which  have  become  annual 
events  like  the  7th  grade  trip  to  the  North  Shore  Theater  production  of  Dickens’  “A 
Christmas  Carol”  and  the  8th  grade  Chamber  Theater  of  Boston  excursion.  Both  of 
these  experiences  in  live  theater  were  made  possible  for  our  students  with  funding 
by  the  Massachusetts  PASS  Program  and  the  Norwood  Arts  Council. 

Other  activities  which  have  become  traditions  here  at  Norwood  Junior  High  were  our 
Spelling  Bee  and  our  Writing  Contest.  The  Spelling  Bee  held  in  November  as  part 
of  our  observation  of  National  Education  Week  produced  a  winner  in  each  grade.  The 
8th  grade  winner,  Katie  Sher,  went  on  to  represent  our  school  at  the  Patriot  Ledger 
Spelling  Bee.  Katie  did  extremely  well,  lasting  into  the  4th  round.  Our  Writing 
Contest  held  in  May  was  once  again  underwritten  by  the  Norwood  Lions  Club.  The 
topic  of  this  year’s  contest  was  “Respect”.  As  of  this  writing,  winners  had  not  yet  been 
selected. 

English  students  also  participated  in  activities  on  the  theme  of  multiculturalism. 
Students  created  posters  or  wrote  essays  on  this  timely  issue  which  received  a  great 
deal  of  emphasis  in  our  school  this  year. 

This  report  ends  on  a  sad  note  for  us  in  the  Language  Arts  Department  and  our  school 
as  we  acknowledge  the  retirement  of  Jean  Poce,  our  Reading/ESL  teacher.  Much 
loved  by  both  her  students  and  colleagues,  Jean  was  also  widely  respected  for  the 
work  she  did,  particularly  her  pioneering  efforts  in  the  ESL  program.  She  will  be 
sorely  missed  and  impossible  to  replace. 

MATHEMATICS  DEPARTMENT 

Over  200  students  participated  in  the  Continental  Mathematics  League  competition. 
We  again  participated  in  the  New  England  Math  League.  This  involved  approxi¬ 
mately  100  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students,  and  for  the  first  time,  about  75  sixth 
grade  students.  In  the  Continental  Math  League  Lisa  Reale  was  our  eighth  grade 
winner;  Andrew  Paradise  was  our  seventh  grade  winner;  and  Peenesh  Shah  held  the 
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top  spot  in  the  sixth  grade.  Our  New  England  Math  League  eighth  grade  winner  was 
Matt  Tenanty,  and  in  the  seventh  grade  Paul  DeGeorge  was  the  winner.  Peenesh 
Shah  was  the  sixth  grade  winner. 

This  school  year  Mr.  Cook,  Mr.  Hamilton,  Mr.  Murphy  and  Mr.  Decareau  partici¬ 
pated  in  a  National  Science  Foundation  sponsored  project  at  E.D.C.  (Educational 
Development  Center)  in  Newton.  Faye  Ruopp  was  the  project  director.  The  project 
primarily  focused  on  introducing  Algebra  and  Pre-Algebra  to  more  students  at  an 
earlier  age.  In  addition,  looking  at  and  experiencing  different  techniques  and 
approaches  to  the  teaching  of  mathematics  was  of  major  concern.  This  program 
occurred  on  about  20  Thursday  mornings  during  the  school  year.  While  we  were 
attending  these  sessions  our  classes  were  taught  by  “guest”  teachers  from  Polaroid 
and  New  England  Telephone. 

A  new  three  year  project  is  being  planned  for  next  year  at  E.D.C.  involving  some 
similar  concerns,  and  we  hope  to  participate.  System -wide  teams  of  six  teachers  from 
different  levels  will  have  ein  opportunity  to  participate. 

SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

Our  science  curriculum  remains  consistent  with  the  emphasis  placed  on  hands-on 
laboratory  approaches. 

Grade  7  students  take  IMB  (Introduction  of  Man  and  Biosphere)  while  our  8th  grade 
takes  IPS  (Physical  Science  approach)  with  accelerated  students  electing  Earth 
Science. 

Although  the  costs  for  these  programs  are  substantial,  they  become  more  meaningful 
when  students  can  do  experiments  by  themselves  with  a  partner  and  get  a  better 
appreciation  of  the  material  and  subject  matter. 

Soon  we  must  make  a  substantial  investment  in  our  Audio  Visual  equipment  which 
is  becoming  worn  and  outdated,  but  for  the  present  the  budget  for  instructional 
supplies  and  textbooks  to  continue  with  the  hands-on  approach  is  sufficient. 

World  of  Snakes,  a  favorite  assembly  of  seventh  graders,  was  presented  in  June  and, 
as  usual,  was  a  hit  with  the  youngsters. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

The  accomphshments  of  our  Social  Studies  teachers  this  year  have  been  many.  We 
received  permission  to  update  our  classic  concept  program  written  by  staff  members 
in  the  late  60’s  to  supplement  our  8th  grade  American  History  program.  The  specific 
aspect  that  will  be  updated  deals  with  sections  on  minorities.  Various  ethnic,  racial 
and  religious  groups  that  contributed  to  making  our  country  great  are  discussed  by 
students. 

Our  (geography  program  is  truly  multicultural.  The  varied  backgrounds  of  so  many 
of  out  students  enhance  this  program. 

We  have  tried  to  keep  pace  with  the  changing  events  on  the  national  and  interna¬ 
tional  scene.  (]leography  texts  will  have  to  be  re-written  soon  because  of  these  fast 
changing  events. 
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Many  field  trips  were  offered  to  our  students  including  Washington,  D.C.,  New  York, 
Lexington/Concord,  and  John  F.  Kennedy  Library  to  name  a  few. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  encourages  students  to  participate  in  various 
cultural  activities  during  the  school  year.  Amidst  Foreign  Language  trivia,  posters 
and  mystery  voices,  the  highUght  of  Foreign  Language  Week  this  year  was  a  “Cafe 
International”.  The  Cafe  featured  a  four-part  program  consisting  offoreignfoods;  the 
O  Rancho  Foclorico  Portuguese  dance  group;  awards  to  outstanding  Foreign  Lan¬ 
guage  students  and  a  half  hour  sing-a-long  of  international  music.  In  this  endeavor, 
the  Foreign  Language  Department  was  assisted  this  year  by  the  Junior  High  P.T.A. 
Board. 

In  April  forty-four  students  in  the  French  program  journeyed  to  Quebec  City  for  four 
days  immersion  in  Canadian  culture.  At  Mount  Ste.  Anne  these  students  met  their 
Canadian  pen  pals  and  had  lunch  with  them  at  the  summit. 

Eighth  grade  French  and  Spanish  students  attended  the  Berklee  Performance 
Center  in  Boston.  Spanish  students  enjoyed  El  Barbero  de  Sevilla  followed  by  lunch 
at  El  Torito.  French  classes  attended  Moliere’s  Tartuffe  and  had  lunch  at  a  creperie. 


In  keeping  with  our  proficiency-based  curriculum  in  Foreign  Languages,  the  Spanish 
program  adopted  a  new  text  this  year.  Ya  Veras  by  Heinle  and  Heinle  is  currently 
in  use  by  our  eighth  grade  students. 

Members  of  the  Foreign  Lang^uage  staff  attended  the  MAFL  A  conference  in  Burlington 
to  keep  current  on  philosophies  and  teaching  strategies.  Yvette  Parks  presented  a 
workshop  on  testing  at  an  in-service  for  Norwood  teachers. 

Eight  Junior  High  students  received  awards  on  the  National  French  Exam.  Chris¬ 
tina  DaSilva  received  first  place  in  Eastern  Massachusetts,  second  in  New  England 
and  seventh  in  the  nation.  Mollie  Young  scored  third  in  Massachusetts  and  fifth  in 
New  England.  Other  state  winners  include  Luis  Nicolaou,  fourth;  Elizabeth  Rodrigues, 
fifth;  Luciana  Rodrigues,  Elizabeth  Scherban  and  Sarah  Norton,  sixth;  and  Reba 
Frederics,  seventh  place. 

CAREER  EDUCATION 

Again  it  is  with  pleasure  that  we  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Industrial  Arts 
Department,  woodworking,  metal,  graphic  arts  and  basic  electricity. 

The  basic  premise  is  that  we  meet  the  individual  needs  of  the  student  and  that  he  or 
she  has  an  appreciation  of  the  content  area.  The  skills  acquired  in  these  classes  can 
be  used  in  the  student’s  adult  life. 

Secondly  and  perhaps  just  as  important  as  content  is  the  aspect  of  personal  safety 
that  is  stressed  in  the  use  of  manual  and  power  tools. 
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ART  DEPARTMENT 

This  is  the  third  year  that  the  sixth  grade  has  been  integrated  into  the  art  program. 
Since  our  acquisition  of  a  Macintosh  LC  computer  and  printer,  we  have  been 
introducing  computer  graphics  to  these  students  in  the  art  room. 

“Balloon”  posters  were  the  accumulated  works  of  all  sixth  graders  last  year  as  a 
project  in  their  art  classes.  They  will  hang  for  two  years. 

Art  work  is  continually  on  display  in  the  School  Committee  Room  at  the  Willett 
School.  Although  work  of  Junior  High  students  was  displayed  throughout  the  year 
with  the  work  of  students  in  other  grades,  the  Junior  High  was  totally  responsible  for 
the  January  and  May  displays.  In  the  May  exhibit,  the  winners  in  the  Multicultural 
Campaign  Poster  Contest  had  their  work  also  displayed.  In  addition,  halls  of  the 
Junior  High,  especially  the  foyer  and  office  area,  are  used  as  an  “Art  Gallery”  where 
many  projects  are  exhibited. 

As  a  result  of  art  work  submitted  to  Channel  5’s  “Family  Works”  poster  contest  last 
spring,  two  of  our  students  won  prizes.  They  were  honored  at  a  reception  at  the  John 
Hancock  Building  in  Boston.  Kullo  Sam  won  an  honorable  mention  and  Mollie  Young 
won  the  grand  prize.  Over  1,000  entries  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
were  judged  in  this  competition.  Another  student,  Katherine  Lazarides,  won  first 
prize  in  a  World’s  Worth  Books  poem  illustration  contest. 

In  February,  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  attended  an  exhibit  of  the  Globe 
Scholastic  Art  Awards  at  the  Transportation  Center  in  Boston.  The  work  of  Cathy 
Hogan,  an  eighth  grader  last  year,  won  a  blue  ribbon,  and  Elaine  Pappas,  eighth 
grade,  and  Eric  Holm,  grade  seven,  both  won  gold  keys. 

To  round  out  our  department’s  year,  we  had  the  K-12  Annual  Art  Exhibit  April  16- 
30.  Over  60  Junior  High  projects  were  displayed  in  four  Norwood  stores.  The 
Norwood  Post  Office  became  a  mini  gallery  of  “stamp  designs.”  These  original  ideas 
for  future  stamps  were  created  by  several  seventh  graders  and  exhibited  for  two 
weeks  in  May.  Also  in  May,  through  funds  secured  with  a  grant  from  the  Norwood 
Arts  Council,  Marcia  Sewall,  an  established  illustrator  of  children’s  books  visited  our 
school.  She  gave  a  talk  about  the  critical  approach  to  illustrating  books  and 
demonstrated  with  several  of  her  own  examples. 

HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Physical  education  classes  continued  to  be  conducted  almost  exclusively  using  a 
coeducational  format. 

The  “Fitness  Challenge”  proved  to  be  the  most  popular  activity  for  the  second  straight 
year.  New  challenges  such  as  the  “power  walk”  and  “tower  climb”  added  new  interest 
to  the  unit. 

As  in  the  past  the  physical  education  classes  worked  closely  with  the  after  school 
intramural  program  to  introduce  many  of  the  activities  offered. 

The  Physical  Education  Program  enjoyed  a  high  interest  level  in  all  grades. 

The  Health  Program  continued  to  stress  a  full  approach  to  the  many  health  areas 
included  in  the  systemwide  curriculum.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORWOOD  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 


This  year  the  disease  unit  was  expanded  to  incorporate  an  in  depth  approach  to  the 
AIDS  Problem. 

Each  grade  focused  on  the  AIDS  dilemma  from  the  standpoint  of  their  age  and  their 
concerns. 

Test  results  indicated  that  the  students  were  extremely  interested  in  this  current 
tragic  health  problem.  Other  units  such  as  Fitness  and  Nutrition  were  combined  to 
accommodate  the  length  of  time  needed  for  the  AIDS  unit. 

As  always,  the  Health  Program  attempts  to  remain  flexible  enough  to  accommodate 
students  with  current  up  to  date  vital  health  information. 

GUTOANCE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Guidance  Department  is  comprised  of  four  counselors  with  broad  experience  in 
educational  administration,  teaching,  business  and  office  work,  as  well  as  in  the  field 
of  Guidance  itself.  Students  in  the  Junior  High  School  have  benefitted  from  that 
wealth  of  experience  and  knowledge,  particularly  as  it  applies  to  growth,  work  habits, 
school  adjustment,  maturation,  and  expectations  of  the  work  world. 

Testing  continued  to  be  a  major  focus  of  the  Guidance  Department.  Students  in 
grades  6  and  8  took  the  California  Achievement  Test  and  the  Test  of  Cognitive  Skills 
in  Term  1 ;  students  in  all  three  grades  took  the  Gates-MacGinitie  Reading  test  in 
Term  2;  and  results  of  both  of  these  tests  were  mailed  home  to  parents  as  scores 
became  available.  The  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Assessment  test  was  adminis¬ 
tered  to  all  Grade  8  students  in  April.  Results  will  be  available  next  year. 

The  Guidance  Department  sponsored  assemblies  for  Grade  8  students  this  year  for 
Blue  Hills  High  School  and  Norfolk  Agricultural  High  School.  These  assemblies  were 
followed  by  processing  of  applications,  tours  of  the  respective  facilities  for  interested 
students,  and  finalizing  transfer  materials  for  students  who  intend  to  go  to  these 
schools  next  year.  Members  of  the  Guidance  staff  supervised  the  tour  to  Blue  Hills 
for  forty-three  students  who  had  applied  and  were  interviewed  in  December. 
Following  the  original  group  of  students,  a  few  students  subsequently  expressed 
interest  and  were  given  the  appropriate  materials  to  be  processed.  Of  all  students 
who  have  filed  applications,  thirty  students  have  now  finally  decided  to  attend  Blue 
Hills  next  year,  and  two  are  expected  to  attend  Norfolk  Agricultural  High  School. 

In  January  the  Guidance  Department  held  meetings  for  parents  of  studente  pres¬ 
ently  in  Grades  5,  6,  and  7,  as  well  as  parents  of  those  grades  in  St.  Catherine  s,  to 
discuss  the  course  offerings  and  criteria  for  placement  in  levels.  Meetings  and 
instructions  with  Grade  6  and  7  students  and  teachers  also  preceded  the  actual 
scheduling  of  these  students  for  next  year. 

Members  of  the  Guidance  staff  met  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  with  their  respective 
students  as  well  as  with  teams  to  acquaint  them  with  services  available  through  the 
Guidance  Department.  Counselors  then  met  regularly  with  their  students  through¬ 
out  the  year  to  adjust  programs  where  necessary,  to  review  progress  reports  and 
report  cards,  to  process  applications  for  other  schools,  to  make  out  transfer  papers  for 
students  who  move,  to  interview  students  who  apply  during  the  course  of  the  year 
(this  year  62  students  have  entered  since  the  first  day  of  school),  to  initial  daily 
homework  sheets,  to  check  assignment  notebooks,  and  to  make  weekly  reviews  of 
work  being  done  currently.  When  students  are  absent,  counselors  get  their  books  and 
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homework  from  their  teachers  for  parents  to  pick  up.  In  addition,  counselors  make 
recommendations  for  Citizen  of  the  Month,  the  National  Junior  Honor  Society,  and 
the  President’s  Academic  Fitness  Awards.  Routine  meetings  with  students  take 
place  to  assist  students  in  adjusting  to  the  expectations  of  the  Junior  High  School  and 
to  work  toward  reaching  his/her  potential  in  the  courses  taken. 

Counselors  continue  to  be  student  advocates  for  all  children  receiving  services  under 
Chapter  766.  This  involves  scheduling  of  those  services  during  the  school  day, 
attending  core  meetings,  and  keeping  in  touch  with  the  service  providers  and  parents 
to  ensure  that  the  students’  needs  are  being  met.  Counselors  also  initiate  core 
proceedings  for  those  students  who  appear  to  need  the  services  of  766  personnel. 

The  elementary  orientation  program  continued  this  year  for  Grade  5  students, 
beginning  with  students  from  the  elementary  schools  and  St.  Catherine’s  visiting  the 
Junior  High  School  in  April.  A  new  video  of  the  school  was  taped,  and  this  video, 
accompanied  by  a  visual  and  oral  presentation  by  the  counselors,  a  student  presen¬ 
tation,  a  tour  of  the  building,  and  visits  to  Grade  6  classrooms  comprised  the  Grade 

5  students’  visit  to  the  Junior  High  School.  To  complement  this  visit  and  to  answer 
any  questions  created  by  the  visit  to  our  school,  counselors  (accompanied  by  Grade 

6  students  who  had  attended  the  respective  schools  as  Grade  5  students)  visited  each 
of  the  five  elementary  schools  in  May. 

One  of  our  Guidance  staff  is  Chair  of  the  “Citizen  of  the  Month”  program  which  honors 
outstanding  students  on  each  team  monthly  throughout  the  school  year.  Students 
have  their  photos  taken  and  newspaper  write-ups  are  sent  out.  In  early  June  all 
“Citizen”  recipients  are  honored  at  a  breakfast  to  which  their  parents  are  invited. 

Mr.  Richard  Dunn  of  the  Guidance  staff  was  its  representative  to  the  Consortium  for 
the  Prevention  of  Substance  Abuse,  a  collaborative  of  more  than  twenty  towns  in  the 
area  surrounding  Norwood.  The  group  consists  of  guidance  counselors,  adjustment 
counselors,  school  psychiatrists,  and  health  educators  who  meet  four  times  during 
the  school  year  at  South  wood  Community  Hospital  in  Norfolk  to  hear  guest  speakers 
from  successful  programs  dealing  with  substance  abuse,  student  assistance  pro¬ 
grams,  teenage  suicide  prevention,  and  other  current  topics. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year,  the  counselors  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  checking 
students’  programs  for  the  following  year  to  ensure  that  they  reflect  the  final  version 
of  that  child’s  request,  keeping  in  mind  the  success  in  the  present  year’s  courses. 
Records  are  finalized  and  closed  for  each  student,  and  in  some  cases.  Summer  School 
recommendations  for  successful  completion  of  a  subject  are  made.  Records  for 
students  moving  up  to  the  Senior  High  School  are  transferred  as  well  as  records  for 
those  students  who  have  indicated  they  are  moving  out  of  town  or  transferring  to  a 
different  school  next  year.  Records  for  Grade  5  students  are  transferred  to  the  Junior 
High  School  at  this  time,  and  materials  are  readied  for  September  by  the  respective 
counselors.  Also,  during  the  last  month  of  school  there  is  an  influx  of  new  students 
making  programs  for  next  year  (some  from  St.  Catherine’s  and  some  who  are  moving 
to  Norwood  during  the  summer),  and  schedules  for  these  students  are  made  out  after 
counselors  interview  the  parents  and  students.

The  SEARCH  progn’am  for  the  gifted  students  involves  100  students  this  year — 20 
eighth  graders,  25  seventh  graders  and  55  sixth  graders.  The  sixth  graders 
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participate  in  a  revolving  door  type  program  for  two  terms,  whereas  the  seventh  and 
eighth  graders  are  involved  for  twenty  minutes  daily. 

The  purpose  of  the  SEARCH  program  is  to  develop  critical  and  divergent  thinking 
skills  and  to  create  interesting  and  innovative  research-based  projects.  This  year  we 
have  tried  to  use  a  multicultural  theme  as  often  as  possible.  Seventh  and  eighth 
grade  students  began  the  year  with  a  trip  to  Pennsylvania  where  they  experienced 
first  hand  the  Amish  way  of  life.  The  seventh  graders  also  did  projects  for  Black 
History  Month  which  combined  research  and  cooperative  learning  techniques. 

The  same  students  are  currently  involved  in  an  ongoing  project  with  Mr.  Edward 
Kniolek  researching  Native  Americans  who  lived  in  the  area  both  prior  to  and  during 
the  time  of  the  Pilgrims.  This  project  has  involved  an  archaeological  type  dig  along 
the  Neponset  River  and  has  produced  an  appreciation  of  Native  American  artifacts 
and  culture. 

The  sixth  grade  students  used  the  1992  Olympics  as  a  basis  for  their  multicultural 
projects.  Many  of  the  students  seemed  to  sympathize  with  the  former  Soviet  athletes 
who  were  unable  to  bear  their  own  flag. 

Another  group  of  sixth  gpraders  is  using  the  Salem  witchcraft  trials  to  show  the  effects 
of  mass  hysteria  and  prejudice  on  society. 

This  has  been  a  very  rewarding  year.  The  group’s  enthusiasm  and  ability  to  respond 
to  challenges  help  the  SEARCH  program  to  grow  and  prosper. 

LIBRARY 

Thisyear  all  eleven  sections  of  6th  graders  met  with  Miss  Wlodkoski  once  a  week  from 
September  through  May  to  receive  instruction  and  practice  in  proper  use  of  all  library 
facilities.  (Examples  include  lessons  in  use  of  the  card  catalog,  Dewey  decimal 
system,  the  Readers’  Guide  to  Periodical  Literature,  use  of  reference  materials  such 
as  the  vertical  file  and  encyclopedias  and  periodicals,  introduction  to  Newbery  medal 
winner’s  writings,  scanning  books  for  factual  information,  overview  of  the  shelving 
system  in  the  IMC,  etc.) 

This  year’s  supplemental  activities  included  a  visit  by  a  Poetry  Alive  troupe  that 
dramatized  classic  poetry  for  all  students,  a  Calendar  Clue  Contest,  a  book  fair  to 
update  students’  exposure  to  new  publications,  a  program  to  give  practice  to  fifteen 
volunteers  in  the  running  of  a  library,  class  visitations  to  Social  Studies  classes  by 
1 2  Japanese  college  students  from  Showa  Institute  in  Brookline,  Massachusetts,  and 
a  presentation  to  sixth  graders  by  storyteller  Len  Cabral.  The  latter  two  programs 
were  part  of  the  multicultural  programs  of  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School. 

CONCLUSION 

The  National  Junior  Honor  Society  was  again  very  active  and  inducted  twenty-nine 
seventh  and  eighth  graders  this  year. 

The  Daily  Silent  Reading  Program  continued  this  year.  Every  morning  students  and 
staff  read  for  twenty-five  minutes.  This  relaxing  and  enjoyable  program  sets  a 
positive  tone  for  the  day  as  well  as  giving  students  and  staff  an  opportunity  to  read 
for  pleasure. 

Jean  Poce  of  our  Reading  Department  retired  in  June  after  23  years  as  a  teacher  in 
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the  Norwood  Public  Schools.  Simply  stated,  she  taught  on  another  level. 

Also,  John  Poce,  my  vice  principal  for  eight  years,  retired  and  will  be  sorely  missed 
by  the  students,  staff  and  mostly  by  me. 

We  wish  John  and  Jean  good  health  and  an  enjoyable  retirement. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Savage  and  wish  him  well  in  his  retirement.  I  would 
also  like  to  thank  Dr.  Toran,  Mr.  Smith,  and  the  Norwood  School  Committee  for  their 
support  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCffAL  OF  THE  BALCH  SCHOOL 

As  principal  of  the  Balch  School  I  submit  my  twenty -first  annual  report  for  the  period 
July  1, 1991  to  June  30, 1992. 

PERSONNEL  AND  ENROLLMENT 

The  Balch  School  staff  consists  of  seventeen  regular  classroom  teachers,  a  Reading 
Specialist,  a  Learning  Center  Teacher,  a  Speech  Teacher,  teacher  for  English  as  a 
Second  Language  (ESL)  and  a  Special  Needs  Teacher  in  our  Resource  Room,  assisted 
by  two  full-time  degree  teacher  aides.

ACADEMIC  AND  SCHOLASTIC  ACHIEVEMENTS

worked  exceptionally  hard  during  the  school  year. 

The  Principal’s  Award  was  presented  to  Carmel  Lyons  and  Joseph  Thornton,  Grade 
5  Balch  School  students. 

The  Balch  P.T.A.  presented  its  annual  scholarship  awards  of  $400.00  each  to  Kim 
Fannoney  and  Jose  Gomes,  former  Balch  students  and  1992  graduates  of  Norwood 
High  School. 

The  3rd  Annual  Caroline  M.  Elias  Prize,  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Elias,  a  Balch  graduate 
which  is  a  $400  award,  was  presented  by  the  Elias  family  to  Christine  Doe. 

Christine  also  attended  the  Balch  School  and  is  a  1992  graduate  of  Norwood  High 
School. 

BALCH  PARENT-TEACHER  ASSOCIATION 

This  year,  through  the  efforts  of  board  members,  Mrs.  Kathy  St.  Cyr  and  Mrs.  Phyllis 
Norwood,  the  P.T.A.  held  a  successful  Balch  School  Fair  on  Saturday,  May  16, 1992. 
Cooperation  from  pupils  and  teachers  resulted  in  games  and  events  being  designed 
and  enjoyed  by  all.  In  memory  of  Kay  Moore,  who  taught  at  the  Balch  for  many  years 
and  retired  in  June  1991,  the  P.T.A.  and  the  school  will  remember  her  by  planting 
shrubs  near  the  main  entrance  to  the  school.  Miss  Moore  passed  away  unexpectedly 
in  December  1991. 
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SPECIAL  PROGRAMS 

English  as  a  Second  Language  (ESL)  has  sixteen  pupils.  The  program  reenforces  the 
concepts  of  the  English  language  and  enables  these  pupils  to  make  tremendous 
strides  each  year. 

The  Modified  Kindergarten  and  Transitional  I  Programs  are  in  their  16th  year. 
Forty-two  pupils  are  enrolled  in  both  programs  with  sixteen  pupils  attending  from 
out-of-di strict.  Children  attending  Modified  Kindergarten  are  assigned  to  Transi¬ 
tional  I  the  following  year.  All  out-of  district  pupils  return  to  their  regular  district 
when  entering  regular  Grade  one.  Small  class  size  enables  the  children  to  focus  on 
listing  skills,  auditory  discrimination,  sequencing,  oral  language  development,  and 
gross  and  fine  motor  control. 

THE  EUREKA  PROGRAM  -  (GIFTED  AND  ENRICHMENT) 

At  the  Balch  School,  the  EUREKA  Program  included  both  a  pull-out  component  for 
academically  capable  students  and  a  classroom  component  concentrated  on  thinking 
skills  and  test  preparation  skills.  Selected  second,  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  graders  met 
with  the  EUREKA  teacher  for  a  period  of  about  45  minutes  per  week.  Developing 
creative  and  critical  thinking  skills,  research  skills,  units  of  study,  and  special 
projects  comprised  the  curriculum.  Classroom  lessons  for  all  students  at  the  first, 
second,  and  the  third  grade  emphasized  both  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills  and 
problem  solving.  In  addition,  several  lessons  were  given  to  fifth  graders  to  prepare 
for  the  National  Geographic  Geography  Bee. 

Some  of  the  units  of  study  included:  Using  the  Library  to  research  -  Animal  Research 
Projects,  Winter  Olympic  Activities,  Creative  Writing  Unit  on  Endangered  Species, 
Donuts,  Young  Authors,  a  Gifted  Sampler,  Marshmallows  and  Consumerism,  and 
the  Bill  of  Rights. 

Special  projects  included:  The  National  Geographic  Cxeography  Bee  for  Grade  5, 
Adopt-a- Whale,  Kendall  Whaling  Museum  field  trip.  Knowledge  Master  Computer 
Competition,  TEC  Fall  Challenge,  “We  Can  Make  A  Difference”,  and  the  TEC 
Museum  of  Science  Display:  “Paths  to  Discovery”. 

The  Balch  TEC  Project  entitled,  “Keys  To  The  Future”,  included  several  posters 
depicting  events  throughout  time,  and  student-developed  Time  capsules  containing 
lists  of  artifacts  from  the  past,  items  representing  the  present,  and  clothing,  money, 
transportation,  and  architecture  of  the  future.  Courtney  Ellard  and  Amanda  Saad 
represented  the  Balch  School  and  explained  the  display  at  the  Museum  of  Science  in 
Boston  on  May  17, 1992. 

EUREKA  offers  the  opportunity  for  special  projects,  group  and  independent  study 
and  strives  to  meet  the  needs  ofchildren  by  encouraging  creativity,  developinghigher 
level  cognitive  skills,  promotes  independent  and  critical  thinking  along  with  problem 
solving  activities. 

SPECIAL  CURRICULUM  PROJECTS 

The  first  grade  staff  is  in  the  second  year  of  the  team  approach  concept  in  reading. 
The  object  is  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of  each  student  by  incorporating  the  use 
of  the  Economy  Reading  Series,  as  well  as  some  enrichment  and  whole  language 
approaches  to  reading.  This  program  includes  one  hour  per  day  of  reading  instruct!  on 
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in  a  homogeneous  group  with  an  assigned  first  grade  teacher.  The  remaining 
mandated  hour  and  ten  minutes  per  day  of  reading  instruction  is  provided  by  the 
child’s  regular  teacher  in  a  heterogeneous  setting.  Reading  level  placements  are 
based  on  classroom  teacher  observations,  kindergarten  reading  tests  administered, 
and  the  Murphy-Durrell  Reading  Readiness  Analysis. 

The  Transition  First  Grade  participated  in  a  special  multicultural  project  during  the 
months  of  March,  April  and  May  - 1992.  The  program  coordinators,  Nina  Greenwald 
and  Phyllis  Gimbel  from  The  Education  Cooperative  at  Wellesley  College,  assisted 
classroom  teachers  by  linking  them  up  with  a  Wellesley  College  foreign  student.  This 
in  turn  enabled  the  cooperating  teacher  aware  of  a  variety  of  resources  such  as  books, 
curriculum,  hands  on  kits  and  videos  which  could  be  borrowed  from  Slater  Interna¬ 
tional  Center  at  Wellesley  College. 

Bin  Hu,  a  foreign  exchange  student  from  Shanghai,  China,  made  three  visits  to  the 
Transition  First  Grade.  Bin  answered  students’  questions  and  taught  them  a  game 
called  “Find  Your  Friend”. 

The  children  learned  to  write  the  numbers  one  to  ten  using  Chinese  calligraphy.  The 
culminatingactivity  was  a  festival  held  at  Wellesley  College  on  May  9, 1992  in  which 
each  classroom  displayed  their  project.  A  special  thank  you  to  Carol  Wong, 
Transition  First  Grade  teacher  at  Balch  who  coordinated  this  program. 

Students  in  Mr.  Pruyn’s  fourth  grade  class  maintained  a  pen-pal  relationship  with 
fourth  graders  at  the  Sullivan  Elementary  School  in  Ulysses,  Kansas.  In  addition  to 
forming  friendships,  our  students  discovered  how  much  different  it  is  to  live  in  arural 
area  and  that  there  are  other  areas  of  occupation  besides  farming.  This  pen  pal 
activity  certainly  made  the  study  of  the  mid-western  states  more  meaningful  for  our 
pupils. 

SPECIAL  PROGRAMS 

On  October  31,  1991,  the  Balch  School  third  ^ades  dressed  in  festive  costumes 
entertained  their  parents,  grandparents,  and  residents  of  the  Swedish  Home  in  West 
Newton.  Tom  Dugan,  vocal  music  teacher,  was  actively  involved  with  the  Halloween 
Musical  Program  which  combined  songs  and  poetry.  Delicious  refreshments  were 
enjoyed  by  all. 

Joseph  Carella,  administrator  of  the  Swedish  Home,  initiated  a  pen  pal  program  with 
Sandra  Johnson’s  grade  3  class.  It  has  been  designed  to  increase  communication  and 
appreciation,  and  develop  a  better  understanding  of  the  elderly.  Each  student  has 
been  assigned  a  resident  and  they  enjoy  sending  cards,  photographs  and  letters. 
Sharing  happiness  is  the  name  of  the  game! 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Balch  School  P.T.A.,  the  Balch  School  children  enjoyed  an 
excellent  mime  program  this  school  year. 

The  program  entitled,  We  Care,  was  a  pantomime  and  music  presentation  that 
looked  at  how  children  feel  about  themselves,  peer  pressure,  self-doubt,  and  about 
people  with  disabilities.  Two  representatives  from  the  ninth  regiment,  who  are 
committed  as  a  hobby  to  Civil  War  reenacting,  shared  with  our  fifth  grade^a 
perspective  of  what  it  was  like  to  be  a  common  soldier  during  the  Civil  War  era.  The 
men  portraying  soldiers  were  dressed  in  the  uniform  of  the  period,  with  weapons, 
accroutraments  and  artifacts.  In  addition  a  tent  and  camp  area  were  set  up  for  the 
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presentation.  The  program  was  quite  informative  and  correlated  well  with  the  fifth 
grade  curriculum. 

Mrs.  Joanne  Barrett,  grade  six  teacher  at  Norwood  Junior  High,  brought  her 
students  to  Balch  this  year.  The  Read  Aloud  Books  Program,  involving  her  pupils, 
was  well  received  by  the  children  in  Kindergarten  through  Grade  2.  It  was  an 
effective  peer  tutoring  concept. 

To  help  foster  art  in  education,  the  Cabot  Cahners  Gallery  at  Symphony  Hall  in 
Boston  incorporated  a  Youth  Art  Month  for  the  children  of  Massachusetts.  It  was  a 
unique  and  most  gratifying  experience  for  Roberto  Bemasconi,  a  first  grade  at  Balch 
to  have  his  art  work  displayed  in  the  gallery  of  Symphony  Hall  during  March,  1992. 

In  closing,  I  extend  my  appreciation  to  Central  Administration  and  to  the  Balch  Staff 
for  their  continuous  support.  In  particular  I  want  to  thank  Mr.  James  R.  Savage, 
retiring  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  his  cooperation  during  his  tenure.  I  personally 
wish  him  many  years  of  good  health  and  happiness.

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1992  REPORT  OF  THE  CALLAHAN  SCHOOL 

It  is  with  great  pride  and  enthusiasm  that  I  write  my  first  annual  report  of  the  C.  M. 
Callahan  School.  The  1991  -92  school  year  began  with  Mr.  John  Monahan  at  the  helm 
until  October  10  when  he  concluded  an  illustrious  career  with  the  Norwood  Public 
Schools.  A  gala  retirement  celebration  was  held  on  Friday  evening,  October  4th,  at 
the  Apollo  Function  Hall. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  STAFF 

The  year  began  with  two  hundred  seventy-one  students  distributed  among  grades  K- 
5.  New  staff* members  welcomed  in  September  were  Mrs.  Elaine  Crowell  in  gfrade  one. 
Mrs.  Denise  McMullen  in  Grade  5,  and  Mrs.  Denise  Kascavitch  who  was  hired  as  an 
instructional  aide  to  help  handle  overcrowding  in  grades  one  and  five. 

The  school  is  staffed  with  a  secretary,  a  nurse,  eleven  classroom  teachers,  a  reading 
specialist,  a  speech  therapist,  one  learning  center  teacher,  an  adjustment  counselor, 
art  teacher,  vocal  and  instrumental  teachers,  a  librarian,  two  lunchroom  workers, 
and  two  custodians.  Many  of  these  positions  are  shared  with  other  schools  on  a 
weekly  basis. 

The  Callahan  will  lose  an  excellent  veteran  third  grade  teacher  in  June  when  Anne 
Hudson  retires  after  twenty-two  years  at  the  Callahan  School.  We  wish  Anne  many 
years  of  good  health  and  happiness  in  her  coming  retirement. 

Congratulations  are  in  order  for  Miss  Evelyn  Wall  who  is  the  new  Head  Teacher  of 
the  Callahan  and  the  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Reading  Association. 

GRADUATE  AWARDS 

The  Norwood  Teacher’s  Association  Scholarship  Award  was  presented  to  Victoria 
Fruci.  The  Callahan  P.T.A.  Graduate  Award  was  present  to  Dawn  Cahill.  On  behalf 
of  the  staff  and  the  P.T.A.,  I  congratulate  Victoria  and  Dawn  for  the  many  accomplish¬ 
ments  that  earned  them  this  recognition  and  we  wish  them  the  same  success  in  their 
future  endeavors. 

ROCHE  BROS.  EQUIPMENT  PROGRAM 

Once  again  the  families  were  very  responsive  to  this  program  which  offers  audio¬ 
visual  equipment  to  the  school.  Mrs.  Laura  Belknap  did  an  excellent  job  organizing 
and  counting  receipts.  Although  we  came  up  slightly  short  of  the  amount  necessary 
for  a  camcorder,  Roche  Bros,  has  generously  agreed  to  make  up  any  difference  and 
provide  the  camcorder  for  the  use  of  the  Callahan  School. 

PARENT  TEACHER  ASSOCIATION 

The  Callahan  School  belongs  to  the  National  Parent-Teachers  Association  and 
received  plaques  this  year  from  the  State  and  National  headquarters  for  enrollment 
increases  of  over  ten  percent. 

Our  P.T.  A.  continues  to  be  an  extremely  active  and  productive  part  of  our  school.  Our 
monthly  Executive  Board  meetings  are  always  well  attended  by  interested  parents 
who  actively  participate  in  their  children’s  education.  An  Autumn  Pumpkinfest  Fair 
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was  conceived  this  year  as  our  primary  fundraiser  and  because  of  its  success,  will 
continue  next  year  under  the  direction  of  Sue  Morse,  Maria  Henry,  and  a  cast  of 
dozens  of  helpers.  The  P.T.A.  provided  the  school  with  funds  for  special  programs, 
field  trips,  multiple  copy  trade  books,  roller  skating  parties.  Teacher  Appreciation 
Day,  the  annual  Spring  picnic,  and  the  Callahan  Newsletter,  which  is  our  proud 
collection  of  many  events,  drawings,  and  literary  contributions  organized  bi-monthly 
by  Mrs.  Ryle,  Mrs.  Wade,  and  Mrs.  Arthur. 

I  sincerely  thank  all  our  P.T.A.  members  for  all  the  help  they’ve  provided  me  in  my 
first  year  as  principal. 

READING  PROGRAM 

Celebrating  the  writing  of  the  Young  Authors  at  the  Callahan  School  was  the 
highlight  of  the  Callahan  reading/writing  program  this  year.  Implementation  of  the 
young  authors  program  requires  a  great  deal  of  time,  effort  and  dedication  by 
students  and  teachers.  The  children  take  pride  in  reading,  writing,  editing,  illustrat¬ 
ing,  binding  and  sharing  their  original  books.  The  books  were  displayed  at  Morrill 
Memorial  Library  and  at  Fables  Bookstore.  Each  child  received  a  certificate  of 
recognition  from  the  Greater  Boston  Reading  Council  at  an  Awards  Assembly  at  the 
Callahan  School.  Ashlee  Quartarone  Grade  2,  Jennifer  Brady  Grade  3,  and  Chris¬ 
topher  Reilly  Grade  5  attended  the  Young  Authors  Conference  sponsored  by  Greater 
Boston  Reading  Council  at  Wheelock  College  in  Boston  on  June  5, 1992. 

Developing  a  love  of  reading  and  writing  is  a  primary  goal  of  the  Callahan  Reading 
Program.  The  children  are  provided  with  many  opportunities  to  enjoy  reading/ 
writing  and  to  practice  their  literacy  skills  using  real  materials.  The  children 
participate  in  the’’Dear’’  Program — Drop  Everything  and  Read,  the  “Book  It”  pro¬ 
gram  sponsored  the  International  Reading  Association  and  Pizza  Hut,  and  the 
National  Multiple  Sclerosis  “Read-a-Thon.”  The  children  are  encouraged  to  write  in 
their  journals  every  day. 

The  integration  of  reading/writing  across  the  curriculum  is  a  goal  of  the  Callahan 
reading  program.  Cooperative  learning,  productive  thinking  skills,  and  instruction 
that  provides  for  the  varied  learning  styles  of  children  have  been  the  focus  (rf 
classroom  instruction.  Classroom  teachers  supplement  their  basal  program  with 
multiple  copies  of  trade  books,  big  books,  and  newspapers. 

Miss  Wall,  the  reading  specialist,  works  with  the  staff  directing  and  implementing 
the  reading/language  program  at  the  Callahan  School.  She  works  with  the  teachers 
to  diagnose  and  evaluate  the  children’s  reading/wnting  skill  and  to  place  the  children 
in  instructional  groups.  Miss  Wall  is  a  member  of  the  “766  Core  Evaluation  team. 
She  provides  remedial  instruction  to  children  in  grades  one  through  five  and  teaches 
an  enrichment  class  to  the  fifth  grade. 

LEARNING  CENTER  PROGRAM 

The  Learning  Center  at  the  Callahan  services  those  children  that  require  significant 
modifications  of  the  classroom  material.  These  children  are  most  often  taken  out  of 
the  class  but  some  are  serviced  within  the  classroom  setting.  The  amount  of  hme  tor 
each  student  depends  on  their  specific  needs.  The  first  grade  teachers,  the  kinder¬ 
garten  teacher  and  one  fifth  grade  teacher  have  been  involved  in  inclusive  program¬ 
ming  for  their  students.  At  least  once  a  week  the  Learning  Center  teacher  \wrks 
within  their  classrooms.  This  inclusive  service  worked  well  for  mainstream  teachers. 
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students  and  specialist.  It  provided  more  insight  into  the  needs  of  the  student  and 
teacher  and  for  more  meaningful  instruction. 

Unfortunately  this  year  the  Callahan  Learning  Center  was  not  provided  with  an  aide 
due  to  budget  limitations.  The  case  load  was  extremely  heavy  and  therefore,  half  way 
through  the  year  eight  hours  of  aide  services  were  provided. 

CHAPTER  I  PROGRAM 

Chapter  I  known  as  the  ASPIRE  Program,  stands  for  Added  Special  Programs  (for) 
Intensive  Remedial  Education.  The  program  benefits  children  who  may  be  experi¬ 
encing  difficulties  in  the  areas  of  reading  and  math. 

Children  are  selected  for  eligibility  to  the  program  through  scores  irom  CAT’s  and 
recommendation  from  classroom  teachers.  Permission  is  necessary  from  the  parent 
in  order  for  the  child  to  participate  in  ASPIRE.  Support  is  provided  for  children  who 
fall  below  the  40th  percentile  of  their  class.  Children  may  be  taken  out  in  groups  not 
exceeding  six.  Occasionally,  the  Chapter  I  teacher  will  aid  these  children  in  the 
classroom  during  the  week. 

ASPIRE’S  purpose  is  to  reinforce  skills  that  are  being  taught  in  the  classroom.  Much 
of  the  instruction  is  accomplished  through  hands-on  activities  and  manipulative 
materials.  Conferences  are  held  in  September  and  May  to  discuss  the  progress  of  the 
students.  Additional  conferences  are  scheduled  when  necessary. 

LIBRARY  PROGRAM 

This  year  we  had  several  speakers  visit  the  children  in  the  hbrary  In  January,  the 
P.T.A.  sponsored  Karen  Jerome,  who  is  an  illustrator.  She  presented  an  interesting 
program  on  the  illustrating  process  and  donated  a  copy  of  her  book.  The  Shiniest  Rock 
of  All,  to  the  library.  In  March,  Miss  Wall  arranged  for  Madeline  to  visit  the  library. 
A  Madeline  doll  was  presented  to  the  library  which  may  be  borrowed  by  any  child 
borrowing  a  Madeline  book. 

Mrs.  Burnell  started  a  “reading  buddy”  program  in  which  fifth  graders  meet  weekly 
with  first  graders  to  share  library  books  and  other  reading  activities.  Mrs.  Rizzo  did 
a  research  unit  with  her  first  graders  on  the  rain  forest.  Both  Mrs.  Rizzo  and  Mrs. 
Burnell  were  pleased  with  the  outcome. 

Again  this  year  library  aide,  Bev  Callahan,  and  Mrs.  Burnell  plan  on  having  a 
children’s  used  book  sale  at  the  annual  fair  day  with  proceeds  going  to  purchase  new 
books  for  the  library. 

EUREKA  PROGRAM

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Some  of  the  units  of  study  included  using  the  Library  to  Research,  Animal  Research 
projects,  Winter  Olympic  Activities,  Whales,  Creative  writing  unit  on  Endangered 
Species,  Donuts,  Young  Authors,  A  Gifted  Sampler,  Marshmallows  and  Consumer¬ 
ism  and  the  Bill  of  Rights. 

Special  projects  included  the  National  Geographic  Geography  Bee  for  Grade  5. 
Adopt-a-whale,  Kendall  Whaling  Museum  field  trip.  Knowledge  master  computer 
competition,  TEC  Fall  challenge:  “We  Can  Make  A  Difference,”  and  the  TEC  Museum 
of  Science  Display:  “Paths  To  Discovery.” 

The  Callahan  TEC  Project  entitled  “Life  Styles,  Freedoms  and  Changes,”  included 
student’s  expressions  of  freedom  and  a  self-directed  prototype  for  a  question  and 
answer  computer  board.  Scott  Barrett,  Grade  5,  represented  Callahan  School  at  the 
display  at  the  Museum  of  Science  in  Boston  on  May  17, 1992. 

SPEECH  AND  LANGUAGE  PROGRAM 

The  Speech/Language  Pathologist  at  the  Callahan  School  addressed  the  speech  and 
language  needs  of  47  students  during  the  1991  -1 992  school  year.  Students  presented 
difficulties  in  the  following  areas:  Voice  and  fluency  problems,  articulation  errors 
and  language  difficulties  which  consist  of  low  receptive  and/or  expressive  vocabulary 
skills,  difficulty  with  verbal  or  written  expression  of  ideas,  difficulty  following  verbal 
and/or  written  directions,  topic  maintenance  during  conversations  and  difficulty 
with  the  meaning  and  structure  of  language. 

New  referrals  came  from  parents,  teachers,  and  other  team  members.  Thorough 
evaluations  were  conducted  and  individualized  remediation  was  implemented  when 
necessary. 

The  Speech/Language  Pathologist,  again,  participated  in  the  Special  Needs  Aware¬ 
ness  Program  (SNAP)  for  third  graders.  The  issue  of  hearing  impairment  was 
addressed  with  the  students  to  promote  increased  understanding  of  deaf  and  hearing 
impaired  citizens.  A  high  school  hearing  impaired  guest  speaker  addressed  the 
student  and  answered  questions  to  aid  in  better  understandings  of  the  difficulties 
faced  by  hearing  impaired  student.  Hearing  conversation  was  also  discussed. 

SING-A-LONG  PROGRAM 

Our  1991-92  Sing-A-Long  Program  was  the  fifth  under  the  capable  direction  of  Gail 
Leonard.  Because  of  overwhelming  response  we  had  to  limit  the  number  of  students 
in  this  year’s  program  to  grades  two  to  five. 

On  December  18, 1991,  we  visited  the  Eastwood  Nursing  Home  in  Dedham  for  the 
first  time.  Sixty  children  performed  different  songs  and  dances  which  were 
with  a  warm  welcome  and  a  letter  of  thanks.  On  April  1 5, 1992,  we  went  back  to  e 
Ellis  Nursing  Home  where  we  are  always  received  enthusiastically. 

The  Sing-A-Long  Program  is  a  volunteer  after  school  program  conceived  by  Mrs. 
Leonard  and  assistedby  the  Callahan  children,  parents,  and  P.T.A.  With  the  support 
of  our  principal,  Mr.  Griffin,  Director  of  Music,  Mr.  Alberta,  and  our  Elementary 
Coordinator,  Mrs.  Jerome,  this  program  will  continue  to  be  a  successful  undertaking. 
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CONCLUSION 

I  would  like  to  personally  thank  Mr.James  R.  Savage,  retiring  Superintendent,  and 
Mr.  John  F.  Monahan,  retiring  principal,  for  all  their  help  and  support.  I  am  also 
grateful  to  Mr.  Roderick  W.  Smith,  Assistant  Superintendent,  Miss  Evelyn  Wall, 
Head  Teacher,  Mrs.  Pauline  Erker,  Callahan  Secretary,  and  all  the  wonderful  staff 
members  who  have  been  so  helpful  to  me.  I  congratulate  Dr.Ralph  Toran  on  his 
appointment  to  the  position  of  Superintendent  of  Schools.  I  am  confident  that  we  will 
continue  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  children  and  to  promote  excellence  in  their 
education.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCffAL 
F.  A.  CLEVELAND  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  twenty-first  Annual  Report  as  the  Principal  of  the 
Frederick  A.  Cleveland  School. 

As  we  think  of  the  educational  program  at  the  Cleveland  School  and  the  framework 
within  which  it  operates,  we  must  consider  the  staff,  the  students,  and  the  plant,  as 
well  as  the  activities  designed  to  promote  learning  experiences  consistent  with  our 
established  goals.  We  are  concerned  with  creating  an  atmosphere  in  which  the 
children  feel  secure,  and  offering  programs  that  will  prove  to  be  an  effective  stimuli 
for  all.  We  are  aware  of  the  individual  differences  among  children  and  the  intra 
differences  within  a  child.  Finally  we  recognize  that  educational  growth  is  continu¬ 
ous.  Educational  habits  and  patterns  are  established  and  have  their  roots  at  the 
elementary  school  level. 

We  believe  our  educational  program  this  year  demonstrated  continual  growth  and 
considerable  success.  This  assessment  is  based  in  part  on  the  accomplishments  of  the 
goals  that  were  identified  early  in  the  school  year.  These  objectives  included: 

*  The  increased  emphasis  on  developmental  learning. 

*  Promotion  of  individual  awareness  of  health  and  safety. 

*  Emphasizing  mathematical  reasoning. 

*  Teaching  awareness  and  appreciation  of  minorities  in  a  pluralistic  society. 

*  Reinforcing  learning  using  graphs,  charts  and  diagrams  as  well  as  “hands- 
on”  experiences  with  scales,  protractors  and  compasses. 


STAFF  ENROLLMENT  AND  PLANT 

Staff 

Pre-requisites  for  quality  teaching  include;  a  strong  knowledge  of  the  subject,  a  clear 
understanding  of  current  research  regarding  content  and  methods,  and  the  ability  to 
relate  to  children.  We  believe  we  are  most  fortunate  to  have  a  well-balanced,  highly 
competent  professional  team. 

This  year  there  were  no  changes  in  the  regular  staff.  There  are  twenty-one  faculty 
members  -  seventeen  are  classroom  teachers  and  four  are  specialists.  Twelve 
teachers  have  earned  Masters  Degrees  and  one  is  completing  a  graduate  program.  As 
a  group,  they  have  been  actively  involved  with  curriculum  planning  and  develop¬ 
ment.

This  organization  represents  a  student/teacher  ratio  in  grades  1  to  5  of  21  to  1.  The 
enrollment  is  consistent  with  the  previous  three  years.  Next  year,  because  of 
increased  registration  in  the  present  kindergarten,  the  projection  for  first  grade  is  78 
students. 

Approximately  fifty  six  children  were  serviced  in  our  Diagnostic  Center  during  the 
year. 

PLANT 

There  are  22  rooms  in  the  Cleveland  School.  This  year  17  are  used  for  regular 
education  and  five  are  utilized  for  special  activities  as  Pre-School,  Chapter  I, 
Resource  Room  Program,  School  Psychologist,  Core  Facilitator,  and  Counseling.  One 
of  these  rooms  is  also  used  to  accommodate  the  Extended  Day  Program. 

The  housing  situation  remains  very  satisfactory. 

This  year  there  were  no  major  building  repairs.  The  replacement  of  an  oil/gas 
burner  combination  unit  and  a  ceiling  unit  installed  in  the  gymnasium  last  year 
functioned  very  satisfactorily.  A  small  auxiliary  heating  unit  was  necessary  for  the 
Early  Childhood  Program  and  the  front  entrance  structure  was  painted.  Spot 
painting  and  replacement  of  tiles  throughout  the  building  were  also  accomplished. 

TESTING  PROGRAM 

For  the  past  several  years  our  standardized  testing  program  included  the  following: 

1 .  The  Mass.  Basic  Skills  Test 

2.  The  Mass.  Educational  Assessment  Program 

3.  California  Achievement  Test 

By  assessing  the  results  of  these  tests  certain  parameters  regarding  how  children 
were  performing  could  be  identified.  The  results  also  provided  a  reference  for  pupil 
placement  and  curriculum  needs. 
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This  year  the  state  budget  did  not  support  the  Basic  Skills  Test,  and  the  results  of  the 
assessment  test  will  not  be  available  until  the  Fall  of  the  next  school  year.  The 
California  test  was  administered  in  grades  3,  4,  and  5,  and  the  scores  in  the  major 
subject  area  follows:

It  should  be  noted  that  all  scores  are  well  above  the  grade-level  norm.  The  attained 
scores  in  all  sections  of  the  test  were  above  the  anticipated  scores  except  for  Spelling 
and  Science  in  grade  4  they  are  identified  with  an  “asterisk”. 

Portfolios,  teacher  made  tests,  chapter  tests  in  Arithmetic  and  unit  tests  in  Reading 
and  Social  Studies  were  also  used  to  measure  pupil  achievement  and  program 
effectiveness. 

KINDERGARTEN  PROGRAM 

In  keeping  with  current  theory  in  Early  Childhood  Education,  the  Kindergarten 
Program  employed  a  more  developmental  learning  approach.  Workbooks  are  no 
longer  used,  and  worksheets  are  being  de-emphasized.  In  their  place,  students  spend 
more  time  involved  in  “hands-on”  learning  games  and  activities.  We  have  increased 
supplies  of  math  manipulatives. 

Shared  reading  of  big  books,  charts,  poems  and  songs  are  becoming  an  integral  part 
of  the  literacy  curriculum.  Children  are  learning  sound/symbol  relations  as  they  are 
immersed  in  language  and  print  in  the  classroom.  Process  writing  is  being  intro¬ 
duced  as  the  children  are  encouraged  to  become  writers  during  weekly  “Writer’s 
Workshop”. 

Free  play  is  now  free  choice  time,  when  the  students  are  encouraged  to  spend  time 
in  learning  centers  engaged  in  a  variety  of  activities,  from  painting  to  computers. 

Kindergarten  students  are  fast  becoming  computer  literate.  Computers  are  used  for 
tutorials  as  well  as  enrichment  activities. 

SCIENCE  CENTER  PROGRAM 

In  September,  grades  1-5  began  the  year  with  a  topic  called  methods  and  tools.  This 
topic  reinforced  the  scientific  method  as  a  means  to  solve  problems.  Different  tools 
were  introduced  to  help  with  the  problem  solving  activity.  Magmfying  glasses, 
microscopes,  balance  scales,  microprojectors,  metric  rulers,  and  personal  recording 
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notebooks  become  the  tools  that  each  student  scientist  used  with  each  hands  on 
lesson. 

Animals  were  introduced  at  all  levels.  Grade  1  learned  and  cared  for  hermit  crabs 
and  snails.  Grade  2  -  mealworms,  anoles,  and  crickets.  Grade  3  -  planaria  salt 
necessary  to  grow  brine  shrimp  eggs.  Grade  5  -anoles,  earthworms,  and  starfish. 

This  year  astronomy  was  a  big  hit  as  the  school  bought  its  own  telescope  to  study  the 
moon  and  constellations.  Parent  were  invited  back  to  a  night  of  star  gazing  with  the 
Science  Center  staff  and  a  Cleveland  school  expert  astronomer,  Mr.  Norton.  Before 
the  scheduled  night  activity,  students  were  able  to  observe  the  night  sky  in  the 
comfort  of  the  school  gym  using  the  portable  planetarium. 

Static  and  current  electricity  was  a  popular  topic  with  students  Grade  1  - 
experienced  the  Van  de  Graff  electrostatic  generator,  static  balloons,  and  static 
charged  horse  races.  Grade  3  -  examined  simple  circuits.  Grade  4  -  studied  the 
difference  between  series  and  parallel  circuits.  Grade  5  -  built  an  electric  motor  and 
tested  materials  that  were  conductors  and  insulators. 

A  physics  challenge  was  introduced  in  place  of  the  science  fair.  Students  in  grade  3 
built  a  boat  out  of  aluminum  foil  that  would  float  and  support  ten  pennies.  Grade  4 
constructed  paper  towers  made  out  of  a  single  sheet  of  paper  and  glue.  Grade  5  made 
a  bridge  out  of  toothpicks  and  glue  that  was  sturdy  enough  to  support  a  roll  of  toilet 
paper. 

GIFTED  AND  TALENTED  PROGRAM 

At  the  Cleveland  School,  the  Gifted  and  Talented  Program,  EUREKA,  included  both 
a  pull-out  component  for  academically  capable  students  and  a  classroom  component 
concentrated  on  thinking  skills.  Selected  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  graders  met 
with  the  EUREKA  teacher,  Mrs.  Joan  Zwible,  for  a  period  of  between  45  minutes  and 
one  hour  per  week.  The  curriculum  included  the  development  of  creative  and  critical 
thinking  skills,  research  skills,  units  of  study,  special  projects,  and  independent 
studies.  Classroom  lessons  at  the  kindergarten,  first,  second  and  third  grade 
emphasized  both  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills  and  problem  solving. 

Some  of  the  units  of  study  included:  Mexico,  Hats,  Using  the  Library  to  Research, 
Animal  Research  Projects,  Whales,  Young  Authors,  Unexplained  Mysteries,  A  Gifted 
Sampler,  Marshmallows  and  Consumerism,  Math  Enrichment,  and  Independent 
Studies.  Special  projects  included  the  National  Museum  Field  Trip,  Knowledge 
Mater  Computer  Competition,  TEC  Fall  Challenge:  “We  Can  Make  a  Difference”, 
TEC  Spring  Challenge:”Each  One,  Teach  One”,  New  England  Math  League  Contest, 
Young  Authors:  Grades  1 , 4, 5  TEC  Museum  of  Science  Display:  “Paths  to  Discovery”, 
and  an  Independent  Study/Project  Fair. 

THE  LIBRARY  PROGRAM 

The  F .A.  Cleveland  School  library  program  enjoyed  another  excellent  year  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Virginia  Stout,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Marion  Foley,  the  library  aide. 

Additional  support  was  provided  by  eighteen  regularly  scheduled  parent  volunteers. 
The  parents  were  responsible  primarily  for  the  circulation  of  approximately  350 
books  per  week.

Library  skills  were  taught  at  all  grade  levels.  The  first  grade  programs  emphasized 
an  awareness  of  authors  and  illustrators,  while  the  second  and  third  grade  practiced 
locating  authors  and  titles  from  the  card  catalog.  In  the  upper  grades,  students  were 
introduced  to  and  taught  the  basic  fundamentals  of  reference  work,  dictionary  skills, 
use  of  the  card  catalog,  writing  of  bibliographies  and  the  use  of  specialized  materials 
as  resources.  This  year  Miss  Hope  Anderson,  the  children’s  librarian  at  the  Morrill 
Memorial  Library,  and  Miss  Stout  coordinated  a  number  of  library  programs 
throughout  the  year. 

The  top  priority  for  the  library  reading  program  is  to  encourage  all  students  to  take 
advantage  of  the  many  books  available  for  leisure-time  reading.  We  believe  the 
increased  circulation  of  all  grade  levels  is  a  direct  result  of  this  emphasis. 

PRE-SCHOOL  DIAGNOSTIC  CENTER 

The  Diagnostic  Center,  serving  children  between  the  ages  of  three  and  five,  provided 
comprehensive  early  cliildhood  services  during  the  past  school  year.  This  townwide 
early  intervention  program  implements  the  mandates  of  Massachusetts  Chapter  7  66 
and  Public  Law  94-142  by  offering  outreach,  screening  and  evaluation,  program 
placement,  direct  service  to  young  children  with  special  needs,  consultation  to 
community  programs,  and  support  to  parents.  During  the  91-92  school  year, 
approximately  65  children  were  screened  by  the  Diagnostic  Center  Team  and  over  50 
children  had  individualized  education  plans. 

Referrals  for  Pre-School  screening  are  accepted  throughout  the  school  year.  Parents 
are  encouraged  to  call  and  make  an  appointment  and  are  referred  to  screening  by 
sources  such  as  pediatricians,  community  agencies,  nursery  schools,  day  care 
centers,  hospitals,  school  system  staff,  and  other  parents  who  have  utilized  this 
service. 

The  Early  Childhood  Resource  Center,  which  is  funded  through  early  childhood 
grants,  is  located  at  the  Norwood  Public  Library  and  at  the  Cleveland  School,  fhe 
Resource  Center  sponsors  workshops  and  lectures  and  offers  a  toy  and  book  lending 
library  for  the  community.  Parents  are  encouraged  to  utilize  materials  at  the 
Norwood  Library  throughout  the  calendar  year. 

THE  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  PROGRAM 

The  Instrumental  Music  Program  continues  to  be  very  popular  at  the  Cleveland 
School.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  in  addition  to  the  regular  or  conventional 
instruments  there  is  an  increasing  number  of  children  playing  sophisticated  instru- 
Ttients  such  as  the  viola,  cello,  trombone,  baritone  horn, french  horn  and  oboe. 

This  year  there  were  35  students  in  the  String  Programs  (Grades  3,  4,  and  5)  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Robert  Raphalian.  The  Beginners’  Band  (Grade  4  primarily)  and 
the  Intermediate  Band  (Grade  5)  had  a  combined  membership  of  54  students,  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Daniel  Troderman.  Of  course,  all  third  graders  were  still 
participating  in  the  Recorder  program  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Jacqueline 

Delaney. 

There  were  several  small  group  performances  throughout  the  year  as  Assembly 
Programs  for  Winter  holidays.  Memorial  Day  and  for  the  first  time  a  solo-small  group 
concert  at  the  Ellis  Nursing  Home.  The  three  major  groups  all  performed  for  the 
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Spring  Instrumental  Music  Evening,  the  all  String  Orchestra  Night  and  the  Annual 
Pops  concert. 

This  April,  the  High  School  Band  and  Orchestra  prepared  a  concert  at  each 
elementary  school  with  he  fifth  graders  performing  part  of  the  program  with  the  high 
schoolers.  It  was  interesting  to  note  the  large  number  of  former  Cleveland  School 
students  represented  in  the  High  School  band. 

FIELD  TRIPS 

Field  trips  add  an  interesting  and  important  dimension  to  our  educational  program. 
They  are  used  to  introduce  new  programs  or  as  culminating  activities  for  selected 
areas  of  the  Curriculum.  One  trip  per  class  is  usually  planned  and  includes  scientific, 
cultural,  or  historical  experiences.  A  schedule  of  this  years’  trips  follows: 

Kindergarten:  Stonybrook  Wildhfe  Center  -  Norfolk 

Grade  1:  Science  Museum  -  Acton 

Grade  2:  Northshore  Music  Theater 

Grade  3:  Science  Center  -  Worcester 

Grade  4:  Museum  of  Science  -  Boston 

Grade  5:  Freedom  Trail  -  Boston 

AFTER  SCHOOL  PROGRAMS 

Again  this  year,  the  building  facilities  were  used  extensively  for  after  school 
activities.  The  School  Department  sponsored  programs  for  the  upper  elementary 
girls  and  boys  during  the  Fall,  Winter  and  Spring  seasons.  The  activities  included 
Floor  Hockey,  Soccer,  Basketball,  Volleyball  and  Pillow  Polo.  The  Girl  Scouts  and 
Camp  Fire  Girls  had  a  total  of  seven  different  programs  to  accommodate  the  various 
age  groups.  There  were  two  Cub  Scout  packs  that  also  met  at  the  school  on  a  weekly 
basis. 


THE  PARENT  TEACHER  ASSOCIATION 

The  Cleveland  School  P.T.A  is  dedicated  to  promoting  an  understanding  and 
cooperation  between  parents  and  teachers  in  order  to  provide  the  best  physical, 
mental,  social  and  emotional  development  of  each  child.  The  many  programs  and 
activities  sponsored  by  the  P.T.A.  are  indicative  of  their  enthusiasm  to  achieve  this 
goal. 

As  in  the  past,  they  have  assisted  in  the  library,  operated  a  school  store,  offered 
financial  and  physical  support  for  field  trips,  conducted  a  book  fair  and  awarded 
scholarships  to  two  graduating  seniors.  In  addition,  they  have  sponsored  several 
enrichment  programs.  The  teachers  and  I  would  like  to  thank  the  President  of  the 
P.T.A.,  Mrs.  Jody  Smith,  and  the  Executive  Board  for  their  continued  interest  and 
support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCH^AL 
OF  THE  JOHN  P.  OLDHAM  SCHOOL 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  thirteenth  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  J  ohn 
P.  Oldham  Elementary  School. 

PERSONNEL  AND  ENROLLMENT 

The  enrollment  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  1991,  was  377  pupils,  \^th 
anticipated  enrollment  figures  increasing  for  the  foreseeable  future.  Our  projections 
for  September  1992  should  bring  us  over  the  400  mark,  a  number  which  we  had  when 
our  6th  graders  were  here.  Not  only  is  our  enrollment  rising  at  a  rapid  rate,  but  we 
are  rapidly  running  out  of  usable  classroom  space. 

Supportive  to  our  regular  classroom  staff  at  15-1/2  teachers,  we  are  complemented 
by  full-time  Reading,  Speech,  and  Learning  Center  teachers.  In  addition,  we  house 
a  Primary  Generic  class  in  which  placement  is  through  Chapter  766.  This  program 
is  geared  to  assist  children  with  special  needs,  and  where  possible,  mainstreaming 
of  the  students  into  regular  class-room  is  provided. 

CURRICULUM  /  SPECIAL  PROJECTS 

It  is  worthy  to  note  that  with  the  usual  updating  of  curriculum,  we  had  many  other 
activities  in  the  school  relating  to  curriculum  matters.  These  offerings  were  in  the 
area  of  cultural  and  enrichment  programming. 

At  the  Oldham  School,  the  EUREKA  program  included  both  a  pull-out  component  for 
academically  capable  students  and  a  classroom  component  concentrated  on  thinking 
skills.  Selected  second,  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  graders  met  with  the  EUREKA 
teacher,  Joan  Zwible,  for  a  period  of  about  45  minutes  per  week  and  a  Kndergarten 
group  met  for  twenty  minutes  each  week.  Developing  creative  and  critical  thinking 
skills,  research  skills,  units  of  study,  and  special  projects  comprised  the  cumculum. 
Classroom  lessons  at  the  first,  second,  and  third  grade  emphasized  both  critical  and 
creative  thinking  skills  and  problem  solving. 

Some  of  the  units  of  study  included:  “Polar  Ammals”,  “Mexico”,  “Hats  ,  “Using  the 
Library  to  Research”,  “Animal  Research  Projects”,  “Whales”,  “Young  Author^, 
“Unexplained  Mysteries”,  “A  Gifted  Sampler”,  and  “Math  Enrichment-Logownter” . 
Special  projects  included  the  National  Geographic  Geography  Bee  for  Grade  5, 
Adopt-a-Whale,  Kendall  Whaling  Museum  field  trip.  Knowledge  Master  Computer 
Competition,  TEC  Fall  Challenge:  “We 

Can  Make  A  Difference”,  TEC  Spring  Challenge:  Each  One,  Teach  One,  Young 
Authors:  Grade  1  and  4,  TEC  Museum  of  Science  Display:  Paths  to  Discovery  ,and 
an  EUREKA  Open  House. 

As  an  example,  our  National  Geographic  Geography  Bee  was  an  exciting  event.  The 
Bee  is  held  annually  to  encourage  students  to  be  more  aware  of  the  world  around 
them.  Several  class  lessons  were  presented  as  part  of  the  Eureka  program  to  prepare 
the  students  for  the  Bee. 

The  first  place  prize  was  awarded  to  Daniel  Saltzberg  from  Mr.  Brennan  s  room. 
Second  place  prize  was  won  by  Jennifer  Drury  from  Mr.  Ryan’s  room. 
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Congratulations  were  extended  to  both  winners,  as  well  as  the  other  finalists  who 
participated. 


CHAPTER  I  (ASPIRE) 

Chapter  I,  known  as  the  ASPIRE  program,  stands  for  Added  Special  Programs  (for) 
Intensive  Remedial  Education.  The  program  benefits  children  who  may  be  experi¬ 
encing  difficulties  in  the  areas  of  Reading  and  Math. 

A  special  pilot  program  was  instituted  this  year  at  the  Oldham  School  known  as 
HOTS.  HOTS  is  an  acronym  for  ‘■'higher  order  thinking  skills.”  HOTS  is  a  general 
thinking  skills  program  designed  primarily  for  Chapter  I  and  mildly  impaired 
Learning  Disabled  students  in  Grades  4-7.  The  thinking  skills  are  designed  to  also 
enhance  social  interaction  and  basic  skills.  HOTS  students  are  currently  outper¬ 
forming  national  averages  for  basic  skill  gains  in  reading  and  math,  and  the  program 
has  been  validated  by  the  National  diffusion  network. 

HOTS  represents  a  new  approach  to  compensatory  education.  Instead  of  re  teaching 
the  information  the  students  did  not  previously  learn,  HOTS  provides  the  types  of 
thinking  skills  that  students  need  to  be  able  to  learn  content  the  first  time  it  is  taught 
in  the  classroom.  Producing  basic  skill  gains,  however,  requires  implementing  the 
program  in  accordance  with  specific  recommendations. 

ART  /  COMPUTERS 

The  Art  Coordinator  for  the  Norwood  Elementary  Schools,  Miss  Ann  Malachowski, 
in  addition  to  teaching  Art  at  the  Oldham  School,  is  also  our  Computer  Education  and 
MCET  Coordinator.  The  Oldham  School  was  the  recipient  of  one  year’s  membership 
in  the  Boston  Computer  Society  due  to  the  fact  that  four  of  our  students  placed  in  a 
recent  Compufest  sponsored  by  the  organization.  There  were  two  winners  in  each 
grade  level  category.  Oldham  students  Mark  Donohue  placed  second  and  Jimmy 
Nguyen  was  awarded  Honorable  Mention  for  their  grade  3  level.  Renee  Webber  won 
first  place  and  Joseph  DiMaria  placed  third  in  their  grade  4  level.  All  four  children 
were  awarded  certificates  and  a  small  prize  from  the  Boston  Computer  Society. 

SPECIAL  PROJECTS 

The  Oldham  School  has  participated  in  two  Read-a-Thons  this  year.  For  the  National 
Multiple  Sclerosis  Society,  Mass  Chapter,  the  Oldham  School  raised  over  $1,000. 
Library  books  were  awarded  to  the  school. 

The  Book  of  Knowledge  Read-A-Thon  was  a  success  in  that  three  sets  of  the  new  Book 
of  Knowledge  were  awarded  to  the  school.  In  addition,  there  were  funds  to  purchase 
four  two-volume  sets  of  dictionaries  and  an  atlas.  The  Kindergarten  funds  are 
purchasing  a  30-book  set  of  the  Discovery  Toys  Gateway  to  Imagination  Book  Club, 
a  wonderful  collection  of  read-aloud  books  for  these  classrooms 

For  the  past  several  years,  our  Health/Physical  Education  teacher,  Blaine  Maus,  has 
organized  and  coordinated  a  Basketball  Shoot-Out  competition  for  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Easter  Seal  Society.  Substantial  amounts  of  money  have  been  raised  for  Easter 
Seals,  while  the  children  enjoy  the  basketball  and  experience  the  satisfaction  of 
helping  the  less  fortunate  in  our  society.  Easter  Seals  provides  prizes  to  participants. 

YOUNG  AUTHORS  PROGRAM  1992 
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During  1991/1 992,  N  orwood’s  young  authors,  under  the  supervision  of  their  teachers, 
wrote  and  illustrated  original  bound  books.  The  project  provided  the  students  with 
an  opportunity  to  develop  a  piece  of  writing  from  start  to  finish.  The  books  were 
evaluated  at  the  building  and  the  town  level.  A  delightful  display  of  these  books  were 
exhibited  at  the  Morrill  Library. 

The  Oldham  School  has  a  winner  at  grade  2.  The  young  author  was  Rebecca  Sargent, 
who  authored  “Fallings  Stars”.  Her  teacher  was  Mrs.  Kathleen  Davis. 

NORWOOD  ECUMENICAL  FOOD  PANTRY 

The  Oldham  School  students  and  staff  donated  items  for  the  Norwood  Food  pantry 
throughout  the  school  year.  Everyone  was  pleased  to  help  this  needy  cause. 

An  additional  special  collection  project  was  undertaken  by  Mrs.  Keegan’s  4th  grade 
class.  The  children  raised  approximately  $125  for  the  Pantry  by  donating  their  a  la 
carte  (dessert)  money  once  a  week  and  their  loose  change.  The  money  was  counted 
and  a  different  student  was  chosen  each  week  to  purchase  groceries  for  the  Pantry. 
They  were  instructed  to  purchase  only  nutritious  food  and  shop  for  the  best  values. 
With  the  help  of  their  parents,  the  children  were  able  to  accomplish  a  wonderful  deed. 

GRANDPARENTS’  DAY 

This  special  day  for  our  first  graders  has,  over  the  years,  become  a  highlight  of  the 
first  grade. 

Instituted  by  Miss  Jan  Baker  nine  years  ago,  this  day  took  on  special  significance  as 
the  retiring  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  James  R.  Savage,  was  made  an  honorary 
“Oldham  School  Grandparent”.  Special  thanks  to  Mr.  Tom  Dugan,  our  Music 
Teacher,  who  worked  on  the  musical  portion  of  the  program  for  the  event. 

HOME/SCHOOL  RELATIONS 

Home/school  relations  are  an  important  part  of  our  school  environment,  and  we 
would  like  to  acknowledge  our  appreciation  for  the  continued  support  and  work  the 
PTA  has  done  for  the  school. 

The  Roche  Bros,  program  run  by  the  PTA  was  very  successful,  with  the  Oldham 
School  collecting  over  $154,000  in  receipts.  Software  for  our  computers  was  ordered 
to  supplement  classroom  use  and  add  additional  titles  to  the  school  library. 

The  Star  Market’s  “Star  Share”  program  has  brought  hundreds  of  dollars  into  the 
Oldham  School  PTA  for  needed  projects  and  equipment.

Mrs.  Mary  Ready  -  Oldham  School 


Mrs.  Ready  worked  in  our  food  service  program  for  twenty-one  years.  She  became  a 
legend  at  the  Oldham  School.  Her  number  one  priority  was  always  the  children. 
(Unfortunately,  Mrs.  Ready  passed  away  on  January  26, 1993). 
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ENROLLMENT  STAFF 

The  September  1991,  enrollment  of  254  pupils  represented  an  increase  of  twenty- 
three  pupils  from  the  previous  year;  however,  numbers  alone  do  not  tell  the  whole 
story.  Ten  new  kindergarten  students  enrolled  in  late  August  and  early  September 
increasing  the  numbers  to  a  point  where  it  became  necessary  to  divide  the  class  into 
three  sessions.  Michele  Plasse-Collins  was  hired  in  October  as  a  half-time  kindergar¬ 
ten  teacher  and  the  music  room  was  reconverted  as  the  second  kindergarten  room. 

Eighty -one  transfers  of  students  in  and  out  of  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School  during  the  year 
have  had  an  impact  not  only  on  classroom  teachers  but  on  office  staff  as  well.  During 
the  past  few  years  the  number  of  transient  students  has  gradually  increased  and  it 
seems  the  trend  will  continue. 

Mrs.  Kathy  Smith  replaced  Mrs.  Marianne  Smotherman  as  a  Chapter  I  teacher.  Mrs. 
Smotherman  accepted  a  full  time  teaching  position  in  another  school  system. 


LIBRARY 

The  goals  and  objectives  of  the  elementary  library  program  are:  (a)  to  make  each 
student  familiar  with  the  organization  of  the  library,  and  (b)  to  teach  students  how 
to  locate  hbrary  materials  and  be  knowledgeable  about  what  a  library  has  to  offer. 

It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  a  great  deal  of  knowledge  that  the  children  will  acquire 
is  a  gradual  process  and  requires  frequent  application  of  the  skills  learned. 


The  major  part  of  an  elementary  school  library  program  is  to  promote  a  love  of  and 
appreciation  for  good  reading.  This  aspect  of  the  program  begins  in  the  kindergarten 
and  continues  through  the  fifth  grade  when  those  students  then  go  to  the  junior  high 
school. 

The  first  step  in  accomplishing  the  goals  is  to  establish  a  pleasant,  friendly  atmo¬ 
sphere.  Each  student  should  think  of  the  library  as  an  enjoyable  place.  This  attitude 
is  confirmed  in  the  earliest  grades  as  children  listen  to  stories.  By  the  time  the  school 
year  ends,  the  librarian  has  made  the  group  aware  of  a  large  selection  of  good  stories 
from  which  they  will  want  to  choose  books  to  borrow. 


During  the  first  and  second  grades,  the  librarian  becomes  acquainted  with  each 
child’s  reading  ability  and  interest.  This  is  a  continuing  process  through  grade  five 
as  both  ability  and  interest  grow  and  change.  Through  such  familiarity,  coupled  with 
a  deep  knowledge  of  the  collection,  it  is  possible  to  meet  each  student  s  needs  and 
desires  in  reading,  and  to  assist  students  in  broadening  their  choices.  The  read-aloud 
program  will  serve  to  introduce  other  types  of  books  such  as  folk  and  fairy  tales, 
poetry,  biography,  and  history. 

In  the  middle  grades  the  librarian  provides  an  awareness  of  different  types  of  fiction: 
fantasy,  science  fiction,  and  historical  fiction.  This  is  accomplished  through  book 
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talks  as  well  as  readings,  and  by  discussion  of  the  varying  qualities  of  each  genre. 
Library  skills  involve  the  following:  Literature  Appreciation,  Book  Care  and 
Handhng,  How  to  Check  Out  Books,  Arrangement  of  Books,  Dictionary,  Encyclope¬ 
dia,  Card  Catalog,  Dewey  Decimal  System,  and  Reference  Tools. 

We  are  also  deeply  indebted  to  the  many  parent  volunteers  who  faithfully  devoted 
countless  hours  of  time  this  year  in  an  effort  to  help  maintain  a  quality  program  of 
book  circulation  for  students.  Although  these  wonderful  people  were  recognized 
formally  at  a  breakfast  meeting  organized  by  Miss  Virginia  Stout,  librarian,  I  would 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them  for  the  record.  The  volunteers  this  year 
were  as  follows:  Marianne  Kelly,  Ann  Page,  Haejoo  Kim,  Hye-Kyoung  Lee,  Bess 
Vrotsos,  Marilyn  Mellen,  Linda  Carta,  Debbie  Donadio,  Peggy  Foley  and  Cathy 
Paciorkowski. 

VOLUNTEERS 

Volunteers  have  again  provided  valuable  assistance  this  year.  Mrs.  Barbara  Wilson 
and  Mrs.  Jane  Harrigan  continued  to  work  with  students  at  the  kindergarten  level 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Elaine  Perry,  kindergarten  teacher.  In  addition  to  these 
two  wonderful  people  who  helped  students  on  an  individual  and  small  group  basis, 
many  parents  of  students  in  Idndergarten  volunteered  their  time  to  help  duplicate 
papers,  helped  with  class  projects  and  prepared  other  materials  as  needed  i.e.,  hats 
and  certificates  for  the  graduation  exercises. 

Mr.  Arthur  Ofstein,  senior  citizen  volunteer,  returned  again  this  year  working  with 
students  in  the  Chapter  I  program,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Dorothy  Druker  and 
also  with  first  grade  students  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Nancy  Loftus.  He  has  been 
extremely  generous,  providing  many  items  for  students  and  arranging  for  various 
individuals  and  companies  to  donate  items  for  the  school  store. 

Mrs.  Marilyn  Fernandez  continued  again  this  year  to  work  with  volunteer  students 
on  the  habitat  arealocated  on  the  hill  behind  the  school.  They  were  also  instrumental 
in  the  planting  of  the  crab  apple  tree  and  blue  spruce  seedlings  donated  by 
McDonald’s  restaurant. 

Mr.  Robert  Sullivan,  another  senior  citizen,  volunteered  his  services  as  a  carpenter 
and  made  a  large  doll  house  for  the  kindergarten  class.  Beth  Hines,  director  of  senior 
citizens  was  contacted,  gave  us  his  name,  and  he  graciously  consented  to  help  us  out. 

CULTURAL  ACTIVITIES  PROGRAMS 

The  P.T.O.  funds  several  programs  for  students  throughout  the  year  and  two  in 
particular  proved  to  be  outstanding  this  year.  On  Thursday,  March  19,  1992,  the 
popular  author/illustrator  Greg  Maguire  circulated  around  the  school,  classroom  by 
classroom  for  the  entire  day  as  each  group  helped  to  develop  a  story  with  a  “cliff- 
hanger”  ending. 

The  first  class,  a  fourth  grade  group,  developed  the  characters,  the  next  class  the 
setting,  the  next  class  the  plot,  etc.,  and  ending  with  the  second  grade  classes  working 
on  the  “cliff-hanger”.  The  kindergarten  and  first  grades  provided  the  illustrations. 

Miss  Virginia  Stout,  librarian,  and  Miss  Patricia  McGuire,  head  teacher,  coordinated 
the  day’s  activities  and  Miss  Barbara  Lanzoni,  elementary  computer  director, 
followed  Mr.  Maguire  to  each  classroom  recording  all  material  and  then  making 
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computer  disks,  which  included  the  total  work  of  all  written  material  composed  by 
students,  available  at  the  end  of  the  day  for  every  classroom  teacher. 

Twenty-seven  students  were  selected  by  lottery,  from  those  who  wished  to  partici¬ 
pate,  to  meet  for  an  intensive  thirty  minute  mini  workshop  with  Mr.  Maguire  at 
lunchtime. 

Lunch  with  classroom  teachers  was  also  provided  with  Mr.  Maguire  which  provided 
an  opportunity  to  discuss  progress  through  the  morning  session  and  adjust  for  the 
afternoon  sessions. 

Students  worked  individually,  in  small  groups  and  in  selected  cases  the  entire  class, 
developing  an  ending  to  the  “chff-hanger”  story  and  Mrs.  Gail  McGloin,  P.T.O.  Co- 
President  arranged  to  have  the  stories  on  display  at  the  town  library  and  Fables  Book 
Store. 

On  March  3,  1992,  two  representatives  from  the  Creative  Enrichment  Company 
provided  an  assembly  “Music,  Magic  and  Maps”  which  highlighted  changes  — 
cultural,  political,  technical,  environmental  —  occurring  throughout  the  word. 

The  assembly  was  followed  by  workshops  at  the  fourth  and  fifth  grade  levels.  The 
cartographers  went  into  each  classroom  presenting,  “Making  Maps  Is  Better  Than 
Reading  Maps”,  and  providing  an  outstanding  hands  on  program.  Each  child 
produced  their  own  map  as  a  result  of  knowledge  gleaned  from  workshop  activities. 

Several  maps  which  students  had  completed  were  proudly  placed  on  exhibit  at  the 
Massachusetts  Elementary  School  Principals’ Association  state  wide  conference  held 
in  Hyannis,  MA,  in  May. 

SPECIAL  NEEDS  AWARENESS  PROGRAM 

Once  again  this  year  the  third  grade  pupils  were  involved  in  an  exceptional  program 
to  help  them  develop  an  awareness  of  the  needs  of  handicapped  individuals.  Mr. 
Daniel  Needham,  administrator  of  Special  Needs  provided  an  excellent  summary  of 
the  program  in  a  letter  distributed  to  the  parents  of  third  grade  students  which  reads 
as  follows: 

The  Department  of  Pupils  and  Personnel  Services  is  presenting  A 
Special  Needs  Awareness  Program  to  all  third  grade  students.  The 
purpose  of  the  program,  which  is  now  in  its  12th  year,  is  to  inform, 
educate,  and  sensitize  children  to  the  needs  of  handicapped  people 
and  thus  promote  positive  attitudes  and  social  acceptance  of 
Special  Needs  Students. 

The  Special  Needs  Awareness  Program  consists  of  five  one  hour  presentations  which 
cover  the  topics  of  Physical  Disabilities.  Visual  Handicaps.  Speech_and  Heanng 
Impairments.  Learning  Disabilities  and  Mental  Retardation.  Special  Needs  Staff,  in 
conjunction  with  the  principals.  Classroom  Teachers  and  other  school  staff,  present 
information  to  each  class.  Each  presentation  includes  medical,  scientific  and  career 
option  information  as  well  as  activities  designed  to  help  the  third  grade  student 
“simulate”  and  experience  aspects  of  each  disability.  The  session  then  closes  with  a 
discussion  in  which  the  students  are  encouraged  to  share  their  thoughts  and  feelings. 
The  Art  Department  offers  a  culminating  art  activity  to  illustrate  the  learning 
experience.  During  the  month  long  program,  the  children  work  in  a  booklet  that 
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includes  information,  activities  and  worksheets.  This  booklet  is  brought  home  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  program. 

EUREKA  (GIFTED  &  TALENTED) 

Martha  Colamaria  (Gifted  &  Talented)  teacher  summarized  the  numerous  activities 
for  the  year: 

At  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School,  the  EUREKA  program  included  both  a  pull-out 
component  for  academically  capable  students  and  a  classroom  component  concen¬ 
trated  on  thinking  skills  and  test  preparation  skills.  Selected  second,  third,  fourth, 
and  fifth  graders  met  with  the  EUREKA  teacher,  Martha  Colamaria,  for  a  period  of 
about  45  minutes  per  week.  Developing  creative  and  special  projects,  comprised  the 
curriculum.  Classroom  lessons  for  all  students  at  the  first,  second,  and  third  grade 
emphasized  both  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills  and  problem  solving.  In 
addition,  several  lessons  were  given  to  fifth  graders  to  prepare  for  the  National 
(jeographic  Geography  Bee. 

Some  of  the  units  of  study  included:  Using  the  Library  to  Research,  Animal  Research 
Projects,  Winter  Olympic  Activities,  Whales,  Creative  Writing  Unit  on  Endangered 
Species,  Donuts,  Young  Authors,  A  Gifted  Sampler,  and  Marshmallows  and  Consum¬ 
erism  and  a  special  Bill  of  Rights  projected  included  the  National  Geographic 
CJeography  Bee  for  Grade  5,  Adopt- A- Whale,  Kendall  Whaling  Museum  field  trip. 
Knowledge  Master  Computer  Competition,  TEC  Fall  Challenge,  “We  can  Make  a 
Difference”,  TEC  Museum  of  Science  Display:  “Paths  to  Discovery”,  TEC  Spring 
Challenge,  “Each  One-Teach  One”,  also  Independent  Study/Project  Fair,  Arbor  Day 
Poster  Contest,  and  participation  in  the  New  England  Math  League. 

The  EUREKA  teachers  were  pleased  to  hold  a  Parent  Presentation  at  the  C.  J. 
Prescott  School  for  all  Elementary  School  Parents  in  the  fall  of  1991 .  In  addition,  the 
Prescott  School  served  as  host  site  for  the  Knowledge  Master  Computer  Competition 
in  which  Norwood  scored  second  in  the  State. 

ENVIRONMENT 

McDonald’s  restaurants  of  Eastern  New  England  in  conjunction  with  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Horticultural  Society  provided  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School  with  “Green  Science 
Discovery  Curriculum  Kits”,  thirty  blue  spruce  seedlings  and  a  flowering  crab  apple 
tree. 

Lisa  Chaphn,  district  representative  from  McDonald’s  formally  presented  the  flow¬ 
ering  crab  apple  tree  at  a  school  wide  ceremony  when  the  tree  was  appropriately 
planted  at  the  front  of  the  building  by  Mrs.  Marilyn  Fernandez,  parent  volunteer,  and 
her  students  who  have  been  working  for  the  past  two  years  on  the  habitat  area. 

Mrs.  F ernandez  and  the  students  also  planted  the  thirty  seedlings  in  the  habitat  area 
located  on  the  hill  at  the  back  of  the  school  near  a  wooded  area. 

COMPUTER  SOFTWARE 

Fifteen  items  of  computer  software  were  obtained  from  Mindscape  Educational 
Software  as  a  result  of  the  Roche  Brothers  register  tape  drive.  We  are  indebted  to 
Mrs.  Corine  McCormack,  P.T.O.  fund  raising  chairperson,  and  her  committee  for 
extraordinary  efforts  this  year.  Money  collected  from  the  several  fund  raising 
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activities  was  used  for  numerous  programs  arranged  by  the  Cultural  Activities 
Committee,  field  trips  for  all  classes  and  stipends  for  teachers  to  purchase  items  for 
their  classrooms. 

P.T.O.  SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  P.T.O.  Scholarship  Committee  awards  a  certificate  and  a  check  for  $300.00  each 
year  to  a  male  and  female  student,  high  school  graduate,  in  recognition  of  academic 
excellence  and  high  standards  of  citizenship,  performed  in  a  manner  best  exempli¬ 
fying  the  ideals  of  the  C.  J.  Prescott  School. 

This  year  marks  the  twenty-fifth  year  that  the  awards  have  been  presented.  The 
recipients  were  Maria  Flanders  and  Michael  Parks  and  their  names  have  been 
engraved  on  the  plaque  which  is  located  in  the  lobby. 

PRESIDENTIAL  ACADEMIC  FITNESS  AWARD 

Certificates,  signed  by  President  George  Bush  and  Secretary  of  Education  Lamar 
Alexander,  were  presented  to  several  fifth  grade  students  on  May  28, 1992,  following 
the  musical  performance.  The  certificates  were  given,  “In  recognition  of  Outstanding 
Academic  Achievement  and  meeting  the  standards  of  the  Presidential  Academic 
Fitness  Awards  Program”,  and  “Extraordinary  Effort  to  Achieve  Excellence”,  to  the 
following  individuals:  Adam  Calarese,  Daniel  Dynan,  Eireann  Dunbar,  Michael 
Hunter,  Elizabeth  Lane,  Charanprit  Maniktala,  Michael  Roth,  and  James  Terrell. 
In  addition  to  the  certificate,  a  lapel  pin  with  the  presidential  seal  and  words 
“Presidential  Academic  Fitness  Award”  was  presented  to  each  child. 

BIG  BROTHER 

Jason  Cores,  a  Norwood  High  School  senior  and  vice  president  of  the  high  school 
Friendship  Club,  volunteered  his  services  as  a  “Big  Brother”  this  year.  He  came  to 
the  C.  J.  Prescott  School  once  (and  often  twice)  a  week  to  help  a  first  grade  boy  gain 
confidence.  He  would  work  with  the  first  grader  on  art  projects  in  art  class,  read  in 
the  school  library  and  even  play  basketball  on  occasion. 


FOOD  PANTRY 

A  large  cardboard  box  was  placed  in  the  lobby  to  hold  items  of  food  for  the  Norwood 
Food  Pantry.  A  separate  notice  was  sent  home  informing  parents  of  the  drive  to 
collect  food  for  the  needy  and  notices  were  also  included  throughout  the  year  in  the 
P.T.O.  newsletters.  Several  boxes  of  food  were  collected  and  delivered  to  the  church. 

TEACHER  FOR  A  DAY 

Mr.  Peter  Maglia,  manager  of  Carla’s  restaurant,  served  as  a  first  grade  teacher  on 
April  15,  1992,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Susan  Zeitz,  classroom  teacher.

Maglia  was  one  of  twenty -four  individuals  from  the  community  who  became  a  teacher 
for  a  day  in  a  classroom  in  one  of  the  elementary  and  secondary  schools. 
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U.SA.  PLAYGROUND  MAP 

Goal:  Painting  a  large  map  of  the  U.S.A.  on  the  playground  at  the  Prescott  School. 

Reason:  To  enhance  the  teaching  of  geography;  to  give  the  children  an  educational 
outlet  during  their  recess  play  time;  to  take  advantage  of  the  popularity  of  the 
geography  game  show  and  computer  game,  Wherein  the  World  is  Carmen  San  di  ego?: 
to  give  high  school  students  an  opportunity  to  paint  on  a  grand  scale;  to  give  them  a 
chance  to  do  some  community  service;  and  to  give  them  some  experience  which  might 
be  beneficial  in  securing  a  job  or  college  admission;  to  give  the  elementary  children 
at  the  Prescott  a  chance  to  have  good  teenage  role  models. 

The  project  was  proposed  and  is  being  directed  by  Veronica  Bell -Sandler,  who  is  a 
part-time  staff  member  of  the  Norwood  Public  Schools’  Elementary  Art  Department. 
Mrs.  Bell-Sandler  is  donating  her  time  to  the  project,  and  most  of  the  materials  are 
being  donated  by  Sandler  Painting  Company. 

The  Prescott  P.T.O.  has  been  fully  supportive  of  the  project.  Mr.  George  Usevich, 
principal  of  Norwood  High  School  was  instrumental  in  arranging  the  release  of  the 
high  school  students  from  classes.  Miss  Ann  Malachowski,  elementary  art  coordina¬ 
tor  has  supported  the  project  and  documented  it  for  central  administration.
